CHAPTER  519. 

AN  ACT   IN    ADDITION  TO   CHAPTER  169  OP   THE    PUBLIC  fwf«*  May  S8, 

STATUTES,    ''OF   MASTERS,    APPRENTICES    AND    LABOR-  ^^ 

ERS." 

It  IS  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows: 

Section  1.     No  minor  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  Jay  tohTnSit 
and  no  woman  shall  be  employed  in  laboring  in  any  SirB^Mdwom-*" 
manufacturing  establishment  more  than  ten  hours  in  any  ^' 
day,  except  when  it  is  necessary  to  make  repairs  to  pre- 
vent the  interruption  of  the  ordinary  running  of  the 
machinery,  or  when  a  different  apportionment  of  the 
hours  of  labor  is  made  for  the  sole  purpose  of  making 
a  shorter  day's  work  for  one  day  of  the  week;  and  in 
no  case  shall  the  hours  of  labor  exceed  sixty  in  a  week. 
Every  employer  shall  post  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  ^*^.***^ 
every  room  where  such  persons  are  employed,  a  printed 
notice  stating  the  number  of  hours  work  required  of 
them  on  each  day  of  the  week ;  and  the  employment 
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of  any  such  person  for  a  longer  time  Id  any  day  than 
so  stated^  shidl  be  deemed  a  violation  of  this  section, 
unless  it  appears  that  such  employment  is  to  make  up 
for  time  lost  on  some  previous  day  of  the  same  week  in 
consequence  of  the  stopping  of  machinery  upon  which 
such  person  was  employed  or  dependent  for  employ- 
ment.

body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  the  Seacon-

REPORT 


To  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  £c.y  at  their 
May  Session  J  A.  D.y  1885, 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Pablic  Statutes  I  have  the 
honor  to  submit  the  following  report: 

The  present  Bailroad  Commissioner  was  appointed  by  the  Oovernor 
on  the  24th  day  of  December,  1884,  and  entered  upon  the  duties  of 
the  ofSce  on  the  26th  day  of  same  month.  Immediately  afterwards  I 
made  a  demand  upon  Henry  Staples,  Esq.,  the  former  Bailroad  Com- 
missioner, for  the  records  of  the  ofBce,  which  he  refused  to  deliver  to 
me,  giving  as  the  reason  for  not  transferring  Qaid  records  to  his  suc- 
cessor in  office,  that  he  kept  them  in  a  book  that  he  had  paid  for  with 
his  own  money.  The  only  property  transferred  to  me  was  a  lot  of 
returns  and  reports  from  other  States.  I  have  placed  the  matter  in 
the  hands  of  the  Attorney  General,  the  law  officer  of  the  State,  to  take 
such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  recover  the  papers  and  records  be- 
longing to  the  office,  and  am  awaiting  his  action  in  the  premises. 

The  law  requires  the  Bailroad  Corporations  to  make  a  report  to 
the  Bailroad  Commissioner,  in  January  of  each  year,  of  such  facts  as 
the  Commissioner  may  require  and  such  additional  information  as  the 
Corporation  may  deem  expedient.  I  found  that  many  of  them  had 
made  their  reports  in  December  to  the  former  Commissioner.  I  ob- 
tained through  the  courtesy  of  the  state  pi  inter  a  copy  of  the  ques- 
tions sent  by  said  former  Commissioner,  and  forwarded  to  each  Cor- 
poration, requesting  returns  in  same  manner  as  had  previously  been 
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made  to  my  predecessor  in  office.     I  have  received  the  returns  from 
the  Corporations  and  embody  them  in  this  report. 

The  Commissioner  is  by  law  directed  in  case  of  an  accident  to  inves- 
tigate the  cause  and  to  give  to  the  injured  parties  or  their  friends, 
upon  request,  any  information  he  may  have  acquired,  free  of  charge. 
I  have  investigated  the  accidents  that  have  occurred  since  I  have  held 
the  office,  and  embody  a  list  of  them  in  this  report.  The  papers  and 
records  belonging  to  this  office  not  having  come  into  my  possession  as 
before  mentioned  I  am  unable  to  give  a  list  of  the  accidents  that 
occurred  previous  to  my  appointment,  or  any  information  thereof, 
or  any  account  of  other  business  or  proceedings  of  said  office  before 
said  time.

April  20.  William  Bakd,  living  at  Harold  street,  in  the  city  of 
Providence,  fell  from  the  front  platform  of  an  AtwelPs  Avenue 
Horse  car  on  the  Union  Bailroad^  and  the  front  wheel  passed  over 
his  legs.  He  was  taken  to  the  B.  I.  Hospital  and  there  died  of  his 
injuries. 

May  11.  A.  W.  Cabteb^  section  master  on  the  Pawtuzet  Valley 
Bailroad^  while  standing  on  the  track  near  Biver  Point,  was  struck 
by  the  train  on  the  N.  Y.  &  N.  E.  Bailroad,  due  in  Providence  at 
8.45  A.  M.,  and  received  injuries  of  which  he  afterwards  died. 

May  16.  Edwabd  Enott  was  slightly  bruised  about  the  face,  in 
consequence  of  a  truck  of  one  of  the  cars  on  the  Pawtuxet  Valley 
Bailroad  jumping  the  track  on  the  switch  at  Harris  Station. 

May  16.  William  MoMann,  on  stepping  from  the  front  platform 
of  an  Olneyville  Horse  car  on  the  Union  Bailroad^  had  one  of  the 
wheels  pass  over  his  foot.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE 


COMMISSIONERS  OF  SHELL  FISHERIES. 


To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly  at  its  May  Session^  A.  D.  1885: 

The  QDdersignedy  GommissioDers  of  Shell  Fisheries,  respectfally 
present  their  annual  report: 

The  amount  of  money  collected  for  oyster  bed  rents  and  paid  over 
to  the  General  Treasurer^  for  and  during  the  year  ending  Dec.  Slst, 
1884,  is  eleven  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty  (111,920.00)  dol- 
lars. There  was  paid  during  said  year  for  boat  hire  to  inspect  oyster 
beds,  stationery,  and  other  necessary  expenses,  the  sum  of  sixty-one 
dollars  and  thirty-four  cents,  ($61.34)  leaving  a  net  income  to  the 
State  of  eleven  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-eight  dollars  and 
sixty-six  cents  (911.858.66). 

Since  the  first  day  of  January,  1885,  oyster  rents  have  been  col- 
lected and  paid  over  to  the  General  Treasurer  to  the  amount  of  nine 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty  (19,780.00)  dollars,  and  there 
still  remains  due  and  uncollected  a  little  less  than  one  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

During  the  year  1884  a  larger  number  of  oyster  beds  were  cancelled 
and  abandoned  than  in  any  previous  year  since  the  preseat  commis- 
sioners have  been  in  office.  There  were  cancelled  131  acres  of  ground, 
paying  a  rent  of  ten  dollars'per  acre,  and  123  acres  paying  rent  of  one 
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dollar  per  acre.  Daring  the  same  jear  only  about  27  acres  of  new 
ground  at  ten  dollars  per  acre  was  leased,  and  five  acres  at  one  dollar 
per  acre,  thus  making  a  total  falling  off  of  218  acres  during  the  year 
and  thereby  reducing  the  rent  and  income  to  the  State  eleven  hundred 
and  fifty-eight  dollars.  Since  January  1st,  1885,  there  has  been  an 
unusually  small  number  of  applications  for  oyster  ground,  and  the 
present  indications  are  that  there  will  be  a  further  abandonment  of 
ground  now  leased. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Sec.  2.  Said  corporation  may  take,  hold,  transmit 
and  convey  real  and  personal  estate  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  thousand  dollars.

FINANCES. 

There  is  an  increasing  difficulty  every  year,  not  only  in 
investing  promptly,  but  even  in  keeping  invested,  moneys 
belonging  to  the  Sinking  Fund,  and  this  is  due  both  to  the 
large  premium  commanded  by  the  securities  to  which  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  are  limited  in  their 
investments,  and  also  because  the  Commissioners  do  not 
consider  it  prudent  to  invest  in  bonds  maturing  at  a  period 
later  than  the  bonds  of  the  State.  To  meet  this  Embarrass- 
ment an  act  was  passed  in  1881  which  added  to  the  list  of 
lawful  investments  the  "  notes  or  bonds  of  any  fire  district " 
of  this  State,  "  or  bonds  of  any  city  or  town  in  any  New 
England  State."  It  may  be  considered  advisable  at  this  time 
to  still  further  enlarge  the  list  and  to  add  "the  notes  or  bonds 
of  any  school  district  of  this  State,"  to  the  investments  now 
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aathorized.  The  Commissioners  the  past  year  have  had  to 
decline  several  offers  of  this  kind  of  security.  Should  this 
change  be  made,  I  would  suggest  that  Chapter  30  of  the 
Public  Statutes  of  1882  be  revised,  leaving  out  those  parts 
which  are  obsolete  and  repealing  section  4,  which,  if  it  has  ^ 
any  force  at  all,  might  seem  by  inference  to  restrain  the 
Commissioners  from  paying  more  than  par  and  interest  for 
investments,  and  thus,  in  this  instance,  make  valueless  a 
necessary  part  of  the  system  upon  which  Sinking  Funds  are 
based. 

It  may  not  be  inappropriate  at  this  time,  as  a  part  of  the 
history  of  the  year,  to  state  that  the  recommendation  made 
by  my  predecessor,  in  his  last  annual  message,  in  regard  to 
the  desirability  of  destroying  a  large  number  of  the  paid 
bonds  and  coupons  of  the  State,  was  adopted  by  you  and 
that  the  bonds  and ,  coupons  before  mentioned  were  des- 
troyed by  the  persons  charged  with  that  duty,  their  report 
being  made  to  you  at  the  last  May  Session. 

I  may  also  be  permitted  to  recall  to  your  attention  that  at 
the  outbreak  of  our  civil  war  in  1861  the  State  had  no 
debt;  at  its  close  there  were  $4,000,000  of  bonds  outstand- 
ing. Of  this  amount  the  National  Government  reimbursed, 
for  war  expenses,  the  sum  of  $751,391.66,  leaving  a  burden 
upon  our  people  of  $3,248,608.34.  The  State  has  since 
paid  off"  or  redeemed  $1,881,608.34,  making  the  amount  of 
bonds  outstanding  on  December  31st,  1885,  $1,367,000. 
If  from  this  sum  we  deduct  the  par  value  of  the  securities 
belonging  to  the  Sinking  Fund  on  the  same  date,  we  have 
a  net  obligation  of  $892,307.83,  for  the  payment  of  which. 
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at  its  maturity  in  1893  and  1894,  the  annual  amount  re- 
ceived by  the  Commissioners  from  the  General  Treasurer, 
together  with  interest  from  investments,  will  be  amply  suffi- 
cient. 

The  Board  of  Commissioners,  in  accordance  with  law, 
have  examined  personally  the  various  investment  securities 
of  the  Sinking  Fund. 

We  have  every  reason,  I  believe,  to  feel  satisfied  with  the 
financial  condition  of  the  State  and  the  high  credit  which 
she  enjoys  abroad.

rate circumstances.  The  amount  of  deposits  and  the  number 
of  depositors,  both  large  and  small,  are  greater  than  ever 
before.

This  summary  of  the  school  returns  for  the  past  year 
shows  a  gratifying  increase  in  the  number  enrolled  in  onr 
schools  and  also  in  the  attendance  of  the  children.  With  a 
gain  in  ten  years  of  about  11  per  cent  in  the  school  popu- 
lation, we  have  an  advance  of  over  21  per  cent  in  the 
average  attendance.  The  largest  part  of  this  gain  has  been 
made  during  the  past  two  years,  or  since  the  enactment  of 
the  new  truant  and  absentee  law.    Most  of  the  towns  of  the 
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State  have  put  this  law  in  operation  and  with  highly  bene- 
ficial results  in  all  cases.  If  it  were  enforced  with  equal 
impartiality  in  all  parts  of  the  State  its  good  eflfects  would 
be  still  more  marked,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  such  a 
result  may  be  speedily  secured. 

It  has  been  sometimes  said,  and  I  have  no  doubt  more 
generally  thought,  that  the  State  was  carrying  on  its  educa- 
tional work  at  a  rapidly  increasing  rate  of  cost.  By  refer- 
ence to  the  figures  of  the  summary  it  will  be  seen  that  such 
is  not  the  case.  The  current  expenditure  for  each  pupil  in 
average  attendance  and  the  current  cost  of  a  single  month's 
instruction  for  each  pupil  are  both  less  than  in  1875.  These 
facts  are  suggestive  and  encouraging. 

The  responses  made  by  the  various  towns  of  the  State 
for  increased  appropriations  to  meet  the  additional  amount 
voted  by  the  General  Assembly  a  year  ago,  have  been  hearty 
and  unanimous. 

The  general  condition  of  the  schools  in  the  ^cities  and 
larger  centres  of  population  is  good,  and  they  are  being 
brought  under  better  guidance  and  direction.  Their  work 
also  grows  more  thorough  and  satisfactory.  The  decreas- 
ing number  and  size  of  the  schools  in  the  more  remote  parts 
of  the  State  still  continue,  and  the  question  of  their  suc- 
cessful continuance  is  coming  to  be  one  of  the  utmost  im- 
portance. 

The  State  aid  granted  to  the  free  public  libraries  has 
proved  of  great  advantage  to  them,  and  in  ten  years  they 
have  increased  in  number  from  seven  to  thirty-three.  The 
testimony  as  to  their  value  and  the  kind  and  extent  of  the 
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good  done  by  them  is  strong,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
before  long  there  will  be  one  in  every  town  in  the  State. 

THE   NORMAL   SCHOOL. 

This  institution  was  organized  in  1871  for  the  specific 
purpose  of  training  teachers  for  the  public  schools.  During 
the  more  than  fourteen  years  of  its  existence  there  have 
been  connected  with  it  1,014  pupils,  who  have  come  from 
every  town  in  the  State  and  have  represented  about  equally, 
in  proportion  to  the  population,  each  county.  A  great 
many  of  the  undergraduates  have  taught.  Three  hundred 
and  fifty-four  have  graduated  and  almost  all  of  these  have 
successfully  taught  in  the  State.  The  special  provision  now 
made  for  a  course  of  one  year  of  thorough  professional  train- 
ing for  graduates  of  High  Schools,  will  bring  the  Normal 
School  into  closer  relationship  with  the  city  schools. 

It  is  estimated,  that  for  the  proper  instruction  of  the  more 
than   forty-seven   thousand   pupils  enrolled  in  our  public 

schools  a  force  of  eleven  hundred  teachers  is  required,  and 
to  fill  the  vacancies  occurring  the  most  competent  persons 
should  be  selected.  Upon  the  character  of  the  work  done 
in  the  public  schools,  more  than  upon  anything  else,  the  pro- 
gress and  prosperity  of  the  State  depend.  In  selecting 
teachers  prudence  would  seem  to  dictate  that  those  who  are 
employed  should  have  had  the  advantages  of  a  special  train- 
ing in  a  Normal  School.  This  school,  by  reason  of  its  his- 
tory, its  present  eflBciency,  as  well  as  its  absolute  necessity 
for  the  future  prosperity  of  our  schools,  merits  the  confi- 
dence of  the  people  and  the  generous  support  of  the  Gen- 
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eral  Assembly.  It  will  need  from  time  to  time  an  enlarge- 
ment of  its  facilities  for  doing  its  work,  and  whatever  is 
required  should  be  given  ungrudgingly. 

SCHOOL   FOR  THE   DEAF. 

Miss  Austin,  the  former  principal,  having  retired,  Miss 
Anna  M.  Black  was  elected  in  her  place.  Miss  Black  has 
had  special  training  and  preparation  for  this  work,  as  well 
as  considerable  experience  in  teaching,  and  it  is  believed 
that  the  efficiency  of  the  school  will  be  increased.  The 
school,  though  small,  is  nevertheless  of  great  importance,  as 
it  supplies  a  want  that  nothing  else  could  meet 

STATE   HOME   AND   SCHOOL. 

The  State  Home  and  School  for  dependent  and  neglected 
children,  established  by  an  act  passed  April  29th,  1884,  was 
opened  for  the  reception  of  inmates  the  first  week  in  April 
last.  Since  that  time  26  children  have  been  at  the  school, 
as  many  as  could  be  accommodated  in  the  buildings  then  on 
the  place.  During  the  summer  and  autumn  a  second  wood- 
en cottage  has  been  built  capable  of  holding  twenty-five 
more  children  and  is  now  filled.  A  large  stone  wing  has 
been  added  to  the  main  building,  afibrding  necessary  kitchen, 
dining,  and  school  room  accommodation.  The  buildings  are 
heated  by  steam  and  pipes  are  laid  for  wat^r.  The  school 
has  labored  under  many  and  serious  difficulties  up  to  the 
present  time,  owing  to  the  lack  of  anything  like  the  proper 
facilities  for  carrying  on  its  work.  It  is  now,  however,  in  a 
condition  to  enter  upon  its  proper  field  of  labor,  and  it  is 
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believed  that  it  will  soon  be  able  to  demonstrate  its  useful- 
ness for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  established. 

The  amounts  appropriated  up  to  this  time  have  been  for 
land  $18,000;  new  buildings  $18,000,  and  equipment 
$5,000 ;  total,  $41,000 ;  and  this  will  be  sufficient  for  the 
purposes  for  which  they  were  made. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Board  of  Education  for  the 
erection  of  two  more  wooden  cottages,  each  for  twenty-five 
children,  which  will  double  the  capacity  of  the  school,  and 
the  increase  of  the  annual  appropriation  for  its  support  from 
eight  thousand  to  ten  thousand  dollars,  in  addition  to  the 
products  of  the  farm,  have  my  hearty  approval. 

RHODE   ISLAND    SCHOOL   OF   DESIGN. 

The  School  of  Design  has  been  strengthened  in  its  corps 
of  teachers,  and  has  done  most  excellent  work  the  past  year. 
The  number  of  State  Scholarships  now  taken  up  is  somewhat 
less  than  last  year,  though  they  are  more  widely  scattered 
over  the  State.  This  school  is  the  nearest  approach,  which 
we  have,  to  an  Industrial  School,  and  is  filling  a  place  long 
needed  in  our  community.  It  fully  deserves  a  visit  from 
every  member  of  the  General  Assembly  and  a  larger  annual 
appropriation,  from  the  State,  for  its  current  expenses. 

MILITIA. 

There  is  a  slight  increase  in  numbers  in  the  Brigade  over 
last  year,  and  its  usual  efficiency  has  been  maintained.  Two 
machine  guns  were  received  from  the  War  Department  of 
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the  United  States,  in  May  last,  and  one  machine  gun  platoon 
has  been  organized. 

It  is  now  six  years  since  any  appropriation  has  been 
made  by  the  State  for  uniforms,  when  thirty  thousand  dol- 
lars was  appropriated  for  that  purpose.  The  uniforms  of 
the  Brigade  are  much  worn,  and  new  trousers,  blouses  and 
fatigue  caps  are  actually  necessary  for  the  troops  to  go  into 
camp  the  coming  summer,  as  required  by  law.  Great  atten- 
tion has  been  given  to  the  care  of  the  uniforms,  and  it  is  a 
matter  of  congratulation  that  they  have  lasted  as  well  as 
they  have  up  to  this  time.  A  suitable  appropriation  by 
the  General  Assembly  should  be  made,  early  in  the  session, 
to  enable  a  Uniform  Board  to  advantageously  obtain  the  ar- 
ticles needed.  The  Quartermaster-General  informs  me  that 
an  appropriation  of  about  $10,000  is  required  for  this  pur- 
pose. A  small  annual  appropriation,  also,  for  the  purchase 
of  tactical  books,  maps  and  other  military  works,  which  are 
called  for  from  time  to  time,  would  be  of  great  advantage  to 
the  service. 

CAMP   OP  THE   MILITIA. 

At  my  request,  the  Secretary  of  War  of  the  United  States 
detailed  Brevet  Major  John  Egan,  of  the  4th  Artillery, 
U.  S.  A.,  to  inspect  the  annual  camp  of  the  Brigade,  which 
was  held  at  Oakland  Beach  in  July  last  for  five  consecutive 
days.  The  Brigadier- General  commanding  the  camp  thus 
refers  to  Major  Egan  :  "  The  Brigade  has  always  been  for- 
tunate in  having  an  army  oflBcer  of  experience  assigned  to 
this  important  duty,  and  I  have  always  found  them  ready  to 
give  the  oflBcers  of  the  staff  and  line  the  benefit  of  their  ex- 
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perience.  Major  Egan  was  no  exception ;  I  found  him  to 
be  in  thorough  sympathy  with  the  Militia  system  of  our 
State." 

The  Brigade  Commander  further  informs  me  that  the  field 
drill  of  July  9  th  was  the  ''  most  practical  and  satisfactory 
of  any  ever  held ;"  and  again,  says,  "  aside  from  the  interest 
created  among  the  men,  I  believe  such  practical  drills  im- 
part more  knowledge  of  soldiers'  duty  than  weeks  of  theo- 
retical instruction." 

Major  Egan,  in  his  report  to  the  Adjutant-General  of  the 
United  States  Army,  of  his  visit  to  the  camp,  speaks  in 
terms  so  complimentary  to  our  militia  that  I  have  had  it 
printed  as  an  appendix  to  this  Message. 

Major  Egan  makes  a  most  valuable  suggestion  in  regard 
to  even  and  systematic  instruction  for  State  militia,  and  I 
hope  that  before  long  the  National  Government  will  adopt 
it  He  says :  "  The  private  affairs  of  State  officers  will  not 
allow  the  time  for  it.  I  know  no  more  practical  and  cheap- 
er way  than  to  detail  experienced  officers  of  the  army  to 
report  to  the  Governors  of  States  for  such  duty." 

I  visited  the  camp  on  Wednesday,  July  8th,  and  again  on 
Friday,  July  10th.  On  this  last  day  Governor  Abbett,  of 
New  Jersey,  and  his  staff,  honored  us  with  their  presence. 

The  large  attendance  of  officers  and  men  at  the  camp,  to- 
gether with  the  percentage  present,  appear  from  the  follow- 
ing tables,  and  is  a  very  creditable  showing  for.  our  militia :

The  health  of  the  troops  while  in  camp  was  excellent. 

The  Brigade  Commander  recommends,  and  it  appears  to 
me  very  properly,  that  a  suitable  equipment,  including  cart- 
ridge boxes,  be  issued  to  the  Cavalry  Battalion,  and  also, 
that  an  ambulance,  furnished  with  stretchers,  be  provided 
for  the  use  of  the  Medical  Department. 
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RIFLE    RANGE. 

A  complaint  in  writing,  having  been  presented  to  me 
September  30,  1885,  stating  that  the  use  of  the  State  Rifle 
Range  in  Camberland  was  dangerous  to  life,  I  immediately 
ordered  all  target  practice  to  be  stopped.  At  my  request, 
the  Adjutant-General,  accompanied  by  Brig.  General  Dennis, 
Brig.  General  Rhodes  and  Captain  John  Howe,  instructor 
of  rifle  practice,  made  a  careful  and  critical  examination  of 
the  entire  range  and  surrounding  country.  The  Adjutant- 
General  in  his  special  report  to  me,  states,  '^That  the  dan- 
ger complained  of  is  caused  by  shots,  fired  from  the  200 
yards  firing-point,  striking  the  ground  and  then  ricochetting 
before  reaching  the  targets,  thus  going  over  and  beyond 
the  barrier.  These  shots  are  undoubtedly  fired  by  men  un- 
skilled in  the  use  of  the  rifle.  My  own  opinion  and  that  of 
the  officers  accompanying  me,  is  that  until  suitable  precau- 
tions can  be  devised,  either  by  mechanical  means  or  by 
more  explicit  instruction,  practice  at  the  range  should  be 
discontinued." 

Since  the  above  report  was  made  to  me,  I  have  visited 
the  range  and  am  satisfied  that  it  is  not  safe  for  use  in  its 
present  condition  and  that  it  should  not  be  used  in  the  fu- 
ture until  certain  changes  have  been  made.  No  rifle  prac- 
tice has  taken  place  since  September  30,  and  in  consequence 
six  companies  have  not  been  sent  to  the  targets.  There  is 
thus  an  unexpended  balance  of  $699.52  of  last  year's  appro- 
priation. I  am  informed  that  by  adding  about  twenty-five 
feet  to  the  east  end  of  the  butt  and  throwing  up  a  series  of 
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revetments  between  the  firing-point  and  the  target,  to  pre- 
vent ricochets,  the  range  will  be  safe.  It  is  estimated  that 
this  can  be  done  at  the  very  moderate  expense  of  about 
three  hundred  dollars,  and  I  recommend  such  an  appropria- 
tion for  this  purpose.  To  have  an  eflfective  militia  it  is  ab- 
solutely necessary  that  they  have  practice  in  firing  at  tar- 
gets and  in  the  discharge  of  their  weapons. 

NATIONAL  GUARD  ASSOCIATION. 

Generals  Dyer,  Dennis  and  Rhodes,  were  appointed  by 
me  as  delegates  to  attend  the  convention  of  the  National 
Guard  Association  of  the  United  States,  held  at  Washing- 
ton, D.  C,  December  15.  The  principal  object  of  the 
meeting  of  the  association  at  that  time  was  to  secure  the 
passage  of  a  bill,  by  Congress,  which  will  give  one  million 
of  dollars  annually  for  ordnance  and  quartermaster  stores  in 
place  of  the  sum  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  now  ap- 
propriated to  the  use  of  the  several  States,  for  ordnance 
stores  alone.  A  bill  to  this  efiect  was  prepared  and  will  be 
introduced  by  Senator  Sewell,  of  New  Jersey,  into  the  Sen- 
ate. Matters  of  interest  to  the  militia  of  the  country  were 
discussed  also,  and  the  delegates  feel  that  their  attendance 
at  the  convention  will  be  productive  of  future  use  and  bene- 
fit to  the  troops  of  the  State. 

COMMISSION  FOR  THE  BELIEF  OF  DISABLED  AND   NEEDY   SOLDIERS 

AND   SAILOBS,  ETC 

The  Commissioners  appointed  under  the  act  passed  by 
the  General  Assembly,  April  23,  1885,  and  amended  May 
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29,  1885,  convened  June  18,  and  organized  as  required  by 
by  law. 

Five  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated  by  this  law  and 
the  following  disbursements  have  been  made  in  the  six 
months  from  July  1,  1885  :

The  Commissioners  recommend  to  the  General  Assembly 
that  the  sum  of  $10,000  be  appropriated,  to  carry  out  the 
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provisions  of  this  act,  for  1886,  and  state  that  this  amount  is 
by  no  means  too  large  to  meet  the  anticipated  needs,  judg- 
ing fropa  the  number  of  worthy  cases  already  assisted.  Great 
care  has  been  exercised  by  each  of  the  Commissioners  in  the 
assistance  hitherto  granted. 

I  have  carefully  read,  and  with  great  interest,  the  report 
of  each  Commissioner,  and  I  fully  concur  with  them  in  the 
appropriation  recommended  in  their  joint  report  I  also 
invite  your  attentive  consideration  to  their  other  sugges- 
tions. I  feel  assured,  that  in  grateful  recognition  of  their 
past  services,  you  will  generously  assist  the  Union  soldiers 
and  sailors  of  the  civil  war  and  their  widows  and  children 
as  well. 

STATE   CHARITIES  AND   CORRECTIONS. 

No  change  has  occurred  in  the  membership  of  the  Board 
during  the  year,  the  Hon.  Henry  L.  Greene  of  Warwick 
having  been  re-appointed  for  six  years  at  the  May  session. 

For  the  year  1885,  the  sum  of  $140,000  was  appropriated 
for  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections  in  addition 
to  their  receipts.  These  receipts,  derived  from  labor  and 
board  of  inmates,  sales  of  produce,  etc.,  amounted  during 
1885  to  $40,630.74.  This  money  was  paid  by  the  Board 
into  the  Treasury  and  added  to  the  appropriation,  increas- 
ing their  resources  to  $180,630.74.  From  this  sum  was 
drawn  a  total  of  $171,327.26,  leaving  a  balance  of  $9,303.48 
to  expire  by  limitation  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  not  re- 
quired and  undrawn.  In  the  last  days  of  December  the 
Board  caused  their  indebtedness  to  be  paid  as  closely  as 
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possible,  so  that  their  books  showed  on  December  31  debts 
outstanding  to  the  amount  of  $821.45  only,  while  there  was 
due  the  Board  at  the  same  date,  for  labor  and  b6ard  of  in- 
mates, etc.,  by  towns  and  individuals,  $2,912.37. 

The  building  operations  of  the  Board  have  been  confined 
mostly  to  the  completion  of  the  new  buildings  for  the  in- 
sane, three  in  number,  begun  in  1884.  On  January  1, 
1885,  a  balance  of  the  special  appropriation  of  1884  for  the 
purpose,  amounting  to  $23,192.50,  remained  unexpended. 
To  this  was  added  a  special  appropriation  of  $10,000  at  the 
January  session,  1885,  and  another  of  equal  amount  at  the 
May  session  following.  The  whole  of  these  appropriations 
have  been  expended,  the  buildings  have  been  finished,  fur- 
nished and  occupied,  and  there  is  nothing  due  on  their  ac- 
count Their  total  cost  was  $60,000,  and  they  will  accom- 
modate about  eighty  inmates.  The  steam  heating  apparatus 
at  the  new  boiler  house,  embraced  in  this  expenditure,  was 
planned  to  furnish  steam  to  the  old  cottage  for  excited 
patients  as  well  as  to  the  new  buildings,  and,  besides,  is  of 
sufficient  capacity  to  heat  some  of  the  other  old  buildings  of 
the  Asylum,  pipes  to  which  will  probably  be  extended  at  no 
distant  day,  replacing  the  furnaces  now  in  use.  The  method 
of  heating  by  steam  is  believed  to  lessen  the  risk  of  fire. 

In  their  last  report  the  Board  called  the  attention  of  the 
General  Assembly  to  the  urgent  need,  as  it  seemed  to  them, 
of  action  in  the  matter  of  disposing  of  the  sewage  of  the 
Institutions  in  Cranston,  under  some  well  devised  and  care- 
fully executed  system.  The  Assembly  appropriated  $10,- 
000  for  the  purpose  at  the  May  session.     Mr.  Samuel  M. 
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Gray,  C.  E.,  has  been  employed  to  plan  and  carry  out  this 
work.  During  the  past  season  he  has  caused  a  piece  of  land 
to  be  prepared  upon  which  to  dispose  of,  by  irrigation,  the 
sewage  of  the  Asyluni,  and  temporarily,  until  another  piece 
can  be  prepared,  the  sewage  of  the  Workhouse  and  Alms- 
house. A  description  of  this  undertaking,  prepared  by  Mr. 
Gray,  will  be  embodied  in  the  coming  report  of  the  Board, 
with,  probably,  drawings  to  illustrate  the  method  adopted. 
The  expense  thus  far  has  been  $3,424.12,  the  trenching  and 
other  work  not  requiring  skilled  labor  having  been  done  by 
inmates. 

The  sewage  of  the  Prison,  as  stated  in  Mr.  Gray's  prelimi- 
nary report,  published  with  the  report  of  the  Board  for  1884, 
^'  is  perhaps  the  most  dangerous  to  health  and  is  more  diffi- 
cult to  dispose  of  than  that  from  any  of  the  other  institu- 
tions." Its  present  exit  from  the  Prison  sewer  is  not  far 
distant  from  private  dwellings.  Nothing  effectual  has  been 
done  to  remedy  this,  owing  to  a  lack  of  land  so  situated  that 
sewage  from  the  Prison  could  reach  it  by  gravity,  but  the 
Board  have  recently,  under  authority  granted  at  the  last 
May  Session,  secured  sufficient  land  well  placed  for  the  pur- 
pose, which  will  doubtless  be  prepared  aa  an  irrigation  field 
for  the  Prison  sewage,  the  coming  season.  The  purchase  of 
this  land  will  reduce  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  avail- 
able for  sewage  purposes  to  less  than  $3,500.00,  so  that  the 
Board  will  probably  be  obliged  to  ask  for  an  additional  ap- 
propriation to  enable  them  to  carry  out  their  plans.  The 
sewage  from  a  population  of  over  fourteen  hundred  persons, 
(including  officers  and  inmates,)   using  running  water  in 
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abuDdance,  is  liable  to  become  a  serious  nuisance  if  not  ta* 
ken  care  of.  Moreover,  the  water-shed  of  a  considerable 
portion  of  the  land  of  the  Institutions  inclines  towards  the 
Pawtuxet  river  above  the  Providence  pumping  station,  and 
there  is  danger  that  heavy  rains  would  carry  to  the  river 
some  of  the  sewage  of  the  Institutions,  were  it  not  properly 
disposed  of. 

The  number  of  inmates  in  the  several  Institutions  Decem- 
ber 31,  1885,  was  as  follows:  in  the  State  Prison,  124;  in 
the  Providence  County  Jail,  204 ;  in  the  Sockanosset  School 
for  Boys,  166  ;  in  the  Oaklawn  School  for  Girls,  27  ;  in  the 
Workhouse  and  House  of  Correction,  226 ;  in  the  State 
Almshouse,  193 ;  in  the  Asylum  for  the  Incurable  Insane, 
370.  Total,  1,310.  This  is  a  decrease  of  eleven,  in  all  the 
Institutions  together,  since  the  same  date  a  year  ago.  The 
number  of  inmates  at  the  Asylum  has  increased  fifty-six 
during  the  year,  due  largely  to  the  change  in  the  law, 
throwing  the  entire  burden  of  the  support  of  the  pauper  in- 
sane upon  the  State.  The  numbers  in  several  of  the  other 
Institutions  have  decreased,  especially  at  the  Workhouse 
and  at  the  Oaklawn  School, 

Twenty-nine  children  have  been  removed  from  the  Alms- 
house to  the  State  Home  and  School  for  Children,  all  that 
could  be  taken  at  the  Home. 

The  number  of  inmates,  307  men,  in  the  Prison  and  Jail, 
an  institution  containing  but  about  248  available  cells,  con- 
tinues too  large,  crowding  the  Jail  especially,  beyond  its 
capacity,  and  causing  unnecessary  discomfort  to  the  short- 
term  inmates  who  are  perforce  placed  several  together  in  a 
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cell.  His  Honor,  Mayor  Doyle,  of  Providence,  has  twice  in 
his  inaugural  messages  called  the  attention  of  the  city  gov- 
ernment to  the  need,  as  it  seems  to  him,  of  providing  a 
place  wherein  to  confine  city  prisoners.  If  the  city  would 
carry  out  the  views  of  the  Mayor,  the  Jail  would  thereby  be 
greatly  relieved. 

To  one  familiar  with  this  department,  the  annual  review 
of  the  statistics  of  the  penal  and  correctional  institutions  of 
the  State  must  sadly  recall,  and  with  increasing  force,  as  the 
years  go  on,  the  causes  which  gather  there  together  all  these 
people,  in  numbers  a  community  in  themselves.  We  can- 
not fail  to  recognize  intemperance  as  a  source  of  a  great 
part  of  the  crime,  pauperism  and  insanity  which  exist 
amongst  us  and  fill  our  institutions  with  its  victims,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  sorrow  and  suffering  which  it  occasions  to 
worthy  and  innocent  families. 

I  am  not  one  of  those  who  believe  that  the  world  is  get- 
ting worse  rather  than  better,  nor  can  I  entertain  the  idea 
that  all  the  persistent  and  intelligent  labor  of  those  people 
whose  time  and  means  have  been  so  freely  given  have  bat 
aggravated  the  very  evils  they  are  struggling  to  lessen  and 
remove.  I  do,  however,  believe  that  the  intelligence  of  the 
present  age  and  its  statistics  have  brought  these  ills  of  hu- 
manity out  into  the  light  more  than  ever  before,  and  that 
we  now  estimate  them  more  correctly  and  have  a  better 
knowledge  of  their  consequences,  present  and  remote,  and 
for  this  reason  our  responsibilities  are  all  the  greater.  Be 
this  as  it  may,  the  evil  of  intemperance  does  exist  to  a  large 
degree,  and  as  our  laws  are  not  only  for  the  protection  of 
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the  communitj  and  the  punishment  of  crime,  but  as  well 
for  its  prevention,  it  is  plainly  our  duty  to  be  vigilant  and 
to  observe  constantly  whether  laws  passed  meet  the  pur- 
poses for  which  they  were  framed,  or,  whether  having  once 
done  so  they  still  continue  effective.  We  ought  never  to 
let  pass  a  year  without  considering  whether  the  laws  are 
working  for  good  or  for  evil,  and  this  can  never  be  deter- 
mined unless  existing  laws  are  rigidly  enforced  and  without 
fear  or  favor.  Safeguards  should  especially  be  thrown 
about  children  and  habitual  drunkards  and  punishment 
meted  out  to  those  who  tempt  them.  If  there  be  unrea- 
sonable legal  impediments  to  the  proper  enforcement  of  the 
spirit  and  intent  of  present  laws  let  them  be  removed. 

STATE   BENEFICIARIES. 

The  State  beneficiaries,  provided  for  at  institutions  outside 
the  State,  number  the  following :

At  tlie  Massachusetts  School  for  the  Feeble-Minded,  South  Boston,  5 
At  the  Perkins  Institution  for  the  Blind,  South  Boston 17 

The  expense  of  education  and  maintenance  of  each  bene- 
ficiary at  the  foregoing  institutions  is  $300  per  annum, 
except  at  the  American  Asylum,  where  the  annual  charge 
is  $175. 

The  reports  received  generally  indicate  good  progress 
on  the  part  of  our  beneficiaries. 

RAILROADS. 

On  December  24,  1885,  I  reappointed  Col.  Walter  R. 
Stiness  as  Railroad  Commissioner  for  one  year,  his  term  of 
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oflSce  being  about  to  expire.  He  informs  me,  that,  from 
unofficial  reports  received  by  him  from  the  several  railroad 
corporations,  their  annual  returns  not  having  as  yet  been 
made,  the  results  indicate  a  successful  year.  The  New  York 
and  New  England  R.  R.  Company  which  was  placed  in  the 
hands  of  a  Receiver  on  January  1,  1884,  was  able  to  show  a 
net  income  of  $1,104,840.02  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Sep- 
tember 30,  1885,  and  has  been  taken  out  of  the  hands  of 
the  Receiver.  The  Corporation  has  now  control  of  its  own 
property  and  it  is  hoped  and  expected  that  it  will  soon  be 
in  a  good  financial  condition.  The  favorable  change  in  its 
affairs  is  said  to  be  owing  to  the  discontinuance  of  unprofit- 
able through-freight  and  the  giving  of  more  attention  to 
local-freight  business.  In  regard  to  the  question  of  ter- 
minal facilities,  Col.  Stiness  uses  the  following  language: 
*'  The  corporations  having  a  terminus  at  the  Union  Depot 
in  Providence  are  hampered  by  a  lack  of  terminal  facilities, 
and  annoying  and  vexatious  delays,  both  to  passengers  and 
freight,  are  matters  of  every  day  occurrence.  The  yards 
and  side  tracks  are  crowded  even  at  a  long  distance  from 
the  city  waiting  for  a  chance  to  unload.  I  am  informed  by 
the  Superintendent  of  the  New  York  and  New  England 
Railroad  that  they  have  at  times  had  every  side  track  be- 
tween Providence  and  Willimantic  filled  with  freight  cars 
waiting  for  an  opportunity  to  unload." 

The  Commissioner  further  informs  me  that  the  rolling 
stock  of  the  corporations  is  in  good  condition  and  compares 
favorably  with  that  in  use  in  other  states. 

He  recommends  that  the  time  for  corporations  to  make 
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their  annual  returns  to  him  be  changed  "  from  as  early  as 
practicable  in  the  month  of  January  of  each  year  "  to  De- 
cember 1,  so  as  to  enable  him  to  have  the  report  of  his 
department  printed  and  ready  to  present  to  the  General  As- 
sembly at  the  same  time  with  the  reports  of  the  other  de- 
partments. The  railroad  corporations  make  their  annual 
returns  as  of  September  30,  and  there  appears  to  be  no  rea- 
son why  they  should  not  furnish  the  information,  called  for 
by  the  Commissioner,  as  early  as  December  1,  and  I  there- 
fore suggest  appropriate  legislation  in  the  matter. 

The  Commissioner  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  law 
permits  him,  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  to  summon  wit- 
nesses but  contains  no  provision  to  pay  them  for  their  at- 
tendance. Also,  that  most  of  the  accidents  occur  from  the 
habit  of  track  walking,  persisted  in  by  people  who  have  no 
right  to  be  on  the  track,  and  he  suggests  that  authority 
should  be  granted  to  prosecute  such  persons.  Col.  Stiness 
since  his  appointment  in  December,  1884,  has  investigated 
forty-six  accidents,  of  which  twenty  proved  fatal.

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DAMS    AND   RESERVOIRS. 

The  Commissioaer  of  Dams  and  Reservoirs  reports  that 
the  past  year  has  been  no  exception  to  the  preceding 
three  years  of  excessive  drought,  and  that  the  watercourses 
and  reservoirs  have  remained  in  about  the  same  inactive 
condition  as  reported  for  those  years.  Many  of  the  larger 
and  more  important  reservoirs  have  remained  as  heretofore, 
practically  exhausted,  so  that  their  action  in  full  operation 
has  yet  to  be  observed.  During  the  year  the  principal  res- 
ervoir dams  throughout  the  State  have  received  the  personal 
inspection  of  the  Commissioner.  The  work  of  preparing 
diagrams  of  sections  in  dams  has  been  prosecuted  during  the 
year,  without  requesting  the  aid  of  the  owners,  by  the  Com- 
missioner in  person,  as  far  as  he  has  been  able,  and  the  dia- 
grams appended  to  his  report,  representing  twenty-seven 
important  structures,  are  all,  as  heretofore,  from  actual 
measurements,  and  will  be  of  service  in  the  future  to  refer 
to  if  occasion  arise.  The  Commissioner  says :  "  Observing 
the  axiom,  '  the  weakest  part  of  every  structure  represents 
its  greatest  strength,' the  diagrams  are  intended  to  represent 
the  points  that  seem  to  offer  the  slightest  resistanpe  to  op- 
posing force." 

The  Commissioner  notes  the  following  dams  as  having 
been  constructed  since  the  establishment  of  the  Comniission 
relating  to  dams  and  reservoirs,  and  says  that  both  in  ma- 
terial and  manner  of  construction  they  are  exceptions  to 
the  general  rule  observed  before  this  and  have  been  planned 
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by  skilful  engineers,  under  whose  supervision  the  work  of 
construction  has  been  accomplished  : 

Wanskuck  Company, 

Barden  Reservoir, 

Richmond  Paper  Company, 

Woonsocket  Water  Works, 

Newport  Water  Works  Company,  (3.) 

A  storage  reservoir  for  the  Pawtucket  Water  Works  has 
been  commenced  during  the  past  year  near  Diamond  Hill, 
in  the  town  of  Cumberland.  At  this  time  it  is  about  two- 
thirds  completed,  and  it  is  intended  to  have  it  finished  on 
August  1,  1886.  When  completed,  the  dam  will  be  the 
largest  structure  of  the  kind  within  the  State.  The  su- 
perficial area  flowed,  will  however,  be  surpassed  by  others. 

It  is  stated  that  the  reservoir  dams  constructed  within  the 
past  twenty  years  have  been  of  a  better  class  than  the  for- 
mer wooden  structures,  and  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant 
when  permanent  structures  will  become  the  rule,  and  not  as 
now,  the  exception. 

STATE   BOARD    OP   HEALTH. 

The  term  of  oflBce  of  Dr.  Albert  G.  Sprague,  of  Warwick, 
expiring  on  July  1,  1885,  he  was  reappointed  at  the  May 
session. 

The  State  has  been  unusually  exempt  from  fatal  epidemic 
diseases  the  past  year. 

Of  general  sickness,  there  has  been  nearly  an  average 
amount  but  of  a  mild  type,  and  the  ratio  of  mortality  cor- 
respondingly low. 
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long  the  President  of  the  Board,  greatly  to  my  regret  de- 
clined a  reappointment.  In  his  place,  I  appointed  Mr.  Hen- 
ry M.  Dudley,  of  Woonsocket.  Mr.  Odder  was  made  a 
member  of  the  Board  at  its  establishment  in  1870,  and  had 
served  continuously  from  that  time.  With  its  best  interests 
at  heart  always,  he  was  of  the  greatest  advantage  to  it  in 
every  way. 


INLAND   FISHERIE& 


The  Commissioners  of  Inland  Fisheries  have  this  year  ex- 
ercised no  supervision  over  the  Bay  Fisheries,  deeming  it 
a  useless  expenditure  of  money  to  endeavor  to  enforce  a 
statute,  considered  defective  by  a  Judge  of  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  and  the  Attorney-General. 

The  operations  of  the  Commission  have  therefore  been 
limited  to  the  fresh  waters  of  the  State. 

One  million  shad  fry  were  received  in  May  from  the  Uni- 
ted States  Fish  Commission  and  placed  in  the  head  waters 
of  the  Palmer  river.  These  should  mature  and  return  to 
our  waters  in  1888.  Twenty-five  thousand  brook  trout  fry 
have  been  put  in  the  different  streams  of  the  State  and  our 
Commissioners  confidently  hope  for  as  good  results,  propor- 
tionately, as  in  Connecticut,  where  from  three  to  five  hun- 
dred thousand  of  such  fry  are  distributed  each  year.  Several 
hundreds  of  black  bass  taken  from  the  Ponagansett  reser- 
voir, have  been  distributed  in  Newport  County  for  propaga- 
tion, and  Carr's  pond  in  West  Greenwich  has  also  been 
stocked  from  the  same  source. 
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SHELL    FISHERIES. 

The  rentals  received  by  the  State  from  oyster  beds 
were  $10,757  in  1883,  $11,581  in  1884,  and  $10,433, 
with  rents  jebated  and  uncollected  of  $325,  in  1885.  The 
falling  off  of  receipts  for  this  last  year  was  due  to  the  can- 
cellation of  leases,  and  there  will  be  a  reduction  again  for 
1886  in  income  on  account  of  the  continued  abandonment 
of  leased  ground.  The  surrender  of  leases  for  1885  is  attri- 
buted chiefly  to  the  fact  that  the  planting  of  Virginia  oysters 
is  at  present  unprofitable,  the  cost  of  stock  having  advanced. 
Additional  reasons  given  are  that  the  oysters  themselves 
have  not  been  thrifty,  and  the  yield  in  "meats"  below  an 
average  one,  and  thus  small  planters  have  become  discour- 
aged. 

The  scollop  catch  has  proved  less  than  half  the  usual  one 
the  past  season,  of  which  more  than  three-fourths  was 
taken  in  September,  when  prices  are  always  low  and  the 
"  meats  "  small. 

The  growth  of  the  scollop  is  very  rapid  during  the  au- 
tumn months,  and  for  this  reason  the  close  time  should  be 
extended,  and  thus  not  only  would  the  yield  be  larger,  but 
the  prices  obtained  by  the  fishermen  considerably  higher. 

On  account  of  the  partial  failure  of  the  catch  this  year, 
there  have  been  at  no  time  more  than  four  deputies  under 
pay,  and  the  cost  to  the  State  has  been  less  than  one-half  of 
that  of  1884,  and  within  the  limits  of  the  appropriation. 

The  scollop  "set"  during  the  past  summer  was  very 
large  and  the  seed  very  generally  distributed  over  the  scol- 
lop ground. 
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The  Commissioners  believe,  should  no  misfortune  befall 
this  industry  and  legislative  authority  be  given  to  extend 
the  "  close  "  time,  the  catch  will,  in  the  fall  of  1886,  furnish 
an  abundant  supply  of  this  valuable  fish  food  to  our  citizens 
at  remunerative  prices  to  the  fishermen.  They  again  advise 
that  all  boats  engaged  in  taking  over  a  certain  number  of 
bushels  a  day  be  licensed. 

HARBOR   COMMISSION. 

At  the  May  session,  J.  Herbert  Shedd  was  reappointed  on 
the  Board  for  three  years. 

Two  harbor  lines  have  been  established  within  the  last 
year ;  one  near  India  street  in  the  city  of  Providence,  east- 
erly of  Fox  Point,  by  act  of  the  General  Assembly  passed 
April  10,  1885,  and  one  in  Washington  County,  from  Quon- 
set  Point  to  Bissell's  Cove,  including  Wickford  harbor,  by 
an  act  passed  April  14,  1885.  Under  the  latter  act  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Harbor  Commissioners  is  extended  within 
the  harbor  lines  about  four  miles.  Another  point  in  Wash; 
ington  County  seems  to  require  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Har- 
bor Commissioners  or  some  other  active  responsibility  on 
behalf  of  the  State.  Such  serious  encroachments  have  been 
made  on  the  tidal  portion  of  Pawcatuck  River,  both  on  the 
Connecticut  and  the  Rhode  Island  sides,  as  to  interfere  with 
navigation,  and  even  in  a  measure  with  the  free  discharge 
of  the  flood  waters  of  the  river. 

Constant  care  is  required  to  prevent  encroachments, 
obstructions  and.  unauthorized  dumping  in  public  waters. 
Some  violations  of  the  law  escape  prosecution  owing  to  the 
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difficulty  in  securing  evidence  sufficient  for  conviction.  It 
is  hoped,  however,  that  constant  supervision  and  such  con- 
victions as  are  obtained  will  reduce  the  injurious  practices 
to  a  minimum. 

An  important  and  much  needed  act  was  passed  April  24, 
1885,  upon  recommendation  of  the  Harbor  Commissioners, 
to  enable  proceedings  to  be  taken  economically  for  the  de- 
termination of  the  boundary  lines  of  land  which  is  or  has 
been  covered  by  tide-water. 

The  navigation  of  the  Pawtucket  river  has  been  much  im- 
proved by  the  removal  of  the  old  Washington  bridge,  and 
it  could  be  made  more  convenient  by  changing  the  position 
of  the  draw  in  the  Railroad  bridge  so  that  it  would  be  near- 
er mid-channel  and  so  that  both  openings  in  the  draw  could 
be  used,  which  is  now  impossible. 

Licenses  have  been  issued  and  assent  given  for  various 
constructions  in  the  public  waters,  in  regard  to  which  par- 
ticulars will  be  given  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Harbor 
Commissioners. 

The  maps  and  surveys  necessary  for  the  prosecution  of 
the  work  of  the  commission,  and  for  the  records,  have  been 
kept  up  during  the  year. 

Steps  have  been  taken  looking  to  securing  some  action 
by  the  General  Government  for  checking  the  tendency  of 
the  ship  channel  below  Field's  Point  to  crowd  upon  the 
rocky  east  shore  of  the  bay. 
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IMPROVEMENT   OF   HARBORS,  AND   RIVERS. 

The  improvement  of  the  harbors  and  rivers  on  the  south- 
ern coast  of  Massachusetts  and  Rhode  Island  and  Connecti- 
cut has  continued  the  past  year  in  charge  of  Lieut -Colonel 
George  H.  Elliot,  Engineer  Corps,  United  States  Army. 
Prom  Colonel  Elliot's  annual  report,  an  advance  copy  of 
which  he  has  kindly  sent  me,  I  take  the  following  in  rela- 
tion to  the  progress  of  work  being  done  in  Rhode  Island  by 
the  United  States  Government : 

For  the  improvement  of  the  Pawtucket  River,  Congress, 
by  act  approved  July  5,  1884,  appropriated  $50,000,  and  a 
contract  was  entered  into  for  dredging  a  channel  100  feet 
wide  and  12  feet  deep  at  mean  low  water,  commencing  at 
the  deep  water  above  Red  Bridge  and  extending  as  far  up 
the  river  as  the  available  funds  would  pay  for.  The  con- 
tract was  dated  October  16, 1884,  work  to  be  begun  within 
ten  days  after  the  removal  of  Washington  Bridge,  and  com- 
pleted within  nine  months  after  the  date  of  commencement 
Delay  occurred  in  the  removal  of  the  bridge,  so  that  the 
present  expectation  is  that  the  contract  will  be  completed 
before  May  1,  1886,  exhausting  the  appropriation.  The 
amount  estimated  as  required  for  the  completion  of  the  ex- 
isting project  is  $332,478,  and  the  amount  that  can  be 
profitably  expended  in  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1887, 
is  $75,000. 

The  amount  expended  on  Providence  River  during  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1885,  was  $84,334.47 ;  the  esti- 
mated amount  required  for  the  completion  of  the  existing

project,  not  includlDg  the  removal  of  Green  Jacket  shoal 
($112,346.25),  is  $235,000;  and  the  atnount  that  can  be 
profitably  expended  in  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1887, 
is  $100,000.  The  work  done  daring  the  year  ending  June 
30,  1885,  included  the  excavation  to  their  full  width  of  300 
feet  and  depth  of  25  feet  of  the  Pomham  and  Pawtuxet 
reaches.  The  turn  at  the  upper  end  of  the  Pomham  reach 
was  widened  to  420  feet,  and  the  turn  at  the  upper  end  of 
the  Pawtuxet  reach  to  440  feet,  with  the  same  depth  as  in 
the  main  channel.  A  continuous^  ship  channel  25  feet  deep 
and  not  less  than  300  feet  wide  has  now  been  excavated 
ftom  Fox  Point  to  Sabin's  Point.  No  appropriation  was 
made  at  the  last  session  of  Congress,  and  therefore  no  work 
will  be  done  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1886. 

The  amount  expended  in  the  improvement  of  Newport 
harbor  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1885,  was 
$13,825.43,  and  the  results  were  the  widening  to  60  feet 
and  the  deepening  to  10  feet  at  mean  low  water,  1,080  feet 
in  length  of  the  channel  outside  the  harbor  line  in  the  south- 
ern part  of  the  harbor;  an  increase  of  about  5.72  acres  in 
that  part  of  the  harbor  designed  to.be  deepened  to  13  feet 
at  mean  low  water  ;  the  completion  of  the  channel  15  feet 
deep  and  750  feet  wide  around  and  to  the  eastward  of  the 
Dolphin  on  Goat  Island  Spit  (the  area  dredged  at  this  place 
being  6.5  acres)  and  an  increase  of  224  feet  in  the  width 
between  the  15 -foot  curves  at  the  southern  entrance  to  the  • 
harbor.  The  area  of  the  Spit  removed  to  a  depth  of  15 
feet  at  mean  low  water  in  the  latter  work  was  about  2.75 
acres,  and  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  this  work  was  still  in 
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progress.  With  the  available  remainder  ($6,235.37)  of  the 
appropriation  of  July  5, 1884,  the  removal  of  the  Spit  south 
of  Goat  Island  to  a  depth  of  15  feet  at  mean  low  water  will 
be  continued ;  the  bowlders  uncovered  in  recent  dredging 
within  the  harbor  will  be  removed,  and  the  jetty  on  the 
south-west  shore  of  Goat  Island  will  be  repaired,  raised  and 
extended.  The  amount  estimated  as  required  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  existing  project  is  $67,000,  and  the  amount 
that  can  be  profitably  expended  in  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1887,  is  $50,000. 

Of  the  appropriation  of  $15,000,  under  the  provision  of 
the  act  of  Congress  of  July  5,  1884,  the  amount  expended 
on  the  Harbor  of  Refuge  at  Block  Island  during  the  last  fis- 
cal year  ending  June  30,  1885,  was  $12^065.11.  The  work 
accomplished  was  the  filling  of  the  whole  gap  (200  feet)  in 
the  main  break-water  nearly  up  to  mean  low  water.  With 
the  remainder  of  the  funds  available  for  the  purpose,  it  is 
proposed  to  carry  the  filling  of  the  gap,  in  the  break- water, 
as  high  as  possible.  There  having  been  no  appropriation 
made  for  this  work  at  the  last  session  of  Congress,  no  other 
work  will  be  done  during  the  next  fiscal  year.  The  amount 
estimated  as  required  for  the  completion  of  the  existing  pro- 
ject  is  $24,000,  and  the  amount  that  can  be  profitably  ex- 
pended in  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1887,  is  $24,000. 

A  channel  200  feet  wide  and  10  feet  deep  at  high  water, 

.excavated  through  Little  Narragansett  Bay,  was  completed 

in  1883,  the  almost  entire  object  of  which  was  to  facilitate 

the  commerce  of  Pawcatuck  River,  but  the  full  benefit  of 

the  expenditure  made  in  the  improvement  of  the  bay  can- 
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not  be  obtaiQed  antil  at  least  the  same  depth  of  water  is 
carried  up  to  Westerly.  A  survey  has  been  made  of  the 
Pawcatuck  River  and  the  improvement  recommended  in  this 
case  is  the  enlargement  of  the  channel  to  a  depth  of  eight 
feet  at  mean  low  water,  and  to  a  width  of  100  feet  from 
the  lower  wharves  at  Westerly  down  to  the  deep  water  of 
the  river,  and  to  a  width  of  40  feet  from  the  upper  wharves 
at  the  lower  end  of  the  upper  island  to  the  lower  wharves, 
and  the  estimated  cost  of  the  improvement  is  put  at  $38,- 
637.50. 

A  survey  has  also  been  made  of  the  upper  part  of  War- 
ren River.  The  coat  of  making  a  channel  through  the  reef 
100  feet  wide  and  12  feet  deep  at  mean  high  water  (the 
channel  desired)  is  estimated  at  $33,000,  and  the  expendit- 
ure of  this  sum,  considering  the  amount  of  shipping,  is  not 
thought  to  be  judicious,  but  the  removal  of  obstructions  in 
the  existing  channel  as  far  as  it  can  be  done  at  an  outlay  of 
$5,000  is  suggested. 

STATE  BOARD   OP   AGRICULTURE. 

The  State  Board  of  Agriculture  has  been  constituted  in 
conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  establishing  it, 
and  held  its  first  meeting,  for  organization,  June  22,  1885, 
when  it  also  appointed  a  committee  to  visit  Massachusetts 
and  Connecticut  to  obtain  from  the  Boards  of  Agriculture 
of  those  States  such  information  aa  might  be  of  service,  and, 
as  a  result  of  the  visit,  valuable  suggestions  were  received. 
At  the  second  meeting  of  the  Board,  on  November  4,  by- 
laws were  adopted,  and  at  the  third  meeting,  on  December 
0 
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23,  arrangements  were  made  with  the  Society  for  the  En- 
couragement of  Domestic  Industry  for  lectures  to  be  given 
during  the  present  winter  on  agricultural  subjects.  By  in- 
vitation  of  Henry  G.  Russell,  Esq.,  the  Board  spent  a  day  at 
his  farm  near  East  Greenwich,  on  October  8,  and  inspected 
his  extensive  forest-tree  plantations,  and  also,  on  October 
15,  a  similar  courtesy  was  extended  by  Alfred  A.  *  Reed, 
Esq.,  a  member  of  the  Board,  to  examine  his  milk  farm  and 
the  silos  in  connection  with  it.  The  Board  acquires  much 
practical  knowledge  by  visits  of  this  kind,  which  will  be  of 
advantage  to'  them  in  their  duties.  I  have  relate'd  in  detail 
the  meetings  of  the  Board  to  show  that  the  necessary  pre- 
liminary work  for  getting  under  way  has  been  accomplished, 
and  I  bespeak  for  their  first  report  a  careful  perusal  and  for 
their  recommendations,  which  I  endorse,  your  consideration. 

COLONIAL  TOWN  RECORDS. 

My  predecessor,  in  his  message  for  1885,  alluded  to  the 
necessity  of  having  copies  made,  at  the  expense  of  the  State, 
of  the  Colonial  Town  Records  of  the  various  towns.  The 
expediency  of  such  a  work  requires  no  argument  on  my 
part,  and  I  understand  that  the  Rhode  Island  Historical  So- 
ciety, impressed  with  its  importance,  will  later  in  the  session 
present  a  memorial  to  you,  urging  such  action. 

STATE   BOUNDARY  LINE. 

The  following  communication,  received  from  the  Commis- 
sioners on  the  Boundary  Line  between  this  Qts^Xe  and  Con- 
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necticot,  speaks  for  itself,  and  the  suggestions  made  seem  to 
me  to  be  eminently  judicious: 

On  April  22^  1885^  three  Commissioners  were  appointed  to  act  in 
conjunction  with  Commissioners  with  similar  powers  appointed  by 
the  State  of  Connecticut^  to  ascertain  and  agree  upon  the  boundary 
line  between  the  States  of  Bhode  Island  and  Connecticut  ''  in  the 
waters  of  the  sea." 

The  Commissioners'  of  both  States  haye  had  several  meetings,  and 
finally  agreed  upon  a  theory  for  establishing  the  State  line  from  the 
Pawcatuck  Biyer  through  Little  Narragansett  Bay  to  the  State  line 
formerly  agreed  upon  between  the  States  of  New  York  and  Connec- 
ticut.  It  Was  found, 'howeyer,  that  the  boundary  line  in  the  Pawca- 
tuck Biver^  from  a  bolt  in  a  rock  near  the  junction  of  the  Ashaway 
Biyer  with  the  Pawcatuck  to  the  sea,  had  never  been  defined,  and 
considerable  interests  are  affected  by  the  question  of  its  location. 
How  far  the  authority  of  these  Commissioners,  to  incur  expense  in 
ascertaining  the  boundary  line  in.  Pawcatuck  Biver  extends,  may  be 
doubtful.  The  language  of  the  resolution  provides  for  ascertaining 
the  boundary  'Mn  the  waters  of  the  sea."  The  tide  now  flows  to 
about  the  middle  of  Westerly  Village,  and  formerly  flowed  higher, 
bat  it  is  not  supposed  that  the  tides  or  ''the  waters  of  the  sea"  have 
flowed  to  the  mouth  of  the  Ashaway  Biver.  It  seems  so  desirable 
that  the  boundary  line  be  established  all  the  way  below  the  Ashaway 
River,  that  the  Bhode  Island  Commissioners  have  delayed  final  action 
to  enable  the  General  Assembly  to  indicate  a  wish  in  the  matter.  It 
is  believed  that  the  boundary  lines  everywhere  else  around  the  State 
are  well  defined  and  settled. 

INTERNATIONAL    PENITENTIARY   CONGRESS. 

m 

In  accordance  with  the  request  expressed  in  your  Resolu- 
tion of  May  29,  1885,  I  appointed  on  June  22,  after  careful 
inquiry  as  to  his  fitness  for  the  position,  Dr.   Henry  T. 
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Coggeshall,  of  Newport,  as  a  Delegate,  on  the  part  of  the 
State,  to  the  International  Penitentiary  Congress,  to  be  held 
at  Rome,  Italy.  Dr.  Coggeshall  is  a  graduate  in  medicine, 
and  at  the  time  of  his  appointment  was  pursaing  his  studies 
at  Prague.  He  left  Vienna  for  Rome  in  November,  visiting 
prisons,  hospitals  and  insane  asylums  on  the  way.  The 
Congress  assembled  formally  on  November  16,  one  hundred 
and  sixty-eight  Delegates  from  various  parts  of  the  world 
being  present.  The  United  States  was  represented  by  Mr. 
Stark,  of  Connecticut,  appointed  by  President  Cleveland. 
Mr.  Stark  also  represented  Connecticut.  Mr.  Milligan  rep- 
resented Pennsylvania,  and  Mr.  Round,  New  York.  No 
other  State  sent  Delegates.  The  Congress  was  in  session 
sixteen  days.  A  steamer  furnished  by  the  Italian  govern- 
ment conveyed  the  Delegates  to  the  penal  colony  in  Sar- 
dinia, where  they  inspected  the  prisons,  reformatories  and 
hospitals  of  that  island.  Afterwards,  for  nearly  two  weeks, 
Dr.  Coggeshall,  with  many  other  of  the  Delegates  of  the 
Congress,  visited  and  carefully  inspected  other  prisons  and 
reformatories.  He  will  make  a  report  on  his  return,  which 
will  be  submitted  to  you  later. 

AMERICAN   EXHIBITION   IN   LONDON,    1886. 

In  November,  immediately  after  the  resignation  of  Mr. 
Arnold  B.  Chace,  of  Lincoln,  I  appointed  in  his  place  Mr. 
Mark  H.  Wood,  of  Barrington,  as  Honorary  Delegate  to  the 
American  Exhibition  of  arts,  inventions,  manufactures,  prod- 
ucts and  resources  of  the  United  States  of  America,  to  be 
opened  in  London,  May  1,  1886. 
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STATE  CENSUS. 

For  the  purpose  of  taking  the  census  of  1885,  the  sum  of 
$15,000  was  appropriated.  Owing  to  the  delay  in  making 
the  necessary  legislation,  the  Census  Board  was  unable  to 
begin  the  work  as  promptly  as  would  have  been  desirable. 
It  has,  however,  been  pushed  as  rapidly  as  possible  and  is 
now  approaching  completion.  The  returns  of  population^ 
and  the  information  incidental  thereto,  are  complete,  show- 
ing an  increase  of  population  since  the  Census  of  1880  of 
27,753.  The  returns  of  agriculture  and  of  the  fisheries  are 
well  in,  but  those  of  the  several  manufacturing  interests  are 
coming  in  less  rapidly  than  desirable.  Complete  and  accu- 
rate statistics  have  an  important  bearing  on  the  prosperity 
of  the  State,  and  a  prompt  compliance  with  the  reasonable 
requirements  of  the  Census  acts  is  the  duty  of  every  good 
citizen. 

PERRX   STATUE. 

The  General  Assembly  in  May,  1882,  appropriated  $7,500 
towards  the  erection  of  a  statue  of  Oliver  Hazard  Perry,  to 
be  located  at  Newport,  on  condition  that  an  equal  amount 
should  be  contributed  from  other  sources  for  its  completion. 
This  sum  was  obtained  ($5,000  from  the  City  of  Newport 
and  $2,500  from  individuals,)  and  a  model,  submitted  by 
Captain  WiUiam  G.  Turner  to  the  committee  having  the 
matter  in  charge,  was  accepted  and  Captain  Turner  was 
commissioned  to  execute  the  work  in  bronze.  The  statue 
is  placed  on  Washington  Square,  and  on  the  tenth  of  Sep- 
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tember  last,  the  seventy-second  anniversary  of  the  Battle  of 
Lake  Erie,  was  unveiled  with  appropriate  ceremonies. 

CONCLUSION. 

General  Ulysses  S.  Grant  died  July  23,  1885,  and  on  the 
next  day  I  notified,  by  proclamation,  the  people  of  the  State 
of  the  event.  On  the  fifth  of  August  I  issued  a  second 
proclamation,  upon  the  written  request  of  many  citizens, 
making  August  8,  the  day  appointed  for  the  obsequies,  a 
day  of  solemn  fast.  In  order  to  pay  still  further  respect  to 
the  memory  of  the  deceased  I  attended  the  funeral  ceremo- 
nies in  New  York,  accompanied  by  my  general  and  per- 
sonal staff  and  the  Brigadier-General  in  command  of  the 
Rhode  Island  Militia. 

Thomas  A.  Hendricks,  Vice-President  of  the  United 
States,  died  at  his  home  in  Indiana,  November  25,  1885 
and  I  notified,  by  proclamation  dated  November  27,  the 
people  of  the  State  of  his  decease  and  ordered,  out  of  re- 
spect to  his  memory,  the  flags  on  the  public  buildings  of 
the  State  to  be  placed  at  half  mast  until  after  his  funeral. 

Whilst  death  during  the  recess  has  taken  those  distin- 
tinguished  in  National  affairs,  men  well  known  in  our  own 
State  have  not  escaped.  The  Hon.  John  0.  Burrington  died 
July  19,  1885,  at  his  residence,  after  a  somewhat  protracted 
illness.  He  represented  Barrington  in  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives 1878-84,  and  in  the  Senate  from  the  latter  date 
until  his  death. 

The  Hon.  George  T.  French  died  November  19,  1885, 
after  an  illness  of  several  weeks.     He  was  an  Aid  on  the 
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personal  staflf  of  Governor  Van  Zandt  and  represented  Bris- 
tol from  November,  1882,  to  the  time  of  his  death. 

It  was  my  privilege  to  attend  the  funeral  services  of  both, 
and  with  the  committees  of  the  General  Assembly  to  pay, 
on  the  part  of  the  State,  the  respect  due  to  their  memory. 

Erastus  L.  Walcott,  of  Barrington,  was  elected  Senator, 
August  17,  1885,  in  succession  to  John  C.  Burrington,  de- 
ceased. 

Henry  W.  Hayes,  of  Bristol,  was  elected  Representative, 
December  12, 1885,  to  succeed  George  T.  French,  deceased. 

The  Hon.  Daniel  R.  Ballon,  a  Representative  from  Provi- 
dence, resigned  November  11,  1885,  and  John  W,  Tilling- 
hast  was  elected  in  his  place  November  24,  1885.

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  my  visit 
to  the  camp  of  the  Bhode  Island  Militia,  in  obedience  to  Special 
Orders,  No.  139,  dated  Headquarters  of  the  Army,  Adjutant-Gen- 
eral's Office,  June  18, 1885: 

I  reached  camp  at  Oakland  Beach,  B.  I.,  at  3  p.  m.,  July  7th. 
The  camp  was  laid  out  by  the  brigade  engineer  on  the  6th.  and  on 
that  day,  under  his  and  the  brigade  commander's  direction  and  super- 
rision,  three  hundred  wall  and  large  mess  tents,  to  be  used  by  the 
brigade,  were  perfectly  pitched,  sinks  dug  and  screened,  and  the 
camp  completely  established  for  occupation,  in  a  little  over  five  hours, 
by  details  of  one  non-commissioned  officer  and  four  men  from  each 
company.  When  I  arrived  it  had  been  established  two  hours,  and  it 
was  as  quiet  and  orderly  and  drills  and  instructions  were  taking  place 
as  if  it  had  been  a  month  old. 

During  the  week  the  duties  were  performed  in  accordance  with  an 
order.  Every  requirement  of  that  order  was  most  faithfully  and 
honestly  performed,  save  one  drill  suspended  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  medical  director  .on  account  of  intense  heat,  and  one 
parade  interrupted  by  a  rain-storm. 

I  was  permitted  to  visit  the  different  organizations  and  the  sentinels 
at  all  times  during  the  day  and  night;  to  witness  all  the  drills  and 
ceremonies;  and  all  the  records  of  the  brigade  were  opened  to  me. 
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This  brigade^  aggregating  one  thousand  and  sizty-seyen,  consisting 
of  eighteen  companies  of  infantry,  two  troops  of  cavalry,  and  one 
battery  of  light  artillery,  constitutes  the  active  Militia  of  the  State. 
The  enrolled  Militia  number  twenty-four  thousand. 

Until  1879  the  Militia  of  the  State  was  composed  of  independent 
organizations,  and  of  about  the  same  character  as  the  Militia  of  the 
country  twenty  years  ago.  That  year  the  legislature  brigaded  and  re- 
duced it  to  twenty  companies  of  infantry  or  heavy  artillery,  two  troops 
of  cavalry,  and  one  battery  of  light  artillery.  Only  eighteen  com- 
panies of  infantry  have  been  organized,  and  are  consolidated  into  two 
battalions  of  six  companies,  one  battalion  of  four  companies  (each  com- 
manded by  a  lieutenant-colonel),  and  one  battalion  of  two  companies, 
colored  (commanded  by  a  major).  The  two  troops  of  cavalry  are 
formed  into  a  squadron,  commanded  by  a  major.  The  battery  has  a 
captain,  two  1st  lieutenants,  and  one  2d  lieutenant.  The  men  for 
all  arms  are  enlisted  for  three  years,  and  re-enlisted  for  periods  of 
one,  two  or  three  years,  as  they  desire.  Company  officers  are  elected 
by  the  enlisted  men  for  a  period  of  three  years;  field  officers  elected 
by  company  officers  for  a  term  of  four  years;  the  brigadier-general  is 
elected  for  five  years  by  the  State  assembly,  upon  recommendation  of 
field  officers;  battalion  and  brigade  commanders  appoint  their  own 
staff  officers,  and  have  the  same  as  in  the  Begular  Army.  All  officers 
have  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  before  a  military  examining 
board  before  receiving  commissions  from  the  governor  of  the  State. 
The  17.  S.  Army  Segulations  are  taken  as  a  code,  and  the  camp  regu- 
lations of  the  XT.  S.  Corps  of  Cadets  are  followed  as  closely  as  practi- 
cable. 

Brigadier-General  E.  H.  Rhodes,  who  passed  during  the  rebellion 
through  all  the  gi*ades  from  a  private  to  the  commander  of  his  regi- 
ment, was  appointed  the  first  and  is  still  Ijie  commander  of  the  brigade. 
All  field  officers  were  veterans  of  the  war;  and  with  great  energy, 
guided  by  their  experiences,  have  made  a  body  of  soldiers  that  not 
only  the  State  but  the  whole  country  should  be  proud  of. 

The  rank  and  file  are  generally  quite  young — ^average  about  twenty- 
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two  years.  They  appeared  to  me  markedly  taller,  stronger  limbed, 
and  deeper  chested  than  the  troops  from  this  State  that  I  saw  in  the 
field  in  1862.  I  noticed  the  same  in  the  camps  of  the  Massachusetts 
troops;  and  ofBicers  of  other  States  assured  me  that  this  was  true  of 
their  men*  It  shows  that  the  out-door  atheletic  exercises  are  quickly 
producing  happy  results  upon  the  young  men  throughout  the  country. 
I  did  not  see  a  round-shouldered  or  hollow-chested  man  in  camp;  and 
though  the  Work  was  very  great,  there  were  no  sick. 

The  camp  at  all  times  was  in  excellent  condition.  Immediately 
after  reveille  it  was  thoroughly  policed,  tent  walls  raised,  bedding 
folded,  and  all  articles  neatly  arranged,  and  remained  so  till  tattoo. 
The  sinks,  which  were  the  ordinary  field  ones,  screened  with  cotton 
doth,  were  coyered  with  sand  several  times  each  day;  and  the  caterers 
who  messed  the  troops  kept  their  kitchens,  mess-tents,  and  furniture  in 
fine  order. 

The  discipline  could  not  be  better.  There  was  the  promptest 
obedience  to  every  order.  I  did  npt  witness  the  slightest  hesitation 
or  discussion  about  or  impatience  at  any  duty.  There  was  no  liquor 
allowed,  nor  was  there  any  in  camp.  Lights  were  extinguished  at 
'^taps,''  and  no  body  of  Regular  troops  were  ever  more  quiet.  For 
the  three  past  encampments  the  guard-tent  has  not  had  a  single  oc- 
cupant. 

I  frequently  questioned  men  upon  what  their  conduct  would  be  in 
case  they  were  called  out  to  suppress  disturbances,  and  found  it 
was  a  subject  that  has  been  thoroughly  discussed  by  them  (and  the 
invariable  answer  was  in  terms)  that,  in  all  troubles  of  labor  and 
capital,  labor  could  withdraw,  but  its  hand  should  be  passive,  and 
must  not  interfere  with  the  rights,  property,  liberty,  or  person  of 
others;  its  grievances  should  be  settled  quietly  in  the  courts  or  at  the 
polls;  that  they  knew  they  never  would  be  called  upon  unless  the 
civil  administration  was  in  danger  of  being  overcome;  and  that  they 
were  organized  for  such  dangers.  They  had  pledged  their  integrity 
to  do  their  duty,  as  American  soldiers,  and  in  all  emergencies,  when 
called  upon  by  their  commander-in-chief,  they  must  and  would  do  it. 
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There  was  a  fervor  about  these  replies  that  convinced  me  of  the  sin- 
cerity and  trustworthiness  of  the  young  Militia  of  this  State.  I  do 
not  know  any  higher  discipline  than  this. 

Very  powerful  and  grand  factors  in  developing  and  maintaining 
discipline  were  the  chaplains  of  the  different  commands.  Every  even- 
ing after  parade  the  battalions  were  formed  into  three  sides  of  a 
square,  services  were  held,  and  then  these  earnest  Christian  soldiers 
delivered  short  lectures  upon  the  manliness  and  loftiness  of  a  soldierly 
obedience  to  orders  and  of  sacredly  doing  all  and  the  very  minutest 
of  the  military  duties.  The  profound  attention  they  received  showed 
the  high  esteem  they  have  gained  and  deserve^  and  also  that  their 
fine  young  soldiers  are  self-respecting  valuable  citizens. 

Military  courtesy  was  good.  I  did  not  see  a  soldier  address  an  ofS- 
cer  without  taking  the  position  of  a  soldier.  Very  seldom  did  an 
officer  pass  men  that  they  did  not  rise  if  sitting.  There  was  more 
raising  of  the  caps  or  uncovering  than  saluting ;  but  it  seemed  that 
fear  of  awkwardly  executing  the  salute  caused  it,  rather  than  a  desire 
to  ignore  this  kind  symbol  of  comradeship  between  officers  and  men. 

All  the  drills  were  satisfactory.  At  company  drills,  at  first,  there 
was  a  little  unsteadiness  in  the  step  in  some  of  the  companies.  This 
is  always  seen  when  men  first  practice  in  the  field  and  on  rough 
ground  after  leaving  their  armories,  whei*e  most  of  their  work  has 
been  done,  but  after  the  second  day  it  disappeared.  There  was  a 
tendency  to  use  more  than  the  muscles  of  the  arms  in  executing  the 
manual,  which  was  corrected  in  most  of  the  companies.  At  the  first 
and  second  battalion  drills  distances  were  lost,  the  guides  were  not 
prompt,  and  dressing  slow  ;  but  as  the  companies  are  from  different 
towns  of  the  State  and  only  have  battalion  drill  at  the  encampment, 
I  was  surprised  at  the  few  mistakes  made,  and  it  was  more  than  pleas- 
ant to  see  the  daily  improvement.  The  first  brigade  review  occurred 
on  the  second  day.  The  companies  were  formed,  sized,  marched  oat 
to  the  general  parade,  and  a  brigade  line  formed,  part  of  it  bent  at  a 
right  angle  to  the  general  line,  the  whole  brigade  brought  to  rear  open 
order,  and  arms  presented  in  seven  minutes  from  th^  ^'fall-in"  signal. 
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The  review  on  the  last  day  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor  of  the  State 
was  a  splendid  one.  The  step  was  well  cadenced ;  the  dress,  touch 
and  allignments  excellent ;  the  wheels  all  good ;  the  gaides  main- 
tained the  distances,  covered  accarately ;  all  the  salntes  were  gracef  al, 
and  most  at  the  exact  time  for  them.  The  afternoon  of  the  third  day 
was  devoted  to  field  movements.  The  whole  brigade  was  marched 
from  camp  to  a  woods  in  the  vicinity,  skirmishers  were  thrown  out, 
a  line  of  battle  formed,  with  flanks  resting  on  arms  of  the  bordering 
bay,  with  artillery  sweeping  approaches,  and  a  reserve  of  infantry 
and  cavalry  posted  in  rear,  under  cover,  and  within  supporting  dis- 
tance. The  line  was  advanced,  with  skirmishers  firing,  and  three 
positions  were  taken  up  till  a  causeway  and  bridge  were  reached. 
Here  artillery  was  posted  and  swept  the  causeway  and  bridge,  and  the 
left  wing  of  the  skirmish  line  fired  while  the  rfght  wing  formed  in 
column  to  charge  across,  and  the  line  of  battle  advanced.  As  soon  as 
the  right  wing  of  skirmishers  charged,  the  left  followed,  and  both 
wings  deployed  as  skirmishers  after  crossing.  The  line  of  battle  rap- 
idly followed  in  double  columns  of  fours  (executing  ^^  center  forward, 
fours  left  and  right "  better  than  I  ever  saw  it  done),  deployed,  and 
opened  fire.  Two  more  positions  were  taken  up  and  attacks  made. 
The  skirmishers  and  line  of  battle  were  relieved  by  fresh  men,  and 
another  advance  and  attack  made.  Ammunition  was  then  distributed, 
and  the  whole  brigade,  with  the  artillery  in  commanding  positions, 
was  formed  in  concave  line  of  battle,  which  the  conformation  of  the 
ground  required.  After  a  fire  of  artillery  and  infantry  for  about  ten 
minutes,  the  infantry  charged.  It  was  then  re-formed,  and  the  cav- 
alry was  advanced,  and  under  its  cover  the  infantry  and  artillery  re- 
tired in  echelon  order  till  a  commanding  position  near  camp  was 
reached,  where  a  line  of  battle,  with  protected  flanks  and  reserves, 
was  established.  The  object  of  every  movement  not  perfectly  ap- 
parent was  clearly  explained  by  the  brigade  commander,  and  every 
detail  was  attended  to  by  his  experienced  staff.  Even  field  hospitals 
were  established  behind  the  different  positions,  and  men  were  ordered 
out  of  ranks  to  give  practice  to  stretcher-bearers.    It  was  a  very  val- 
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uable  lesson^  Dot  only  to  ofScers^  but  to  every  man  in  ranks,  and  even 
spectators.  The  two  colored  companies  did  the  principal  part  of  the 
skirmishing,  and  did  it  very  handsomely. 

The  cavalry  was  better  drilled  than  any  of  that  arm  that  I  have 
seen  in  the  Militia.  Their  wheels,  distances,  alignments,  and  skir- 
mishing were  excellent.  The  stables  for  the  horses  were  temporary 
board  sheds.  Stable  dnty  was  performed  the  same  as  in  the  Begnlar 
cavalry,  and  equipments  were  carefully  hung  up  on  brackets  in  rear 
of  the  horses.     Each  man  has  a  saber  and  carbine. 

The  battery  has  two  3-inch  rifles  and  two  obsolete  6-pounders  that 
ought  to  be  exchanged  for  more  modern  guns.  *  In  the  manual  of  the 
piece  and  foot  drill  the  men  and  the  ofScers  are  proficient.  The 
horses  and  drivers  are  hired  for  the  five  days  of  the  encampment,  and, 
considering  this  is  the  only  opportunity  for  them,  the  maneuvers  were 
more  than  good.  With  non-commissioned  officers  guiding  each  car- 
riage, the  drivers  did  well,  and  there  was  less  whipping  and  shouting 
than  usual.  The  battery  should  have  its  numbers  increased,  so  that 
first-class  horsemen  could  be  enlisted.  It  is  now  so  far  advanced  that 
the  science  of  gunnery  should  be  taken  up.  For  instruction,  it  should 
be  proyided  with  a  few  of  each  of  the  kinds  of  fuzes  and  the  projec- 
tiles now  used  in  light  batteries.  The  stables  were  the  same  as  those 
of  the  cavalry.  Stable  duty  as  laid  down  for  light  batteries.  Harness 
good,  well  cared  for ;  blankets  new  and  very  neatly  folded.  The  offi- 
cers are  most  zealous,  and  every  year  this  fine  command  will  become 
better.  Two  Catling  guns  were  received  this  year,  and  will  be  given 
to  the  infantry. 

There  was  no  target  practice.  There  was  no  range  or  time  for  it ; 
nor  is  a  brigade  encampment  of  a  few  days,  where  the  movements  and 
combinations  of  large  bodies  of  troops  should  be  of  the  first  con- 
sideration, the  place  for  it.  Though  its  importance  is  thoroughly 
realized,  the  brigade  is  behind  other  States  in  shooting.  It  had  to  be 
neglected  (reason,  no  money  to  pay  its  expense);  but  last  year  two 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  was  appropriated  for  target  practice, 
a  State  range  was  established,  and  all  the  companies,  under  the  in-

Btmction  of  Captain  Howe,  an  experienced  Oreedmoor  sharpshooter, 
had  one  day's  practice,  each  man  firing  five  shots.  This  year  the  same 
or  more  practice  will  be  had  and  gallery  practice  introduced. 

Guard  duty  was  well  done.  The  sentinels  walked  their  posts  sol- 
dierly, were  alert,  knew  their  special  orders  well,  but  were  not  thor- 
oughly conversant  with  some  of  the  general  instructions  for  day  and 
night.  But  a  very  clear,  complete  little  book  on  guard  duty  has  been 
adopted,  and  instructions  on  this  subject  will  receive  great  attention 
at  the  armories  this  year. 

A  signal  corps  of  one  officer,  one  sergeant,  and  four  men  is  attached 
to  the  brigade,  uniformed  as  the  Signal  Corps  of  the  Army,  equipped 
with  signal  kits,  binocular  glasses,  disks,  and  lanterns,  and  armed 
with  revolvers.  The  officer.  Captain  Mason  (distinguished  during 
the  rebellion  as  an  expert),  has  practice  throughout  the  year  once  a 
week;  frequently  at  night,  and  at  distances  from  one  to  seven  miles. 
During  the  encampment  the  mornings  were  devoted  to  signaling  at 
short  distances ;  the  afternoons,  long  distances ;  and  every  evening 
night*  messages  were  sent  and  received.  The  corps  is  now  so  thor- 
oughly drilled  that  every  man  not  only  knows  all  the  methods  of 
army  signaling,  but  can  readily  teach  them  should  it  be  necessary  to 
increase  the  corps. 

The  field  hospital  was  admirably  arranged.  Every  detail  showed 
the  great  service,  experience,  and  ability  of  Medical  Director  Carr. 
It  was  invitingly  comfortable,  but  unoccupied.  It  seemed  a  pity  that 
no  one  would  get  sick,  but  the  troops  were  too  rugged  to  be  worn 
out. 

It  was  a  delight  to  examine  the  books  and  records  of  the  brigade. 
Every  order  and  duty  performed,  together  with  the  war  and  militia 
records  of  the  officers,  are  neatly  recorded ;  it  is  a  full  and  accurate 
history  of  the  command  since  its  organization. 

Property  could  not  be  more  carefully  used.  The  tents  are  six  years 
old,  and  are  nearly  as  white  and  good  as  when  first  procured.  The 
muskets  were  received  last  year,  are  the  latest  improved  ones,  and  are 
an  in  good  condition.     The  uniform  and  equipments,  knapsacks  and 
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blankets  (woolen  and  rabber)  are  the  same  as  those  of  the  U.  S. 
Army,  and  are  good  and  serviceable. 

The  refined  courtesy  and  hospitidity  of  General  Rhodes,  his  staff, 
the  officers,  and  many  of  the  enlisted  men  of  the  brigade  made  this 
inspection  the  pleasantest  duty  I  have  had  for  years*  I  can  safely 
report  to  you  that  this  soldierly  command  Will,  under  all  circum- 
stances, gallantly  perform  its  duty. 

The  kind  indulgence  of  the  Adjutant-General  emboldens  me  to  add 
the  following  remarks  and  recommendations  deduced  from  my  ob- 
servations in  this  and  other  camps: 

I  do  not  think  our  Militia  is  thoroughly  known.  That  of  no  other 
country  has  such  a  personnel.  The  men  are  athletic,  very  intelligent 
and  high  minded,  and  I  did  not  see  any  officer  in  the  camps  of  Rhode 
Island  or  Massachusetts,  belonging  to  these  States  or  visiting  from 
other  States,  that  it  was  not  elevating  to  meet.  To  make  of  this  en- 
'  thusiastic  and  earnest  material  the  finest  army  in  the  world  are  needed 
only  the  aid  and  encouragement  of  the  General  Government 

Most  of  the  States  have  reduced  their  Militia  to  the  minimum  that 
safety  will  permit;  have  provided  camp  equipage,  uniforms,  equip- 
ments, and  pay  for  a  few  days  encampment  and  a  too  limited  target 
practice;  but  a  great  portion  of  the  rent  for  armories  and  many  other 
discouraging  expenses  come  from  the  pockets  of  the  men  and  officers. 
Many  unwillingly  leave  the  service  because  they  cannot  afford  to  pay 
such  assessments.  The  States  are  generous,  and  are  doing  all  they 
can.  Every  year  a  large  percentage  of  their  Militia,  pursuing  their 
private  occupations,  emigrate  to  other  States;  all  expenses  for  them 
are  a  dead  loss  tp  the  States  from  which  they  go;  but  these  men  re- 
main in  the  country,  and  are  valuable  to  the  General  Government^ 
because  they  could  not  resist  rallying  to  the  colors  in  case  of  need. 
It  is  not  more  than  reasonable  that  the  General  Government  should 
pay  for  a  week's  encampment  and  a  few  day's  target  practice  for  the 
troops  of  each  State  and  Territory.  This  would  enable  the  States  to 
pay  armory  and  other  expenses,  and  to  pay  for  regimental  encamp- 
ments, to  give  colonels  the  experience  of  independent  commands,  and 
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prepare  battalions  to  at  once  practice  the  movements  of  brigades  and 
divisions  at  the  Government  camps. 

In  addition  to  paying  for  a  few  days'  target  practice,  ammunition 
and  targets  shoald  be  provided,  or,  what  woald  be  better,  a  sam  of 
money  allowed  for  them,  conditioning  that  the  cartridges  for  each 
State  shonld  be  made  in  the  State  and  their  merits  and  defects  be 
reported  to  the  Chief  of  Ordnance  of  the  Army.  So  many  establish- 
ments making  them  would  increase  the  chances  of  getting  cartridges 
very  mnch  better  than  the  best  now  known.  The  army  system,  both 
as  to  field  and  gallery  practice,  should  be  insisted  upon,  and  prizes 
should  be  offered.  Badges  made  from  the  metal  of  old  guns  with 
histories,  or  even  from  the  obsolete  cast-iron  ones,  would  be  hotly 
struggled  for  and  valued  as  jewels. 

Even  and  systematic  instruction  is  now  required.  The  private 
affairs  of  State  ofiQcers  will  not  allow  the  time  for  it.  I  know  no 
more  practical  and  cheaper  w^y  than  to  detail  experienced  oflScers  of 
the  Army  to  report  to  the  governors  of  States  for  such  duty.  Each 
State  would  require  from  two  to  five  ofldcers.  Located  in  districts  of 
a  State  and  giving  their  whole  time  to  work,  these  officers  would  soon 
advance  the  Militia  from  the  simple  drills  and  ceremonies  into  the 
higher  requirements  of  a  modern  army.  Soon  the  Militia  would  be 
abreast  with  the  Regular  force,  know  all  its  easy  methods,  and,  being 
so  closely  connected,  would  make  equal  progress  with  it.  Even  in 
the  Territories  such  instructors  would  be  very  valuable,  for  I  have 
seen  the  most  resolute  men  fleeing  from  their  homes  during  the  In- 
dian troubles  that  would  be  the  finest  Indian  fighters  had  they  com- 
petent persons  to  organize  them.  The  Militia  now  is  dangerously 
deficient  in  artillery  and  cavalry.  These  details  would  greatly  benefit 
the  Regular  Army,  for  it  would  give  the  officers  upon  them  an  oppor- 
tunity to  know  thoroughly  our  future  soldiers,  and  during  their 
developing  period  they  would  be  in  contact  with  large  bodies,  and 
would  be  better  fitted  for  large  commands  in  the  troubles  we  must 
expect  and  be  prepared  for.  I  can  see  but  two  objections  to  this 
method.     The  large  cities  have  whole  regiments  raised  from  their 
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residents;  the  country  regiments  are  made  up  of  companies  from  dif- 
ferent towns.  The  latter  wonld  accept  the  instructors  at  onoc.  The 
commanding  officers  of  city  regiments,  who  have  spent  a  great  deal 
of  time  and  money  upon  their  commands,  might  resent  any  inter- 
ference with  them;  but  the  instmctors  should  be  without  command 
or  power  of  interference.  That  being  understood,  none  would  more 
gladly  receive  them ;  none  are  now  so  eager  to  get  officers  of  the 
Army  to  lecture  upon  and  discuss  military  subjects.  The  other  ob- 
jection would  come  from  the  War  Department.  It  would  be  difficult 
to  spare  officers  for  this  duty,  but  promotion  by  time,  instead  of  by 
casualty,  would  give  available  supernumerary  officers. 

Witnessing  field  maneuvers  and  sham  fights  convinces  me  that  oar 
tactics  need  revision  to  make  them  field  of  battle  ones.  This  is  a 
problem  for  the  faculty  of  the  Leavenworth  school,  and  its  solution 
should  be  submitted  for  test  to  the  Militia  at  their  brigade  an^  divis- 
ion encampments.  Large  numbers  of  the  veterans  of  the  late  war 
visit  the  encampments.  Many  of  the  methods  they  used  in  organiz- 
ations, skirmishing,  attacking  and  defending  outposts,  bridges,  &c., 
and  marching,  were  brilliant  and  should  be  known.  Our  artillery 
and  infantry  and  cavalry  schools  could  readily  collect  a  great  deal 
of  most  useful  information  by  requesting  the  experience  and  views 
on  military  matters  of  the  distinguished  soldiers  of  both  sides. 

It  would  greatly  benefit  ^oung  officers  of  the  Army  stationed  near 
to  be  ordered  to  visit  State  encampments,  to  see  how  smoothly  and 
readily  large  commands  are  maneuvered. 

In  all  the  ctimps  I  saw  ingenious  contrivances  to  make  the  knapsacks, 
equipments,  and  tents  more  comfortable.  Weapons  were  criticised 
most  intelligently.  When  these  articles  are  issued  to. the  Army  for 
trial,  specimens  should  be  sent  to  the  Adjutant-General  of  each  State, 
that  the  great  inventive  talent  of  our  Militia  may  get  interested  in 
them.

The  formation  of  one  of  the  machine-gun  platoons  authorized  by 
the  General  Assembly  May  28,  1885,  is  the  only  change  which  has 
taken  place  in  the  organization  of  the  militia  during  the  past  year.' 

ENCAMPMENT. 

The  annual  encampment  of  the  brigade  was  held  on  the  seventh, 
eighth,  ninth,  tenth  and  eleventh  of  July,  at  Oakland  Beach.  The 
report  of  Brig.-Oen.  E.  H.  Rhodes,  commanding  the  brigade,  and 
that  of  Brevet  Ifajor'John  Egan,  4th  Artillery,  U.  S.  A.,  Inspecting 
Officer,  are  both  herewith  presented. 

EQUIPMENT. 

Two  Oatling  guns  have  been  added  to  the  State  armament  since 
my  last  report

National  salutes  were  fired  by  a  section  of  Battery  A,  lifi:ht  artil- 
lery, February  23d,  May  30th,  August  8th;  by  the  Newport  Artillery 
August  8th,  and  minute  guns  by  both  the  above  commands  upon  the 
day  of  the  funeral  of  the  late  Oen.

The  annual  armory  imspections  required  by  law  were  made  during 
the  months  of  January  and  February,  and  the  detailed  report  of  the 
same  also  accompanies  this  report. 


ENROLLED   HILITIA. 


The  enrolled  militia  of  the  State,  as  returned  by  the  clerks  of  the 
seyeral  towns  and  cities  in  the  year  1883,  shows  the  number  to  be 
47,000. 


RECORDS  OF  R.    I.    REGIMENTS. 

Progress  is  being  made  in  the  work  of  arranging  and  copying  the 
rolls  and  returns,  but  the  same  is  necessarily  slow  in  its  prosecution, 
as  this  ofSce  is  desirous  of  securing  the  best  method  for  the  arrange- 
ment and  compilation  of  the  records. 

TARGET   PRACTICE. 

General  Orders  No.  8,  c.  s.,  provided  for  target  practice  by  the 
Brigade  B.  I.  M.,  but  the  practice  was  discontinued  by  Special  Orders 
No.  66,  c.  s.,  dated  Sept.  30th,  until  the  range  could  be  rendered 
more  secure  than  it  is  at  present.

REPORT  OF  ANNUAL  ARMORY  INSPECTIONS,  I885. 


STATE  OP  RHODE  ISLAND. 

AixruTANT- General's  Office, 

PROYIDBMCB,  April  25,  1885. 

His  Ejxdieney  Augustus  O.  Bourn, 

Governor  and  Oommander-in-OTUrf: 

Goybbrob:  I  have  the  honor  to*  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  several 
armory  inspections  in  accordance  with  law  and  in  pursuance  of  General  Orders 
No.  IS,  Series  of  1884. 

These  inspections  were  made  during  the  months  of  January  and  February, 
and  one  during  the  month  of  March.  It  would,  in  my  opinion,  be  more  satis- 
factoty  to  both  inspectors  and  companies  inspected,  if  the  time  could  be  changed 
to  the  months  of  March  and  April. 

The  whole  number  of  officers  and  men  inspected  during  this  last  tour  was  814, 
of  which  671  belonged  to  the  brigade  and  148  to  the  three  independent  chartered 
organizations.  In  1884  the  whole  number  inspected  was  781,  of  which  number 
828  were  attached  to  the  brigade  and  158  to  the  independent  companies. 

The  general  appearance  of  the  troops  upon  the  whole  was  satisfactory, 
although  the  State  uniform  furnished  the  brigade  shows  signs  of  wear,  and 
CBpecially  trousers,  blouses  and  fatigue  caps  which  are  in  a  very  dilapidated 
condition.  Five  years  service  is  all  that  can  be  expected  of  any  uniform,  worn 
as  much  as  that  is,  by  the  brigade,  and  I  regret  extremely  that  this  last  General 
Assembly  could  not  have  appropriated  something  in  addition  to  the  present 
tuifonn  fund  to  make  the  much  needed  repairs  and  replace  the  clothing  which 
is  worn  out    It  is  the  more  creditable  to  the  officers  commanding  the  different 
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companies  that  they  presented  so  good  an  appearance  under  so  many  difficulties. 
The  men,  as  a  rule,  were  well  set  up,  neat  and  clean,  a  very  perceptible  im- 
provement being  observed  from  year  to  year.  B  Co  ,  Ist  Battalion  of  Infantiy, 
Capt.  Frank  W.  Peabody,  paraded  every  man  upon  its  rolls,  3  officers  and  47 
men.  This  company  was  the  largest  I  have  ever  inspected,  and  its  appearance 
in  line  was  exceedingly  fine.  It  would  be  most  desirable  if  every  company  in  the 
State  could  increase  its  numbers  to  the  size  of  this  company. 

Discipline  is  fairly  enforced,  but  a  most  serious  interference  to  its  enforce- 
ment  is  often  met  with  in  the  presence  of  civilians  in  the  various  armories  where 
language  and  boisterous  conduct  have  in  many  instances  seriously  annoyed  the 
inspecting  officers  and  demoralized  the  company  under  inspection.  I  would 
recommend  that  each  commanding  officer  be  held  responsible  for  the  behavior 
of  those  whom  he  admits  to  the  armory  during  the  inspection  of  his  command. 

Knowledge  of  drill  and  duties  remains  about  the  same;  until  the  officers  can 
be  properly  instructed  in  officers'  drill,  and  can  meet  to  discuss  and  to  execute 
the  movements  required  of  them,  no  material  progress  in  this  direction  can  be 
expected. 

Care  of  books  and  papers,  generally  good.  In  some  cases  great  improvement 
has  been  made  in  the  manner  of  keeping  the  records  and  securing  and  preserving 
the  various  orders  and  communications.  ^ 

School  of  the  Company  and  Manual  of  Arms  showed  how  much  more  atten- 
tion the  individual  members  of  the  several  companies  had  paid  to  the  patriotic 
duties  of  the  last  political  campaign,  rather  than  to  the  more  monotonous  and 
absorbing  ones  of  the  drill-room. 

Loadings  and  firings  are  pretty  well  understood  throughout  the  entire  militia, 
but  need  much  more  careful  attention  to  orders  to  make  them  generally  credit- 
able. 

During  the  inspections  each  company  officer  was  required  to  exercise  the 
command  in  either  the  School  of  the  Company  or  the  Manual  of  Arms,  in  order 
to  satisfy  the  inspecting  officers  of  the  ability  of  these  officers  to  assume  and 
maintain  command  of  their  companies  if  occasion  required  the  same.  This  was 
very  satisfactory  generally,  although  in  a  number  of  cases  the  duties  had  rarely 
been  performed. 

The  State  has  reason  to  congratulate  itself  upon  its  new  armament,  the  45  cal. 
rifles  having  proved  all  that  was  expected  of  them. 

March  24th  I  inspected  four  companies  of  Goff,  Rice  and  Smith's  School  Bat- 
talion. The  school,  under  the  military  teaching  of  Brig.  Gen.  Charles  R.  Den- 
nis, continues  to  maintain  its  high  standard  of  excellence.  The  influence  of 
military  drill  in  the  formation  of  character,  in  developing  a  taste  for  the  manly 
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daiies  of  the  soldier,  and  accustoming  boys  to  obey  orders,  is  most  salutary.  I 
desire  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  Messrs.  Goff,  Rice  and  Smith,  and  to  Gen. 
Dennis,  the  instructor,  for  their  most  courteous  reception.  To  Lieut-Col.  Hunter 
C.  White,  Assistant  Adjutant  and  Inspector-General,  I  desire  to  express  my 
thanks  for  the  efficient  and  satisfactory  manner  in  which  his  assistance  was  ren- 
dered during  the  entire  tour  of  duty.

The  camp  was  laid  out  by  the  Brigade  Engineer  sabstantially  as  last  year. 
Fatigue  details  reported  Monday  morning,  July  6th,  and  the  work  of  setting  up 
the  camp  was  performed  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner.  The  result  of  the 
•experience  gained  in  past  years  is  apparent  at  each  encampment.  The  neat 
appearance  of  the  tents  and  the  regularity  of  the  street  lines  is  a  source  of  satis- 
faction  to  the  troops. 

I  assumed  charge  of  the  grounds  on  the  morning  of  July  6th,  and  a  portion  of 
my  staff  reported  for  duty  at  the  same  time.  The  labor  of  unloading  and  load- 
ing the  freight  cars  requires  the  presence  of  experienced  officers,  and  both  offi- 
cers and  men  who  serve  upon  this  duty  are  entitled  to  much  credit. 

Brevet  Major  John  Egan,  4th  Artillery,  U.  S.  A.,  assigned  to  duty  as  Inspect- 
ing Officer  of  the  camp  by  order  of  the  War  Department,  reported  to  mo  on 
Tuesday,  July  7th,  and  remained  until  the  close  of  the  tour  of  duty. 

The  Brigade  has  always  been  fortunate  in  having  army  officers  of  experience 
assigned  to  this  important  duty,  and  I  have  always  found  them  ready  to  give 
the  officers  of  the  staff  and  line  the  benefit  of  their  experience.  Major  Egan  was 
DO  exception  but  entered  heartily  into  all  my  plans.  Being  a  veteran  bf  long 
and  active  service  in  camp  and  field,  he  made  many  suggestions  which  if  heeded 
will  add  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Brigade.  I  found  him  to  be  in  thorough  sym- 
pathy with  the  militia  system  of  our  State,  and  possessed  of  practical  ideas 
which  ought  to  be  adopted.  My  thanks  are  due  to  Major  Egan  for  his  kind 
assistance  in  making  Camp  Wetmore  successful. 

Tuesday,  July  7th,  the  Artillery  and  Cavalry  arrived  by  road,  and  the  Infan- 
try by  rail.  At  twelve  o'clock  the  guards  were  posted  and  the  usual  routine  of 
camp  began.  In  the  afternoon  battalion  drills  were  held  and  battalion  dress 
parade  closed  the  exercises  of  the  day. 

Wednesday,  July  8th,  a  brigade  drill  was  held  in  the  morning,  and  a  review 
by  the  Brigade  Commander  in  the  afternoon. 

The  camp  was  honored  by  a  visit  from  His  Excellency  Leon  Abbett,  Governor 
of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  accompanied  by  his  staff  and  distinguished  officers 
of  the  New  Jersey  National  Guard.  Cten.  C.  H.  Barney,  formerly  Adjutant 
General  of  Rhode  Island,  also  accompanied  Gov.  Abbett  and  received  a  cordial 
welcome. 

His  Excellency  the  Governor  of  Rhode  Island,  made  an  unofficial  visit  to 
camp  and  dined  with  the  Headquarters  mess. 

In  accordance  with  a  custom  established  four  years  ago,  Thursday,  July  9th, 
was  devoted  to  a  field  drill.  The  troops  left  camp  in  light  marching  order,  with 
boxes  filled  with  blank  ammunition.  The  Artillery  was  divided  into  two  bat- 
teries, commanded  respectively  by  Lieutenants  Gray  and  Barker,  while  Capt. 
John  A.  Russell,  was  assigned  to  duty  as  Chief  of  Artillery.    The  objective 
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point  selected  was  a  bridge  crossing  a  small  stream  that  flows  into  the  bay  near 
the  Buttonwoods  Beach  Railroad  bridge.  The  enemj  were  supposed  to  be  hold- 
ing the  line  of  railroad  with  a  force  at  the  bridge  in  their  immediate  front.  The 
object  of  the  manoeuTre  was  to  drive  the  enemy  from  the  bridge  and  capture  the 
line  of  railroad. 

The  cavalry  were  placed  in  position  to  guard  the  left  flank  of  the  line  of 
march,  while  the  infantry  were  massed  in  the  woods  facing  the  bridge  with  the 
front  covered  by  a  line  of  sl^irmishers.  The  advance  to  the  bridge  was  in  double 
lines  of  battle  with  artillery  in  the  intervals  between  battalions.  The  Fourth 
Battalion  Infantry,  Major  Smith  in  command,  deployed  as  skirmishers,  preceded 
the  line  and  upon  reaching  the  open  space  near  the  bank  of  the  stream  com- 
menced firing.  A  battery  was  immediately  put  in  position  in  their  rear  and 
opened  fire.  The  Fourth  Battalion  Infantry  then  crossed  the  bridge  and  de- 
ployed on  the  opposite  bank.  Under  cover  of  the  artillery  fire  the  Second  Bat- 
talion Infantry,  Lieut.  Col.  Martin,  commanding,  crossed  the  bridge  in  "double 
column  of  fours,"  and  at  the  command  "  Right  and  Left  front  into  line,"  formed 
in  rear  of  the  skirmishers.  This  movement  was  executed  in  an  admirable  man- 
ner and  showed  the  result  of  our  previous  drills.  I  then  crossed  the  bridge  and 
after  advancing  the  line  to  a  position  to  command  the  railroad,  sent  to  the  mr 
for  the  Fifth  Battalion  Infantry  and  a  Battery  of  Artillery.  Lieut.  Col.  Moran 
with  the  Fifth  Battalion  Infantry  crossed  the  bridge  at  double  time  and  formed 
on  the  left  of  the  Second  Battalion,  while  the  artillery  took  position  in  the  inter- 
val. The  First  Battalion  Infantry,  Major  Thornton,  and  the  second  battery 
were  brought  across  the  stream  and  placed  in  reserve.  The  skirmishers  having 
kept  up  a  constant  fire  were  now  ordered  to  the  rear,  and  the  entire  line  ad- 
vanced and  opened  fire.  After  expending  the  ammunition  in  the  boxes,  the 
First  Battalion  Infantry  were  ordered  up  from  the  reserve  to  deploy  and  cover 
the  entire  front  of  the  Brigade.  This  movement  was  well  executed  by  Major 
Thornton,  and  his  line  opened  fire  as  soon  as  the  position  indicated  was  reached. 
Ammunition  was  issued  and  the  line  prolonged  to  the  left  by  placing  the  reserve 
battery,  supported  by  the  Fourth  Battalion  Infantry,  in  position  on  the  left  of 
the  Fifth  Battalion.  The  First  Battalion  occupied  the  centre  of  the  line  made 
vacant  by  moving  the  Second  Battalion  to  the  right.  After  heavy  and  constant 
firing  for  a  time  the  entire  line  was  ordered  to  charge  and  executed  the  move- 
ment promptly.  The  advance  of  the  Fifth  Battalion,  Lieut.  Col.  Moran,  was 
executed  in  a  manner  that  aroused  the  enthusiasm  of  the  entire  Brigade. 

The  First  Battalion  Cavalry,  Major  Strauss  commanding,  had  been  guarding 
the  left  flank  of  the  line,  the  right  being  protected  by  a  river.  They  were  now 
ordered  to  protect  the  front  while  the  Brigade  returned  to  camp.  Major  Strauss 
used  excellent  judgment  in  carrying  out  this  idea  and  kept  up  a  steady  fire  until 
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the  Brigade  reached  the  hill  in  the  rear  of  the  railroad,  where  a  new  line  of 
defence  was  formed.  The  cavalry  remained  upon  the  field  until  the  Brigade 
reached  camp  and  then  retired,  executing  various  movements  as  if  pursued  by 
an  enemy.  Oapt  Russelli  acting  as  Chief  of  Artillery,  showed  excellent  judg- 
ment in  the  placing  of  his  guns  and  was  well  supported  by  the  commanders  of 
the  batteries. 

The  drill  was  the  most  practical  and  satisfactory  of  any  held  by  the  Brigade, 
and  the  officers  and  men  carried  out  the  plans  of  the  Brigade  Commander  in  a 
spirit  that  was  commendable.  Aside  from  the  interest  created  among  the  men, 
I  believe  such  practical  drills  impart  more  knowledge  of  a  soldier's  duty  than 
weeks  of  theoretical  instruction.  The  field  movements  were  witnessed  by  thou- 
sands of  citizens  who  appeared  to  enjoy  the  scene  and  refrained  from  trespass- 
ing upon  the  grounds  set  apart  for  the  drill. 

Friday,  July  lOlh,  the  Brigade  was  reviewed  by  His  Excellency  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief, and  the  camp  was  visited  by  the  State  Officers.  His  Excellency 
remained  and  witnessed  the  Brigade  Drests  Parade,  which  closed  the  exercises  of 
the  day. 

In  accordance  with  the  usual  custom  Divine  services  were  held  daily  at  the 
close  of  Dress  Parade. 

Saturday,  July  11th,  the  Brigade  broke  camp  and  returned  to  Providence,  the 
Infantry  by  rail  and  the  Cavalry  and  Artillery  by  road.  A  street  parade  closed 
the  tour  of  duty,  which  in  the  opinion  of  all  had  been  most  successful. 

The  conduct  of  the  men,  as  in  the  past,  was  excellent;  no  serious  cases  of 
discipline  occurring. 

The  health  of  the  troops  was  good  although  the  weather  was  extremely  hot. 
One  half  day's  drill  was  omitted  on  account  of  the  extreme  heat. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  again  to  repeat  my  recommendation  that  suitable  equip- 
ments, including  cartridge  boxes,  be  issued  to  the  cavalry  battalion.  I  also 
recommend  that  an  ambulance,  furnished  with  stretchers,  be  provided  for  the 
use  of  the  medical  department.

Fort  Adams,  Newport,  R  I.,  August  90,  1886. 
The  Adjutant  General  U.  S,  Army  : 

Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  my  visit  to  the  camp 
of  the  Rhode  Island  Militia,  in  obedience  to  Special  Orders  No.  189,  dated  Head- 
quarters of  the  Army,  Adjutant  General's  Office,  June  18,  1885 : 

I  reached  camp  at  Oakland  Beach,  R.  L,  at  8  P.  M.  July  7th.  The  camp  wis 
laid  out  by  the  brigade  engineer  on  the  6th,  and  on  that  day,  under  his  and  the 
brigade  commander's  direction  and  supervision,  three  hundred  wall  and  large 
mess  tents,  to  be  used  by  the  brigade,  were  perfectly  pitched,  sinks  dag  and 
screened,  and  the  camp  completely  established  for  occupation  in  a  little  over 
five  hours,  by  details  of  one  non-commissioned  officer  and  four  men  from  each 
company.  When  I  arrived  it  had  been  established  two  hours,  and  it  was  as 
quiet  and  orderly,  and  drills  and  instructions  were  taking  place,  as  if  it  had  been 
a  month  old. 

During  the  week  the  duties  were  performed  in  accordance  with  an  order. 
Every  requirement  of  that  order  was  most  faithfully  and  honestly  performed, 
save  one  drill  suspended  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  medical  director  on 
account  of  intense  heat,  and  one  parade  interrupted  by  a  rain  storm. 

I  was  permitted  to  visit  the  different  organizations  and  the  sentinels  at  aU 
times  during  the  day  and  night,  to  witness  all  the  drills  and  ceremonies,  and  all 
the  records  of  the  brigade  were  opened  to  me. 

This  brigade,  aggregating  one  thousand  and  sixty-seven,  consisting  of  eighteen 
companies  of  infantry,  two  troops  of  cavalry,  and  one  battery  of  light  artilleiy, 
constitutes  the  active  militia  of  the  State.  The  enrolled  militia  number  twenty- 
four  thousand. 

Until  1879  the  militia  of  the  State  was  composed  of  independent  organiza- 
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tions,  and  of  about  the  same  character  as  the  militia  of  the  country  twenty  years 
ago.  That  year  the  Legislature  brigaded  and  reduced  it  to  twenty  companies  of 
infantry  or  heavy  artillery,  two  troops  of  cavalry,  and  one  battery  of  light  artil- 
lery. Only  eighteen  companies  of  infantry  have  been  organized,  and  are  con- 
solidated into  two  battalions  of  six  companies,  one  battalion  of  four  companies, 
(each  commanded  by  a  lieutenant  colonel),  and  one  battalion  of  two  companies, 
colored,  (commanded  by  a  major.)  The  two  troops  of  cavalry  are  formed  into 
a  squadron,  commanded  by  a  Major.  The  battery  has  a  Captain,  two  First 
Lieutenants,  and  one  Second  Lieutenant.  The  men  for  all  arms  are  enlisted  for 
three  years,  and  re-enlisted  for  periods  of  one,  two,  or  three  years,  as  they  desire. 
Company  officers  are  elected  by  the  enlisted  men  for  a  period  of  three. years; 
field  officers  elected  by  company  officers  for  a  term  of  four  years;  the  Brigadier 
Qeneral  is  elected  for  five  years  by  the  State  Assembly,  upon  recommendation 
of  field  officers;  Battalion  and  Brigade  Commanders  appoint  their  own  staff 
officers,  and  have  the  same  as  in  the  Regular  Army.  All  officers  have  to  pass  a 
satisfactory  examination  before  a  military  Examining  Board  before  receiving 
commissions  from  the  Governor  of  the  State.  The  (J.  8.  Army  regulations  are 
taken  as  a  code,  and  the  camp  regulations  of  the  U.  S.  Corps  of  Cadets  are  fol- 
lowed as  closely  as  practicable. 

Brigadier  General  £.  H.  Rhodes,  who  passed  during  the  Rebellion  through  all 
the  grades,  from  a  private  to  the  commander  of  his  regiment,  was  appointed  the 
first,  and  is  still  the  Commander  of  the  Brigade.  All  field  officers  were  veterans 
of  the  war,  and  with  great  energy,  guided  by  their  experiences,  have  made  a 
body  of  soldiers  that  not  only  the  State,  but  the  whole  country,  should  be 
proud  of. 

The  rank  and  file  are  generally  quite  young—avetage  age  about  22  years. 
They  appeared  to  me  markedly  taller,  stronger  limbed,  and  deeper  chested  than 
the  troops  from  this  State  that  I  saw  in  the  field  in  1862.  I  noticed  the  same  in 
the  camps  of  the  Massachusetts  troops,  and  officers  of  other  States  assured  me 
that  this  was  true  of  their  men.  It  shows  that  the  out-door  athletic  exercises 
are  quickly  producing  happy  results  upon  the  young  men  throughout  the  coun- 
try. I  did  not  see  a  round-shouldered  or  hollow-chested  man  in  camp,  and 
though  the  work  was  very  great,  there  were  no  sick. 

The  camp  at  all  times  was  in  excellent  condition.  Immediately  after  reveille 
it  was  thoroughly  policed,  tent  walls  raised,  bedding  folded,  and  all  articles 
neatly  arranged,  and  remained  so  until  tattoo.  The  sinks,  which  were  the  ordi- 
nary field  ones,  screened  with  cotton  cloth,  were  covered  with  sand  several  times 
each  day,  and  the  caterers  who  messed  the  troops  kept  their  kitchens,  mess  tents 
and  furniture  in  fine  order. 
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The  discipline  could  not  be  better.  There  was  the  promptest  obedience  to 
every  order.  I  did  not  witness  the  slightest  hesitation  or  discussion  about  or 
impatience  at  any  duty.  There  was  no  liquor  allowed,  nor  was  there  any  in 
camp.  Lights  were  extinguished  at  *'taps,"  and  no  body  of  Regular  troops 
were  ever  more  quiet  For  the  three  past  encampments  the  guard-tent  has  not 
had  a  single  occupant.  * 

I  frequently  questioned  men  upon  what  their  conduct  would  be  in  case  tbey 
were  called  out  to  suppress  disturbances,  and  found  it  was  a  subject  that  has 
been  thoroughly  discussed  by  them  (and  the  invariable  answer  was  in  terms) 
that,  in  all  troubles  of  labor  and  capital  labor  could  withdraw,  but  its  hand 
should  be  passive,  and  must  not  interfere  with  the  rights,  property,  liberty  or 
person  of  others;  its  grievances  should  be  settled  quietly  in  the  courts  or  at  the 
polls;  that  they  knew  they  never  would  be  called  upon  unless  the  civil  adminis- 
tration was  in  danger  of  being  overcome,  and  that  they  were  organized  for  such 
dangers.  They  had  pledged  their  integrity  t(»  do  their  duty  as  American  sol- 
diers, and  in  all  emergencies,  when  called  upon  by  their  Commander-in-chief, 
they  must  and  would  do  it  There  was  a  fervor  about  these  replies  that  con- 
vinced me  of  the  sincerity  and  trustworthiness  of  the  young  Militia  of  this  State. 
I  do  not  know  any  higher  discipline  than  this. 

Very  powerful  and  grand  factors  in  developing  and  maintaining  discipline 
were  the  chaplains  of  the  different  commands.  Every  evening  after  parade  the 
battalions  were  formed  into  three  sides  of  a  square,  services  were  held,  and  then 
these  earnest  Christian  soldiers  delivered  short  lectures  upon  the  manliness  and 
loftiness  of  a  soldierly  obedience  to  orders  and  of  sacredly  doing  all  and  the  very 
minutest  of  the  military  duties.  The  profound  attention  they  received  showed 
the  high  esteem  they  have  gained  and  deserve,  and  also  that  their  fine  young 
soldiers  are  self-respecting,  valuable  citizens. 

Military  courtesy  was  good.  I  did  not  see  a  soldier  address  an  ofiScer  without 
taking  the  position  of  a  soldier.  Very  seldom  did  an  officer  pass  men  that  they 
did  not  rise  if  sitting.  There  was  more  raising  of  the  caps  or  uncovering  than 
saluting ;  but  it  seemed  that  fear  of  awkwardly  executing  the  salute  caused  it 
rather  than  a  desire  to  ignore  this  kind  symbol  of  comradeship  between  officers 
and  men. 

All  the  drills  were  satisfactory.  At  company  drills,  at  first,  there  was  a  little 
unsteadiness  in  the  step  in  some  of  the  companies.  This  is  always  seen  when 
men  first  practice  in  the  field  and  on  rough  ground,  after  leaving  their  armories, 
where  most  of  their  work  has  been  done,  but  after  the  second  day  it  disap- 
peared. There  was  a  tendency  to  use  more  than  the  muscles  of  the  arms  in  ex- 
ecuting the  Manual,  which  was  corrected  in  most  of  the  companies.    At  the 
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first  and  second  battalion  drills  distances  were  lost,  the  guides  were  not  prompt, 
and  dressing  slow;  but  as  the  companies  are  from  different  towns  of  the  State, 
and  only  have  battalion  drill  at  the  Encampment,  I  was  surprised  at  the  few 
mistakes  made,  and  it  was  more  than  pleasant  to  see  the  daily  improvement. 
The  first  brigade  review  occurred  on  the  second  day.  The  companies  were 
formed,  sized,  marched  out  to  the  general  parade,  and  a  brigade  line  formed, 
part  of  it  bent  at  a  right  angle  to  the  general  line,  the  whole  brigade  brought  to 
rear  open  order,  and  arms  presented  in  seven  minutes  from  the  **  fall-in  "  signal. 
The  review  on  the  last  day  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor  of  the  State,  was  a 
splendid  one.  The  step  was  well  cadenced;  the  dress,  touch  and  allignments  ex- 
cellent;  the  wheels  all  good;  the  guides  maintained  the  distances,  covered  accu- 
rately; all  the  salutes  were  graceful,  and  most  at  the  exact  time  for  them.  The 
afternoon  of  the  third  day  was  devoted  to  field  movements.  The  whole  brigade 
was  marched  fnim  camp  to  a  woods  in  the  vicinity,  skirmishers  were  thrown 
out,  aline  of  battle  formed,  with  flanks  resting  on  arms  of  the  bordering  bay, 
with  Artillery  sweeping  approaches,  and  a  reserve  of  Infantry  and  Cavalry 
posted  in  rear,  under  cover  and  within  supporting  distance.  The  line  was  ad- 
vanced, with  skirmishers  firing,  and  three  positions  were  taken  up  till  a  cause- 
way and  bridge  were  reached.  Here  Artillery  was  posted  and  swept  the  cause- 
way and  bridge,  and  the  left  wing  of  the  skirmish  line  fired  while  the  right  wing 
formed  in  column  to  charge  across,  and  the  line  of  battle  advanced.  As  soon  as 
the  right  wing  of  skirmishers  charged,  the  left  followed,  and  both  wings  de- 
ployed as  skirmishers  after  crossing.  The  line  of  battle  rapidly  followed  in 
double  columns  of  fours  (executing  *' center  forward,  fours  left  and  right,"  bet- 
ter than  I  ever  saw  it  done),  deployed,  and  opened  fire.  Two  more  positions 
were  taken  up  and  attacks  made.  The  skirmishes  and  line  of  battle  were  re- 
lieved by  fresh  men,  and  another  advance  and  attack  made.  Ammunition  was 
then  distributed,  and  the  whole  brigade,  with  the  Artillery  in  commanding 
positions,  was  formed  in  concave  line  of  battle,  which  the  conformation  of  the 
ground  required.  After  a  fire  of  Artillery  and  Infantry  for  about  ten  minutes, 
the  Infantry  charged.  It  was  then  reformed  and  the  Cavalry  was  advanced,  and 
under  its  cover  the  Infantry  and  Artillery  retired  in  echelon  order  till  a  com- 
manding position  near  camp  was  reached,  where  a  line  of  battle,  with  protected 
flanks  and  reserves,  was  established.  The  object  of  every  movement  not  per- 
fectly apparent  was  clearly  explained  by  the  Brigade  Commander,  and  every 
detail  was  attended  to  by  his  experienced  staff.  Even  field  hospitals  were  estab- 
lished behind  the  different  positions,  and  men  were  ordered  out  of  ranks  to  give 
practice  to  stretcher-bearers.  It  was  a  very  valuable  lesson,  not  only  to  officers, 
but  to  every  man  In  ranks,  and  even  spectators.  The  two  colored  companies 
did  the  principal  part  of  the  skirmishing,  and  did  it  very  handsomely. 
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The  Cavalry  was  better  drilled  than  aoy  of  that  arm  that  I  have  ever  seen  in 
the  Militia.  Their  wheels,  distances,  allignments  and  skirmishiDg  were  excel- 
lent. The  stables  for  the  horses  were  temporary  board  sheds.  Stable  duty  was 
performed  the  same  as  in  the  Regular  Cavalry,  and  equipments  were  carefully 
hung  up  on  brackets  in  rear  of  the  horses.    Each  man  has  a  sabre  and  carbine. 

The  battery  has  two  8-inch  rifles  and  two  obsolete  G-pounders  that  ought  to  be 
exchanged  for  more  modem  guns.  In  the  manual  of  the  piece  and  foot  drill  the 
men  and  the  officers  are  proficient.  The  horses  and  drivers  are  hired  for  the 
five  days  of  the  encampment,  and,  considering  this  is  the  only  opportunity  for 
them,  the  manceuvers  were  more  than  good.  With  non-commissioned  officers 
guiding  each  carriage,  the  drivers  did  well,  and  there  was  less  whipping  and 
shouting  than  usual.  The  battery  should  have  its  numbers  increased,  so  that 
first-class  horsemen  could  be  enlisted.  It  is  now  so  far  advanced  that  the 
science  of  gunnery  should  be  taken  up.  For  instruction,  it  should  be  provided 
with  a  few  of  each  of  the  kinds  of  fuzes  and  the  projectiles  now  used  in  light 
batteries.  The  stables  were  the  same  as  those  of  the  Cavalry.  Stable  duty  at 
laid  down  for  light  batteries.  Harness  good,  well  cared  for;  blankets  new  and 
very  neatly  folded.  The  officers  are  most  zealous,  and  every  year  this  fine  cmn- 
mand  will  become  better.  Two  Gatling  guns  were  received  this  year,  and  will 
be  given  to  the  Infantry. 

There  was  no  target  practice.  There  was  no  range  or  time  for  it;  nor  is  a 
brigade  encampment  of  a  few  days,  where  the  movements  and  combinations  of 
large  bodies  of  troops  should  be  of  the  first  consideration,  the  place  for  it^ 
Though  its  importance  is  thoroughly  realized,  the  brigade  is  behind  other  States 
in  shooting.  It  had  to  be  neglected  (reason,  no  money  to  pay  its  expense);  but 
last  year  $2,500  were  appropriated.J^or  target  practice,  a  State  range  was  estab- 
lished, and  all  the  companies,  under  the  instruction  of  Captain  Howe,  an  expe- 
rienced Creedmoor  sharpshooter,  had  one  day's  practice,  each  man  firing  five 
shots.  This  year  the  same  or  more  practice  will  be  had  and  gallery  prsctioe. 
introduced. 

Guard  duty  was  well  done.  The  sentinels  walked  their  posts  soldierly,  were 
alert,  knew  their  special  orders  well,  but  were  not  thoroughly  conversant  with 
some  of  the  general  instructions  for  day  and  night  But  a  very  clear,  complete 
little  book  on  guard  duty  has  been  adopted,  and  instructions  on  this  subject  will 
receive  great  attention  at  the  Armories  this  year. 

A  signal  corps  of  one  officer,  one  Sergeant  and  four  men  is  attached  to  the 
brigade,  uniformed  as  the  Signal  Corps  of  the  Army,  equipped  with  signal  kits* 
binocular  glasses,  disks  and  lanterns,  and  armed  with  revolvers.  The  offloer. 
Captain  Mason  (distinguished  during  the  Rebellion  as  an  expert)  has  practice 
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thioaghout  the  year  once  a  week,  frequently  at  night,  and  at  distances  from  one 
to  aoTen  miles.  Daring  the  encampment  the  mornings  were  devoted  to  signal- 
ing at  short  distances ;  the  afternoons,  long  distances;  and  every  evening  night 
messages  were  sent  and  received.  The  corps  is  now  so  thoroughly  drilled  that 
every  man  not  only  knows  all  the  methods  of  Army  signaling,  but  can  readily 
teach  them,  should  it  be  necessary  to  increase  the  corps. 

The  field  hospital  was  admirably  arranged.  Every  detail  showed  the  great 
service,  experience  and  ability  of  Medical  Director  Can*.  It  was  invitingly 
comfortable,  but  unoccupied.  It  seemed  a  pity  that  no  one  would  get  sick,  but 
the  troops  were  too  rugged  to  be  worn  out. 

It  was  a  delight  to  examine  the  books  and  records  of  the  brigade.  Every 
order  and  duty  performed,  together  with  the  war  and  militia  records  of  the 
officers,  are  neatly  recorded;  it  is  a  full  and  accurate  history  of  the  command 
since  its  organization. 

Property  could  not  be  more  carefully  used.  The  tents  are  six  years  old,  and 
are  nearly  as  white  and  good  as  when  first  procured.  The  muskets  were  re- 
ceived last  year,  are  the  latest  improved  ones,  and  are  all  in  good  condition. 
The  uniform  and  equipments,  knapsacks  and  blahkets  (woolen  and  rubber)  are 
the  same  as  those  of  the  U.  8.  Army,  and  are  good  and  serviceable. 

The  refined  courtesy  and  hospitality  of  Qeneral  Rhodes,  his  staff,  the  officers, 
and  many  of  the  enlisted  men  of  the  brigade,  made  this  inspection  the  pleasant- 
est  duty  I  have  had  for  years.  I  can  safely  report  to  you  that  this  soldierly 
command  will,  under  all  circumstances,  gallantly  perform  its  duty. 

The  kind  indulgence  of  the  Adjutant  General  emboldens  me  to  add  the  fol- 
lowing remarks  and  recommendations  deduced  from  my  observations  in  this 
and  other  camps: 

I  do  not  think  our  Militia  is  thoroughly  known.  That  of  no  other  country  has 
such  a  p&nonnel.  The  men  are  athletic,  very  intelligent  and  high  minded,  and  I 
4id  not  see  an  officer  in  the  camps  of  Rhode  Island  or  Massachusetts,  belonging 
to  these  States  or  visiting  from  other  States,  that  it  was  not  elevating  to  meet. 
To  make  of  this  enthusiastic  and  earnest  material  the  finest  army  in  the  world 
are  needed  only  the  aid  and  encouragement  of  the  General  Government. 

Most  of  the  States  have  reduced  their  Militia  to  the  minimum  that  safety  will 
permit;  have  provided  camp  equipage,  uniforms,  equipments,  and  pay  for  a 
few  days'  encampment  and  a  too  limited  target  practice;  but  a  great  portion  of 
the  rent  for  armories  and  many  other  discouraging  expenses  come  from  the 
pockets  of  the  men  and  officers.  Many  unwillingly  leave  the  service  because 
they  cannot  afford  to  pay  such  assessments.  The  States  are  generous,  and  are 
doing  all  they  can.    Evety  year  a  large  percentage  of  their  Militia,  pursuing 
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their  private  occupations,  emigrate  to  other  States;  all  expenses  for  them  are  a 
dead  loss  to  the  States  from  which  they  go;  but  these  men  remain  in  the  country, 
and  are  valuable  to  the  General  €K>vernment,  because  they  could  not  reaiat  rally- 
ing to  the  colors  in  case  of  need.  It  is  not  more  than  reasonable  that  the  General 
Government  should  pay  for  a  week's  encampment  and  a  few  days*  target  practice 
for  the  troops  of  each  State  and  Territory.  This  would  enable  the  States  to  pay 
armory  and  other  expenses,  and  to  pay  for  regimental  encampments,  to  give 
colonels  the  experience  of  independent  commands,  and  prepare  battalions  to  aft 
once  practice  the  movements  of  brigades  and  divisions  at  the  Government 
camps. 

In  addition  to  paying  for  a  few  days'  target  practice,  ammunition  and  targets 
should  be  provided,  or,  what  would  be  better,  a  sum  of  money  allowed  for  them 
conditioning  that  the  cartridges  for  each  State  should  be  made  in  the  State  and 
their  merits  and  defects  to  be  reported  to  the  chief  of  Ordnance  of  the  Army. 
So  many  establishments  making  them  would  increase  the  chances  of  getting 
cartridges  very  much  better  than  the  best  now  known.  The  army  system,  both 
as  to  field  and  gallery  practice,  should  be  insisted  upon,  and  prizes  should  be 
offered.  Badges  made  from  the  metal  of  old  guns  with  histories,  or  even  from 
obsolete  cast-iron  ones,  would  be  hotly  struggled  for  and  valued  as  jewela. 

Even  and  systematic  instruction  is  now  required.  The  private  affairs  of  State 
officers  will  not  allow  time  for  it.  I  know  no  more  practical  and  cheaper  way 
than  to  detail  experienced  officers  of  the  army  to  report  to  the  governors  of 
States  for  such  duty.  Each  State  would  require  from  two  to  five  officers. 
Located  in  districts  of  a  State  and  giving  their  whole  time  to  work,  these  officos 
would  soon  advance  the  Militia  from  the  simple  drills  and  ceremonies  into  the 
higher  requirements  of  a  modem  army.  Soon  the  Militia  would  be  abreast  with 
the  Regular  force,  know  all  its  easy  methods,  and,  being  so  closely  connected, 
would  make  equal  progress  with  it.  Even  in  Territories  such  instruction  would 
be  very  valuable,  for  I  have  seen  the  most  resolute  men  fleeing  from  their  homes 
during  Indian  troubles  that  would  be  the  finest  Indian  fighters  had  they  com- 
petent persons  to  organize  them.  The  Militia  now  is  dangerously  deficient  in 
artillery  and  cavalry.  These  details  would  greatly  benefit  the  Regular  Army,  for 
it  would  give  the  officers  upon  them  an  opportunity  to  know  thoroughly  our 
future  soldiers,  and  during  their  developing  period  they  would  be  in  contact 
with  large  bodies,  and  would  be  better  fitted  for  large  commands  in  the  troubles 
we  must  expect  and  be  prepared  for.  I  can  see  but  two  objections  to  this 
method.  The  large  cities  have  whole  regiments  raised  from  their  residents;  the 
country  regiments  are  made  up  of  companies  from  different  towns.  The  latter 
would  accept  the  instruction  at  once.    The  commanding  officers  of  city  r^- 
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ments,  who  have  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  and  money  upon  their  commands, 
might  resent  any  interference  with  them ;  but  the  instructors  should  be  w  ithout 
command  or  power  of  interference.  That  being  understood,  none  would  more 
gladly  receive  them ;  none  are  now  so  eager  to  get  officers  of  the  Army  to  lecture 
upon  and  discuss  military  subjects.  The  other  objection  would  come  from  the 
War  Department.  It  would  be  difficult  to  spare  officers  for  this  duty,  but  pro- 
motion by  time,  instead  of  by  casualty,  would  give  available  supernumerary 
officers. 

Witnessing  field  mancBuvres  and  sham  fights  convinces  me  that  our  tactics 
need  revision  to  make  them  field  of  battle  ones.  This  is  a  problem  for  the 
faculty  of  the  Leavenworth  school,  and  its  solution  should  be  submitted  for  test 
to  the  Militia  at  their  brigade  and  division  encampments.  Large  numbers  of  the 
▼eterans  of  the  late  war  visit  the  encampments.  Many  of  the  methods  they 
used  in  organizations,  skirmishing,  attacking  and  defending  outposts,  bridges, 
&c.,  and  marching,  were  brilliant  and  should  be  known.  Our  artillery  and  in- 
fantry and  cavalry  schools  could  readily  collect  a  great  deal  of  useful  informa- 
tion by  requesting  the  experience  and  views  on  military  matters  of  the  distin- 
guished soldiers  of  both  sides. 

It  would  greatly  benefit  young  officers  of  the  Army  stationed  near  to  be 
ordered  to  visit  State  encampments,  to  see  how  smoothly  and  readily  large  com- 
mands are  manceuvred. 

In  all  the  camps  I  saw  ingenious  contrivances  to  make  the  knapsacks,  equip- 
ments, and  tents  more  comfortable.  Weapons  were  criticised  most  intelligently. 
When  these  articles  .are  issued  to  the  Army  for  trial,  specimens  should  be  sent  to 
the  Adjutant  General  of  each  State,  that  the  great  inventive  talent  of  our  Militia 
may  get  interested  in  them.

REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  OF  RIFLE  PRACTICE.

Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  In  accordance  with  General  Orders,  No. 
8, 1  at  once  assumed  the  duties  as  Acting  Inspector  of  Rifle  Practice  at  the  State 
Range  in  Cumberland,  and  commenced  the  practice  on  September  21st,  with 
Companies  B  and  C  of  the  1st  Battalion  Infantry.  Company  B  reported  32 
officers  and  men,  and  made  a  score  averaging  0.31  per  cent.  Company  0  re- 
ported 12  men  and  with  a  score  of  ten  shots  per  man,  made  an  average  of  0.88 
per  cent.  Companies  A  and  D,  Ist  Battalion  Infantry,  reported  for  duty  on 
September  22d.  Company  A  reported  15  officers  and  men  and  fired  10  shots  per 
man,  and  made  an  average  of  0.826  per  cent.  Company  D  reported  24  officers 
and  men,  and  with  10  shots  per  man  made  0.279  per  cent.  September  28d, 
Companies  E  and  F,  1st  Battalion  Infantry,  reported  for  duty.  Company  E 
reported  22  men  and  fired  10  shots  per  man,  making  0.377  per  cent.  Company 
F  reported  80  officers  and  men ;  15  officers  and  men  fired  10  shots  per  man  and 
made  a  score  of  0.309  per  cent. ;  12  men  shot  five  rounds  and  made  an  average 
of  0.133  per  cent.  The  weather  prevented  finishing  the  scores  of  the  last  12 
men.  September  24th,  Companies  A  and  B,  5th  Battalion  Infantry,  reported  for 
duty.  Company  A  reported  22  officers  and  men,  and  with  a  string  of  ten  shots 
per  man  made  a  score  of  0.218  per  cent.  Company  B  reported  27  officers  and 
men  and  fired  10  shots  per  man  and  made  a  score  of  0.226  per  cent.  Companies 
C  and  D,  5th  Battalion  Infantry,  reported  for  duty  on  September  25th.  Company 
C  reported  29  officers  and  men,  and  with  a  string  of  seven  shots  per  man  made 
an  average  score  of  0.245  per  cent.  Company  D  reported  36  men  and  officers 
and  fired  seven  shots  per  man,  and  made  a  score  of  0.223  per  cent.    Companies 
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E  and  F,  2d  Battalion  Infantry,  reported  for  duty  on  September  29th.  Com- 
pany Is  reported  27  officers  and  men  and  fired  10  shots  per  man,  with  an  avenge 
of  0.343.  Company  F  reported  36  officers  and  men  and  fired  10  shots  per  man, 
with  the  exception  of  five  men  retired,  and  made  a  score  of  0.30  per  cent  On 
September  30th,  Companies  B  and  D,  2d  Battalion  Infantry,  reported  for  duty. 
Company  B  reported  22  officers  and  men,  and  with  the  exception  of  two  men 
retired,  fired  10  shots  per  man  and  made  a  percentage  6t  0.233  per  cent  Com- 
pany D  reported  35  officers  and  men  and  fired  10  rounds  per  man,  and  made  an 
average  0.306  per  cent 

At  the  dose  of  the  practice  on  September  dOth,  I  received  an  order  from  the 
Adjutant  Qeneral's  office  to  suspend  all  Rifie  Practice  until  further  orders,  since 
which  time  there  has  been  no  practice  on  the  range. 

By  reference  to  the  score  book  it  will  be  seen  that  quite  a  number  of  men  are 
marked  retired.  Most  of  those  men  were  retired  for  physical  defects,  anch  as 
poor  sight,  inability  to  close  one  eye  without  closing  both,  and  trying  to  shoot 
from  the  right  shoulder  with  left  eye  open  and  right  eye  closed,  &c.  I  would 
suggest  that  some  proper  officer  be  authorized  and  required  to  thoroughly  ex- 
amine every  proposed  recruit  for  such  physical  disabilities,  for  such  men  are 
only  an  expense  to  the  State  and  of  no  account  as  a  soldier. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  State  make  at  least  three  classes  in  the  Militia  in 
the  order  of  their  qualification  as  marksmen; '1st  as  sharpshooters  with  a  certain 
per  cent.,  then  1st  and  2d  class  marksmen,  and  offer  some  inexpensive  badge  as 
an  encouragement  for  fine  practice.  The  men  should  have  more  than  one  day  in 
the  year  for  Rifle  Practice.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Commission  held  this  day  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to 
recommend  in  his  Report  to  the  General  Assembly  that  the  sum  of  (10,000  be 
appropriated  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act  for  the  year  1886. 

This  sum  is  by  no  means  too  large  to  meet  the  anticipated  needs  of  the  Com- 
mission, judging  from  the  number  of  worthy  cases  assisted  since  the  commis- 
sion began  its  labors  the  past  year.  Great  care  and  discretion  has  been  exercised 
by  each  Commissioner  in  the  assistance  rendered,  and  each  case  has  received 
minute  attention. 

HOMB  FOB  BHODE  ISLAND  BOLDIBB& 

The  Commission  at  its  meeting  held  this  day,  January  1, 1886,  instructed  its 
Secretary  to  recommend  to  the  General  Assembly  that  a  pressing  need  exists  for 
a  temporary  home  for  destitute  and  deserving  soldiers  and  sailors  who  may  be 
unable  to  obtain  admission  to  the  National  Homes  for  Disabled  Volunteer  Soldiers. 
The  Commission  earnestly  recommend  that  the  State  make  provision  for  not 
less  than  thirty  soldiers,  who  may  be  waiting  for  or  unable  to  obtain  admittance 
to  the  different  National  Homes.  There  is  no  greater  charity  that  the  State 
could  institute  than  such  a  provision  as  this  for  its  worthy  and  destitute  soldiers. 

Twenty-flve  years  ago  Rhode  Island  had  great  need  of  their  services.  To-day 
they  have  a  greater  need  of  her  thoughtf  ulness  and  care.  It  is  not  too  much  to 
ask  of  the  State  that  these  men  be  assisted  in  this  manner.  Each  year  finds  the 
number  less  and  less,  and  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  the  need  will  not 
exist  at  all. 

At  this  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  thanks  of  the  same  were  unanimously  voted  to 
Commander  Eugene  A.  Cory,  the  Chairman  of  the  Bo^rd,  whose  tcrqii  pf  service 
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expires  during  the  present  month.  To  Commander  Cory's  promptness,  effi- 
ciency, patience  and  rare  good  judgment  the  success  of  the  labors  of  the  Com- 
mission is  very  largely  due.

Dbab  Sib: — I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  of  operations  in 
District  No.  1  of  the  State,  under  the  law  passed  by  the  Legislature  upon  the 
28d  of  last  April,  "for  the  relief  of  disabled  and  needy  soldiers  and  sulorsof 
the  late  war  and  needy  widows  and  children  of  deceased  soldiers  and  sailon." 
My  district  is  composed  of  the  city  of  Providence  and  the  towns  of  East  Provi- 
dence, Johnston  and  Cranston,  and  contains  nearly  one-half  of  the  population  of 
the  State,  and  probably  fully  one-half  of  those  needing  State  aid.  While  the 
Commission  organized  July  1st,  and  the  Arst  report  was  for  that  month,  it  con- 
tained names  of  some  parties  who  actually  were  assisted  in  the  month  of  June. 

My  July  report  contained  37  names  of  parties  assisted;  amount  expended, 
$328.09.  The  name  upon  report  is  only  that  of  the  head  of  a  family,  and  the 
average  is  fully  four  persons  assisted  to  each  name  upon  report,  which  would 
malse  a  total  of  about  148  persons  actually  assisted.  August  report  containB  58 
names  and  amount  expended  (420.50.  September  report,  88  names  and  $482.03 
expended.  October  report,  91  names  and  $637.94  expended.  A  number  of  par- 
ties who  first  procured  relief  in  July  had  been  living  entirely  upon  charity,  and 
have  no  prospect  of  an  improvement,  and  have  received  State  aid  each  month 
since  they  first  applied.  Many  others  who  were  sick  or  out  of  work  have  been 
assisted  once,  twice,  or  three  times,  until  their  circumstances  have  so  improved 
that  they  have  again  become  self-supporting.  The  average  of  four  persons  ac- 
tually assisted  for  each  name  that  appears  upon  monthly  report  will  apply  to 
each  month.  It  has  been  a  surprise  to  me  to  find  such  a  large  number  of  this 
one  class  of  our  people  who  are  nearly,  or  quite  destitute,  and  the  aid  given  has 
prevented  much  suffering,  if  not  actual  starvation.  Each  case  has  received  the 
most  careful  investigation,  and  no  one  assisted  who  was  not  in  the  utmost  need. 
The  assistance  has  generally  been  given  in  food  and  fuel,  money  having  been

put  directly  into  their  hands  but  in  comparatiyely  few  cases,  and  only  when  in- 
▼estigatlon  proved  that  they  were  economical  as  well  as  worthy  and  would  make 
the  best  use  of  it  Even  the  articles  of  food  furnished  were  carefully  selected  as 
those  that  would  do  the  most  good,  luxuries  only  being  furnished  in  case  of 
necessity  caused  by  sickness.  In  spite  of  the  utmost  care  and  economy,  the 
number  of  applicants  has  steadily  increased.  The  number  assisted  is  but  a 
small  proportion  of  those  who  have  applied  for  relief  and  been  found  poor,  but 
not  destitute  to  the  degree  that  I  thought  necessary  to  entitle  them  to  assistance. 
I  could  not  have  spared  the  time  to  investigate  each  case  myself,  and  am  under 
many  obligations  to  the  relief  committee  of  the  G.  A.  R.  posts  in  my  district  for 
valuable  aid  and  assistance,  without  which  it  would  have  been  impossible  to 
have  judiciously  disbursed  the  funds.  My  term  of  office  will  expire  in  January, 
but  while  the  management  of  this  District  entails  a  large  amount  of  work,  I  am 
sure  that  in  view  of  the  great  good  accomplished  my  successor  will  take  charge 
of  the  work  where  I  leave  off.  While  I  have  found  several  who  would  accept 
the  benefits  of  a  State  Home  for  soldiers  and  sailors,  most  of  these  are  eligible  to 
appointment  to  a  National  Home,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  much  more  re- 
lief is  afforded  to  a  greater  number  by  an  appropriation  disbursed  as  this  is.  and 
at  a  less  cost  to  the  State  than  would  be  by  the  establishment  of  a  State  Home. 
I  would  advise  that  the  Legislature,  at  their  next  session,  be  requested  to  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $15,000  for  the  year  1886,  which  amount,  in  my  opinion,  will 
be  none  too  large.

Dear  Sir:— Since  receiving  my  appointment  I  have  aided  monthly  90  per- 
sons. Of  this  number  15  were  soldiers  or  sailors  during  the  late  war,  and  6 
were  widows  or  children  of  deceased'  soldiers  and  sailors.  The  sums  have 
ranged  from  (1  to  |8  per  week.  The  veterans  are  growing  older  and  more  in- 
firm, and  as  a  consequence  are  less  able  to  help  themselves  than  formerly  and  to 
provide  for  those  dependent  upon  them.  How  some  of  those  who  have  been 
helped  by  me  managed  to  get  along  before  the  granting  of  State  aid  to  them  is 
more  than  I  can  understand,  and  to  deprive  them  of  it  now,  even  for  a  brief 
period,  must  cause  hardship.  A  much  larger  sum  will  need  to  be  appropriated 
next  year— probably  not  less  than  (15,000.  A  careful  investigation  of  the  casee 
of  all  who  have  applied  to  me  for  aid  has  been  made,  and  as  a  result  all  have 
not  been  helped  who  applied.  In  this  work  I  have  been  greatly  aided  by  the 
members  of  the  relief  committees  of  Ballou  and  Tower  Posts  of  the  Qrand  Army 
of  the  Republic  and  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  of  Tower  Post  In  my  district 
half  a  dozen  old  soldiers  have  expressed  a  wish  to  enter  a  Soldiers*  Home  wbeo 
one  is  established  in  Rhode  Island.  Of  the  persons  helped,  11  resided  in  Psv- 
tucket,  5  in  Central  Falls,  and  4  in  Valley  Falls.

Dear  Sir  :— I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  my  proceedings  in  this  district 
To  my  mind,  assistance  rendered  at  home,  as  under  the  new  law.  is  the  right 
one,  but  very  few  would  avail  themselves  of  a  State  Home,  and  most  of  those 
would  go  to  National  Homes  if  they  could  get  there.  That  there  is  a  need  of 
this  assistance  by  the  State  to  its  soldiers  and  their  families  there  can  be  no 
doubt,  from  the  experience  of  the  past  six  months.  The  only  trouble  is  the  ap- 
propriation is  not  sufficient,  and  many  families  wiU  suffer  before  another  is 
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made,  some  cases  will  be  obliged  to  go  to  State  farm,  others  to  be  dependent 
npon  towns  for  subsistence.  I  bare  two  who  wish  to  enter  the  National  Home; 
one  is  at  present  in  Town  Asylum,  East  Greenwich,  the  other  carin>(  for  him- 
self on  two  dollars  a  week,  and  when  that  help  is  gone  will  be  obliged  to  go  to 
State  Farm,  while  if  the  latter  could  have  proper  medical  aid  for  a  few  months, 
would  be  able  to  earn  his  living.  While  I  am  greatly  in  favor  of  assistance  at 
home,  I  feel  that  some  better  arrangements  might  be  made  in  regard  to  the  dis- 
bursement of  said  money,  as  there  is  much  time  required  for  this  purpose  to  find 
out  who  is  really  in  need  and  those  not.  I  have  had  many  applications  that  I 
have  made  no  note  of,  from  the  fact  that  I  knew  their  circumstances  and  con- 
sidered them  capable  of  earning  their  living.  Below  I  have  given  you  some- 
what of  an  idea  of  the  locations  and  means  I  have  taken  to  supply  their  wants, 
and  owe  much  to  the  relief  committees  of  Reno  and  McGregor  Posts,  G.  A.  R., 
for  their  great  help  in  investigating  those  cases  in  their  vicinity.  Tou  will  see 
by  my  monthly  report  that  I  have  only  paid  several  of  my  pensioners  |6  during 
the  month,  instead  of  |2  per  week,  from  the  fact  that  I  thought  a  little  next 
month  would  be  better  for  them :

Deab  Sir:— I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  eince  the  organization  of  the 
Commission  the  demands  upon  the  Commissioner  have  not  been  very  numerous 
and  although  most  cases  applying  were  in  a  condition  to  require  continued 
assistance,  yet  the  amount  disbursed  has  not  been  large.  As  the  recipients  are 
are  mostly  disabled  from  various  causes,  and  incapable  of  earning  support  for 
their  families,  it  would  seem  a  most  meritorious  charity  on  the  part  of  the  State 
to  continue  its  benefactions  to  its  dependent  soldiers  and  sailors.  Few  of  those 
applying  to  this  office  have  expressed  a  wish  to  go  to  a  soldiers'  home,  although 
if  established  within  the  State  I  doubt  not  that  a  good  representation  from  this 
county  would  be  glad  to  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  of  a  well  managed 
home. 

My  belief  in  regard  to  dispensing  State  aid  is  that  in  most  cases  it  will  tain 
the  form  of  a  pension  or  regular  monthly  allowance  under  proper  superrision  to 
see  that  the  relief  is  properly  used.  As  the  years  go  on,  increasing  infirmities, 
many  of  them  doubtless,  the  direct  result  of  injuries  or  exposure  in  the  field  or 
on  shipboard  develop  themselves  in  the  persons  of  the  veterans  of  the  war;  and 
as  such  disabilities  are  not  recognized  by  the  national  government,  as  entitUng 
their  subjects  to  pensions,  a  judicious  distribution  of  State  aid  would,  I  believe, 
be  cordially  approved  by  the  tax-payers  of  the  State. 

f^  My  experience  has  shown  that  the  relief  already  applied  was  timely  and 
needed.  In  several  cases  it  has  prevented  application  to  the  city  authorities  for 
aid  from  the  overseers  of  the  poor.  The  veterans  needing  help  feel  that  they 
can  receive  State  aid  without  loss  of  self-respect,  and  as  some  assistance  is 
becoming  yearly  more  and  more  necessary,  this  recognition  by  the  State  of  its 
obligation  to  its  veteran  soldiers  and  sailors  is  simple  justice,  and  I  earnestly 
hope,  will  be  continued  and  regularly  established.

Dbab  Sib: — Upon  the  organization  of  the  Commission  in  June,  1885, 1  was 
assigned  to  that  portion  of  the  State  comprising  the  several  towns  in  Washing- 
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ton  County.  After  due  reflection  and  in  order  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  the 
Oeneral  Assembly  to  assist  worthy  needy  soldiers  and  sailors  and  their  families, 
in  as  prompt  and  efficient  a  manner  as  possible,  and  on  account  of  the  extent  of 
territory  in  the  limits  of  my  district,  there  being  three  hundred  and  fifty  square 
miles,  only  forty  square  miles  less  than  in  the  county  of  Providence,  I  diyided 
the  County  into  districts  and  invited  the  Posts  of  the  Qrand  Army  of  the  Re- 
public and  other  veteran  societies  to  help  in  their  respective  localities  where  no 
soldiers*  organizations  existed.  I  selected  soldiers  of  character  and  worth  to 
help  me  disburse  the  aid  of  the  State.  In  South  Kingstown,  Sedgwick  Post  No. 
7,  6.  A.  R.  In  Westerly,  Budlong  Post,  No.  18,  G.  A.  R.,  and  in  Charlestown 
and  part  of  Richmond,  Burnside  Poet,  No.  2,  G.  A.  R,  through  their  relief 
committees  have  been  the  channels  through  which  assistance  has  been  rendered. 
Charles  S.  Nichols  has  cared  for  the  region  about  Hoi>e  Valley.  Wyoming,  Ar- 
cadia, Centreville,  Rockville,  and  surrounding  country,  and  has  rendered  very 
valuable  services,  as  has  also  Nathan  B.  Lewis  of  Exeter,  George  T.  Cranston  of 
North  Kingstown,  and  Edward  G.  Cundall  of  Ashaway,  and  Henry  C.  Card  of 
Westerly.  There  have  been  but  two  applicants  refused  aid  thus  far;  all  others 
have  been  helped  so  far  as  the  commissioner  with  his  assistants  deemed  wise 
and  poflsble  with  the  means  at  their  disposal. 

I  have  received  from  the  Commission  through  the  State  Auditor,  three  hun- 
dred dollars,  and  have  expended  to  date  three  hundred  and  seven  dollars  and 
seventy-six  cents,  as  the  monthly  reports  on  file  in  your  office  will  show.  I  have 
a  number  of  persons  recommended  to  me  as  worthy  and  needing  help  other  than 
those  already  assisted,  but  have  no  funds  and  cannot  comply,  the  entire  appro- 
priation being  exhausted.  In  nearly  all  cases  where  help  has  been  extended  by 
me  it  has  been  in  the  form  of  provisions,  clothing,  fuel  or  payment  of  rent,  and 
has  been  productive  of  much  good,  relieving  actual  suffering.  I  sincerely  hope 
the  State  may  continue  and  increase  its  benefactions  in  this  direction.  I  do  not 
believe  Rhode  Island  will  ever  allow  one  of  its  old  defenders  or  their  families  to 
want  for  the  necessaries  of  life.

Oenbbal: — I  haye  the  honor  to  herewith  submit  to  His  Excellency 
the  GoYernor^  the  annual  report  of  this  depcurtment  with  inyentories 
of  the  military  property  of  the  State. 

ORDKANOE  AND  ORDNANCE  STORES. 

Since  my  last  annual  report  there  has  been  added  to  this  class  of 
material  two  Oatling  Ouns,  Gal.  .45,  of  ten  barrels  each,  long  and 
coyered,  of  the  most  recent  model,  with  feed  magazines  for  high 
eleyation  or  low  depression,  and  mounted  upon  metallic  carriages 
made  by  the  XT.  S.  Ordnance  Department.  These  guns,  with  a  range 
of  about  3500  yards,  which  can  be  fired  as  a  single  barrelled  rifle  or 
at  the  rate  of  oyer  1000  shots  per  minute,  are  the  most  powerful  and 
destructiye  of  their  kind,  and  have  the  adyantage  of  using  the  same 
ammunition  that  is  used  in  the  rifles  and  carbines  of  our  Militia. 
They  were  drawn  from  the  XT.  S.  Goyemment  at  a  charge  to  this  State 
of  14,780.  Eyen  while  we  were  already  overdrawn,  the  then  Secretary 
of  War  recognized  the  facts  as  represented  by  this  department,  that  the 
property  issued  by  the  Government  to  this  State  is  well  cared  for  and 
ready  for  use  in  the  hands  of  a  well  organized  force,  that  is  uniformed, 
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equipped,  and  properly  maintained  by  the  Legislature  of  this  State, 
and  he  courteously  granted  the  request  made  for  the  further  oyer- 
issue  in  Gatling  Guns.  During  the  year  1885  the  State  has  drawn 
in  ordnance  stores  a  value  of  $4,814.72,  and  received  a  credit  for  ite 
annual  quota  of  11,856.15,  making  at  the  close  of  the  year  an  over- 
draft of  $13,781.92,  aa  per  Appendix  A. 

The  shells  of  cartridges  used  in  tai*get  practice  at  the  State  Bange 
have  mostly  been  saved,  and  are  now  reloaded  and  ready  for  use. 
The  Springfield  rifles,  Cal.  .45,  now  int  he  hands  of  the  militia,  are 
proving  to  be  reliable,  safe,  and  of  great  power  and  accuracy. 

The  carriages,  caissons,  &c.,  of  the  light  battery  require  painting, 
of  which  I  have  before  made  mention,  and  will  require  an  appropria- 
tion of  $300. 

The  bill  for  an  increase  of  appropriation  to  $600,000  in  Ordnance 
and  Quartermaster's  stores  from  the  U.  S.  Government  to  the  Militia 
of  the  States,  which  was  passed  by  the  IT.  S.  Senate,  but  failed  to  be 
reached  in  time  for  action  by  the  House  of  Representatives  at  the 
last  Congress,  is  now  again  before  them  for  their  consideration, 
having  been  somewhat  changed,  and  such  parts  as  would  be  likely 
to  provoke  discussion,  eliminated.  It  is  to  be  trusted  and  believed 
that  the  presence  and  action  of  the  !N^ational  Guard  Association  Con- 
vention recently  held  at  Washington,  in  which  this  State  was  repre- 
sented by  the  Adjutant-General,  Quartermaster-General  and  the  Brig- 
ade Commander,  has  favorably  affected  the  passage  of  the  bill,  and 
assurances  in  its  favor  were  freely  given  by  the  heads  of  departments, 
Senators,  Representatives  and  others  who  were  made  conversant  with 
its  purposes. 

QUARTERMASTER  STORES,    ftO. 

The  camp  equipage  is  in  good  order,  and  was  returned  from  camp 
with  but  comparatively  small  damage,  the  most  of  which  accrues  to 
the  tents  and  poles,  by  the  hurried  manner  in  which  they  are  thrown 
down  to  the  ground  and  thrust  into  the  cars  by  the  troops  at  the 
close  of  the  encampments. 
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Each  year  I  am  able  to  add  something  to  this  property  by  use  of 
funds  from  the  sale  of  old  material  and  otherwise.  The  wooden  and 
paper  pails  are  replaced  by  galvanized  iron  pails^  and  there  has  been 
furnished  to  Company  A^  Cavalry,  entire  new  saddle  blankets,  and  to 
the  Light  Battery  a  good  red  blanket  for  each  harness  saddle. 

The  uniforms  of  the  militia  have  now  been  in  wear  over  five  years, 
with  some,  including  those  of  the  Cavalry,  six  years.  The  trousers^ 
blouses,  and  fatigue  caps  must  be  renewed  or  the  troops  will  have 
nothing  of  the  uniform  to  wear  but  the  coats  and  hats.  The  parts 
that  are  worn  have  done  good  service,  and  all  that  was  promised  of 
them.  If  an  appropriation  sufficient,  say  $9,500,  for  replenishing 
them  is  made  early  in  the  January  Session  of  the  General  Assembly, 
it  will  be  economical  and  most  desirable,  as  no  doubt  better  terms 
can  then  be  had  for  these  goods  than  would  be  later  in  the  spring. 
New  uniforms  are  also  required  to  furnish  the  detachments  for  the 
Machine  Oun  Platoons. 

There  has  been  some  loss  of  clothing  by  moth  and  other  destructive 
agents,  and  by  the  neglect  of  men  leaving  the  State  and  the  militia 
to  turn  in  their  uniforms.  In  some  cases  I  have  obliged  companies 
to  make  good  certain  losses,  but  there  is  too  much  negligence  mani- 
fested by  out-going  officers  m  not  properly  turning  over  the  property 
in  their  charge  to  their  successors,  and  before  their  own  resignations 
are  accepted.  There  is  also  a  fault  to  be  found  with  company  officers 
assuming  command,  in  not  promptly  requiring  the  property  to  be 
properly  turned  over  to  them  and  inspecting  the  same  upon  its  recep- 
tion by  them.  This  neglect,  or  indifference,  is  the  cause  of  very 
much  trouble  afterwards  to  these  officers  and  to  this  department. 

INSPECTION   OF  ARMORIES,    ARMS,    UNIFORMS,   ftO. 

The  usual  inspection  of  arms,  accoutrements,  uniforms,  &c.,  was 
made  by  me  during  the  year.  Most  of  the  companies  now  have 
closets  or  wardrobes  for  clothing  and  equipments  which  they  have 
had  built  and  placed  in  their  armories  at  their  own  expense,  and  at  a 
considerable  cost 
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All  that  I  have  said  in  former  reports  regarding  the  necessity  and 
advisability  of  having,  in  the  city  of  Providence  especially,  a  Si»t« 
armory  for  troops,  and  an  arsenal  for  the  property  of  this  department, 
is  fully  substantiated  by  constantly  occurring  events  and  the  want 
continually  evinced  by  the  troops.  Days  and  weeks  are  spent  by  the 
officers  and  men  of  too  many  companies  in  devoting  their  time,  ener- 
gies and  money  to  fairs  and  other  entertainments  to  raise  funds  to 
pay  rents,  when  they  should  be  engaged  in  drill,  and  learning  the 
duties  of  a  soldier. 

MISCELLANEOUS  MATTERS. 

The  target  practice  at  the  Bifle  Range  having  been  suspended  by 
reason  of  complaint  from  an  adjacent  land  owner,  six  companies  did 
not  have  an  opportunity  to  give  a  day's  attention  to  this  important 
duty,  consequently  there  is  a  balance  of  $699.52  of  the  appropriation 
unused.  In  my  opinion  this  range  can  be  made  perfectly  safe,  with 
ordinary  care,  and  I  have  a  plan  to  so  make  it,  viz:  by  adding  25 
feet  to  the  barrier,  in  length,  and  placing  a  series  of  revetments  in 
front  of  the  targets  to  prevent  a  richochet,  and  placing  an  oversighting 
protection  at  the  firing  points.  This  could  be  done  at  a  cost  of  less 
than  one-half  of  the  balance  now  on  hand,  were  it  available. 

The  duties  of  this  office  which  are  now  requiring  the  greater  por- 
tion of  my  time,  seem  to  increase  yearly,  but  I  am  allowed  no  extra 
compensation  for  duties  serving  upon  Boards,  Commissions,  &c., 
which  require  many  days  of  arduous  duty. 

I  desire  at  this  time  to  thank  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  while 
evincing  his  interest  in  the  military  department,  for  many  courtesies 
and  for  the  approval  of  my  official  acts  and  duties  during  the  past 
year.

Qknbral:— -In  accordance  with  custom  and  law,  and  at  your  request,  1  have 
the  honor  to  herewith  present  my  report  of  the  work  pertaining  to  this  depart- 
ment for  the  past  year. 

I  have  attended  all  occasions  of  duty  and  have  accepted  such  invitations  of 
pleasure  and  ceremony  as  my  professional  duties  would  allow  of  my  doing. 

This  department  has  examined  for  the  '*  Soldier's  Home"  thirty -eight  appli- 
cants and  answered  with  much  pleasure  the  many  inquiries  in  regard  to  pen- 
nons, the  Home,  etc. 

Having  visited  our  "  Camp  of  Instruction  *' during  the  stay  of  our  troops  at 
Oakland  Beach,  it  was  very  gratifying  to  see  the  marked  improvement  in  sol- 
dierly bearing  and  discipline,  and  I  think  I  may  add  here  our  men  are  be- 
j^nning  to  realize  that  "  the  camp  "  has  not  only  to  do  with  tactics  and  military 
manceuvers,  but  also  to  teach  them  to  take  care  of  their  health  while  perform- 
ing military  duty. 

It  has  not  been  my  privilege  to  witness  the  "Rifle  Practice'*  of  our  troops 
this  year,  but  I  can  fully  endorse  the  importance  of  the  knowledge,  and  believe 
it  only  second,  if  it  is  even  that,  to  any  other  duty  of  the  soldier.

JUDGE  ADVOCATE-GENERAL'S  REPORT. 


STATE  OP  RHODE  ISLAND,

Providence,  December  81,  1885. 

Brig,'Q0Mral  EHsha  Dyer,  Jr,,  AdjU-Qeneral^  State  of  E,  L: 

Sib: — ComplyiDg  with  your  written  request  of  2d  December  instant,  I  have 
the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  report  of  the  operations  of  this  department  for 
the  year  ending  31st  December,  1885: 

The  cases  arising  under  the  Militia  Law  during  the  year,  which  have  been 
considered  of  sufficient  importance  to  be  referred  to  me  for  an  opinion,  have 
been  four  in  number,  all  of  which  I  have  examined  with  care,  and  my  written 
opinions  thereon  are  on  file  in  your  office. 

Under  date  of  26th  March,  1885,  I  received  from  you  certain  papers  relating  to 
the  case  of  1st  Lieut.  William  J.  T.  Northup,  Co.  B,  2d  Battalion  of  Infantry, 
R  L  M.,  with  the  request  for  an  opinion  as  to, 

(1)  Whether  Lieut.  I^orthup  complied  with  the  provisions  of  the  Statute 
relative  to  resignations  or  not,  and. 

( 2 )  Whether  Capt.  Schneider  complied  with  the  duties  required  of  him  by 
law  relative  to  resignations. 

After  full  examination  of  the  matter,  I  returned  to  you,  (2d  April,  1885)  an 
opinion,  deciding 

( 1 )  That  from  the  evidence  submitted  to  me  it  does  not  appear  that  Lieut. 
Northrup  has  complied  with  the  provisions  of  the  Statute  relative  to  resigna- 
tions; and 

(2)  That  from  the  evidence  submitted  to  me  it  does  not  appear  that  Capt 
Schneider  has  failed  to  comply  with  the  duties  required  of  him  by  law  relative 
to  resignations. 

Under  date  of  19th  May,  1885, 1  received  from  you  a  letter  of  2d  Lieut.  Wil- 
liam Ely,  asking  the  following  questions  concerning  the  liability  of  militiamen 
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to  jury  duty,  referred  to  me  for  an  opinion  by  order  of  the  Commander  in- 
Chief : 

Ist.    Whether  members  of  the  R.  L  Militia  can  be  drawn  on  a  jury? 

2d.    If  drawn,  are  they  allowed  to  serve,  should  they  so  desire  f 

8d.    If  drawn,  could  they  for  any  cause  be  compelled  to  serve? 

4th.  If  drawn  and  serving  on  a  juiy.  would  that,  for  the  time  being,  rdiefe 
them  from  Military  duty? 

To  each  of  these  questions  I  returned  a  reply  in  the  affirmative  (6th  Jom, 
1886.) 

Under  date  of  6th  July,  1885, 1  received  from  you  a  letter  of  Quartermaster- 
General  Charles  R.  Dennis,  relative  to  the  failure  of  certain  officers  of  the  Mili- 
tia to  make  lawful  return  of  the  public  property  in  their  hands,  which  letter  was 
referred  to  me  by  order  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  for  an  opinion.  No  sped- 
fled  case  of  any  delinquent  officer  was  mentioned,  so  that  the  opinion,  as  ren- 
dered (14th  July,  1886),  was  necessarily  general  in  its  terms;  treating  of  the  doty 
of  officers  as  to  the  case  of  military  property  in  their  charge;  the  powers  of  the 
Commander-in-Chief  when  such  duty  is  neglected,  and  the  methods  of  reaching 
and  punishing  such  delinquent  officers.  It  was  shown  that  this  subject  had  not 
escaped  the  attention  of  the  framers  of  the  law,  and  that  such  officers  might  be 
reached  either  by  suit  in  ordinary  courts  of  law,  or  by  proceedings  before  Coorts 
Martial,  or  that  they  could  be  dishonorably  discharged  from  the  service  and 
their  commissions  revoked,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Commander-in-Chief. 

Under  date  of  15th  July,  1885, 1  received  from  you  a  request  for  an  opinion  u 
to  your  legal  duty  as  Paymaster-General  in  the  matter  of  a  request  made  apoa 
you  to  withhold,  for  the  purpose  of  liquidating  a  bill  incurred  by  that  battalion 
to  private  parties,  certain  moneys  due  from  the  State  to  the  4th  Battalion  of  In- 
fantry, R.  I.  M.  I  examined  the  matter  carefully  and  expressed  the  opinion 
(16th  July,  *85,)  that  the  Paymaster- General  could  not  withhold  pay  for  that 
purpose,  as  requested. 

In  addition  to  the  opinions  rendered  above,  the  question  of  the  i>08sibilitjr  of 
holding  two  commissions  of  differing  ranks,  concurrently,  was  brought  to  mj 
attention  for  decision,  when  it  became  known  that  one  or  more  of  the  AidesH]^ 
Camp  appointed  by  His  Excellency  Governor  Wetmore  were  officers  alreadj 
holding  commissions  in  the  Independent  chartered  companies  of  the  State 
Militia.  In  this  case  I  was  obliged  to  decide—and  did  so  decide  in  a  letter  to 
one  of  these  officers  dated  18th  May,  1886 — that  the  two  positions  could  not  be 
held  concurrently.  Accordingly,  the  officers  referred  to  resigned  their  oominif' 
sions  in  the  Independent  companies,  and  accepted,  and  have  since  held,  the 
positions  of  Aides-de  Camp  to  the  Comnuuider-in-Chief. 

In  the  month  of  March  last  I  was  applied  to  by  letter  by  a  prominent  citifea 
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of  Washington  Territory  for  information  regarding  the  Rhode  Island  Militia, 
with  a  view  to  the  following  of  our  system,  so  far  as  practicable,  in  the  forma- 
tion of  a  militia  establishment  for  that  territory.  I  responded  gladly  with  all 
the  information  in  my  power,  and  I  believe  that  the  good  example  of  this  State 
will  have  an  inflaence  in  establishing  in  that  great  and  fast  growing  territory  a 
militia  system  as  compact,  as  efficient  and  as  economical  as  our  own. 

Aside  from  the  matters  noted  above,  I  have  been  consulted  from  time  to  time 
by  oiflcers  and  members  of  the  Militia,  and  have  given  numerous  verbal  opinions 
apon  the  matters  thus  presented  to  my  attention. 

I  have  also,  upon  two  occasions,  appeared  officially  before  Committees  of  the 
General  Assembly  for  the  explanation  and  interpretation  of  the  Militia  Law,  and 
for  the  correction  of  misstatements  made  in  relation  thereto  by  other  parties  be- 
fore said  Committees. 

Legislation  during  the  year  which  has  affected  the  Militia  may  be  classed 
under  two  heads:  Appropriations  and  Changes  in  the  Law. 

Apfrofbiatioits. — The  annual  appropriation  was  the  same  as  in  the  previous 
year,  viz.,  $24,000;  and  an  additional  appropriation  of  $2,500  was  made  for  pay 
and  transportation  of  troops  for  rifle  and  target  practice. 

In  addition  to  these  amounts  the  following  appropriations  have  been  made : 

January  Session,  1885:  For  repairs  on  Armory  at  East  Greenwich,  to  be  ex- 
pended under  the  supervision  of  the  Senator  and  Representative  from  that 
town,  $250. 

For  pay  of  Armorer  for  Kentish  Guards,  $100;  and  for  pay  of  Armorer  for 
Kentish  Artillery,  $100,  both  for  the  year  beginning  9th  April,  1885. 

May  Session,  1885:  For  repairs  on  Armory  at  Woonsocket,  for  introduction 
of  water  and  building  of  fence,  to  be  expended  by  a  Joint  Special  Committee  of 
the  General  Assembly,  $600. 

For  repairs  on  Armory  of  United  Train  of  Artillery  of  Providence,  to  be  ex- 
pended by  the  Quartermaster-General,  $700. 

For  repairs  on  Armory  of  Co.  C,  5th  Battalion  of  Infantry,  at  Central  Falls, 
to  be  expended  by  the  commanding  officer  of  the  company,  $250. 

For  repairs  on  Armory  of  Newport  Artillery  at  Newport,  to  be  expended  by 
the  commanding  officer  of  the  company,  $800. 

For  repaifs  on  Armory  of  Bristol  Train  of  Artillery,  at  Bristol,  to  be  expended 
by  the  Senator  and  Representatives  from  Bristol,  $500. 

Charges  ih  the  LAW.—By  Chap.  522,  Public  Laws  (May  Session,  '85),  the 
use  of  **  Machine  "  guns  is  allowed,  in  place  of  '*  Gatling  guns,"  so  that  the  au- 
thorities are  allowed  liberty  of  choice  of  any  machine  gun.  instead  of  being  con- 
fined to  Gatling  guns  only ;  and  the  Commander-in-Chief  is  authorized  to  organ- 
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ize  two  maQhine-gun  detachments,  or  platoons,  to  consist  each  of  one  officer  with 
the  rank  of  2d  Lieutenant,  and  not  to  exceed  nine  enlisted  men. 

By  Chap.  528,  Pablic  Laws,  (Ifaj  Session,  '85),  some  radical  changes  are  made 
in  the  system  of  target  practice,  as  established  a  year  ago;  the  the  Quarter- 
master-General is  joined  with  the  Adjutant-Qeneral  in  the  approval  of  contracts 
for  use  of  grounds  for  the  annual  encampment,  and  the  carrying  of  armoro's 
pay  upon  the  encampment  muster  and  pay  rolls  of  each  company  is  abandoned. 

Formerly  target  practice  was  to  take  place  at  the  Annual  Encampment,  and 
ammunition  not  exceeding  five  rounds  to  each  man  on  duty  was  to  be  furnished 
by  the  Quartermaster-General  to  the  commanding  officer  of  each  companj. 
Now,  under  Chap.  528,  target  practice  is  to  be  at  such  time  and  place,  and  upon 
such  system  and  under  such  regulation  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Commander- 
in-Chief  ;  and  the  Quartermaster-General  is  to  furnish,  either  to  the  Inspector 
of  Rifle  Practice  or  to  the  commanding  officer  of  each  company,  such  ammuni- 
tion as  he  shall  be  directed  by  the  Commander-in-Chief. 

Formerly  the  Adjutant-General  alone  approved  contracts  for  use  of  encamp- 
ment grounds.  Now,  under  Chap.  528,  the  Quartermaster-General  must  join  in 
such  approval  before  payment  can  be  made. 

By  Chap.  525,  Public  Laws  (May  Session,  *85),  which  reads  as  follows,  viz.: 
"The  organizations  comprising  the  Brigade  of  Rhode  Island  Militia  and  the 
Independent  chartered  companies  shall  be  exercised  in  target  practice  at  such 
times  and  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief," the  independent  chartered  companies  are  given  the  benefits  of 
the  system  of  target  practice,  and  can  draw  for  pay,  transportation  and  ammu- 
nition, the  same  as  other  companies,  when  ordered  out  for  such  target  practice 
by  the  Commander-in-Chief. 

From  this  brief  review  of  the  legislation  of  the  year,  it  is  evident  that  so  far 
from  losing  interest  in  the  Militia,  the  General  Assembly  has  been  more  than 
ordinarily  attentive  to  its  wants  and  solicitous  for  its  welfare  and  increased 
efficiency.  But  a  review  merely  of  legislation  actually  accomplished  would  not 
afford  any  fair  indication  of  the  attention  bestowed  upon  the  Militia  system  of 
the  State  by  the  General  Assembly.  The  January  Session  of  1885  was  marked 
by  a  persistent  attack  upon  that  system  by  a  so-called  reformer,  by  reckless  and 
unsustained  charges  against  various  departments  in  it,  and  by  the^presentaUoo 
to  the  General  Assembly  of  numerous  schemes  for  investigation  and  numerous 
bills  for  enactment,  all  looking  to  the  curtailment  of  the  system.  All  this, 
which  at  first  sight  seemed  deplorable,  resulted  in  much  good.  Attention  wu 
attracted  to  this  subject.  The  heads  of  departments  were  afforded  opportuni- 
ties for  demonstrating  the  incorrectness  of  the  charges  made,  and  the  General 
Assembly,  after  long  and  patient  hearings  and  deliberation,  lasting  nearly  the 
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entire  session,  refused  to  farther  pursue  any  of  the  schemes  of  iuTestigation, 
and  threw  out  all  of  the  proposed  bills:  And  following  this  awakening  ot  inter- 
est, in  May,  the  present  Assembly  manifested  its  desire  for  the  continuance  and 
progress  of  the  system  by  enlarging  its  scope  and  voting  the  money  necessary  to 
maintain  its  efficiency. 

« 

.  I  have  been  present  upon  occasions  of  duty  and  ceremony  at  various  times 
during  the  year,  aggregating  fifteen  days  in  uniform,  including,  among  others, 
the  ceremonies  of  the  inauguration  of  the  State  Government  at  Newport  in  May, 
the  Annual  Encampment  at  Camp  Wetmore  in  July,  the  ceremonies  attending 
the  funeral  of  Gen.  Grant  in  August,  at  New  York,  the  receptions  given  by  His 
Bzcellency  the  Governor  at  Newport  to  the  officers  of  the  U.  S.  Army  and  Navy, 
and  a  number  of  the  annual  inspections  made  by  the  Inspector-General. 

I  have  been  absent  from  the  State  during  a  portion  of  the  year  upon  leave  of 
absence  granted  by  the  Commander*in-Chief,  viz.,  from  14th  August  to  80th 
November,  reporting  to  you  for  duty  on  the  last-named  date.  During  this  ab- 
sence I  was  fortunate  enough  to  meet  officers  of  both  the  British  and  French 
services,  and  to  be  afforded,  through  their  courteby,  opportunities  for  personal 
observations  of  the  respective  services  that  were  of  the  greatest  interest,  espe- 
cially in  that  branch  of  service  akin  to  this  department.

To  the  Honorable  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island 
at  its  January  Session,  A.  /).,  1886  : 

The  following  report  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  State 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1885,  together  with  the  ex- 
hibition of  condition  at  its  close,  as  found  upon  examination  of  the 
books  and  vouchers  of  the  general  treasurer,  is  respectfully  submit- 
ted. Balance  in  the  treasury  on  the  first  day  of  Januaiy,  1885,  was 
1368,206.41;  the  receipts  during  the  year  ending  December  31,  1885, 
were  $827,001.41,  making  the  total  resources  $1,195,207.82.  The 
expenditures,  including  $100,000.00  paid  commissioners  of  sinking 
funds  and  $81,870.00  paid  interest  on  State  bonds,  were  $851,682.83. 
Deducting,  howeyer,  the  unusual  and  extraordinary  expenditure  of 
$32,303.43  made  during  the  year  for  the  purchase  of  a  location  for 
and  the  equipment  and  support  of  the  State  Home  and  School,  and 
the  expenditures  for  1885  are  $7,622.01  less  than  they  were  in  1884. 
Am  informed  there  will  not  be  required  during  the  present  year  any 
expenditure  for  the  new  Reform  School  Buildings,  which  during  the 
year  1885  was  $43,192.50. 

Opinions  do  not  agree  in  regard  to  the  liability  of  the  State  to  pay 
costs  accruing  upon  cases  growing  out  of  the  yiolation  of  town  and 
city  ordinances,  which  are  appealed  from  the  justice  courts  to  the 
courts  of  common  pleas.  A  slight  change  in  the  law  would  free  it 
of  all  ambiguity  and  be  a  relief  to  this  department.    My  impressions 
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are  that  it  would  be  better  for  the  State  to  collect  the  costs  in  snch 
cases  from  the  towns  and  disburse  them  to  the  parties  to  whom  they 
belong.  No  provision  has  as  yet  been  made  to  recover  to  the  State 
the  certain  costs  referred  to  in  the  last  annaal  report,  accruing  upon 
committals  to  the  penal  institutions  of  the  State. 

The  justice  courts  of  the  State  still  need  your  attention.  Impor- 
tant changes  are  essential  if  they  are  to  be  a  credit  to  the  State  or  of 
benefit  to  its  citizens.  As  now  conducted  their  purpose  seems  to  be, 
for  the  most  part,  to  make  business  for  the  courts  of  common  pleas 
and  costs  for  the  State  to  pay. 

The  provisions  for  the  taxing  and  paying  of  costs  in  other  oonrts 
of  the  State  is  not  just  perfect.  The  law  is  not  clear  in  regard  to  the 
payment  of  the  expenses  of  medical  examiners  for  making  examina- 
tions upon  the  bodies  of  such  persons  as  do  not  come  to  their  death 
by  violence.  The  law  says  that  medical  examiners  shall  make  exam- 
inations ''upon  bodies  of  such  persons  only^'  as  are  supposed  to  have 
come  to  their  death  by  violence.  Medical  examiners  who  after 
making  an  examination  of  a  body  and  deciding  that  death  was  the 
result  of  natural  causes,  have  been  requested  upon  presenting  their 
bills  to  certify  that  the  death  of  such  person  was  surrounded  by  sus- 
picious circumstances  which  required  an  examination  to  ascertain  the 
real  cause  of  death.  Upon  thus  certifying  the  bills  were  paid.  The 
law  says  that  the  Attorney  General  or  some  person  appointed  by  him, 
may  attend  the  inquest  held  by  a  coroner  and  examine  witnesses,  but 
no  provision  is  made,  as  there  should  be,  to  pay  for  such  senioe& 
The  necessity  for  and  the  importance  of  having  the  Attorney  OenenI 
or  some  person  designated  by  him  present  when  inquests  are  held, 
has  been  demonstrated  during  the  year. 

In  making  appropriations  I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the 
specific  purpose  for  which  they  are  intended,  and  how  they  are  to  be 
paid,  be  clearly  set  forth  as  a  protection  to  the  State  and  its  officers*

REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island, 
<6c,y  January  Session,  1886. 

An  act  creating  a  State  Board  of  Agriculture  was  passed  at  the  last 
January  Session  of  the  General  Assembly  and  designated  Chapter  507 
of  the  Public  Laws^  a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  submitted.  In  con- 
formity to  the  provisions  of  that  act  the  Board  hereby  submits  their 
first  annual  report. 

Section  1  of  said  act  provides  that  the  Board  shall  be  composed  of 
the  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor,  and  Secretary  of  State,  ex-officio 
members ;  two  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  one  each 
from  Bristol  and  Kent  counties;  and  one  by  each  of  the  Agricultural 
Societies  receiving  bounties  from  the  State. 

Subsequently  Governor  Bourn  appointed  Alfred  A.  Reed,  of  Kent 
County,  and  W.  T.  C.  Wardwell,  of  Bristol  County,  and  the  several 
societies  as  follows :  K.  I.  Society  for  the  Encouragement  of  Domestic 
Industry,  Obadiah  Brown,  of  Providence;  Aquidneck  Agricultural 
Society,  John  J.  Peckham,  of  Newport;  Washington  County  Agri- 
cultural Society,  Rowland  Hazard,  of  South  Kingstown;  Woonsocket 
Agricultural  Society,  Arlon  Mowry,  of  North  Smithfield. 

The  Board  organized  at  the  State  House,  June  22,  1885,  and  elected 
His  Excellency  Governor  George  Peabody  Wetmore,  President  of  the 
Board,  and  C.  W.  Smith,  Secretary. 

At  this  meeting  a  tender  of  the  rooms  of  the  B.  I.  Society  for  the 
Encouragement  of  Domestic  Industry  for  the  use  of  the  Board  for 
the  current  year  for  office,  &c.,  was  accepted,  and  the  headquarters  of 
the  Board  are  for  the  present  located  there. 
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A  committee  of  the  Board  has  visited  the  offices  of  the  Board  of 
Agriculture  of  Massachusetts  and  Connecticut,  and  the  Secretary  has 
also  attended  the  meetings  of  the  Massachusetts  and  Connectieat 
Boards  at  their  yearly  winter  meetings,  and  they  have  in  other  wavs 
entered  into  an  examination  of  their  work  and  the  study  of  the  needs 
and  promotion  of  the  agricultural  interests  of  the  State. 

At  the  second  meeting  of  the  Board  a  set  of  By-Laws  was  adopted 
for  its  government  as  follows: 

BY-LAWS. 
Adopted  by  the  Board  Nowmber  4,  1885. 

Sbction  1.  The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  consist  of  a  PresidcDt  and 
Secretary.  ^ 

Sbc.  2.  The  Governor  of  the  State  shall  be  ez-officio  President  of  the  Board. 
He  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  B<5ard,  shall  have  the  usual  daties  of  a 
presiding  officer,  and  shall  in  each  year  after  his  inauguration  as  (Governor  ctll 
the  Board  together  for  its  annual  meeting  for  organization. 

Sec.  8.  The  Secretary  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  Board  and  shall  bold 
office  until  his  successor  is  qualified,  but  he  may  be  removed  from  office  at  any 
time  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Board  and  another  elected  in  his  place.  He 
shall  keep  a  fair  record  of  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  shall  file  and  arrange 
the  reports  from  the  Agricultural  Societies,  and  shall  perform  the  usual  dati<s  of 
a  Secretary,  and  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  from  time 
to  time. 

Sec  4.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  three  members 
of  the  Board,  who  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  Board,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  receive  communications  and  to  consider  and  prepare  any  business  which  is  to 
be  presented  to  the  full  Board.    This  committee  shall  regulate  its  own  meetings. 

Sec  5.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as  the 
President  may  appoint,  not  later  than  the  last  day  of  June  of  each  year.  Be- 
sides the  annual  meeting  there  shall  be  held  in  the  city  of  Providence  a  stated 
meeting  in  December  in  each  year,  to  be  called  by  the  President,  at  which  meeting 
the  report  to  the  Legislature,  which  is  required  by  law,  shall  be  considered. 
Other  meetings  may  be  called  from  time  to  time  at  the  discretion  of  the  Piea- 
dent,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  call  a  meeting  upon  the  request 
in  writing  of  three  members. 

Sec  6.  The  Board  may  appoint  from  time  to  time  a  chemist  to  make  ex- 
aminations and  analysis  of  fertilizers  at  a  stated  compensation,  and  it  shall  be

the  special  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  see  that  the  methods  of  securing 
samples  for  analysis  are  such  that  only  fair  average  samples  of  fertilizers  actually 
sold  in  our  market  are  taken.  Full  reports  of  the  results  of  these  analyses  shall 
be  made  to  the  Board  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Board  is  aware  of  the  many  important  duties  entrusted  to  them^ 
the  chief  object  being  the  promotion  of  agi'iculture  and  its  return  to 
the  high  place  it  once  occupied  in  the  industries  of  the  country. 

As  our  State  has  been  so  largely  interested  in  manufacturing  and 
mercantile  pursuits,  the  agricultural  interests  have  been  somewhat 
neglected,  but  we  are  glad  to  note  that  the  interest  in  agriculture  is 
steadily  growing,  and  that  many  persons  are  now  directing  their 
energies  in  this  direction  who  have  heretofore  been  otherwise  engaged. 

The  series  of  winter  meetings  heretofore  held  by  our  oldest  Agri- 
cultural Society  seems  to  have  been  productive  of  much  good,  and 
has  provoked  discussions  among  the  farmers  of  the  State  that  cannot 
fail  to  be  of  benefit  to  them  and  the  industry  they  are  engaged  in. 
These  meetings  have  heretofore  been  held  solely  at  the  expense  of  the 
Society,  but  the  Board  has  appointed  a  committee  to  act  with  a  com- 
mittee of  that  Society  and  the  meetings  will  be  held  jointly  with  it. 

Ensilage  is  coming  largely  into  use  on  the  farms,  and  seems  to  have 
come  to  stay.  Certain  it  is  that  wherever  it  is  used  the  cattle  are 
sleek  and  contented  and  their  owners  are  generally  satisfied  with  the 
results. 

The  Board  have  visited  two  farms  in  the  State  by  invitation  of  their 
owners.  The  first  farm  visited  was  that  of  Mr.  Henry  G.  Eussell,  in 
Warwick,  its  distinguishing  feature  being  its  extensive  system  of 
forestry. 

A  large  acreage  of  this  farm  heretofore  considered  almost  valueless 
has  been  turned  to  value  and  profit  by  setting  thousands  of  young 
trees,  and  in  a  very  few  years  there  will  be  a  forest  of  great  value. 
Mr.  Russell  has  set  an  example  worthy  to  be  followed  by  other  owners 
of  waste  land  in  our  State. 

The  Board  next  visited  Mr.  Alfred  A.  Reed's  farm,  also  in  War- 
wick.    Here  we  found  a  farm  largely  if  not  wholly  reclaimed  from 
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wet^  springy  and  rocky  pasture  land  that  a  few  years  ago  was  of  bat 
little  value  as  farming  laud,  but  now  made  to  produce  enormous 
crops.  Such  examples  as  these  when  brought  to  the  attention  of  onr 
people  must  be  of  great  benefit  in  stimulating  like  efforts  in  others. 

The  Board,  believing  that  the  annual  fail's  held  by  the  different 
Agricultural  Societies  are  doing  a  good  work  in  encouraging  and 
stimulating  the  agricultural  interests  of  the  State,  would  recommend 
that  the  appropriations  for  these  societies  be  increased. 

Considering  the  great  importance  to  the  farmer,  of  the  commercial 
fertilizers  and  the  necessity  of  further  protecting  their  interests,  the 
Board  recommend  that  the  General  Assembly  pass  an  act  requiring 
the  several  manufacturers,  whose  fertilizers  are  sold  in  our  State,  to 
take  out  a  liceuse  therefor,  the  money  received  from  such  licenses  to 
be  applied  to  the  use  of  the  Board  for  expenses  incurred  in  analyzing 
fertilizers. 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  our  forests,  and  the  danger  of  loss 
by  fires,  the  Board  recommend  such  additional  legislation  in  the  pre- 
mises as  shall  more  effectually  protect  the  owners  of  valuable  forests 
from  depredation  and  consequent  loss.  Arbor  day,  or  a  day  devoted 
to  setting  out  trees,  has  become  a  settled  institution  in  some  sections 
of  the  country  and  is  made  a  holiday.  The  Board  would  suggest  that 
it  would  be  well  for  the  General  Assembly  of  our  State  to  pass  an  act 
establishing  an  Arbor  day  that  shall  be  a  holiday  and  devoted  to  the 
planting  of  trees,  vines  and  shrubbery. 

Section  4  of  the  act  creating  this  Board  provides  that  a  sum  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  of  the  appropriation  for  the  use  of  the 
Board  may  be  expended  for  lectures  on  agricultural  subjects.  The 
Board  would  suggest  an  amendment  to  the  last  clause  of  that  section 
as  follows,  viz. :  ''  The  Board  may  expend  out  of  the  appropriation 
for  its  use  such  sum,  not  otherwise  appropriated,  as  it  may  consider 
proper  for  lectures  to  be  given  before  the  public  on  agricultural 
subjects. 

A  synopsis  of  the  returns  of  the  various  Agricultural  Societies  pre- 
pared by  the  Secretary  is  herewith  appended:

10  BEPOBT   OF  THE  BOARD   OF  A6BICULTUBE. 


AN  ACT  CREATING  A  STATE  BOARD  OP  AGRICULTURE. 

(PaM«d  April  24,  1885.) 

Section  1.  A  State  Board  of  Agricnlture  is  hereby  established,  to  be  consti- 
tuted as  follows:  the  governor,  lieutenant-governor  and  secretary  of  state  shall  be 
ex-offlcio  members  of  said  board;  two  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
governor,  of  whom  one  shall  be  frOm  the  county  of  Bristol  and  one  from  the 
county  of  Kent,  and  one  member  shall  be  appointed  from  and  by  each  of  the 
agricultural  societies  which  receive  an  annual  bounty  from  the  state. 

Sec.  2.  One -half  of  the  appointed  members  of  said  board  shall  retire  from 
office  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  March  in  each  year.  The  vacancies  thus  occur- 
ring shall  be  filled  by  the  governor  or  the  agricultural  societies  as  the  offices 
were  before  filled,  and  the  persons  so  appointed  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the 
term  of  two  years,  except  that  one  of  the  members  first  appointed  by  the  governor 
and  the  members  first  appointed  by  the  R  I.  Society  for  the  Encouragement  of 
Domestic  Industry  and  the  Aquidneck  Agricultural  Society  respectively  shall  be 
appointed  for  the  term  of  one  year. 

Sec.  8.  The  board  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  each  year  at  }he  State  House  in 
Providence,  and  may  meet  at  such  other  times  and  places  as  may  be  deemed 
expedient. 

Sec.  4.  The  board  may  appoint  and  prescribe  the  duties  of  a  secretary,  who 
shall  receive  for  his  services,  out  of  the  appropriation  for  the  use  of  the  board, 
such  sum  as  the  board  shall  direct,  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  per 
annum.  The  board  may  expend  out  of  the  appropriation  for  its  use  a  sum  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  per  annum  for  lectures  to  be  given  before  the 
public  on  agricultural  subjects. 

Sec.  5.  The  board  shall  investigate  such  subjects  in  relation  to  improvements 
in  agriculture  and  horticulture  in  the  State  as  they  may  think  proper,  and  may 
take,  hold  in  trust  and  exercise  control  over  donations  or  bequests  made  to  them 
for  promoting  agricultural  education  or  the  general  interests  of  agriculture. 

Sec.  6.  The  board  may  prescribe  forms  for  and  regulate  the  letams  which 
may  be  required  of  the  several  agricultural  societies  and  furnish  the  secretaries 
of  each  such  blanks  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  secure  uniform  and  reliable 
statistics,  and  the  secretary  of  the  board  shall  in  each  year  cause  to  be  made  oot 
and  published  for  distribution  as  full  an  abstract  of  such  returns  as  the  board 
may  deem  useful. 

Sec.  7.  The  board  shall  annually  in  the  month  of  January  submit  to  the 
General  Assembly  a  detailed  report  of  its  doings,  with  such  recommendationi 
and  suggestions  as  the  interests  of  agriculture  may  require. 
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Sbc.  8.  The  sum  of  six  hundred  dollars  shall  be  annually  appropriated  for 
the  use  of  the  board.  But  no  member  of  the  board  shall  receive  compensation 
from  the  State  except  for  traveling  expenses  incurred  in  discharging  the  duties 
of  the  board. 

S£C.  9.  Any  member  of  said  board  may  bring  complaint  for  violations  of  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  133  of  the  Public  Statutes  without  giving  surety  for  costs; 
and  any  member  of  said  board  may  enter  any  place  where  commercial  fertilizers 
are  kept  for  sale,  and  may  take  samples  of  the  same  for  the  purpose  of  analysis.

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REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  etc, 
at  its  Janttary  Session,  1886, 

The  Women's  Board  of  Visitors  to  the  Penal  and  Correctional  In- 
stitutions of  the  State  respectfully  submit  their  Fifteenth  Annual 
Report. 

The  inaudible  and  noiseless  foot  of  time  with  all  its  celerity  has 
brought  us  to  the  close  of  another  year.  In  presenting  the  Fifteenth 
Annual  Report  of  the  work  of  our  Board,  we  feel  to  take  a  retrospec- 
tive glance  into  the  past,  and  review  the  work  done  by  its  members. 
While  it  is  a  source  of  regret  that  all  has  not  been  accomplished 
''that  might  have  been"  desired,  we  feel  gratified  that  many  propo- 
sitions and  suggestions  that  have  been  proposed  by  the  Boai*d,  for 
reforms  in  the  Institutions,  have  been  acted  upon,  and  thereby  we 
have  been  acknowledged  as  a  force  for  improvement  and  progress. 

Only  two  of  the  original  members  of  the  Board  of  fifteen  years  ago 
remain  in  service  at  the  present  time.  Many  faithful  laborers  have 
served  during  this  interval.  Four  have  been  removed  by  death,  and 
others  for  various  reasons  have  resigned. 

In  reference  to  our  labors  of  the  past  year,  we  would  say  that  the 
general  features  have  been  similar  to  those  of  former  years.  In  the 
history  and  workings  of  our  Board  we  have  seen  some  seasons  of  dis- 
couragement, but  they  have  been  succeeded  by  periods  of  good  cheer. 
We  believe  that  we  have  served  while  we  have  waited  for  results. 
The  waiting  which  belongs  to  believing  is  not  ceasing  from  endeavor. 
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True  waiting  is  ardently  desiring,  diligently  seeking,  and  patiently 
expecting ;  and  we  have  not  "waited  in  vain."  ' 

We  feel  that  the  Legislature  has  honored  itself  and  the  State  by 
the  enactments  which  they  have  made  in  their  two  last  sessions.  In 
the  founding  of  the  State  Home  and  School  for  the  dependent 
children  of  the  State  a  great  need  has  been  met.  Every  child  has  the 
right  to  be  well  born,  and  sad  indeed  it  is  when  this  inheritance  is 
denied.  Many  causes  have  conspired  to  fill  our  almshouses  with  poor 
and  homeless  children.  Not  one  of  them  is  to  blame  for  being  placed 
under  such  conditions.  While  allowing  that  there  are  exceptions,  it 
is  painfully  evident  that  "the  fathers''  (and  the  mothers)  ''have 
eaten  sour  grapes,  and  the  children's  teeth  are  set  on  edge." 

That  "  an  ounce  of  prevention  is  worth  a  pound  of  cure"  is  an  old 
and  true  proverb  which  is  applicable  alike  to  a  multitude  of  cases  in 
the  ills  of  life.  It  is  said  to  have  been  a  standing  custom  of  the 
Asiatics  in  their  epistolary  correspondence  to  conclude  a  letter  with 
the  sage  advice,  "  Take  cai*e  of  your  health,"  a  precept  which,  were 
it  generally  put  in  practice,  would  save  the  lives  of  multitudes  in 
every  country.  In  the  history  of  mankind  no  factor  has  appeared 
more  potent  for  destroying  the  health,  weakening  the  will,  and  be- 
numbing the  sensibilities  than  the  bane  of  intemperance.  Wealth, 
education,  refinement,  social  position,  are  not  barriers  to  the  influence 
of  this  insidious  foe.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  time  is  not  far  dis- 
tant when  civil  governments  will  blend  Christian  morals  with  State 
policy,  and  exert  their  power  and  influence  to  crush  out  this  fearful 
scourge  which  is  enslaving  the  nation. 

The  education  of  the  children  of  the  present  and  future  we  deem 
all  important.  It  is  one  of  the  far-reaching  aims  of  the  "  Women's 
Christian  Temperance  Union  "  to  save  them  from  violating  the  laws  of 
their  being  by  striving  to  educate  their  bodies  and  minds  up  to  a 
healthy  standard.  This  they  think  will  aid  in  leaving  a  good  heritage 
to  those  who  are  to  follow  after.  If  every  mother,  wife  and  sister 
would  join  hands  with  these  earnest  workers  and  try  to  save  their 
sons,  husbands  and  brothers  from  blasted  lives,  they  would  hasten  on  a

glorious  victory,  A  more  vigilant  guardianship  over  the  present 
generation  will  ensure  better  health  and  morals^  and  then  there  can 
be  ''  blessing  as  well  as  bane  in  heredity ;"  for  all  the  virtues  and 
talents  are  transmitted  as  well  as  vice  and  disease.  Instances  from 
the  history  of  races  confirm  this  fact.  We  will  quote  from  some 
temperance  literature:  ''  Since  the  days  of  Abraham,  thrift,  hospi- 
tality and  charitableness  have  followed  his  lineage.  The  Pinrow 
family  have  for  three  hundred  and  fifty  years  occupied  places  of 
honor  and  trust  in  Spain  ;  four  generations  of  the  Adams  family  have 
shown  capacity  for  statesmanship  in  America,  and  the  brilliant  talent 
and  fervid  patriotism  of  tbe  Pitts,  father  and  son,  were  the  pride  of 
England.  As  history  has  shown  many  such  examples,  it  is  fair  to 
assume  that  it  should  repeat  itself,  and  that  a  '  new  education '  will 
change  and  help  to  draw  out  better  elements  of  character  in  the 
present  age,  and  the  result  will  be  that  noble  impulses,  exalted  pur- 
poses and  principles  will  be  repeated  in  the  families  that  shall  come 
after." 

THE  HOUSE  OF  OORRECTIOK. 

There  is  nothing  of  interest  to  report  from  this  department  the 
past  year.  The  most  striking  feature  that  is  worthy  of  remark  is  the 
sameness  that  has  little  variation  in  the  routine  from  year  to  year  in 
the  life  of  Miss  Oile,  (the  Matron.)  She  has  performed  the  duties  of 
her  position  patiently  and  faithfully  for  nearly  sixteen  yeai'S.  The 
same  class  come  and  go  for  the  same  offences,  and  the  monotony  is 
only  changed  by  an  occasional  murderess  or  fire  fiend. 

Some  of  the  women  after  serving  their  sentences  avail  themselves 
of  the  advantages  of  the  "  Sophia  Little  Home"  on  Norwood  Avenue. 
This  home  provides  a  temporary  habitation  for  any  who  wish  to  re- 
form and  lead  a  better  life.  The  appropriation  of  the  Legislature 
the  past  year  of  five  hundred  dollars  (annually)  will  render  substantial 
aid,  and  was  very  gratefully  appreciated  by  the  managers  of  the  Insti- 
tution. The  whole  number  at  the  House  of  Correction,  including 
both  men  and  women,  is  226. 
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THE   OAELAWN  SOHOOL  FOB  GIBL8. 

We  believe  there  is  no  institution  in  the  State  which  is  doing  a 
*more  usefnl  und  important  work,  or  deserves  more  of  the  public  con- 
fidence and  approval  than  the  Oaklawn  School  for  Oirls.  Under  the 
guidance  and  earnest  effort  of  a  competent  mafcron,  the  girls  are 
trained  to  habits  of  self-reliance  and  self-government.  They  attend 
to  the  different  departments  of  household  duties,  and  are  fonnd 
occupied  in  the  laundry^  kitchen  or  chamberwork,  as  circumstances 
may  require.  Sewing  is  also  an  important  branch,  and  a  large 
amount  is  done  each  succeeding  year.  The  school  has  the  same  effi- 
cient and  painstaking  teacher. 

The  progress  that  the  girls  make  in  their  studies  is  truly  surprising 
considering  the  fact  that  the  school  has  only  one  session,  (and  that  in 
the  afternoon.)    After  the  labor  of  the  morning  they  look  forward  to 
the  school  exercises  with  pleasure,  and  their  proficiency  in  many  cases 
is  very  marked.     The  course  of  study  does  not  differ  essentially  from 
that  of  our  public  schools,  the  common  branches  being  thoroughly 
taught.     The  exercises  in  singing  ai-e  very  good  ;  the  girls  enjoy  their 
training  in  this  branch  exceedingly.  .  Matron  and  teacher  make  it  a 
matter  of  every  day  duty  to  inculcate  right  sentiments  and  right  desires. 
Duty  is  presented  to  them  in  it-s  own  loyely  character,  and  exhibited 
to  them  as  the  one  great  object  of  life,  and  some  of  them  are  growing 
wiser,  better  and  happier.     The  health  of  the  girls  has  generally  beoi 
good,  and  is  the  result  of  a  careful  supervision.     There  are  29  girk 
at  the  school. 

THB  IKSAKB  DBPABTMEKT. 

It  is  apparent  that  nearly  one-third  of  all  the  insanity  of  the  world 
is  hereditary,  yet  we  are  forced  to  the  belief  that  in  a  great  d^ree  it 
is  an  evil  attending  moral  excitement  and  high  living.  Statistiei 
offer  melancholy  testimony  to  the  misery  wrought  by  the  handing 
down  from  generation  to '  generation  of  physical,  moral  and  mental 
disease.     As  far  as  our  observation  extend«,  we  think  that  the  Insane 
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Department  of  our  State  is  carefully  and  skillfully  managed.  "  Dr. 
Pomroy  and  Mrs.  BufiSngton  report  favorably  in  regard  to  the  health 
of  the  insane."  The  number  is  large.  There  are  182  females  in  the 
institution.  The  additions  and  improvements  that  have  been  made 
in  the  two  past  years  have  added  materially  to  the  comfort  of  the 
inmates. 

THE  STATE  ALMSHOUSE. 

Under  the  sagacious  and  discreet  management  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Fletcher  every  thing  is  moving  on  in  a  sensible  way.  They  are  sup- 
ported by  very  efficient  officers.  Mrs.  Johnson  and  Mrs.  Smart  have 
effected  some  very  substantial  and  satisfactory  changes  in  the  alms- 
house, and  the  physical  condition  of  the  women  is  thereby  improved. 
They  are  kindly  cared  for,  and  most  of  them  seem  contented  and 
happy.  It  is  obvions,  however,  that  a  more  commodious  building 
(whenever  in  the  future  it  may  be  furnished  by  the  State)  will  pro- 
vide greater  facilities  for  the  comfort  of  the  various  classes  now  as- 
sociated together  in  this  sisterhood  of  women.  With  the  many  in- 
conveniences arising  from  the  promiscuous  number  of  women  shel- 
tered together  in  the  present  structure,  Superintendent  Hunt,  with 
marvellous  ingenuity,  has  from  time  to  time  devised  ways  and  means 
to  ameliorate  their  condition  in  the  best  possible  manner.  We  would 
accord  him  credit  for  his  zeal  in  carrying  out  measures  for  removing 
the  children  from  the  nursery,  and  in  helping  to  establish  the  Annex 
for  the  little  children  that  were  old  enough  to  be  placed  under  primary 
training,  (in  a  miniature  Kindergarten  School.)  To  perfect  the  plans 
of  the  State  Board  in  this  matter,  a  great  amount  of  engineering  had 
to  be  done,  and  the  ''open  sesame"  for  this  project  was  brought 
about  by  the  resources  and  appliances  which  he  brought  to  bear  for 
the  furtherance  of  the  object. 

During  the  last  year  the  older  children  that  bore  evidence  of  intel- 
lect and  health  were  removed  to  the  new  State  Home  and  School. 
The  Annex  at  the  almshouse  will  be  sustained  in  the  future  for  a 
class  not  suitable  for  the  new  organization  on  account  of  physical. 
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mental  and  moral  troubles.  There  are  many  that  come  under  the 
head  of  the  worthy  poor,  who  are  obliged  to  find  a  home  in  the  State 
almshouse,  but  a  large  proportion  are  there  who  haVe  lost  their  vigor 
of  body  and  mind,  and  their  mental  faculties  are  paralyzed  by  the  use 
of  intoxicating  drink.  "Temperapce  is  God's"  law  for  the  body, 
and  if  this  truth  is  acknowledged  we  cannot  over-estimate  the  value 
of  temperance  teaching  in  our  schools. 

The  importance  of  physical  perfection,  both  in  the  individual  and 
in  the  race,  cannot  be  overstated ;  for  upon  a  sound  physical  basis 
rests  strength  of  mind,  and  of  soul,  and  all  its  multiple  outgrowths. 
Every  other  animal  of  earth  is  raised  with  care  and  foresight  that 
each  separate  race  may  inherit  finer  qualities,  and  the  time  has  come 
in  which  children  claim  the  right  to  be  the  inheritors  of  the  primal 
virtues,  purity  being  the  chief. 

To  reduce  crime  and  to  lessen  the  number  annually  committed  to 
our  reformatories,  it  is  evident  that  some  problem  must  be  worked 
out  whereby  the  truant  class  may  be  compelled  by  law  to  attend  our 
public  schools.  In  the  annual  report  of  Mayor  Doyle,  he  calls  atten- 
tion to  this  subject,  and  subsequently  in  a  speech  made  before  the 
Teacher's  Institute,  says,  *' we  need  a  traant  law,"  and  he  expressed 
the  sentiment  that  such  a  law  could  bq  enforced. 

The  question  whether  education  prevents  crime,  has  been  answered 
**in  the  report  of  the  United  States  Commissioner  for  1872,  to  the 
effect  that  in  seventeen  States  the  statistics  of  a  total  number  of  one 
hundred  and  ten  thousand,  five  hundred  and  thirty  eight  prisoners 
showed  that  the  number  of  convicted  criminals  from  the  illiterate 
portion  of  those  States  was  seventeen  times  as  large  as  the  proportion 
of  the  educated.  Earnest  toil  and  strong  endeavor  should  change 
these  figures.  Whole  number  in  the  State  Almshouse  193,  (including 
men  and  women.) 

THE  STATE  HOME   AND  SCHOOL. 

The  state  Home  and  School  for  the  dependent  and  neglected 
children  of  the  State,  so  long  desired  and  labored  for,  has  now  a  name 
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and  place  among  the  institntions  of  the  State.    As  a  boards  we  feel 
that  this  organization  will  take  its  own  rank^  and  that  the  methods 
that  will  be  employed  to  plant  moral  seeds  in  the  hearts  of  these  yonng 
wards  of  the  State,  will  germinate  and  eventually  produce  good  frnit. 
We  are  gratified  that  it  is  not  on  penal  ground.    The  location  of  the 
school  is  in  a  very  retired  and  loyely  place  on  one  of  the  most  desirable 
spots  in  the  State.     And  why  not?    A  good  preface  for  the  most  part 
makes  one  prepared  for  a  good  book.     The  class  to  be  educated  in 
the  future  in  this  school  are  to  have  special  training,  and  character 
building  will  be  the  main  spring  to  regulate  their  lives.     The  vital 
question  will  be  how  to  educate  them  to  best  prepare  for  industrial 
life  and  good  citizenship.     There  is  an  instructive  lesson  in  the  career 
of  the  late  Vice-President  Henry  Wilson,  illustrating  (as  it  does)  the 
possibility  of  rising  from  seemly  humble  parentage  to  a  position  of 
great  usefulness.     We  hope  the  general  trend  of  development  in  this 
school  will  have  an  influence  to  gradually  reduce  crime  from  year  to 
year.     Dr.  Holland  has  said  that  ^'  The  way  not  to  have  any  more 
rascals  is  not  to  grow  any  more  rascals."    In  the  message  of  His  Ex- 
cellency Gov.  Wetmore,  we  notice  in  particular  one  of  many  sage 
remarks,  namely,   ^*  Safeguards  should  especially  be  thrown  about 
children,''  etc.,  and  the  stronghold  furnished  by  legislative  action  will 
shield  the  wards  of  the  State  from  taking  primary  lessons  in  crime. 
We  feel  that  it  is  unnecessary  to  give  a  description  of  the  general  de- 
tails of  the  State  Home  and  School,  as  they  were  given  in  the  message 
alluded  to  above.     We  mark  with  satisfaction  the  ^'  hearty  approval" 
of  the  Governor  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Board  of  Education 
for  plans  and  means  for  perfecting  the  system.     We  would  recognize 
the  fact  that  it  is  no  easy  work  to  start  an  enterprise  where  fallow 
ground  is  to  be  broken,  but  we  think  it  is  rational  to  conclude  that 
Superintendent  Potter  is  equal  to  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  has  al- 
ready by  dint  of  skilfull  management  marshaled  them  into  due  order, 
and  they  show  in  their  happy  faces  that  they  realize  that  they  have 
A  home. 

We  would  again  refer  to  the  great  amount  of  good  that  is  done  for 
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street  boys  in  one  branch  at  the  Union  for  Christian  Work.  Its 
managers  are  striving  to  mold  characters  by  using  means  for  prevent- 
ing crime^  thus  being  a  power  to  prevent  boys  from  finding  a  home 
at 'the  Beform  School  and  being  an  expense  to  the  State.  A  society 
so  intent  in  the  accomplishment  of  its  great  work  deserves  well  of  the 
public^  and  should  not  be  crippled  in  any  of  the  appliances  necessarj 
to  its  highest  success. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  say  that  we  deeply  regret  the  resignation 
of  the  Superintendent  of  the  State  Institutions,  (Mr.  Charles  E 
Hunt.)  We  have,  as  a  board,  during  his  term  of  service,  received 
uniform  sympathy  and  courtesy,  and  thereby  have  been  aided  in  oar 
work.  We  would  also  acknowledge  the  many  acts  of  kindness  ex- 
tended to  us  by  Mrs.  Hunt,  and  we  desire  to  endorse  the  resolution 
of  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections  as  the  sentiments 
therein  expressed  are  our  own.

The  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections  respectfully  present 
their  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1885,  as  required  by 
Chapter  254,  Section  11,  of  the  Public  Statutes. 

No  changes  have  occurred  in  the  membei*ship  of  the  Board  the  past 
year.  Hon.  Henry  L.  Greene,  of  Warwick,  was  reappointed  a  mem- 
ber for  six  years  by  His  Excellency,  Governor  George  Peabody  Wet- 
more,  at  the  May  Session. 

In  July,  Dr.  Herbert  J.  Pomroy  succeeded  Dr.  Edward  P.  Stimson 
as  Deputy  Superintendent  of  the  Asylum  for  the  Insane,  Dr.  Stimson 
having  resigned  the  position  previously. 

The  other  heads  of  departments  have  remained  the  same  during  the 
year. 

■ 

CONSTRUCTION. 

New  Buildings  for  the  Incurable  Insane. 

These  buildings,  two  for  the  accommodation  of  patients  and  a  third 
for  a  boiler-house  and  laundries,  were  described  a  year  ago.  At  that 
time  they  were  but  partly  constructed ;  in  October,  1885,  they  were 
finished  and  occupied. 
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The  buildings  are  of  stone,  with  slated  roofs,  and  the  space  within 
the  two  occupied  by  patients  is  divided  largely  into  separate  rooms 
for  the  excited  class.  The  character  of  their  construction  is  superior 
to  that  of  any  of  the  older  buildings  of  the  Asylum,  and  the  apparatus 
for  heating  and  for  ventilation  and  the  plumbing  asce  as  perfect  as 
could  well  be  made. 

The  principal  items  of  construction  in  these  buildings,  not  contem- 
plated a  year  ago  and  consequently  not  mentioned  in  the  report  for 
1884,  are  as  follows :  A  No.  7  Davidson  steam-pump  for  fire  purposes, 
placed  in  the  boiler-house  and  connected  witli  a  new  hydrant  main— 
partly  of  six  and  partly  of  four-inch  pipe — in  the  Asylum  jrards,  as 
well  as  with  the  old  hydrant  main,  which  is  supplied  by  the  force- 
pump  at  the  Workhouse.  By  the  present  arrangement  of  mains, 
water  can  be  thrown  upon  the  buildings  of  the  Workhouse,  the  build- 
ings of  the  Almshouse,  the  buildings  of  the  Asylum,  the  barn  and 
the  Superintendent's  house,  by  either  the  Asylum  or  the  Workhouse 
pump,  or  the  two  pumps  may  work  together. 

It  was  found  that  the  supply  main  leading  from  the  reservoir  to  the 
Asylum  buildings  could  not  furnish  the  quantity  of  water  required. 
This  made  it  necessary  to  lay  additional  pipe,  and  it  was  deemed 
wisest,  although  at  some  increase  of  cost,  to  give  an  independent 
supply  to  the  Asylum  pump.  This  was  done  by  laying  a  line  about 
twenty-four  hundred  feet  in  length  from  the  reservoir  directly  to  the 
Asylum  boiler-house,  about  half  being  of  six-inch  and  half  of  eight- 
inch  pipe.  The  cost  of  laying  the  six-inch  pipe  was  charged  to  the 
new  Asylum  buildings,  and  that  of  the  eight-inch  pipe  to  improve* 
ments,  as  the  older  buildings  of  the  Asylum  and  the  other  neighboring 
institutions  were  believed  to  be  benefited  by  the  new  line  to  (ihe  extent 
of  the  cost  of  the  eight-inch  pipe. 

There  are  now  upon  the  grounds  of  the  Institutions  hydrants  as 
follows :  At  the  Asylum  for  the  Insane,  five,  besides  two  hose  con- 
nections at  the  pump ;  at  the  Workhouse  and  House  of  Correction, 
two  (a  third  is  proposed  on  the  lawn  in  front) ;  at  the  Almshouse  and 
near  the  Superintendent's  house,  one;  at  the  barn,  two,  all  of  these 
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being  connected  with  the  Workhouse  and  Asylum  pumps  as  just  de- 
scribed ;  at  the  Sockanosset  School^  three^  connected  with  the  pump 
there ;  at  the  Prison^  six,  connected  with  the  fire-pump  of  that  Insti- 
tution^ besides  a  seventh  near  the  stable,  attached  to  the  supply  main 
and  getting  only  the  pressure  of  the  reservoir,  which  is,  however, 
considerable  at  this  point.  In  addition  to  these  .outside  hydrants, 
there  are  others  within  the  buildings  as  follows :  At  the  Prison,  a 
stand  pipe  in  the  workshop,  with  two  and  one-half  inch  hose  attached 
at  each  story ;  at  each  of  the  new  buildings  of  the  Asylum  for  the 
Insane,  a  small  hydrant  with  hose  attached,  and  the  same  in  each 
story  of  the  three  Homes  and  of  the  main  building  at  the  Sockanosset 
School.  Thus,  to  recapitulate,  there  are  four  fire-pumps  at  the  Insti- 
tutions, with  twenty  outside  hydrants  and  nearly  as  many  within  the 
buildings,  and  an  abundant  supply  of  Pawtuxet  water  at  each  pump. 

The  Oaklawn  School  is  not  within  reach  of  any  of  these  pumps, 
being  supplied  with  water  di*awn  from  a  well  by  a  windmill.  The 
only  means  of  applying  water,  other  than  by  buckets,  in  case  of  fire 
in  this  building,  is  provided  by  small  hydrants,  with  hose  attached, 
in  each  story,  water  being  furnished  from  a  tank  under  the  roof. 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  proper  to  add  that  almost  every  build- 
ing at  the  several  Institutions  has  been  supplied  with  hand-grenades, 
and  that  in  many  there  are  fire-pails  standing  filled  with  water  for 
instant  use  in  case  of  need. 

The  burden  of  constructing  the  new  buildings  of  the  Asylum  has 
fallen,  so  far  as  the  Board  is  concerned,  upon  the  Committee  on 
Buildings  and  Bepairs,  Messrs.  Hayward,  Smith  and  Greene.  They 
have  been  assisted  in  the  work  by  Mr.  Christopher  Dexter,  architect 
and  superintendent  of  construction,  and  in  whatever  appertained  to 
the  heating  apparatus  and  the  plumbing,  by  the  efficient  foreman  of 
Messrs.  Ira  Winsor  &  Co.,  Mr.  Charles  M.  Slate. 

The  work  of  excavating  the  cellars,  providing  and  partially  prepar- 
ing the  stone, — except  trimmings — grading  the  yards,  partly  con- 
structing the  fences,  painting  the  same,  and  trenching  and  back-filling 
for  water,  steam,  gas  and  sewer  pipes,  has  been  done  by  the  Workhouse 
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and  the  Asylum  labor^  under  the  superyision  of  the  Superintendent 
of  State  Institutions. 

The  amount  expended  upon  these  buildings  in  1884  was  $16^902.90, 
and  in  1885,  $43,097.10,  making  a  total  of  $60,000,  the  aggregate  of 
the  three  appropriations  made  therefor.  This  sum  coyers  much  of 
the  furnishing,  some  haying  been  drawn  from  the  common  stock,  and 
there  is  nothing  owing  on  account  of  construction  or  furnishing.  The 
buildings  will  accommodate  about  eighty  patients. 

Sockanossei  School  for  Boys. 

The  principal  item  of  construction  at  this  Institution  daring  the 
year  was  the  conyersion  of  a  small,  cheap  structure,  built  for  a  tool- 
house  and  store-room,  into  an  ox-barn,  by  adding  considerably  thereta 
It  contains  four  stalls,  a  room  for  storage,  another  for  a  carpenter's 
shop,  and  a  large  shed  for  protecting  yehicles  from  the  weather. 
There  is  a  cellar  under  all  of  it  except  the  shed.  The  amount  ex- 
pended upon  the  building  and  cellar  was  $705. 13. 

But  little  was  done  the  past  season  towards  completing  the  wall 
enclosing  the  grounds.  A  portion,  perhaps  three  hundred  feet  iu 
length,  lying  between  the  main  entrance  and  the  north  corner  of  the 
grounds,  was  capped,  finishing  this  section,  and  some  foundation  was 
laid  for  extending  the  wall  along  the  New  London  turnpike.  Some 
progress  has  been  made  in  clearing  the  grounds,  both  by  the  men  and 
teams  of  the  Workhouse  and  by  the  boys  of  the  School,  and  a  short 
piece  of  road  was  made  by  the  boys  to  enable  carriages  to  reach  the 
front  door  of  the  main  building  without  crossing  the  grounds.  A 
large  amount  of  work  yet  remains  to  be  done  to  perfect  the  roads  and 
grounds  of  this  institution. 

.  A  flag-staff,  about  seyenty-fiye  feet  in  height,  has  been  erected,  the 
first  at  the  institutions,  and  a  national  flag,  20x30  feet,  purchased. 
The  staff  cost  $120,  and  the  flag  $36. 

A  telephone  line  was  built  from  the  School  to  the  Sockanosset  Bail- 
road  station,  costing  $102.69;  and  two  additional  hydrants  wen^ 
placed  on  the  grounds,  which,  with  hose  and  pipes,  cost  $176.50. 
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In  this  connection  it  may  be  well  to  speak  of  repairs  made  upon 
the  underground  pipes^  which  convey  steam  from  the  central  boiler- 
house  of  the  School  to  ihe  several  buildings^  although  the  cost  thereof 
was  charged  to  current  expenses  rather  than  to  construction. 

The  tile-drain  first  laid,  to  carry  ofi  ground  water  which  might 
otherwise  enter  the  logs  encasing  the  steam-pipes,  had  become  inop- 
erative and  needed  replacing.  •  This  was  done  very  thoroughly.  As 
it  was  impracticable  to  obtain  a  proper  descent  for  this  drain  contin- 
uous with  the  steam  pipes,  owing  to  the  presence  of  rock  in  places 
under  the  pipes,  it  was  necessary  to  lay  an  additional  drain  from  near 
the  north-west  corner  of  the  main  building,  about  four  hundred  feet, 
to  lower  ground  near  the  boiler-house,  and  divert  a  portion  of  the 
drainage  from  the  tiles  thereto.  This  drain,  which  is  of  five-inch 
glazed  pipe,  also  removes  some  surface  water  from  the  grounds.  It 
is  apparent  that,  sooner  or  later,  the  logs  covering  the  steam-pipes 
must  be  replaced  by  cement  pipe,  with  an  inner  covering  of  asbestos, 
or  other  effective  material,  after  the  method  adopted  at  the  new  build- 
ings for  the  Insane ;  but  it  is  hoped  that  in  their  present  improved 
condition  the  logs  may  last  several  years.  All  of  the  pits  along  the 
line  of  steam-pipe,  containing  the  expansion  joints  and  junction 
boxes,  had  to  be  rebuilt,  which  was  done  with  brick  much  more  thor- 
oughly than  before.  The  cost  of  these  repairs  was  11,024.51.  The 
moving  of  earth  in  uncovering  and  re-covering  the  pipes  was  done  by 
the  labor  of  the  institutions. 

Inmates  of  the  Workhouse  re-painted  the  exteriors  of  the  buildings 
of  the  School,  except  the  new  home  built  in  1884. 

OaJclawn  School  for  Oirls. 
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The  shed  for  sheltering  the  horses  of  persons  visiting  the  School, 
described  in  the  last  report,  has  been  built,  at  a  cost  of  $257.03.  The 
gate  posts,  also  referred  to  as  having  been  purchased  in  1884,  have 
been  set,  and  it  is  expected  that  soon  the  gates  for  preventing  unnec- 
essary driving  through  the  grounds  will  be  made  and  hung.  The 
barbed  wire  purchased  in  1884,  for  enclosing  the  grounds,  was  attached 
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to  the  posts  by  mechanics  of  the  Workhouse.  Workmen  from  that 
institution  also  thoroughly  painted  the  outside  of  the  school  build- 
ing and  the  shed. 

But  little  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  completing  the  grounds. 
The  Board  trust  that^  before  long,  time  will  be  found  for  this  work, 
as  well  as  for  that  of  a  kindred  character  at  the  Boys'  School. 

Vegetable  House  and  Piggery  at  the  Prison. 

These  two  buildings,  located  within  the  Prison  yard,  west  of  and 
parallel  with  the  stable,  are  alike  in  outward  form  and  construction, 
being  built  of  squared  stone — quarried  near  by — after  the  manner  of 
the  Prison  workshop,  with  brick  trimmings  and  slated  roof.  Both 
are  twenty-five  feet  in  width ;  the  former  is  thirty-five  feet  in  length, 
and  the  latter  forty-eight  feet ;  both  are  of  one  story.  The  Vegetable 
House  has  a  deep  cellar  for  storage,  above  which  is  a  floor  at  the 
ground  level,  upon  which  carts  and  tools  may  be  kept.  The  work 
upon  these  buildings,  of  every  description,  was  done  by  inmates  of  the 
Prison  and  Jail.  The  cost  of  plans  and  material  was,  for  the  two, 
$991.24. 

Railroad  Turn-out  and  Coal-dump. 

A  switch  and  side-track,  779  feet  in  length,  have  been  placed  at 
this  point,  to  be  used  for  business  of  the  Institutions  only.  The  work 
was  done  and  the  material  furnished  by  the  New  York,  Providence 
and  Boston  Railroad  Company,  at  a  cost  of  $1,134.80.  The  coal- 
dump,  with  its  heavy  bank-wall,  along  the  edge  of  which  the  side- 
track is  laid,  has  been  described  in  previous  reports. 

A  platform  scale,  of  a  capacity  of  fifteen  tons,  has  been  put  in  near 
the  side-track,  for  weighing  coal  and  other  merchandise,  the  cost 
having  been  $311.14. 

Some  drains  were  built  the  past  season  by  inmates  of  the  Jail  to 
rid  the  area  of  the  dump  of  water  coming  from  springs  in  the  under- 
lying rock.  A  small  amount  of  work  remains  to  be  done  by  the  same 
men  to  level  the  area  of  the  dump,  when  the  undertaking  will  have 
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been  completed.  Coal  might  have  been  received  here  the  past  sum- 
mer by  railroad  had  it  been  deemed  advantageous  to  have  it  delivered 
in  this  manner. 

The  entire  cost  of  the  dump  (begun  in  1882),  of  the  side-track  and 
of  the  scales  together,  has  been  $2,937.63. 

WORKHOUSE  AND   HOUSE  OF  CORRECTION. 

Mr.  Richmond  J.  Stone  and  Miss  Emma  A.  Oile  continue  to  fill 
the  positions  of  Deputy  Superintendent  and  Matron  of  the  Work- 
house and  House  of  Correction,  respectively,  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Charles  H.  Hunt,  Superintendent  of  State  Institutions. 

The  number  of  commitments  to  the  institution  during  1885  was 
498,  which  is  sixty  less  than  in  1884,  about  five-sixths  of  this  decrease 
being  due  to  the  difference  in  the  numbers  of  commitments  from 
Providence  in  the  two  years.  It  is  interesting  to  note  the  varying 
numbers  of  persons  sent  to  the  Workhouse  in  different  years,  but 
diflScult  to  assign  a  cause  for  the  variation.  A  general  increase  from 
year  to  year  might  have  been  looked  for,  due  to  the  increase  of  the 
population  of  the  State,  but  this  does  not  seem  to  have  occurred,  the 
maximum  of  commitments  (566)  in  any  one  year  since  the  institution 
was  opened  in  1869  having  been  in  1873,  twelve  years  ago.  Changes 
in  methods  of  administering  the  laws  authorizing  commitments,  which 
laws  have  varied  but  little  during  the  period  named,  affect,  perhaps, 
more  than  anything  else,  the  numbers  of  the  commitments  to  the 
Workhouse. 

That  the  same  laws  are  executed  differently  in  different  towns  seems 
also  to  be  indicated  by  the  statistics  of  the  Workhouse.  For  instance, 
the  numbers  committed  from  the  towns  of  East  Providence  and 
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Cranston  were  twenty-seven  and  twenty-eight,  respectively;  while 
from  Woonsocket  and  Warwick,  towns  of  about  double  the  popula- 
tion, the  numbers  were,  respectively,  eight  and  twelve.  The  nearness 
to  Providence  of  the  two  towns  first  named  may  be  given  as  a  reason 
for  the  large , numbers,  comparatively,  of  their  commitments;  but 
this  cause,  if  it  be  one,  seems  to  have  failed  to  affect  Johnston,  a 
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town  also  bordering  on  Providence,  and  having  a  larger  population 
than  either  East  Providence  or  Oranston,  the  number  of  commitment 
from  Johnston  having  been  ten. 

Of  the  498  persons  committed  to  the  Workhoase  in  1885,  244,  or 
49  per  cent.,  were  common  drunkards^  the  percentage  of  this  class 
having  been  about  the  same  as  in  1884,  but  in  both  years  conaiderablj 
less  than  in  the  four  years  preceding. 

The  number — 31^-of  common  prostitutes  and  night-walkers  com- 
mitted was  somewhat  in  excess  of  that  of  the  year  before,  but  small 
compared  with  that  of  former  years.  Persons  of  this  class,  number- 
ing eighteen,  who  are  designated  specifically  '^night-walkers,"  are 
more  numerous,  it  appears,  than  those,  numbering  thirteen,  who 
come  under  the  more  general  name  of  ''  common  prostitutes.'' 

Twenty-five  commitments  were  made  under  the  tramp  law,  a  little 
more  than  the  average  since  the  act  was  passed,  in  1880. 

The  fifteen  cities  and  towns,  which  in  1885  granted  licenses  for  the 
sale  of  liquor,  having  an  aggregate  population  of  252,986,  sent  to  the 
Workhouse  in  1885,  471  persons,  which  is  at  the  rate  of  one  in  every 
537  of  the  inhabitants.  The  remaining  twenty-one  towns  not  grant- 
ing such  licenses,  with  an  aggregate  population  of  51,298,  sent  20  to 
the  Workhouse,  being  at  the  rate  of  one  in  2565.  Providence  sent 
one  in  494,  and  the  other  towns  and  cities  granting  licenses,  taken 
together,  one  in  582. 

The  work  accomplished  by  the  men  of  the  Workhouse  during  1885 
was  mainly  as  follows :    Building  about  eight  hundred  feet  of  good, 
well-faced  farm  wall,  upon  the  east  line  of  Pontiac  Avenue,  from  a 
point  opposite  Howard  Avenue  (the  road  leading  from  Pontiac  Avenue 
through  the  State  land  to  the  Asylum  for  the  Insane  and  other  insti- 
tutions), north-eastward  towards   Howard  station ;    building  about 
three  hundred  feet  of  wall  of  the  same  character  along  the  line  divid- 
ing the  land  of  the  State  and  that  of  Jonathan  King,  and  completing 
a  portion  of  the  same  begun  the  year  before;  capping  about  three 
hundred  feet  of  the  wall  enclosing  the  grounds  of  the  Sockanosset 
School,  and  preparing  some  foundation  for  an  extension  of  this  wall, 
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and  improying  somewhat  the  grounds,  as  before  mentioned ;  excavat- 
ing  several  hundreds  of  feet  in  length  of  ditches  for  foundations  of 
farm  walls  to  be  built  at  some  future  time^  and  partially  filling  the 
same  with  small  stones ;  ditching,  screening  and  moving  gravel,  ex- 
cavating rocks,  grading,  making  embankment,  etc.,  etc.,  upon  the 
piece  prepared  for  the  disposal  of  sewage,  described  elsewhere ;  (about 
one-half  of  this  work,  however,  was  done  by  the  men  of  the  Asylum 
for  the  Insane;)  digging  and  back-filling  trenches  for  sewer-pipe 
connecting  the  Workhouse  and  Almshouse  sewer  with  the  new  drain 
from  the  Asylum  to  the  sewage  plat,  for  steam-pipes,  water-pipe  and 
drains  at  and  for  the  new  buildings  for  the  Insane,  etc.,  grading  the 
yards  and  around  the  new  buildings  for  the  Insane,  and  re-grading  a 
portion  of  the  yards  of  the  old  buildings  of  the  Asylum,  and  placing 
wooden  seats  in  the  grounds  for  the  use  of  the  inmates ;  attaching 
barbed  wire  to  the  fence  enclosing  the  grounds  of  the  Oaklawn  School, 
and  building  a  barbed  wire  fence  along  a  portion  of  the  border  of  the 
State  land ;  doing  the  farm  work  of  every  description,  aided  by  the 
men  of  the  Asylum ;  cutting  and  storing,  as  usual,  the  crop  of  ice  for 
the  use  of  the  institutions,  rendering  the  purchase  of  ice  unnecessary ; 
re-painting  most  of  the  buildings  of  the  Sockanosset  School,  the 
building  and  shed  of  the  Oaklawn  School,  the  wooden  buildings  of 
the  Asylum,  the  wood  work  of  the  stone  ones,  and  the  fences  of  the 
new  buildings,  the  wood  work,  gutters,  etc.,  of  the  Workhouse,  and 
the  same  of  the  barn,  besides  miscellaneous  painting,  papering  and 
kalsomining  within  the  buildings ;  uncovering  the  steam-pipe  at  the 
Sockanosset  School,  before  mentioned ;  partly  clearing  some  land ; 
shingling  the  wooden  pavilion  of  the  Asylum ;  making  new  carts  and 
repairing  old  ones,  and  repairing  carriages,  wagons,  harnesses  and 
farm  implements ;  makiug  and  repairing  iron  bedsteads,  all  of  which 
for  the  new  buildings  for  the  Insane,  and  for  the  Workhouse,  Ayslum 
and  Almshouse  for  several  years  past,  as  they  have  been  required  to 
replace  old  ones  or  for  increase  of  numbers  of  inmates,  have  been 
made  at  the  blacksmith's  shop  of  the  Workhouse ;  shoeing  of  horses 
and  oxen,  and  various  kinds  of  blacksmithing ;  repairing  shoes ;  be- 
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sides  many  other  small  items  of  repairs  and  new  work,  which  might 
be  recalled  to  mind^  but  which  would  require  too  much  space  to  enu- 
merate. The  mechanics  who  are  committed  to  the  Workhouse  are 
made  useful  in  this  way^  each  at  his  own  trade. 

The  duties  of  the  women  are  to  make  and  repair  the  clothing,  to 
do  the  laundry  work  almost  entirely  for  the  -Workhouse^  Almshoase 
and  Asylum  for  the  Insane,  and  to  do  the  cooking  for  the  same  insti- 
tutions. From  their  numbers,  also,  are  procured  the  house  serrants 
for  these  institutions,  as  well  as  for  the  Prison. 

A  vegetable  house,  with  conveniences  for  assorting  and  preparing 
vegetables  for  the  kitchen  or  for  market,  with  a  story  for  merchan- 
dise, is  much  needed,  as  mentioned  in  the  last  report.  A  special  ap- 
propriation of  $5000  for  this  purpose  will  be  asked  of  your  Honorable 
Body. 

The  statistics  of  the  Workhouse  and  House  of  Correction  are  as 
follows.  They  include  those  regularly  committed  to  the  institution, 
but  not  the  short  term  jail  men  transferred  from  the  jail  to  the  Work- 
house owing  to  the  excessive  number  of  inmates  in  the  jail.  These 
jail  inmates  were  almost  entirely  composed  of  men  confined  for  non- 
payment of  fines  and  costs,  whose  stay  at  the  Workhouse  was  very 
brief.

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The  average  numbers  in  the  institution  were : 
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The  statement  of  the  average  numbers  in  the  Workhouse  in  1885, 
made  up  from  the  daily  record,  embraces  every  committed  person  in 
the  institution,  including,  in  addition  to  the  regular  commitments, 
the  jail  men  above  referred  to,  and  inmates  of  the  Workhoase  re- 
turned to  finish  their  sentences,  having  been  previously  released  on 
probation.  In  the  average  numbers  previous  to  1885,  are  included 
only  the  regular  commitments. 

STATE  ASYLUM  FOR  THE  INCURABLE  INSANE. 

Under  the  supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of  State  Institutions, 
Dr.  Herbert  J.  Pomroy  occupies  the  position  of  Deputy  Superintend- 
ent of  this  institution,  having,  in  July  last,  succeeded  Dr.  Edward  P. 
Stimson,  who  had  previously  tendered  his  resignation,  as  before  men- 
tioned. 

The  patients  have  increased  in  numbers  during  the  year,  from  314, 
January  1,  1885,  to  370,  January  1,  1886.  This  was  anticipated  as  a 
result  of  the  change  in  the  law  relating  to  the  pauper  insane. 

Mr.  George  W.  Wightman,  Agent  of  State  Charities  and  Correc- 
tions, through  whom  patients  are  admitted,  says,  regarding  this,  in 
his  report  to  the  Board  :    ''The  increase  of  inmates     *      *  •  *      ig 
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due  to  the  recent  legislation,  whereby  the  State  assumed  the  care  and 
maintenance  of  all  insane  paupers  from  the  towns,  March  1,  1885." 

The  new  buildings  have  been  mentioned  under  the  head  of  "  Con- 
struction."

The  average  numbers  taken  from  the  monthly  reports  up  to  1885, 
and  in  1885^  from  the  daily  record,  have  been : 
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The  question  having  arisen  at  the  time  of  the  resignation  of  Dr. 
Stimson,  whether  or  not  his  successor  should  be  a  physician,  it  was 
decided  in  the  affirmative  by  a  considerable  majority  at  a  meeting  of 
the  Board,  held  June  19th.  In  almost  every  one  of  the  States  the 
law  requires  that  the  person  in  charge  of  a  State  Asylum  for  the  In- 
sane shall  be  a  physician. 
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In  response  to  an  appeal  made  to  his  fellow-citizens^  by  Mr.  Thomas 
Coggeshally  in  the  Newport  Daily  News,  for  such  articles  as  might 
contribute  to  the  pleasure  of  the  insane  at  the  State  Asylum,  which 
the  Board,  unless  specially  authorized,  do  not  believe  it  proper  to 
purchase  with  money  appropriated  for  the  maintenance  of  the  de- 
pendent classes,  the  following  gifts  were  received  :  A  beautiful  rose- 
wood piano,  placed  in  complete  repair  and  delivered,  from  Mrs.  Paran 
Stevens ;  an  omnibus,  fitted  for  one  horse  or  two,  and  seating  about 
ten  persons,  purchased  with  money  subscribed  by  several  persons  for 
the  purpose,  and  intended  to  provide  the  means  of  giving  the  female 
inmates  of  the  Asylum  occasional  drives ;  and  a  number  of  engravings 
and  paintings  to  be  hung  upon  the  walls  of  the  social  halls. 

The  Board,  in  behalf  of  the  recipients  of  these  gifts,  tender  their 
thanks  to  the  kind  givers,  whose  generous  action  will  measurably  add 
to  the  happiness  of  the  inmates  of  the  State  Asylum  for  the  Insane. 

A  bill  has  been  presented  to  the  Board  for  the  examination  and  dis- 
charge, under  the  law,  of  two  inmates  of  the  Asylum  who  had  been 
committed  by  order  of  court.  The  statute  (Chap.  74,  Chap.  434  and 
Chap.  435  of  the  Public  Laws,)  provides  for  payment  from  the  Treas- 
ury of  the  expenses  attending  the  commitment  pf  persons  to  the  Asy- 
lum, but  fails  to  provide  for  payment  to  trial  justices  for  their  trouble 
in  examining  and  discharging  such  persons.  The  examination  and 
discharge  referred  to  in  the  bill  were  by  request  of  officers  appointed 
by  the  Board,  and  it  seemed  to  the  Board  that  the  bill,  if  proper  in 
amount,  should  be  paid.  It  did  not  seem  right  to  the  Board,  how- 
ever, that  they  should  order  the  payment  of  said  bill  from  their  ap- 
propriation, for  the  reason  that,  should  they  do  so  and  the  bill  be  thus 
paid,  the  result  would  be  that  the  cost  of  commitment  would  be  paid 
in  one  method  and  the  cost  of  discharge  in  another,  whereas  the  two, 
being  kindred  expenses,  should  appear  and  be  classified  together  in 
the  expenditures  of  the  State.  The  Board  therefore  declined  to  order 
the  payment  of  the  bill,  stating  their  reasons,  and  at  the  same  time 
saying  that  they  would  bring  the  subject  to  the  attention  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  so  that,  should  it  seem  wise  to  your  Honorable  Body 
80  to  do,  an  apparent  omission  in  the  law  might  be  remedied. 
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No  bills  of  this  kind  had  been  previoasly  presented,  so  far  as  the 
Board  know,  because  np  to  the  time  of  the  recent  changes  in  the  laws 
relating  to  the  Insane  the  burden  of  the  expense  of  committing  per- 
sons to  the  Asylum  was  upon  the  towns,  and,  necessarily,  if  the  harden 
of  the  expense  of  discharging  rested  anywhere,  it  was  also  with  the 
towns,  in  the  event  always  of  the  person  having  no  estate. 

As  the  Board  has  authority  to  discharge  from  the  Asylum,  the 
occasion  for  calling  upon  a  trial  justice  to  discharge  rarely  oocun, 
and  it  will  not  probably  again  occur  by  request  of  officers  of  the 
Board ;  still,  under  the  law  it  may  occur,  and  it  would  seem  proper 
that  provision  for  paying  the  expense  of  such  action  should  be  made, 
especially  since  the  State  has  assumed  the  burden  of  the  expenses 
attending  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  pauper  insane  of  the 
towns. 

A  number  of  improvements  and  repairs  are  contemplated  in  some 
of  the  older  buildings  of  the  Asylum  the  coming  season,  some  of 
which  were  referred  to  in  the  last  report,  but  from  lack  of  time  could 
not  be  made  the  past  year. 

The  most  important  of  these  improvements  is  a  small  building  to 
contain  the  bath-rooms  and  water-closets  of  the  cottage  for  excited 
patients,  with  which  it  will  be  connected.  It  is  to  replace  the  present 
building,  which  is  utterly  unfit  for  the  purpose  and  consequently  can- 
not be  kept  in  a  cleanly  condition. 

Another  contemplated  improvement  is  carrying  steam  to,  and  plac- 
ing radiators  for  heating  by  steam  in,  the  two  older  stone  pavilions, 
and  providing  in  these  buildings  bath-tubs,  with  hot  water  brought  in 
pipes  from  the  boiler-house,  so  that  the  inmates  may  be  bathed  with- 
out going  to  another  building,  as  they  are  now  obliged  to  do  in  all 
kinds  of  weather.  New  floors  are  much  needed  in  the  two  wooden 
pavilions,  and  one  needs  shingling,  the  other  baring  been  shingled 
the  past  year. 

A  sum  covering  these  repairs  and  improvements,  with  perhaps  some 
others,  the  exact  cost  of  each  of  which  cannot  be  known  beforehand, 
will  be  included  in  the  estimate  of  expenditures  for  1886. 
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STATE   ALMSHOUSE. 


Mr.  George  H.  Fletcher  continues,  nnder  the  Superintendent,  in 
charge  of  the  Almshouse,  Mrs.  E.  D.  Johnson  being  Matron. 

The  number  of  inmates  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  less  by  thirteen 
than  at  the  beginning,  but  this  decrease  was  due  to  the  remoTal  of 
children  to  the  State  Home  and  School,  the  number  of  children  at  the 
Almshouse  having  been  on  January  1, 1886,  25,  against  53  at  the  same 
date  the  year  before.  The  admissions  to  the  Almshouse  in  1885  were 
twenty-seven  in  excess  of  those  of  the  year  previous  ;  the  number  of 
births  was  seven  smaller,  and  the  number  of  deaths  fourteen  greater. 

Twenty-two  children  were  removed  to  the  State  Home  and  School 
in  May  and  June,  being  all  that  could  be  received  there  at  the  time. 
Early  in  January,  1886,  seven  more  were  removed  to  the  Home.  The 
children  remaining  at  the  Almshouse  are  mostly  infants  and  such  as 
are  unfit  for  the  Home. 

Nearly  one-tenth  of  the  inmates  of  the  Almshouse  (not  counting 
those  born  there)  come  from  the  Workhouse,  being  persons  incapaci- 
tated for  labor  through  physical  or  mental  infirmities,  who  are  sen- 
tenced as  vagrants  or  tramps,  when  they  should  be  sent  direct  to  the 
Almshouse.  Were  the  State  to  provide  for  paying  town  officers  for 
carrying  persons  to  the  Almshouse,  as  it  pays  for  commitment  to  the 
Workhouse,  this  would  not,  probably,  be  done  to  the  same  extent, 
supposing  the  payment  of  expenses  in  the  two  cases  to  be  equal. 

In  a  report  made  to  the  Board  recently  upon  another  subject,  by 
the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Bepairs  (Messrs.  Hayward,  Smith 
and  6reene)>  the  following  was  appended  regarding  the  present  Alms- 
house :  "  And  we  take  this  opportunity  of  placing  upon  record  our 
conviction  of  the  necessity  of  the  erection  of  a  new  Almshouse  of  better 
construction,  say  of  stone  or  brick,  and  properly  arranged  for  occu- 
pancy by  the  unfortunate  individuals  whose  misfortunes  have  com- 
pelled them  to  seek  support  from  the  State.  The  arrangements  of  the 
present  buildings,  especially  as  regards  the  aged,  the  sick  and  the 
dying,  are  totally  inadequate  for  the  comfort  and  proper  sanitary  con- 
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ditioii  of  such  persons^  and  with  the  present  form  of  construction  of 
these  buildings  we  see  no  practical  way  of  improving  or  altering  them 
in  a  manner  to  attain  the  desired  end.'' 

It  should  at  the  same  time  be  said  that  the  buildings  of  the  Alms- 
house, having  been  recently  painted  and  repaired  on  the  inside,  are  in 
excellent  condition,  and  that  the  accommodations  afforded  by  them 
are  as  good  as  their  structural  defects  will  allow. 

A  small  appropriation  will  be  asked  for  to  enable  the  Board  to  pre- 
pare plans  and  estimate  of  cost  of  a  new  Almshouse,  to  be  submitted 
to  the  General  Assembly.

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The  attention  of  the  Board  has  recently  been  called  to  the  question 
of  affording  relief  to  the  "  Oat-door  Poor/'  or  those  who  would  re- 
ceive assistance  in  their  own  homes^  or  elsewhere  outside  of  the  State 
Almshouse,  were  proyision  made  for  such  relief.  At  present,  the  only 
relief  given  by  the  State  to.  the  poor  (recent  legislation  for  the  benefit 
of  soldiers  and  their  families,  of  course,  excepted)  is  given  at  the  State 
Almshouse.  No  officer  of  the  State  is  authorized  to  expend  money  in 
behalf  of  the  State  in  relief  of  the  Out-door  Poor.  The  condition  of 
several  families  of  the  descendants  of  the  Narragansett  Indians  in  the 
southern  part  of  the  State,  who,  it  is  said,  need  relief,  and  who,  it  is 
thought,  might  be  kept  from  the  State  Almshouse  by  the  payment  of 
a  few  dollars  a  week  for  each  family,  has  suggested  an  examination  of 
this  question. 

When  the  State,  a  few  years  ago,  abolished  the  tribal  relations  of 
these  people,  it  undertook  the  care  of  their  poor,  and  some  of  them 
have  been  sent  to  the  State  Almshouse. 

It  is  our  opinion  that,  if  there  is  need  of  special  aid  to  these  people, 
growing  out  of  the  peculiar  relations  they  formerly  held  to  the  State, 
and  of  the  action  of  the  State  in  terminating  their  tribal  authority, 
special  legislation  should  be  had  in  their  behalf,  rather  than  general 
legislation  extending  State  out-door  relief  to  all  the  State  poor. 

The  belief  has  been  growing  for  the  past  few  years  that  out-door 
relief  should  be  reduced  to  the  smallest  possible  limit,  on  account  of 
its  tendency  to  increase  pauperism.  It  would  seem  at  first  thought 
that  it  would  be  entirely  right — a  proper  sense  of  humanity  even  de- 
manding it,  one  would  think, — to  afford  aid  to  a  family  or  individual 
during  a  period  of  misfortune  or  scarcity  of  work ;  but  the  experience 
of  Overseers  of  the  Poor  and  others  who  have  to  deal  practically  with 
this  question  teaches  that  this  must  be  done  only  in  cases  of  absolute 
necessity,  that  persons  thus  assisted  come  to  depend  upon  such  relief, 
that  the  spirit  to  aid  themselves  is  thereby  weakened,  and  that  as  a 
result  they  frequently  drift  into  pauperism.  Mr.  George  W.  Wight- 
man,  our  Agent  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections,  whose  experience, 
drawn  from  practically  dealing  with  this  question  during  twenty-seven 
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years  as  Overseer  of  the  Poor  of  Providence,  gives  to  his  opinion  great 
weight,  strongly  expresses  this  belief  in  his  recent  report  to  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  of  Providence.  Mr.  Wightman  says,  quoting  from  Mr. 
George  H.  Calvert,  of  Newport,  "  Increase  of  alms  increases  poverty 
and  immorality  by  decreasing  self-respect  and  self-reliance,**  and  ar- 
gues that  the  true  way  of  assisting  the  poor  is  to  provide  them  with 
work,  as  is  now  done  in  Providence  and  Newport.  This,  of  course, 
would  be  impracticable  in  the  case  of  the  State,  with  its  poor  scattered 
throughout  the  several  cities  and  towns. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  is  something  to  be  said  in  favor  of  Sute 
out-door  relief.  For  the  past  twenty  years  the  State  of  Massachnsetts 
has  had  such  a  system  in  operation,  and  the  Board  under  whose  charge 
the  execution  of  the  laws  relating  thereto  is  placed  speak  well  of  its 
working,  believing  that  it  accomplishes  much  good.  There,  aid  to 
the  State  out-door  poor  is  furnished  by  the  towns,  which  present  their 
accounts  to  the  State  Board,  who  examine  them  and  approve  them  if 
correct.  That  more  than  two-fifths  of  the  aggregate  of  these  accounts 
presented  in  1884  were  not  allowed,  shows  that  a  careful  scrutiny  is 
needed,  demanding  much  labor,  with  special  officers  for  the  work. 

With  only  our  State  Almshouse  as  a  means  of  relief  for  the  poor 
who  may  become  ill  and  have  not  a  right  to  demand  assistance  from 
the  towns,  there  is,  of  course,  a  liability  that  persons  may  be  taken  to 
the  Almshouse  when  not  in  a  fit  condition  to  be  moved.  This  has 
occurred^  and  may  happen  again,  but  we  are  happy  to  be  able  to  say 
that  it  does  not  occur  often,  and  we  do  not  believe  it  expedient  to 
provide  new  legislation  to  meet  such  exceptional  occurrences.  It 
seems  wiser,  and  in  the  end  more  economical,  that  the  cities  and  towns 
should  occasionally  expend  a  trifle  from  their  treasuries,  as  by  law 
they  were  formerly  required  to  do,  in  cases  of  illness  or  other  mis- 
fortune, when  the  giving  of  aid  is  unquestionably  necessary,  than  to 
seek  to  establish  a  system  of  out-door  relief,  which  would  reqnire  the 
expenditure  by  the  State  of  a  considerable  sum  annually,  the  burden 
of  which  the  cities  and  towns  would  be  obliged  to  share  proportion- 
ally, as  they  share  the  other  expenses  of  the  State. 
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STATE   PRISON   AND   PROVIDENCE  COUNTT  JAIL. 

Mr.  William  H,  Sherman,  Warden,  remains  in  charge  of  these  in- 
stitutions, assisted  by  Mr.  Alonzo  M.  Bowe,  Deputy  Warden. 

There  haye  been  no  changes  in  the  manner  of  employing  the  men 
since  a  year  ago.  The  contract  with  Messrs.  Sice  &  Hntchins,  of 
Boston,  Mass.,  continues  until  near  the  close  of  1886.  They  are  em- 
ploying one  hundred  and  nineteen  men  (January  22,  1886,)  in  the 
manufacture  of  shoes.  Their  contract  is  for  one  hundred  at  the  rate 
of  forty  cents  per  day  for  inmates  of  the  Prison  and  twenty  cents  per 
day  for  inmates  of  the  Jail.  Mr.  Oeorge  Campbell  has  renewed  his 
contract  for  another  year  for  twelve  men  to  work  upon  wire  goods,  at 
the  rate  of  fifty  cents  per  day  for  Prison  and  forty  cents  for  Jail  men, 
selected.  Chair-seating,  gardening,  repairing  and  taking  care  of  the 
buildings,  yards  and  grounds  give  employment  to  such  of  the  remain- 
der  as  are  capable  of  working.  The  building  of  the  Piggery  and  the 
Vegetable  House  by  mechanics  sentenced  to  the  Prison  or  Jail  has 
been  referred  to  under  "  Construction."  About  one-half  of  the  main 
building  and  one  end  of  the  workshop  have  been  pointed  by  the  same 
mechanics,  which  work  will  be  completed  the  coming  season. 

The  number  of  inmates  in  these  two  institutions  has  again  increased 
during  the  past  year.  The  average  numbers  in  1884  and  1885,  taken 
from  the  daily  records,  were  a^ follows:  In  the  Prison,  98  in  1884, 
114  in  1885 ;  in  the  Jail,  193  in  1884,  202  in  1885,  omitting  fractions. 
Deducting  the  women  who  are  actually  in  the  Workhouse  (daily 
average,  19  of  the  Jail  and  3  of  the  Prison),  the  average  number  daily 
of  men  in  the  Prison  and  Jail  during  1885  was  298,  which  is  larger 
by  twenty-two  than  the  average  number  in  1884.  This  number — 
298 — which  is  that  of  the  daily  average  and  was  frequently  exceeded, 
is  just  fifty  larger  than  the  number  of  available  cells  in  the  building. 
To  lessen  somewhat  the  evils  of  crowding  these  people  many  together 
in  one  cell,  two  hundred  and  thirty-seven  of  the  short-term  men  were 
from  time  to  time  removed  to  the  Workhouse,  and  these  are  not  in- 
cluded in  the  daily  average  Jail  population  given  above.     It  is  possi- 
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ble  to  relieve  the  Jail  in  this  way  only  to  a  limited  extent,  for  the 
accommodations  of  the  Workhouse  sometimes  do  not  exceed  the  re- 
quirements of  that  institution. 

It  was  suggested  in  the  last  report  that  relief  might  be  bad  if  the 
city  of  Providence  would  provide  for  the  persons  sentenced  by  its 
police  court  and  boarded  at  the  Jail.  His  Honor,  Mayor  Doyle,  has 
again  called  the  attention  of  the  city  government  to  this,  but  as  yet 
nothing  has  been  done  to  carry  out  His  Honor's  suggestion.  The 
Board  would  be  pleased  were  they  no  longer  obliged  by  law  to  board 
these  persons,  for  their  labor  has  not  by  any  means  the  value  which 
the  Mayor  imagines  it  to  have,  and  the  little  work  they  accomplish, 
with  the  sum  received  for  their  board,  barely  compensates  for  the 
trouble  they  give. 

The  crowding  of  the  Jail  during  the  past  year  cannot  be  attributed, 
however,  to  the  city  of  Providence  to  the  same  extent  as  during  the 
year  before,  but  was  rather  due  to  an  increase  of  commitments 'of 
persons  from  the  State  courts.  The  number  of  commitments  from 
Providence  in  1885  was  618,  against  790  in  1884,  and  the  average 
daily  number  of  city  inmates  was  30  in  1885,  against  54  in  1834, 
while  the  number  of  commitments  under  sentence  by  the  State  w^is 
450  in  1885,  against  412  in  1884,  and  the  daily  average  number  of 
persons  so  committed  in  the  Jail  in  1885  was  126,  against  101  in  1884. 

A  Howard  Electilc  Watch-clock,  •  arranged  to  register  the  move- 
ments of  three  watchmen,  has  been  placed  in  the  ofiSoe  of  the  Warden. 
At  different  places  within  the  several  buildings  of  the  institution  are 
seven  stations,  each  connected  with  the  clock  and  with  an  electric  bat- 
tery by  a  wire,  through  which  by  action  of  the  battery  signals  may 
be  sent  from  the  station  to  the  clock.     At  stated  times  each  watchman 
must  visit  each  station  upon  his  beat,  and,  when  he  does  so,  most 
send  therefrom  a  signal  indicating  his  presence  at  the  station,  the 
clock  recording  the  signal  and  the  time  at  which  it  was  received.    In 
the  morning,  upon  examining  the  register  of  the  clock,  the  Warden 
finds  a  complete  and  true  record  of  the  movements  of  the  watchmen 
during  the  preceding  night.     The  cost  of  the  clock  and  apparatus 
was  1450.

The  School  continues  under  the  superintendence  of  Mr.  James  H. 
Eastman,  who  took  charge  of  it  September  1,  1884. 

The  number  of  inmates  varied  but  little  in  1885,  having  been  two 
larger  at  the  close  of  the  year  than  at  the  beginning.  Seventeen  boys 
escaped — counting  those  who  were  absent  on  such  occasions  more 
than  twenty-four  hours  as  having  escaped — of  whom  ten  returned  or 
were  re-taken,  one  was  sent  to  the  Jail  on  his  alternate  sentence,  and 
six  had  not  returned  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Seven  boys  were  removed 
from  the  School  to  the  Workhouse  and  House  of  Correction  as  incor- 
rigible. 

The  number  committed  under  sentence  of  the  courts  was  much 
smaller  in  1885  than  in  1884,  having  been  in  the  two  years  75  and 
121,  respectively.  About  43  per  cent,  of  the  sentences  were  for  theft 
and  33  per  cent,  for  vagrancy ;  four  boys  were  committed  under  the 
truant  law. 

An  office  has  been  established  at  the  School  for  teaching  the  boys 
the  trade  of  printing,  and  11,402.14  have  been  expended  in  the  pur- 
chase of  apparatus,  including  a  cylinder  press,  of  C.  B.  Cottrell  & 
Sons'  most  improved  pattern,  mentioned  in  the  last  report  and  costing 
1900.  Ten  boys  have  received  instruction  under  a  practical  teacW, 
eight  of  whom  are  still  at  work,  two  having  proved  incompetent  to 
learn.  Six  of  the  eight,  Mr.  Eastman  reports,  are  able  to  set  from 
six  hundred  to  one  thousand  ems  per  hour,  and,  it  is  hoped,  may  soon 
be  discharged  with  sufficient  knowledge  of  their  trade  to  obtain  em- 
ployment in  some  printing  establishment,  when  other  boys  will  take 
their  places  as  pupils. 

A  newspaper,  called  **  Howard  Times,"  edited  by  the  officers  of  the 
School,  is  printed  by  the  boys,  twenty-four  numbers  having  been 
issued,  fortnightly,  during  the  year.  Some  advertising  has  been 
done,  which  has  reduced  the  expense  of  publication,  and  the  paper 
has  a  list  of  subscribers,  at  twenty-five  cents  per  year,  which  entitles 
it  to  be  entered  as  second-class  mail  matter  at  the  post-office. 
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Considerable  printing  has  been  done  also  in  fche  way  of  blanks^  etc., 
for  the  several  institutions  and  for  the  office  of  the  Board.  The  first 
report  of  the  Board,  but  one  or  two  copies  of  which  remained,  was 
reprinted,  to  meet  the  calls  of  institutions  and  individuals  wishing  to 
complete  their  files,  and  a  few  copies  of  the  first  report  of  the  Provi-- 
dence  Reform  School  were  also  reprinted,  the  Board  never  having 
succeeded  in  obtaining  one  for  their  library.  The  larger  portion  of 
this  report,  beginning  with  the  *^  Report  of  the  Secretary,"  will  be 
printed  at  the  School. 

While  there  is  so  much  work  that  needs  to  be  done  out  of  doors,  it 
has  seemed  best  to  defer  attempting  to  introduce  any  other  trade,  at 
least  until  the  grading  of  the  grounds  is  completed.  While  occupied 
in  this  work,  as  well  as  in  gardening,  the  boys  are  learning  the  use  of 
many  implements.

Six  of  those  committed  in  1885  were  from  Providence;  two 
from  Pawtucket ;  one  from  Warwick ;  and  one  from  East  Providence. 

Five  were  sentenced  for  being  idle  persons  or  for  vagrancy ;  two  for 
being  night-walkers ;  two  for  theft ;  and  one  for  being  an  idle  }ierson 
of  doubtful  reputation. 

The  ages  were :  one,  ten  years ;  one>  eleven ;  two,  fifteen ;  five, 
sixteen;  and  one,  seventeen. 

In  regard  to  the  girls  who  have  been  sent  to  places  from  the  Oak- 
lawn  School  since  it  was  opened  in  July,  1882,  the  Superintendent  of 
the  School  furnishes  the  following  information : 

In  1882,  no  girls  were  discharged.  (At  the  time  of  the  removal  of 
the  Eeform  School  from  Providence,  the  girls  numbered  only  twenty, 
most  of  the  older  girls  having  been  previously  released.) 
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In  1883^  two  were  sent  to  places,  at  which  they  remain  and  are 
doing  well. 

In  1884,  seven  were  placed  ont  with  the  following  results :  one  was 
returned  to  the  School ;  one  married,  it  is  believed  satisfactorily ;  one, 
whose  minority  and  sentence  expired  in  1885,  did  well  up  to  that 
time,  and  has,  doubtless,  continued  to  do  so,  although  this  cannot  be 
asserted,  as  she  has  not  since  been  heard  from ;  the  conduct  of  the 
remaining  four  has  been  satisfactory,  so  far  as  Mrs.  Butterworth  has 
learned.  A  girl  was  discharged  in  1884,  to  lire  with  her  parents  and 
attend  the  High  School  in  Providence,  which  she  has  continued  to  do 
up  to  the  present  time. 

Id  1885,  places  were  found  for  thirteen,  only  one  of  whom,  up  to 
the  close  of  the  year,  had  returned  to  the  School.  (Another  came 
back  early  in  January,  1886,  but,  it  is  believed,  through  no  serious 
fault  of  her  own,  and  will  soon  be  sent  to  another  place.)  The  others, 
Mrs.  Butterworth  says,  ^'are  doing  well,  happy  in  the  homes  of  those 
who  have  kindly  taken  them  in  their  families.  I  often  hear  from 
each  one  of  them.  They  speak  highly  of  the  people  with  whom  they 
are  living."

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The  rate  of  expenditure  for  a  daily  average  of  35  girls  was  $113.08 
per  annum,  or  $2.14  per  week  for  each.  It  is  believed  that  this  rate 
would  be  larger  were  not  the  School  grouped  with  the  other  insdtn- 
tionsy  and  what  was  said  in  the  last  report  is  therefore  repeat^: 
''Were  the  School  an  isolated  institution,  it  could  not,  probably,  be 
maintained  at  this  rate  of  expenditure.  Its  transportation  and  other 
assistance  are  provided  from  the  Workhouse,  which  method,  while  not 
adding  perceptibly  to  the  expenses  of  the  group  of  institutions  to 
which  the  Workhouse  belongs,  materially  lessens  the  expenfies  of  the 
School.^' 

Mrs.  Butterworth  reports  that  the  girls  have  made  during  the  year 
1,346  garments  and  other  articles,  have  repaired  8,250  and  have 
washed  and  ironed  41,683. 

FARM. 

There  is  nothing  of  special  interest  to  report  relating  to  the  farming 
the  past  year.  Oood  crops  were  harvested,  with  slightly  varying  suc- 
cess in  the  different  varieties.  The  yield  of  potatoes,  6,800  bushels, 
large  and  small,  from  about  twenty-eight  acres,  was  very  satisfactoir, 
and  the  quantity,  nearly  double  that  raised  the  year  before,  is  more 
than  sufficient  for  the  wants  of  the  institutions.  Compared  with  the 
crops  of  the  previous  year,  more  than  four  times  as  much  lye  and 
rye-straw  were  raised,  a  larger  quantity  of  milk  was  made,  twenty-five 
tons  more  of  ensilage  was  stored,  and  the  crop  of  corn  was  larger; 
while,  on  the  other  hand,  the  quantities  of  hay  and  other  dry  fodder 
(cut  from  a  less  number  of  acres),  onions,  beets  and  carrots  harvested 
were  smaller.  The  number  of  pigs  sold  was  smaller  than  in  1884,  bat 
the  number  turned  into  pork,  for  the  use  of  the  institutions,  wis 
greater.  For  the  first  time,  at  least  in  many  years,  an  excellent  crop 
of  squashes  was  raised — about  eight  tons. 

An  orchard  of  one  hundred  and  seventy  young  apple  trees,  of  as- 
sorted varieties,  has  been  planted  on  a  lot  of  the  '^  Pardon  Williams 
Place/'  north-east  of  Howard  station,  and  adjoining  Pontiac  Avenu& 
The  trees,  set  out  and  pruned,  cost  $90. 
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A  second  trial  of  the  comparative  merits  of  several  kinds  of  com- 
mercial fertilizers^  and  both  green  and  rotted  stable  manure,  was 
made  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  State  Institutions, 
with  the  codperation  of  a  committee  of  the  Rhode  Island  Society  for 
the  Encouragement  of  Domestic  Industry,  upon  the  field  used  for  the 
purpose  the  year  before.  The  committee  of  the  society  have  made  no 
report  of  the  results  of  the  trial  up  to  the  time  of  writing. 

The  General  Assembly,  by  resolution  at  the  January  Session,  1885, 
authorized  the  Board  to  expend  $500  in  purchasing  fertilizers  and 
manure  for  experiments.  The  value  of  the  fertilizers  and  manure 
used  in  the  experiments  of  1885  was  1147.50.

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DISPOSAL  OP  SEWAGB. 

The  attention  of  your  Honorable  Body  was  called  a  year  ago  to  the 
urgent  necessity  of  disposing  of  the  sewage  of  the  institntions  in 
some  manner  which  should  remove  the  danger  to  health  to  be  appre- 
hended from  an  ill-regulated  outpouring  of  the  sewage  upon  the 
fields^  especially  as  there  seemed  to  bo  opportunities  for  a  portion  of 
it  to  find  its  way  to  the  Pawtuxet  river  above  the  Providence  pump- 
ing station. 

An  appropriation  of  $10,000  was  made  at  the  May  Session  for  the 
use  of  the  Board,  to  be  expended  for  this  purpose^  and  an  act  wag 
passed  authorizing  them  to  purchase^  or  cause  to  be  condemned^  land, 
not  exceeding  fifty  acres,  for  the  same  end.  The  Board  employed 
Mr.  Samuel  M.  Gray,  Civil  Engineer,  to  carry  out  in  detail  a  plan  of 
disposing  of  the  sewage  of  the  institutions  by  irrigating  the  land, 
which  he  had  proposed,  and  an  outline  of  which  he  submitted  to  the 
General  Assembly  in  the  report  of  the  Board  for  1884.  Mr.  Gray's 
operations  the  past  year  have  been  confined  to  a  lot,  about  three  and 
one-third  acres  in  extent,  which  has  been  prepared  by  nnderd raining, 
grading,  etc.,  to  receive  the  sewage  of  the  Asylum,  and  temporarily 
that  of  the  Workhouse  and  Almshouse.  The  manual  labor  needed 
for  ditching,  grading,  removing  rocks,  screening  gravel,  etc.,  was  fur- 
nished by  inmates  of  the  Workhouse  and  of  the  Asylum,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  State  Institutions,  and  the  giving 
of  grade  lines  and  other  engineering  details,  and  the  oversight  of  the 
mechanical  work  of  laying  the  tile-drains,  constructing  the  carrier, 
etc.,  were  entrusted  to  Mr.  Joseph  A.  Latham,  G.  £.,  under  the  di- 
rection of  Mr.  Gray. 

Mr.  Gray  is  to  furnish  a  detailed  report  of  this  work,  with  plates 
showing  his  methods,  which  will  be  published  with  the  report  of  the 
Boai-d, 

The  most  difiicult,  and  at  the  same  time  the  most  needed,  engines* 
ing  operation  relating  to  the  sewage  of  the  institutions,  that  of  dis- 
posing of  the  sewage  of  the  Prison,  was  not  entered  upon  the  past 
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year.  The  alternative  plan  of  pumping  the  Prison  sewage  npon  land 
already  owned  by  the  State  was  thought  to  have  so  many  objectiona- 
ble features  that  its  adoption  was  not  deemed  advisable,  unless  it 
should  prove  impracticable  to  obtain  by  purchase,  or  otherwise,  suffi- 
cient land  so  placed  that  the  sewage  could  be  carried  to  it  by  gravity. 
Negotiations  were  initiated  in  July,  by  the  Committee  on  Buildings 
and  Bepairs  of  the  Board,  duly  authorized,  to  purchase  land  upon 
reasonable  terms,  or  in  the  event  of  a  failure,  to  take  steps  to  condemn 
the  land  required.  It  was  believed  to  be  wiser  to  secure  land  by  pur- 
chase, if  possible,  rather  than  through  the  operation  of  the  act  au- 
thorizing condemnation.  The  result  has  been  the  purchase  of  two 
lots,  containing  together  12.087  acres,  for  the  sum  of  $3,959.79. 

In  negotiating  this  purchase  of  land  it  was  at  first  proposed  that 
payment  therefor  should  be  made  in  part  by  conveying  to  the  seller  a 
portion  of  the  land  of  the  institutions,  but  when  it  was  learned  that 
the  Board  had  not  authority  to  make  a  conveyance,  payment  was  made 
in  full  from  the  appropriation,  and  a  written  agreement,  duly  guar- 
anteed, made  by  the  seller,  to  purchase  the  said  land  of  the  State, 
provided  the  General  Assembly  would  give  the  needed  authority  to 
convey ;  the  lot  which  it  is  proposed  that  the  State  shall  convey  con- 
taining 2.42  acres,  and  the  sum  to  be  paid  to  the  State  therefor  being 
$792.79.  The  Board  therefore  respectfully  request  your  Honorable 
Body  to  authorize  this  conveyance  on  the  part  of  the  State,  the  money 
thus  received  to  be  added  to  their  appropriation  for  '^  Disposal  of 
Sewage."  If  this  transaction  is  carried  out,  the  Board  will  have  added 
thereby  to  the  land  of  the  Institutions  9.667  acres  (the  difference  be- 
tween the  area  bought  and  the  area  sold),  for  the  sum  of  $3,167, 
which  is  at  the  rate  of  $327.60  per  acre,  a  value,  they  believe,  largely 
above  the  worth  of  the  land  for  agricultural  purposes,  but  not  un- 
reasonable for  the  purpose  to  which  it  is  to  be  put,  nor  in  excess  of 
what  would  have  been  awarded  had  a  commission  been  appointed 
under  the  act  authorizing  condemnation,  judging  from  prices  which 
the  city  of  Providence  was  obliged  to  pay  for  small  parcels  of  land 
when  building  the  Water-works. 
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The  above  land  transaction^  begun  several  months  before,  was 
brought  to  a  close  on  Jannarj  26,  1886. 

The  amount  expended  in  the  work  of  dicfposing  of  the  sewage  of 
the  institutions,  up  to  December  31,  1885,  was  13,424.12.  Adding 
to  this  the  amount  paid  for  land,  on  January  25, 1886,  as  above,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  $7,383.99,  there  remains  available  of  the  appropriation 
of  $10,000  only  the  sum  of  $2,616.11,  or  $3,408.90,  should  the  2.42 
acres  of  land  be  conveyed  under  the  agreement  and  the  proceeds 
thereof  added  to  the  appropriation,  neither  of  which  sums  is  believed 
to  be  sufficient  to  carry  out  the  proposed  plans  of  preparing  an  area, 
the  coming  season,  upon  which  the  sewage  of  the  Prison  may  be  dis- 
posed of  by  irrigation,  after  the  manner  adopted  with  the  sewage  of 
the  Asylum,  and  another  similar  area  for  the  sewage  of  the  Work- 
house and  Almshouse.  The  Board  will  therefore  be  obliged  to  ask  for 
a  further  appropriation  for  this  purpose. 

It  is,  perhaps,  proper  to  add  that  a  gentleman  living  on  Pontiac 
Avenue,  nearly  opposite  the  point  where  the  sewage  of  the  Prison 
leaves  the  drain,  presented  a  claim  against  the  town  of  Cranston  for 
remuneration  for  damages  to  the  health  of  himself  and  family,  alleged 
to  have  been  caused  by  this  sewage.  The  town  not  being  liable,  the 
Board  have  been  asked  to  submit  to  your  Honorable  Body  the  question 
of  remunerating  the  gentleman  for  alleged  harm  done  him  by  the 
Prison  sewage.  It  is  impossible  for  the  Board  to  determine  whetiier 
the  illness  was  due,  as  alleged,  to  this  cause.  The  question  of  the 
effect  of  the  sewage  upon  health,  in  any  particular  case,  is  one  for 
experts  to  decide.  The  Board  have  done  all  in  their  power  the  past 
season  to  render  the  sewage  of  the  Prison  as  little  obnoxious  as  possi- 
ble, having  turned  it  upon  an  orchard  near  the  Prison  by  means  of 
troughs,  and  kept  a  man  constantly  employed  changing  its  coarse  so 
that  it  might  be  absorbed  by  the  soil,  which  was  feasible  in  diy 
weather.  More  than  this  they  could  not  do,  on  account  of  lack  of 
land  properly  situated. 

No  ill  effects  have  been  felt  at  the  Warden's  house,  where  his  family 
and  the  officers  of  the  Prison  reside,  although  the  distances  from  that 
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house  and  the  residence  of  the  gentleman  making  complaint,  to  the 
point  wliere  the  sewage  runs  out  upon  the  land,  or  in  winter  is  col- 
lected in  an  open  pool,  do  not  greatly  yarj. 

At  all  events,  complaints  like  this  make  the  Board  anxious  to  pro- 
vide as  soon  as  possible  for  properly  caring  for  the  sewage  of  all  of  the 
institutions,  so  that  neither  their  neighbors  nor  the  persons  under 
their  charge  may  be  endangered  by  it. 

Although  the  main  object  in  employing  Mr.  Oray  to  undertake  the 
operations  above  referred  to  is  to  render  the  sewage  of  the  institutions 
harmless  to  health,  yet  there  is  another  advantage  in  view,  namely, 
the  utilization  of  the  sewage  for  promoting  the  growth  of  crops  by 
irrigation  of  the  land,  Mr.  Oray  having  this  object  in  mind,  as  well  as 
the  one  first  named ;  and  it  is  hoped  that  good  agricultural  results 
will  follow,  which  will  remunerate  the  State  in  a  measure  for  the  ex- 
penditure made. 

REPAIRING  HIGHWAYS  IN  CRANSTON. 

• 

At  the  January  Session,  1885,  upon  the  suggestion  of  one  of  the 
representatives  of  the  town  of  Oranston,  an  appropriation  of  $1,000 
was  made  ^^for  the  repairing  of  public  highways  leading  and  adjacent 
to  the  State  Institutions  in  the  town  of  Cranston." 

In  response  to  the  spirit  of  this  resolution,  considerable  work  has 
been  done  on  the  Sockanosset  cross-road  (so  called)  leading  from  Pon- 
tiac  Avenue  to  the  New  London  turnpike,  and  passing  by  the  Socka- 
nosset School.  Three  large  culverts,  built  of  heavy  stone,  were  put 
in  to  free  the  road  from  water,  about  four  hundred  feet  in  length  of 
the  roadway  macadamized,  and  the  road  generally  improved  between 
the  School  and  the  Chaplain's  house.  The  work  was  done  entirely  by 
the  labor  of  the  inmates  and  teams  of  the  institutions,  under  the 
personal  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  State  Institutions,  and 
nothing  has  been  drawn  from  the  appropriation  therefor.  A  bill  for 
surveyor's  work,  amounting  to  $25.04,  is  due,  to  be  paid  from  this 
appropriation. 

Work  has  also  been  done  by  the  same  men  and  teams  upon  the 
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highway  between  a  point  opposite  the  Superintendent's  residenoe  and 
Howard  station,  on  Pontiac  Ayenue,  made  necessary  by  carrying  the 
highway  back  to  the  established  line,  when  building  the  wall  before 
spoken  of. 

PBOPOSBD  PURCHASE  OF  LAND  OK  POKTIAC  AYEKCE. 

The  Board  have  agreed  to  purchase  a  strip  of  land,  containing 
about  eight  and  one-half  acres,  lying  between  an  isolated  lot  bought 
by  the  State  with  the  ''Pardon  Williams  Place,"  in  1882,  and  Pontiac 
Avenue,  on  which  it  bounds  for  a  distance  of  about  470  feet,  condi- 
tioned upon  the  approval  of  the  Oeneral  Assembly,  and  the  appropri- 
ating of  a  sum  of  money  sufficient  to  complete  the  purchase.  The 
isolated  lot  referred  to  is  the  one  upon  which  agricultural  experiments 
have  been  made  the  past  two  years.  The  price  agreed  upon  is  eighteen 
hundred  dollars  and  interest  from  November,  1885,  to  the  time  of 
payment.  The  Board  respectfully  ask  that  an  appropriation  for  this 
purpose  may  be  made.  The  lot  contains  a  large  amount  of  excellent 
road  gravel,  conveniently  placed,  which  is  needed  for  the  roads  of  the 
institutions,  and  the  situation  of  the  lot  is  such  that  it  is  believed 
that  it  would  be  advantageous  to  the  State  to  hold  it,  as  it  would  be 
also  well,  the  Board  think,  to  obtain  other  pieces  of  land  upon  the 
avenue  and  elsewhere,  if  they  can  be  purchased  at  reasonable  prices. 
It  would  be  a  detriment  to  the  Institutions  to  have  undesirable  build- 
ings erected  upon  the  public  highways  surrounding  the  State  land. 

CASES  TREATED  AT  THE   RHODE  ISLAND  HOSPITAL. 

Five  inmates  of  the  Institutions  were  sent  to  the  Rhode  Island 
Hospital  for  treatment,  during  the  year,  as  follows :  Two  from  the 
Workhouse  and  House  of  Correction,  for  treatment  of  the  eyes,  loss 
of  eyesight  having  been  threatened  in  each  case ;  one  from  the  Alms- 
house, for  amputation  of  the  leg  above  the  knee,  made  necessary  by 
necrosis  of  the  bone;  one  from  the  same  institution,  for  amputation 
of  the  foot,  the  bones  of  which  were  affected  by  caries ;  and  one  from

the  Sockanosset  School,  for  remoTal  of  a  bony  tumor  from  the  jaw. 
All  of  these  operations  were  saccessfuUy  performed,  and  the  patients 
greatly  benefited. 

Under  authority,  given  at  the  January  Session,  1885,  the  Board 
have  paid  to  the  Shode  Island  Hospital  the  sum  of  129,  for  the  care 
and  treatment  of  one  inmate  sent  to  the  Hospital  at  a  time  when  the 
State  free-bed  was  occupied. 

COUNTY  JAILS. 

The  following  reports  have  been  received  from  members  of  the 
Board  appointed  ''to  inspect  the  jail  in  each  county,  except  the 
county  of  Providence,  at  least  twice  in  each  year,  and  to  inquire  into 
the  state  thereof,  as  respects  security,  treatment  and  condition  of 
prisoners  therein,"  as  required  by  statute. 

NEWPORT  COUNTY   JAIL. 

To  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  CorrecUons: 

The  Newport  County  Jail  is  in  excellent  condition.  Sheriff  and  Mrs.  Easton 
are  mindful  that  all  prisoners  have  the  necessaries  of  life,  the  sick  and  frail  many 
comforts.  I  shall  petition  the  city  council  of  Newport  to  locate  a  fire  hydrant 
near  the  Jail,  there  being  many  hazardous  buildings  near  it.  Mrs.  Sophia  L. 
Little  continues  her  visits  to  the  Jail,  ministering  to  the  religious  wants  of  the 
prisoners.    She  has  co-laborers  in  the  christian  work.

The  undersigned,  your  committee  to  inspect  the  Bristol  County  Jail,  as  re- 
quired by  law,  reports  that  he  has  performed  that  duty.  The  Jail  is  in  good 
condition,  and  it  is  well  cared  for  by  the  jailer,  Mr.  Joseph  Giff ord.  At  the  Jan- 
uary Session  of  the  General  Assembly,  1885,  a  resolution  was  passed  makiog  aa 
appropriation  of  three  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  for  repairs  on  the  Jail,  to 
be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  senator  and  representatives  in  the  <}aienl 
Assembly  from  the  town  of  Bristol .  They  have  performed  that  duty.  The  stone 
steps  that  projected  on  the  sidewalk  have  been  removed  and  the  front  entrsnoe 
of  the  building  has  been  much  improved.

The  sanitary  condition  of  this  Jail  remains  the  same  as  previously  reported, 
and  it  is  neither  better  nor  worse,  nor  in  a  very  bad  state  ;  but  I  would  recon- 
mend  that  measures  of  some  kind  be  adopted  to  improve  the  water-closet.  Tlut 
is  so  constructed  as  to  be  dependent  upon  the  action  of  tide  water  for  tberemonl 
of  deposits,  and  in  freezing  weather  this  action,  of  course,  is  stopped.  At  otkr 
times  there  is  no  trouble  in  effecting  a  complete  cleansing  of  the  premises.  With 
this  exception,  the  Jail  is  in  a  satisfactory  condition.

To  the  Board  qf  State  Charities  and  Corrections  : 

Gentlemen: — ^Tho  following  report  of  diseases  under  treatment,  and  of 
deaths  and  their  causes,  at  the  several  institutions  during  the  year  ]S85,  is  re 
spectfuJy  submitted. 

There  has  been  an  increase  of  malarial  disease  during  the  year  at  all  of  the 
institutions,  except  the  Asylum  for  the  Insane  and  the  Schools,  tJiirty-tbree 
cases  of  well  marked  intermittent  fever  haviup;  been  treated. 

At  the  Almshouse  there  were  more  cases  of  phthisis,  or  pulmonary  coo- 
sumption,  than  in  any  two  years  since  the  establishment  of  the  institnlioo; 
consequently  tlie  number  of  deaths  here  was  somewhat  larger  than  in  18S4. 

There  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  the  health  of  the  boys  at  the 
Sockanosset  School,  the  epidemic  of  typhoid  fever  which  has  heretofore  visi- 
ted the  School  annually  not  having  made  its  appearance  the  past  year. 

The  Oaklawn  School  for  girls  has  maintained  its  excellent  sanitary  condi- 
tions, only  three  of  the  girls  having  been  under  treatment, — two  for  pbtbiM&. 
and  one  for  eczema.

REMOVAL  OF  PAUPERS. 

There  were  removed  from  the  State  duiing  the  year,  386  paupers,  many  of 
them  applicants  for  admission  to  the  State  Almshouse.  Of  the  number  re* 
moved,  sixteen  had  been  inmates  of  the  Almshouse,  ten  of  the  Workhoasc, 
and  three  of  the  Providence  County  Jail.  Including  in  the  above  number— 
386— were  twenty-five  insane  persons,  six  of  whom  had  been  at  the  State 
Asylum  for  the  Insane,  two  at  the  Butler  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  two  at  Uie 
State  Workhouse,  and  one  at  the  Providence  County  Jail.  Fourteen  had  not 
been  inmates  of  any  Institution. 

BUTLER  HOSPITAL  FOR  THE  INSANE. 

The  sudden  death,  on  the  14th  of  December  last,  of  Dr.  John  W.  Sawyer, 
for  so  many  years  connected  with  this  Institution  as  its  Superintendent,  w«s 
a  profound  loss,  not  only  to  the  Hospital,  but  to  the  State  and  country.  He 
brought  to  the  office  he  held,  the  result  of  long  study  of  mental  diseases,  a 
sympathetic  feeling  and  a  general  business  ability,  which  well  and  pecu- 
liarly fitted  him  for  the  position.  Officially  I  was  obliged  to  visit  frequently 
the  Institution,  and  in  all  my  intercourse  I  found  him  the  i)erfect  gentlemsD, 
and  the  wise  professional.  He  bad  that  ardent  temperament  and  unflaggin|[ 
desire  to  do  good,  which  was  exemplified  in  his  whole  career  as  Superinten- 
dent. He  was  ever  seeking  new  modes  of  procedure  and  of  management,  to 
minister  to  minds  diseased  entrusted  to  his  care.  He  was  removed  in  the 
fiush  of  his  powers,  and  at  a  time  when  the  cause  to  which  he  dedicated  his 
energies,  could  ill  spare  him.  His  works  will  ever  speak  his  eulogy,  and  tbe 
result  of  his  labors  as  Superintendent  will  be  a  monument  more  enduriiu^ 
than  marble  or  brass.

TIONS,  ITS  OFFICERS  AND  THE  STATE 
INSTITUTIONS  IN  CRANSTON. 


CHAPTER   479. 

AN  ACT  PBOVIDlNit  FOB  THE  CARE   AND  MAHTTEKANCE  OF  CTJHABLE  INSASI 

PAUPERS. 

(Passed  April  15,  1885. ) 

It  is  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Aaseinbly  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Wheneyerit  nhall  appear  by  tbe  written  certificate  of  two 
practicing  physicians  of  (2:ood  standing  that  any  pauper  within  the  State  is  in- 
sane, and  may  be  benefitted  by  curative  treatment,  the  agent  of  State  Charities 
end  Corrections,  with  the  written  consent  of  tlie  Governor,  niay  place sncb  in- 
sane pauper  at  the  Butler  Hospital  for  the  Insane;  or,  in  case  such  pauper 
cannot  be  received  in  said  hospital,  then  at  some  public  curative  hospital  for 
the  insane,  within  or  without  the  state . 

Sue.  2 .  The  State  Auditor  shall  draw  his  order  on  the  General  Treasurer  for 
such  sum  as  the  Governor  may  certify  to  be  due  said  Butler  Hospital  or  other 
curative  hospital  for  the  insane,  for  the  maintenance  of  in«ane  paupers  placed 
therein  in  accordance  with  the  preceding  section  of  this  act,  at  a  rate  for  ead: 
of  said  paupers  not  exceeding  seventy  dollars  per  quarter. 

Sec.  3.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  re- 
pealed, and  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage. 
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CHAPTER  490. 

AN  ACT  lUf  ADDITION  TO  CHAPTER  239  OF  THE  PUBLIC  STATUTES,  ^'OF  OFFENCES 

AOAINST  PUBLIC  JUSTICE." 

(Passed  April  23,  1885.) 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Every  pei-son  who  shall  escape  from  the  custody  of  the  jailor 
while  under$(oin^  sentence  in  any  county  jail,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof, 
be  impiisoned  not  less  than  thirty  nor  more  than  ninety  days,  or  be  lined  not 
less  than  five  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars,  in.  addition  to  his  former  sentence, 
but  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  include  the  offence  of  breaking 
jail. 

Sec.  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage. 


CHAPTER  506. 

AN  ACT  IN  AMENDMENT  OF  AND  IN  ADDITION  TO  CHAPTER  420  OF    THE    PUBLIC 
LAWA,  ENTITLED     ''AN  ACT  RELATING  TO  MEDICAL  EXAMINERS 

AND    CORONERS. 

(Passed  April  24,  1885.) 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  Section  7  of  chapter  420  of  the  Public  Laws  is  hereby  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  7.  Medical  examiners  shall  make  examinations  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, upon  bodies  of  such  persons  only  as  are  supposed  to  have  come  to  their 
death  by  violence:  Provided,  that  in  case  any  prisoner  in  the  state  prison  or 
in  any  county  jail  dies  while  so  imprisoned  it  shsill  be  the  duty  of  the  medical 
examiner  of  the  district  in  which  such  pnson  or  county  jail  is  situated  upon 
beiuj!^  notified  of  the  death  of  such  prisoner,  to  make  at  once  an  examination 
upon  the  body  of  such  deceased  prisoner." 

Skc.  2    This  act  shall  take  effect  on  and  after  it  passage.

purpose  of  building  and  furnishing  an  additional  building  for  the  permanent 
accommodation  of  the  State  Reform  School,  and  the  State  Auditor  is  hereby 
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authorized  to  draw  his  ordera  on  the  Greneral  Treasurer  for  such  poriions  there- 
of as  raay  be  required  from  tiihe  to  time  upon  receipt  by  him  of  property 
authenticated  vouchers. 


Resolution  making  an  appropriation  for  the  repairing  of  public  highways 
leading  and  adjacent  to  the  State  Institutions  in  the  town  of  Cranston. 

(Passed  March  26, 1S85.> 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
appropriated  for  the  repairing  of  public  highways  leading  and  adjacent  to  tbe 
State  Institutions  in  the  town  of  Cranston,  the  same  to  be  expended  under  and 
by  direction  of  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections,  and  the  State 
Auditor  is  directed  to  draw  his  order  on  the  General  Treasurer,  payable  to  the 
Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections  out  of  any  money  now  in  the 
treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 


Resoiattion  making  additional  appropriation  for  the  completion  and  furnish- 
ing of  neAv  buildings  for  the  incurable  insane  in  the  town  of  Cranston. 

(Passed  April  8,  1885.) 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
appropriated,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  bo  necessary  for  that  purpose,  for 
completing  and  furnishing  the  new  buildings  for  the  insane  in  the  town  of 
Cranston,  out  of  any  money  not  otherwise  appropriated^  and  the  State  Auditor 
is  hereby  directed  to  draw  his  orders  from  time  to  time  on  the  General 
Treasurer  for  the  payment  of  such  portions  thereof  sis  the  Board  of  State 
Charities  and  Corrections  may  order,  upon  the  receipt  of  proper  vouchers. 


Resolution  authorizing  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  CorreotionA  to  ex 
periment  with  Fertilizers  at  the  Stato  Farm. 

(Passed  April  22,  1885.) 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections  are  hereby 
authoiized  to  expend  so  much  of  the  monfy  appropriated  for  their  use  as  they 
shall  think  best,  for  the  purpose  of  experimenting  with  different  fertilizers  at 
the  State  Farm,  the  sum  not  to  exceed  five  hundred  dollars. 


Kekolution  authorizing  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections  to  send  in- 
mates of  Stato  Institutions  to  Rhode  Island  Hospital  for  treatment  and  care. 

(Passed  April  24,  1885,) 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections  are  hereby 
authorized  to  send  to  the  Rhode  Island  Hospital  in  Providence,  for  treatment 
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and  care,  when  it  is  necessary  eo  to  do,  such  inmates  of  the  State  Institutions 
under  their  care  as  the  said  board  are  or  may  be  authorized  by  law  to  release 
and  that  the  said  board  are  authorized  to  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  appropria. 
tions  that  may  be  made  from  time  to  time  for  their  general  expenses  such  sums 
as  may  be  agreed  between  them  und  said  Hospital,  as  compensation  for  the 
treatment  and  care  of  such  inmates  sent  by  said  board  to  said  Hospital  as 
cannot  occupy  the  free  bed  purchased  by  the  State. 


CHAPTER  534. 

AN  Acr  TO  AurnoRizE  the:  board  op  state  charities   and   corubctions 

TO   PURCHASE   OR  OIHERWISE    TAKE   CERTAIN    LANDS   FOR  AND  IN 

BEHALF  OF  THE  STATE   FOR  DISPOSAL  OF  THE  SEWAGE 

OF  THE  STATE  INSTITUTIONS  AT  CRANSTON. 

(Passed  May  29,  1885. ) 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  purchase  or  otlierwise  take,  condemn,  hold,  use  and  permanently 
appropriate  in  behalf  of  tlie  State,  any  lands  in  the  town  of  Cranston  lying  ad- 
jacent to  the  lands  of  the  Statr  in  said  town  not  exceeding  in  all  fifty  acres, 
for  tne  purpose  of  disposing  of  the  sewage  of  the  State  Institutiuns  at  said 
Cranston,  including  the  right  of  way  for  sewage  pipes  and  conduits  along 
and  across  public  highways. 

Sf.c.  2.  Whenever  any  projeity  or  estate  or  lights  of  property  shall  be 
taken  under  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section,  the  owner  thereof,  in- 
cluding all  persons  having  property  rights  therein,  shall  be  paid  therefor 
according  to  their  respective  interests  by  the  State. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections  taking  any  property, 
estate  or  right  of  property  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  first  cause  a 
plat  and  a  description  thereof  to  be  made,  which,  with  a  certificate  of  the 
takiT>g  of  the  same,  shall  contain  a  list  of  the  owners  thereof  and  of  the  per- 
sons interested  therein,  so  far  as  the  surme  may  be  known  to  said  board,  and 
which  shall  be  filed  in  the  ofiice  of  the  clerk  of  the  supreme  court  in  the 
county  of  Providence ;  and  upon  the  filing  of  any  such  certificate,  the  clerk 
Bball  forthwith  issue  a  notice  to  the  several  persons  named  therein,  which  shall 
contain  the  substance  of  the  said  certificate,  and  also  a  notice  of  a  time  and 
place  when  the  said  persons  may  appear  in  the  supreme  court,  either  at  a 
special  or  a  general  tetm  thereof,  and  be  heard  in  reference  to  the  necessity 
for  the  taking  and  the  appointment  of  commissioners  to  appraise  the 
damages  accruing  to  them  by  means  of  the  taking  of  their  property,  estate  or 
rights  of  property;  and  the  said  clerk  shall  for  at  least  four  successive  weeks 
thereafter  cause  to  be  advertised  in  each  issue  of  some  newspaper  published 
in  said  county,  a  copy  of  the  said  notice  requiring  all  persons  interested  in  the 
premises  to  appear  at  said  time  and  place,  if  they  see  fit.  to  be  heard  in  the 
premises.    The  personal  notice  upon  known  parties  shall  be  served  as  soon  as 
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may  be,  and  at  least  twenty  days  before  the  tiroe  of  said  hearing,  by  Eome 
officer  aathorized  to  serve  process  or  by  some  disinterested  person. 

Sec.  4.  At  the  time  mentioned  in  the  notice  given  under  the  aathori^  of 
the  preceding  section,  or  at  such  adjournment  from  the  said  time  as  tbe 
supreme  court  shall  order,  the  court,  after  hearing  tbe  parties  in  interest 
therein,  who  may  desire  to  be  heard,  shall  first  adjudge  whether  the  takiDjr 
of  the  property,  estate  or  rights  in  question  is  a  public  necessity,  and,  if  that 
be  adjudged  affirmatively,  the  property  and  rights  of  property  shall  from 
that  time  be  deemed  to  have  been  taken,  and  the  court  shall  then  appoint 
three  suitable  persons  to  be  commissioners  to  appi*aise  the  damages  sustained 
by  any  person  whose  property,  estate  or  rights  of  property  shall  have  been 
taken  for  the  purpose  hereinbefore  authorized;  said  commissioners,  after 
being  duly  sworu  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  trust  and  giving  due  notice 
to  the  parties  in  interest,  shall  proceed  to  hear  the  parties  with  their  alleea- 
tions  and  proofs,  and  to  examine  the  premises,  and  shaJ  make  up  and  return 
their  award  in  the  premises  to  the  clerk  of  the  supreme  court  from  which 
they  received  their  appointment,  with  their  fees  marked  theieon,  which  fees, 
being  first  allowed  by  the  court,  shall  be  forthwith  paid  by  the  General 
Treasurer  upon  the  order  of  the  State  Auditor  certified  by  said  board. 

Sec.  5.  Upon  the  payment  of  the  fees  provided  in  the  preceding  sectioo. 
the  clerk  of  the  said  supreme  court  shall  open  the  report  of  the  said  commis- 
sioners, and  the  same  may  be  examined  by  any  person  interested  therein,  and 
any  person  or  party  aggrieved  by  any  award  of  damage  by  the  said  commis- 
sioners may  claim  a  jury  trial  on  any  iti^m  of  damage  thereby  awarded,  and 
may  file  his  claim  for  such  trial  at  any  time  within  three  months  from  tbe 
opening  of  such  report;  and  such  claim  shall  stand  for  trial  by  jury  upon  a 
proper  issue  based  upon  such  claim,  as  other  ciises  upon  the  docket  of  soph 
court,  and  shall  be  tried  therein  in  every  respect  as  other  cases  are  there  tried, 
including  the  right  to  except  to  rulings  and  to  apply  for  new  trials  for  cause; 
and  execution  may  be  awarded  thereon  as  in  other  cases;  but  if  the  party 
claiming  the  jury  trial  shall  not  therein  obtain  an  award  for  damages  nore 
favorable  to  him  than  that  given  by  the  commissioners,  he  St.all  pay  costs  to 
the  State. 

Sec.  6.  Any  proceeding  in  taking  any  property  or  estate  or  right*  of  pro- 
perty, or  in  claiming  d.imi'2:e4  therefor,  or  other  proceedings  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  roiy  at  any  sta'^e  of  the  proceedings  with  the  leave  of  tbe 
court,  be  amended  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  to  the  court  may  ap- 
pear to  be  just  and  proper. 

Se(?.  7.  Whenever  the  report  of  the  commissionei's  shall  be  received  by  the 
court  and  no  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  he  claimed  therein,  the  court  shall 
enter  judgment  in  favor  of  the  several  claim  in ts  for  the  damages  awarded  U* 
them  respectively. 

Skc.  8.  In  case  the  award  of  the  commissioners  aforesaid  shall  not  be  ap- 
pealed from,  the  amount  of  such  award  shall  be  upon  certificate  of  the  clerk  uf 
the  supremo  court  of  said  county  presented  to  the  General  Treasurer  of  tlie 
State,  forthwith  paid  by  said  treasurer  out  of  funds  in  the  treasury  not  other- 
wise appropriated  to  the  owner  of  such  land,  and  in  case  of  a  verdict  rendered

REPORT  OF  MR.  SAMUEL  M.  GRAY  UPON  THE   DISPOSAL   OF    THE 
SEWAGE  OF  THE  STATE  INSTITUTIONS  IN  CRANSTON. 


To  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections  : 

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  your  request  to  furnish  a  statement  of  tL« 
work  done  for  the  disposal  of  the  sewage  of  the  State  Institutions  in  Cranston, 
I  haye  the  honor  to  submit  the  following: 

During  the  past  season  the  sewage  from  the  Almshouse,  Workhouse  and 
House  of  Correction,  and  Asylum  for  the  Insane,  has  been  collected  and  ear- 
ned to  a  field  situated  some  five  hundred  feet  in  an  easterly  direction  from 
the  Institutions  above  named,  and  there  disposed  of  by  irrigation. 

The  field  selected  for  the  first  trial  contains  about  three  and  one  third  acres. 
This  ground  was  of  irregular  and  uneven  surface.  The  soil  to  the  dopth  of 
ten  inches  is  fine  loam,  beneath  which  is  a  sandy  subsoil  running  into  sand. 
which  in  turn  is  underlaid  with  gravel  increasing  in  coai*seness  with  the 
depth,  until,  six  feet  below  the  surface,  coarse  gravel  mixed  with  sand  is 
reached,  well  adapted  to  receive  sewage,  the  several  strat^i  together  forming 
almost  a  natural  filter  bed.    This  field  is  reprenented  on  Plate  1. 

After  bringing  the  surface  to  the  proper  shape,  the  field  was  underdr^ined 
with  three-inch  tiles,  laid  from  five  to  six  feet  in  deptli  and  in  lines  about 
forty  feet  apart.  (These  drains  are  shown  on  Plate  1,  by  dotted  lines,  the 
tiles  being  laid  nearly  at  right  angles  vo  the  contour  lines. }  The  line  3  of 
three-inch  tiles  empty  into  a  four-inch  tile  drain  which  extends  from  g  to 
/,  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  field,  having  a  grade  of  six  inches  to  the  hun- 
dred feet,  the  outlet  being  at  /.  At  the  junction  of  each  line  of  three4nch 
tiles  with  the  four-inch  line,  is  a  brick  well,  eight  inches  square  in  the  clear, 
earned  above  the  tiles  about  four  inches  and  tightly  covered  with  brick.  One 
object  in  view  in  building-  these  wells  is  to  afford  means  of  examining  the 
drains,  should  this  become  necessary,  without  breaking  into  the  tiles.  On 
Plate  3  is  represented  a  section  of  drain  and  trench. 
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The  method  of  layinj^  the  tiles  was  as  follows : — A  narrow  trench  was  exca- 
vated to  a  ti*ue  gradct  and  in  the  trench  were  laid  strips  of  spruce  boards,  one 
inch  thick  and  about  four  inches  wide,  upon  which  were  placed  the  tiles  end  to 
end  and  close  together,  each  joint  wound  with  strips  of  tarred  paper  about  four 
inches  in  width,  lapping;  two  inches  on  each  tile  and  extending  twice  around 
it.  The  tiles,  as  fast  as  laid,  were  covered  with  screened  pea-gravel,  free 
from  sand,  t<*  a  depth  of  about  three  inches,  and  this  flue  gravel  was  in  turn 
covered  with  about  thceo  inches  of  coarse  gravel,  an  abundance  of  this  mate- 
rial, coarse  and  fine,  having  been  obtained  from  excavations  on  the  field.  The 
trencbps  were  then  back-filled,  care  having  been  taken  to  pack  the  earth  solidly. 
The  tile-drains  having  been  completed,  the  surface  of  the  field  was  again 
evened  and  the  soil  replaced  where  it  had  been  previously  removed  in  grading. 

An  embankment  (see  b,  c,  cZ,  and  e,  Plate  1.)  was  built  around  the 
southerly  and  easterly  sides  of  the  field,  which,  with  the  elevated  ground 
at  c,  and  6,  forms  a  basin  to  retain  the  sewage  if  necessary  in  winter 
when  the  ground  is  frozen,  and  also  to  prevent  its  possible  escape  at  any  time 
to  the  Pawtuxet  river  near  by,  from  which  the  water  supply  of  the  city  of 
Providence  is  derived. 

The  sewage  is  conveyed  to  the  field  in  a  six-inch  Akron  pipe  and  discharged 
into  a  wirerbasket  (shown  at  F,  on  Plate  2. )  The  use  of  the  basket  is  to 
catch  rags  or  other  materials  coming  from  the  Institutions  through  the  six- 
inch  pipe,  which  if  not  removed  might  interfere  with  the  proper  distribution 
of  the  sewage  upon  the  field .  After  passing  through  the  bp-sket  the  sewage 
runs  into  a  brick  well,  and  from  thence  fiows  in  a  carrier,  or  trough,  along  the 
upper  or  westerly  side  of  the  field,  from  which  carrier  it  is  discharged  at  nine 
different  points  by  a  system  of  gates  as  described  further  on ;  or  the  sewage 
may  be  discharged  directly  upon  the  field  from  the  well,  as  shown  at  B, 
Plate  2. 

The  carrier  was  constructed  in  the  following  manner :— (see  section  on  Plate  2. ) 
To  provide  a  foundation  which  should  be?  affected  as  little  as  possible  by  frost, 
a  trench  was  dug  three  feet  wide  at  the  top  and  two  and  one  half  feet  wide  at 
the  bottom,  having  a  depth  of  three  feet.  This  was  filled  to  a  point  two  feet 
and  eight  inches  from  the  bottom  with  loose  stone  closely  packed,  the  upper 
layer  composed  of  pieces  about  one  inch  in  diameter.  On  this  stone  founda- 
tion concrete  was  laid  about  four  inches  in  depth,  composed  of  one  part 
cement  and  four  parts  gravel  and  sand,  and  upon  the  top  of  this  the  carrier 
rests.  To  form  properly  this  concrete  bed,  boards  twelve  feet  long  and  nine 
inches  wide  were  placed  nearly  upright  and  in  the  direction  of  the  carrier, 
the  bottom  edges  eighteen  and  the  upper  edges  sixteen  inches  apart,  giving 
a  batter  of  one  inch  to  each  side  of  the  bed.  To  hold  in  position  the  boards 
thus  placed,  short  strips  of  wood  notched  near  the  extremities  were  placed 
across  the  boards,  near  the  ends  and  in  middle,  both  above  and  below,  the 
edges  of  the  boards  fitting  closely  into  the  notches  of  the  strips.  A  plan  and  end- 
view  of  one  set  of  boards  and  cross-pieces  in  position  are  shown  at  O,  and 
H,  Plate  3. 

The  carrier  itself  is  made  of  twelve-inch  vitrified  pipe  divided  longitudi- 
nally in  the  centre,  making  what  is  known  as  ''split  pipe.''    This  is  done  by 
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cntting  (iprooyes  in  the  clay  while  soft  before  baking,  so  that  when  taken  from 
the  kiln  the  pipes  are  easily  divided  in^o  two  longit:udinal  sections  of  eqnsl 
size. 

Tliese  half-pipes  were  placed  to  line  and  grade  upon  the  concrete  bed  so  as 
to  form  a  continuous  trough,  and  backed  up  with  brick  and  cement.  (See 
section  of  carrier  on  Plate  3. )  Along  the  line  of  carrier  at  distances  of  about 
one  hundred  feet  were  placed  iron  castings/  each  casting  taking  the  place  of 
a  section  of  the  vitrified  half -pipe,  having  the  same,  trough-like  form,  snd 
arranged  with  a  system  of  gates  as  before  mentioned.  These  are  shown  in 
plan  and  elevation  on  Plate  3,  from  which  a  better  conc**ption  can  be  formed 
than  from  description.  By  means  of  these  gates  the  whole  or  part  of  the 
sewage  may  be  discharged  upon  the  field  at  any  of  the  points  where  these 
castings  and  gates  are  placed. 

Only  one  hired  mechanic,  a  mason,  was  employed,  the  manual  labor  having 
been  done  by  inmates  of  tlio  institutions.  For  this  reason  no  estimate  can  be 
given  of  what  the  cost  of  the  work  would  have  been  had  it  been  necessary  to 
do  it  with  hlAed  laborera. 

The  area  now  prepared  is  not  sufficient  to  purify  so  large  a  quantity  of  sewage 
as  is  at  present  coming  from  the  three  institutions  above  named.  1  thei'efon 
recommend  that  additional  ground  be  prepared  the  coming  seasoui  to  receive 
the  sewage  from  the  Workhouse  and  House  of  Correction  and  the  Almshouse. 

Much  credit  is  due  the  superintendent,  Mr.  Charles  H.  Hunt,  for  his  untir- 
ing efforts  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work,  and  to  Mr.  Joseph  A.  Latham,  C.  £., 
for  the  interest  and  care  displayed  by  him  in  carrying  out  the  engineering 
details.

The  Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners  respectfully  submit  their 
Tenth  Annual  Beport: 

APPOIN^TMBNT  TO  THE  BOARD. 

At  the  May  Session  of  this  General  Assembly^  His  Excellency,  the 
Oovemor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate^  re-appointed  J. 
Herbert  Shedd,  of  Providence,  whose  term  of  service  as  Harbor  Com- 
missioner  expired  in  June,  for  a  further  term  of  three  years. 

HARBOR   LINES. 

fl 

The  position  of  the  harbor  line  near  India  street,  in  the  city  of 
Providence,  easterly  of  Fox  Point,  was  defined  by  an  act  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  passed  April  10,  1885. 

A  harbor  li&e  in  North  Kingstown,  from  Qnonset  Point  to  Bissell's 
Cove,  including  Wickford  Harbor,  was  established  by  tXL  act  passed 
April  14,  1885.  Under  this  act  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Harbor  Com- 
missioners is  extended  within  the  harbor  lines  about  four  miles. 

There  is,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board,  urgent  need  of  the  estab- 
lishment of  harbor  lines  in  the  Pawcatuck  river,  at  Westerly,  but 
further  action  by  the  General  Assembly  is  necessary  before  this  can 
be  done. 
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ENCROACHMENTS  AND  DUMPING. 


Offenders  under  this  head  have  been  prosecnfced,  and  every  effort  is 
made  to  prevent  the  injurioas  practices,  thoagh  the  difficalty  in  se- 
curing evidence  sufficient  for  convicdon  undoubtedly  allows  the  escape 
of  some  of  the  violators  of  the  law.  Constant  care  in  supervision  is 
maintained  in  order  to  keep  the  encroachments  at  a  minimum. 

BOUNDARY   LINES. 

On  the  sixth  of  March,  1885,  a  communication  was  addressed  to 
the  6enei*al  Assembly  by  this  Board,  calling  attention  to  a  serious 
impediment  to  the  improvement  of  commercial  facilities  along  the 
shores  of  Providence  harbor,  by  reason  of  the  uncertainty  as  to  the 
location  of  the  boundary  lines  dividing  the  rights  of  one  riparian 
owner  from  those  of  the  owners  adjoining  him.  On  the  twenty-fourth 
of  April  an  Act  for  the  Settlement  and  Determination  of  the  Boun- 
dary Lines  of  Land  covered  by  Public  Tide  Water,  was  passed  by  the 
General  Assembly,  and  this  important  measure  enables  proceedings  to 
be  economically  taken  for  the  determination  of  such  lines. 

PAWTUOKBT  RITBR. 

The  navigation  of  this  river  has  been  much  improved  by  the  re- 
moval of  the  old  Washington  bridge  and  neighboring  obstructions. 
Dredging  by  the  IT.  S.  Government  was  commenced  in  August  and 
continued  to  December,  during  which  time  180,355  cubic  yards  of 
material  were  removed,  giving  a  channel  one  hundred  feet  wide  asd 
twelve  feet  deep,  from  the  deep  water  at  Bed  Bridge  to  the  bend  op- 
posite Swan  Point  and  Bucklin's  Island.  The  large  interests  center- 
ing at  Pawtucket  seem  to  require  a  better  passage  for  vessels  at  the 
Bailroad  bridge  at  India  Point  than  is  now  available.  Only  one  draw 
opening  can  now  be  used  there,  and  that  is  not  in  the  middle  of  the 
channel.

WORK   UKDER  U.    S.    ENGINEER. 

By  the  courtesy  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  George  H.  Elliot,  Corps  of 
Engineers^  we  have  been  furnished  with  a  report  of  the  work  done  in 
Bhode  Island  waters  since  June  30,  1885,  which  will  be  found  in  the 
Appendix.

Sir:    In  reply  to  your  note  of  the  18th  inst.,  I  send  you  a  copy  of  my  last 

annual  report,  giving  an  account  of  operations  to  June  80th,  1885.    Since  that 

date  work  has  been  done  at  the  following  places  in  Rhode  Island,  as  stated  below : 

(1.)  Pawtucket  River. 
(2.)  Newport  Harbor. 
(3.)    Block  Island. 

(1.)    Pawtucket  Biter, 

Dredging,  under  the  contract  referred  to  in  the  report,  was  commenced  Aug. 
7th,  1885,  and  was  continued  uninterruptedly  until  December  7th,  when  the  ac- 
cumnlation  of  ice  in  the  river  compelled  the  suspension  of  further  work  until 
spring.  During  that  time  180,855  cubic  yards  of  material  have  been  removed, 
giving  a  channel  100  feet  wide  and  12  feet  deep  at  mean  low  water,  from  the  deep 
water  Just  above  Red  Bridge  to  the  bend  in  the  channel  between  Swan  Point 
Wharf  and  Bucklin's  Island.  The  dredged  material  was  towed  down  the  river 
to  the  dumping  ground  in  the  deep  water  of  Narragansett  Bay  below  Prudence 
Island. 

(2.)    Newport  Harhar. 

At  the  date  of  my  last  annual  report,  dredging  was  in  progress  in  the  anchorage 
area  in  the  harbor,  under  the  contract  therein  mentioned.  During  the  first  week 
in  July,  the  dredge  was  placed  upon  the  shoal  at  the  south  end  of  Goat  Island, 
between  that  island  and  Lime  Rock  Lights  and  dredging  was  done  there  until 
Sept.  7th,  the  date  of  completion  of  the  contract.  During  that  time  20,186  cubic 
yards  of  gravel  and  clay  were  removed,  widening  the  main  channel  at  that  place 
feet,  and  giving  a  least  depth  of  15  feet  at  mean  low  water. 
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During  October  and  NoTomber  the  jetty  which  was  built  some  years  ago,  oa 
the  south-west  end  of  Goat  Island,  was  reconstructed.  This  jetty  was  for  the 
purpose  of  arresting  the  movement  of  sand  and  gravel  which  was  carried  along 
the  western  shore  of  the  island  and  deposited  in  the  channel  south  of  the  island. 
It  had  become  damaged  by  the  action  of  the  waves  and  ice.  The  jetty  is  now 
rebuilt  in  a  compact  manner,  and  has  been  extended  about  15  feet,  or  to  a  dis- 
tance of  185  feet  from  the  shore. 

(8.)    Block  Idand. 

At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  June  80, 1885,  work  was  being  carried  on  under 
a  contract  with  James  Scully,  of  Groton,  Conn.  The  contract  required  the  de- 
livery of  about  8,000  tons  of  stone,  and  the  placing  the  same  in  the  gap  whicfa 
had  been  left  in  the  breakwater  for  the  accommodation  of  fishermen,  but  was 
found  to  let  too  much  sea  into  the  sheltered  area.  Mr.  Scully's  contract  was 
completed  Aug.  29,  1885.  The  gap  is  now  closed  through  its  entire  length,  but 
is  not  filled  to  the  full  height  and  width  of  the  remainder  of  the  breakwater. 
The  average  height  of  the  filling  in  the  gap  is  about  two  feet  above  mean  high 
water. 

CurrerUi  in  Pnyoidenee  Biver, 

In  June,  1885,  some  float  observations  were  made  in  Providence  River  between 
Field*s  Point  and  Starvegoat  Island,  during  the  flood  and  ebb  tides  of  two  daj^ 
to  determine  if  there  was  any  eddy  of  sufficient  strengl^  to  force  the  curreat 
flowing  out  by  Field's  Point  to  the  eastward.  It  was  impracticable  with  the 
means  at  my  disposal  to  make  any  very  extended  series  of  observations.  The 
results  obtained,  however,  showed  that  there  was  an  eddy,  but  not  of  sofflcient 
strength  to  seriously  influence  the  outflowing  current.  When  work  re-conunences 
in  the  river,  additional  experiments  will  be  made. 

I  have  called  at  your  office  in  Providence  several  times,  to  tell  yon,  verbally, 
about  these  current  observations,  but  I  have  had  the  misfortune  to  find  you  ab- 
sent

IMPROVEMENT  OP  PAWTUCKET  RIVER.  RHODE  ISLAND. 

The  Pawtucket  (or  Seekonk)  River,  an  arm  of  Providence  River,  extends  from 
Providence  to  Pawtucket,  a  distance  of  about  4^  miles,  and  forms  a  tidal  basin 
of  about  li  square  miles.  The  continuation  of  the  river  above  Pawtucket  is 
called  the  Blackstone  River,  and  is  not  navigable.  Extensive  manufactories  are 
carried  on  at  Pawtucket,  which  has  a  population  of  about  80,000. 

ORIGINAL  CONDITION. 

Before  improvement,  the  channel  in  the  river  had  a  ruling  depth  of  about  5 
feet  at  mean  low  water.    The  mean  rise  and  fall  of  the  tide  is  about  5  feet. 

FLANS  OF  IMFROYBMBNT, 

The  original  project  for  the  improvement  of  this  river  provided  for  a  channel 
75  feet  wide  and  7  feet  deep  at  mean  low  water. 

This  project  was  completed  in  the  years  1868-70. 

The  approved  project  of  1883  provides  for  the  excavation  by  dredging  of  a 
channel  100  feet  wide  and  12  feet  deep  at  mean  low  water,  from  the  deep  water 
above  Red  Bridge  to  the  ledge  opposite  Grant  &  Co.'s  wharf,  at  Pawtucket; 
thence,  the  excavation  by  blasting  of  a  channel  through  the  ledge  at  Pawtucket 
Bridge  of  the  same  depth,  and  40  feet  wide. 

A  plat  of  the  river  showing  the  lines  of  the  new  channel  was  published  in  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers  for  1884,  page  608. 

AMOUNT  EXFBNDED  AND  RBSULTS  TO  JUNE  30,   1884. 

The  amount  expended  to  June  30,  1884,  was  $61,476.38. 

The  channel  has  been  excavated  to  a  width  of  76  feet  and  a  ruling  depth  of 
7  feet  at  mean  low  water.  In  August,  1888,  a  thorough  survey  was  made,  in 
compliance  with  the  river  and  harbor  act  of  Congress  of  August  2,  1882,  and  a 
project  was  submitted  for  the  further  improvement  required  by  the  increased 
navigation  of  the  river. 
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OPERATIONS  DURIKO  THE  LAST  FISCAL  TEAR. 

Under  the  authority  of  the  Act  of  Congress  of  July  5,  1884,  appropriating 
$50,000.00  for  the  work,  adTertisements  were  issued  for  dredging  a  channel  100 
feet  wide  and  12  feet  deep  at  mean  low  water,  commencing  at  the  deep  water 
above  Red  Bridge  and  extending  as  far  up  the  river  as  the  available  funds  would 
pay  for,  and  the  specifications  for  the  work  were  printed  and  distributed.  The 
following  proposals  were  received  and  were  opened  September  23,  1884:

With  the  approval  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers,  the  contract  was  awarded  to  Mr. 
Elijah  Brainard  and  Mr.  Thomas  H.  Benton,  the  lowest  bidders;  contract  dated 
October  16,  1884,  to  be  commenced  within  ten  days  after  removal  of  Washington 
Bridge,  and  completed  within  nine  months  after  date  of  commencement.  There 
being  no  nearer  available  dumping  place  for  the  dredged  material  than  bdow 
Prudence  Island,  in  Narragansett  Bay,  and  the  old  bridge  over  the  Pawtucket 
below  the  work,  known  as  the  Washington  Bridge,  forming  an  obstruction  to 
the  passage  of  tows  of  1oad<jd  scows  that  was  difficult  and  dangerous,  the  specifi- 
cations for  the  work  did  not  require  it  to  commence  before  ten  days  after  the 
removal  of  this  bridge,  which  had  been  provided  for  by  a  law  of  the  State  of 
Rhode  Island.  The  work  of  removal  commenced  ip  June,  1884.  but  at  the  end 
of  the  fiscal  year  it  had  not  been  completed,  and  the  work  on  the  new  chaniid 
had  not  been  commenced. 

OFERATIONB  CONTEMFLATBD  FOR  THE  FISCAL  TBAR  EKDINO  JUNE  30,   1886. 

It  is  expected  that  the  removal  of  Washington  Bridge  will  be  completed  and 
that  the  work  under  the  current  contract  will  be  commenced  within  a  few  weeks, 
and  that  the  contract  will  be  completed  in  the  time  agreed  on,  viz:  within  nine 
months  from  the  removal  of  the  bridge,  or  before  the  first  of  May,  188IS,  exhaust- 
ing the  appropriation. 

Pawtucket  is  in  the  collection  district  of  Providence,  and  that  port  is  the  near- 
est port  of  entry.    The  amount  of  revenue  collected  at  Providence  in  the  last  fis- 
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cal  year  was  $201,977.87.  The  nearest  light-house  is  Sassafras  Point  Light.  The 
nearest  fortifications  are  Fort  Adams,  Newport,  R  I.,  and  the  fort  at  Dutch 
Island,  Rhode  Island.

We  would  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  commerce  upon  the  river  is  steadily 
mcreasing;  also  that  extensive  manufacturing  establishments  are  now  being  erect- 
ed upon  the  banks  of  the  river,  which  will  greatly  increase  the  commerce  upoo 
the  same,  and  in  order  to  meet  the  demand  for  transportation  in  large  barges  and 
sailing  vessels  increased  facilities  to  navigate  the  Pawtucket  River  should  be 
made  by  widening  and  deepening  the  channel  and  removing  the  obstructions. 

We  wish  especially  to  call  attention  to  an  obstruction  known  as  Seal  Rock,  ly- 
ing nearly  in  the  middle  of  the  channel  of  the  river  at  the  head  of  navigation, 
and  we  hope  that  such  recommendation  will  be  made  as  will  cause  its  removal

information  respecting  the  commerce  and  manufactures  that  would  be  benefited 
by  further  improvement  of  the  Pawtucket  River. 

Fkkwtucket,  situated  at  the  head  of  navigation,  4  miles  above  Providence,  be- 
comes a  distributing  point  for  merchandise  to  supply  an  extensive  inland  trade. 
Among  the  towns  which  draw  more  or  less  of  their  supplies  from  Pawtucket  may 
be  mentioned  East  Providence,  Seekonk,  Rehoboth,  Attleboro\  Mansfield,  Wren- 
iham,  Franklin,  Cumberland,  Lincoln,  Smithfield,  and  North  Providence. 

Pawtucket  naturally  commands  the  trade  of  the  territory  for  half  the  distance 
to  Boston  and  entire  valley  of  the  Blackstone  River.  One  hundred  and  tliirty 
trains  over  Boston  and  Providence,  the  Providence  and  Worcester,  and  the  New 
York  and  New  England  railroads  pass  through  this  place  dally.  Its  convenience 
for  transportation  by  rail,  the  facility  with  which  its  citizens  can  reach  all  the  large 
centres  of  business,  together  with  its  manufacturing  and  mechanical  industries, 
have  attracted  people  from  various  parts  of  the  world  to  settle  here. 

The  growth  of  Pawtucket  has  been  rapidly  increasing.  In  1865  there  were 
5,000  inhabitants;  at  the  present  time,  1888,  there  are  between  28,000  and  25,000. 
If  we  include  the  immediate  villages  of  Central  Falls,  Valley  Falls,  Lonsdale  and 
Saylesyille,  we  may  safely  say  we  have  a  population  of  upward  of  85,000. 

Within  these  limits  there  is  a  great  variety  and  a  vast  amount  of  manufac- 
turing and  mechanical  industries  carried  on,  and  from  which  the  General  Gov- 
ernment has  in  years  past  received  large  revenues.  They  paid  during  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  80,  1866,  $686,601.08  into  the  office  of  the  assessors  for  internal 
revenue  for  the  first  district  of  Rhode  Island. 

The  revenue  from  the  Pawtucket  post-office  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 81, 1882,  was  $12,208  28,  which  will  give  you  some  idea  of  the  business  which 
is  transacted  here  at  the  present  time. 

Pawtucket  is  largely  a  manufacturing  community,  and  in  the  extent  and  vari- 
ety of  its  manufactures  is  not  surpassed  by  any  place  of  equal  size  in  the  United 
States.  It  contains  some  of  the  largest  establishments  of  their  kind  which  are  to 
be  found  in  the  country,  among  whch  may  be  mentioned  the  Conant  Thread 
Company,  manufacturers  of  the  J.  &  P.  Coats  spool  cotton,  with  a  capital  of 
$8,000,000,  and  employing  over  2,000  operatives,  and  consuming  in  the  single 
item  of  coal  20,000  tons  annually. 

The  W.  F.  &  F.  C.  Sayles  bleacheries,  with  their  manufacturing  establishments, 
employ  over  1,500  hands,  and  their  consumption  of  coal  per  annum  is  16,000  tons. 

The  Rhode  Island  Horse  Shoe  Company,  situated  in  Valley  Falls,  in  the  imme- 
diate vicinity  of  this  place,  is  the  largest  of  its  kind  in  the  world,  and  calls  for  a 
transportation  of  150  tons  per  day,  with  a  consumption  of  12,000  tons  of  coal  per 
annum. 

Without  entering  further  into  detail,  we  would  add  that  not  less  than 
$25,000,000  are  invested  in  the  different  manufacturing  industries,  all  of  which 
could  not  fail  of  being  benefited  by  the  removal  of  the  obstructions  and  the  im- 
provement of  the  channel  of  the  Pawtucket  River. 

The  specific  improvements  needed  to  put  the  river  in  proper  condition  are  the 
removal  of  the  obstructions  at  the  Railroad  and  Washington  bridges,  the  straight- 
ening, widening,  and  deepening  of  the  channel,  so  that  when  completed  it  shall 
have  a  width  of  150  to  200  feet  and  a  depth  of  12  feet  at  low  water;  also  the  re- 
moval of  Seal  Rock,  near  the  head  of  navigation. 
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Provision  has  been  made  by  the  State  government  for  the  removal  of  the  pies 
ent  Washington  Bridge  and  the  obstructions  under  the  same,  making  a  depth  of 
water  of  not  less  than  15  feet  at  low  water;  also  providing  for  five  commissioners 
to  be  appointed  by  the  State,  the  town  of  East  Providence,  and  the  city  of  Provi- 
dence, to  execute  the  foregoing  provision,  build  a  bridge  in  place  of  the  preseat 
Washington  Bridge,  with  a  draw  having  two  openings  of  80  feet  in  width, 
and  two  years'  time  has  been  allowed  the  commissioners  for  the  completion  of 
the  work.  Commissioners  have  already  been  appointed  by  the  State  and  the 
town  of  East  Providence.

IMPROVEMENT  OP  PROVIDENCE  RIVER  AND  NARRAGANSETT 

BAY,  RHODE  ISLAND. 

Providence  River  is  an  estuary  of  Narragansett  Bay,  extending  from  Nayatt 
Point  to  the  city  of  Providence.  Its  length  is  about  7  miles  and  its  width  varies 
from  1,000  feet  to  2  miles.  At  its  head  it  is  joined  by  the  Pawtucket  River,  ex- 
tending 5  miles  farther,  to  the  town  of  Pawtucket  The  mean  rise  and  fall  of 
the  tide  is  4.7  feet. 

ORIQINAL  CONDITION. 

Before  the  improvement  of  the  river  was  commenced,  in  1858,  at  one  point  in 
the  channel— a  place  called  '*The  Crook,**  at  the  junction  of  the  Provideaoe 
River  with  the  Pawtucket — the  available  low  water  depth  was  but  A\  feet,  and 
Bulkhead  Rock,  with  but  7  to  8  feet  of  water  upon  it  at  low  water,  with  deep 
water  around  it,  was  a  dangerous  obstruction  between  Pawtuxet  Shoal  and  Fi^'s 
Point. 

PLANS  OF  IMPROVEMENT. 

There  was  expended  between  1852  and  the  30th  of  June,  1882,  (990,459.S4  ia 
deepening  the  channel,  first  to  9  feet,  then  to  12  feet,  then  to  14  feet,  and  again 
to  23  feet,  as  the  increasing  sizes  of  vessels  and  the  growing  commerce  of  Provi- 
dence demanded.  Bulkhead  Rock  was  also  removed,  during  this  period,  to  a 
depth  of  20  feet  below  mean  low  water. 

The  approved  project  of  1878,  modified  in  1882,  under  which  we  are  now  woik* 
ing,  provides  for  a  channel  25  feet  deep  and  300  feet  wide,  suitable  for  large  oo»b 
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▼esaels,  extendiDg  from  Fox  Point,  in  the  city  of  Providence,  to  the  deep  water 
of  Narragansett  Bay,  and  for  an  anchorage-basin  between  Fox  and  Field's  Points 
of  the  following  dimensions  in  cross-section,  viz :

The  25- foot  channel  has  been  laid  out  in  straight  reaches  (with  enlargements 
at  the  angles),  with  a  view  to  lighting  them  by  range  or  leading  lights,  sudh  as 
are  in  use  in  similar  cases  in  Chesapeake  Bay,  Delaware  River,  and  other  locali- 
ties, if  it  should  be  found  necessary. 

A  plat  of  Providence  River,  showing  the  improved  channel,  was  published  in 
the  Annual  Report  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers  for  1884,  page  622.  A  plat  of  that 
part  of  the  river  which  forms  the  harbor  of  Providence  accompanies  my  special 
report  on  the  removal  of  Green  Jacket  Shoal,  which  is  appended  to  this  report. 

AMOUNT  EXFENDBD  AND  RESULTS  TO  JUNE  30,   1884. 

The  amount  expended  on  the  present  project  up  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30th,  1884,  including  liabilities  outstanding  at  that  date,  was 
$125,846.49. 

At  that  date  about  one-half  of  the  excavation  required  for  the  anchorage-basin 
above  Field's  Point  had  been  done.  Bulkhead  Rock  had  been  removed,  and  the 
condition  of  the  six  straight  reaches  into  which  the  25-foot  channel,  300  feet  wide, 
is  divided,  was  as  follows:  The  Fox  Point  Reach  had  been  completed;  the  Sassa- 
fras Point  reach  had  been  completed;  the  Field's  Point  Reach  had  been  com- 
pleted; the  Pomham  Reach  had  just  been  commenced;  the  Pawtuxet  reach  had 
been  excavated  to  a  width  of  200  feet;  the  Gaspee  reach  had  been  excavated  to  a 
width  of  200  feet. 

OPERATIONS  DURING   THE    LAST  FISCAL  YEAR. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  last  fiscal  year  no  work  was  in  progress.  In  July,  1884, 
a  survey  was  made  by  Assistant  Engineer  Judson,  assisted  by  a  party  in  the 
United  States  schooner  Surveyor  of  a  portion  of  the  bottom  of  the  harbor  be- 
tween Fox  and  Field's  points,  and  of  Green  Jacket  Shoal,  and  numerous  borings 
were  made  to  discover  the  character  of  the  material  of  the  bottom. 

On  the  28th  August,  1884,  advertisements  were  issued  for  dredging,  under  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  July  5,  1884,  appropriating  $85,000  for  con- 
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tinuiDg  the  improyement.     The  following  proposals  were  received  and  wen 
opened  September  33, 1884:

The  lowest  price  having  been  named  by  two  responsible  bidders,  the  Atlantic 
Dredging  Company  and  Henry  Du  Bois'  Sons,  by  an  agreement  between  them- 
selves and  with  the  approval  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers,  the  contract  was  awarded 
to  the  Atlantic  Dredging  Company;  contract  dated  October  17,  1884,  to  be  com- 
menced within  thirty  days  from  date  of  contract,  unless  otherwise  agreed,  and 
completed  October  1,  1885. 

Work  under  the  above  contract  was  commenced  October  23,  1884,  and  was 
finished  June  6,  1885,  during  which  time  there  were  removed  to  the  damjung 
ground  below  Prudence  Island  625,073  cubic  yards  of  material  in  continuing  the 
excavation  of  that  part  of  the  25-foot  channel,  300  feet  wide,  which  is  now  below 
Field's  Point.  Mr.  W.  C.  Simmons,  Jr.,  was  local  inspector  of  the  work.  Mr. 
C.  O.  Abell  and  Mr.  Thomas  A.  Churbuck  were  also  employed  as  local  inspectors 
during  a  part  of  the  season  of  operations.  A  provision  of  the  act  of  July  5, 1884, 
authorised  the  removal  of  obstructions  at  the  mouth  of  the  Pawtuxet  River, 
at  an  expense  not  exceeding  $1,000,  to  be  paid  for  from  the  appropriatioii  for 
Providence  River. 

A  vessel  with  steam  hoisting  apparatus  and  a  submarine  diver  having  been 
employed  for  this  purpose,  there  were  removed  from  the  mouth  of  the  Pawtuxet 
in  September,  1884,  forty-nine  bowlders  of  all  sizes  up  to  about  40  tons  weight 
each,  making  a  good  and  safe  channel  60  feet  wide,  with  not  less  than  4  feet  of 
water  at  mean  low  water.    Mr.  A.  H.  Dickens  was  local  inspector  of  this  work. 

On  the  20th  December,  1884,  the  following  resolution  was  passed  by  the  Senate 
of  the  United  States:

In  compliance  with  this  resolution  I  was  directed  to  make  report.  My  report 
and  estifnate,  dated  January  10, 1885»  were  transmitted  to  Congress  and  printed 
as  Senate  Ex.  Doc.  No.  43,  Forty-eighth  Congress,  second  session,  and  a  copy 
will  be  found  appended  hereto. 

AMOUNT  BXFBNDBD  AXD  FBOORB88  DURING  THE  LAST  FISCAL  TBAB. 

The  amount  expended  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  including  liabilities  outstand- 
ing June  80th,  1885,  was  $84,834.47.  The  Pomham  Reach  and  the  Pawtuxet 
Beach  were  excavated  to  their  full  width  of  800  feet  and  full  depth  of  26  feet. 
The  turn  at  the  upper  end  of  the  Pomham  Reach  was  widened  to  '420  feet,  and 
the  turn  at  the  upper  end  of  the  Pawtuxet  Reach  was  widened  to  440  feet,  with 
the  same  depth  as  in  the  main  channel.  There  has  now  been  excavated  a  contin- 
uous ship-channel  25  feet  deep  and  not  less  than  800  feet  wide  from  Fox  Point, 
in  the  city  of  Providence,  to  Sabln's  Point  Light. 

OPERATIONS  CONTEMPLATED  FOR  THE  FISCAL  TEAS  ENDING  JUNE  80,  1886. 

No  appropriation  having  been  made  at  the  last  session  of  Congress,  no  work 
will  be  done  during  the  next  fiscal  year. 

WORK  BEQUIRED  TO  BE  DONE  TO  COMPLETE  THE  EXISTING  PBOJECT. 

To  complete  the  26-foot  channel  800  feet  wide  to  the  deep  water  of  Narragan- 
sett  Bay  there  remains  the  increasing  to  800  feet  the  200  feet  of  width  already 
excavated  in  the  lowest  (the  Gaspee)  reach.  There  also  remains  for  the  comple- 
tion of  the  existing  project  the  remainder  of  the  excavation  of  the  anchorage 
basin  between  Fox  and  Field's  points.  It  should  be  observed  that  the  removal 
of  Green  J&cket  Shoal  not  having  yet  been  acted  on  by  Congress,  the  cost  of  this 
work,  which  will  be  found  in  the  special  report  on  the  subject,  which  is  ap- 
pended to  this  report,  is  not  included  in  the  *' amount  (estimated)  required  for 
completion  of  existing  project "  in  the  following  money  statement. 

Providence  River  is  in  the  collection  district  of  Providence,  which  is  a  port 
of  entry.  The  amount  of  revenue  collected  during  the  last  fiscal  year  was 
$201,077.87.  The  nearest  light-houses  are  the  six  light-houses  in  Providence 
River.  The  nearest  fortifications  are  fort  on  Dutch  Island  and  Fort  Adams, 
Rhode  Island.

barks  and  brigs,  85;  schooners,  2,277;  barges,  763 ;  sloops,  75,  and  273  steam- 
tugs  used  in  towing  the  coal,  iron,  and  lumber  barges  to  and  from  this  port

Many  of  the  steamers,  barks,  and  large  three  and  four  masted  schooners  of  the 
above  arrivals  were  deep-draught  vessels,  drawing  from  15  to  20,  and  some  of 
them  22,  feet.

In  compliance  with  the  direction  contained  *in  the  indersement  on  th^above 
resolution,  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 

Green  Jacket  Shoal  is  in  the  upper  part  of  the  harbor  of  Providence,  off  the 
wharves  on  the  south  front  of  the  city.  This  part  of  the  harbor  is  about  2,000 
feet  long  by  from  600  to  1200  feet  wide,  and  this  area,  the  shoal,  or  rather  that 
ptut  of  it  which  is  within  the  15-foot  curve,  takes  up  about  18  acres.  There  are 
channels  on  either  side  of  the  shoal,  between  it  and  the  harbor  lines,  having,  the 
one  on  the  north  side,  a  width  of  about  800  feet  and  a  depth  of  20  feet,  and  the 
one  on  the  south  side  a  width  varying  from  60  to  100  feet,  and  a  depth  of  about 
16  feet  at  mean  low  water.  The  water  on  the  summit  of  the  shoal  is  about  1  foot 
deep  at  mean  low  water. 

In  my  last  annual  report,  in  speaking  of  the  value  of  the  space  occupied  by  the 
shoal,  which  is  the  best  part  of  the  harbor  for  anchorage  purposes,  I  said: 

It  may  not  be  thought  necessary  in  the  first  instance  to  excavate  this  shoal 
deeper  Uian  20  feet,  but  within  a  short  time  the  commerce  of  Providence  will 
doubtless  demand  its  removal  to  a  depth  of  not  less  than  26  feet  at  mean  low 
water.  The  cost  of  the  work  cannot  be  estimated  before  the  survey  required 
to  determine  the  quantity,  and  the  borings  to  discover  the  character,  of  the  ma- 
terial to  be  removed,  which  are  now  in  progress,  are  finished. 

The  major  part  of  the  larger  class  of  vessels  engaged  in  the  commerce  of  Provi- 
dence are  from  16  to  20  feet  draught,  and  there  is  a  constant  tendency  to  an  in- 
crease in  the  size  of  vessels  arriving  at  this  port,  and  a  corresponding  reduction 
in  the  cost  of  freights.  There  are  several  vessels  already  that  draw  more  than  20 
feet  and  the  number  would  be  much  larger,  but  at  present  there  is  no  anchorage 
for  such  vessels,  except  in  such  positions  that  they  rest  in  the  mud  at  low  water, 
or  they  occupy  and  obstruct  our  newly  excavated  26-foot  channel,  the  upper  end 
of  which  lies  just  west  of  the  shoal,  and  the  whole  of  which  is  nearly  completed 
to  the  deep  water  of  Narragansett  Bay. 

When,  at  low  water,  tliese  vessels  rest  in  the  mud  near  the  channel  they  crush 
down  its  banks,  and  our  recent  surveys  show  that  much  damage  has  been  done 
to  the  channel  in  this  way. 
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In  consideration  of  these  facts  and  the  comparatiye  economy  of  making  the 
whole  depth  in  one  contract,  it  will  doubtless  be  adTlsable  to  dredge  the  shoal  at 
once  to  the  depth  of  25  feet  at  mean  low  water. 

Assuming  that  the  city  will  take  care  of  the  space  between  the  harbor  lines  a  ad 
lines  drawn  parallel  and  distant  200  feet  from  them,  the  survey  above  referred  to 
shows  that  the  amount  of  material  to  be  removed  is  851,108  cubic  yards.  Our 
borings  covered  every  part  of  the  shoal  and  we  found  that  it  is  almost  entirely 
composed  of  mud.  My  current  contract  for  dredging  similar  material  in  the  25' 
foot  channel  in  Providence  River  is  12  cents  per  cubic  yard,  and  although  this  is 
almost  a  minimum  price  for  such  work,  I  think  it  safe  to  estimate  that  the  skoil 
can  be  removed  at  the  same  rate,  er,  allowing  10  per  cent,  for  contingencies,  at 
a  total  cost  of  |112,846.26. 

The  collector  of  customs  at  Providence  reports  17,104  arrivals  and  departures 
of  vessels  during  the  year  1888,  with  an  estimated  total  tonnage  of  4,522,768  tosa 

In  concluding  this  report  it  may  be  proper  for  me  to  remark  that  when  this 
shoal  is  removed  the  harbor  of  l^rovidence  will  be  one  of  the  finest  in  the  ooaa- 
tiy,  "v^hether  in  respect  of  its  capacity  for  deep-draught  vessels  or  its  aecuritf  v 
the  safety  of  its  approaches  or  its  distance  inside  the  general  coast  line,  whidi 
gives  it  an  especial  advantage  by  reason  of  the  comparatively  low  rates  of  water 
transportation.

nCPROYEMSNT  OF  NEWPORT  HARBOR,   RHODE    IfiLAHD. 

This  harbor  is  on  the  main  entrance  to  Narragansett  Bay.  It  ia  one  of  the 
most  important  harbors  on  the  coast,  providing  a  safe  roadstead  and  anchorage. 
Newport  itself  is  upon  an  inner  harbor,  separated  from  NarraganseU  Bay  by 
Goat  Island  and  a  breakwater  which  extends  northerly  from  the  island  aboat 
1,400  feet.    The  mean  rise  and  fall  of  the  tide  is  about  3f  feet 

ORIGINAL  OONDHTON. 

Before  improvement  the  capacity  of  the  inner  harbor  was  limited  by  siioali, 
and  it  was  not  adequate  to  the  number  and  size  of  vessels  seeking  it  for  lefogb 
The  southern  (the  main)  entrance  was  obstructed  by  a  bar  which  stretched  o«K 
from  Goat  Island,  and  the  general  business  wharves  of  the  city  conhi  doI  be 
reached  at  low  tide  by  vessels  drawing  more  than  8  feet. 

I  FLANS  OF  IMPROVEMENT. 

The  original  project,  and  its  subsequent  modifications,  under  which  wotk  is 
now  carried  on,  are  substantially  as  follows  :  Deepeninjc  the  southern  eotzaace 
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to  15  feet  at  mean  low  water,  catting  a  way  a  portion  of  the  spit  which  stretches 
out  from  the  southerly  end  of  Goat  Island  to  the  same  depth,  and  constructing  a 
jetty  on  the  seuthwest  shore  of  the  island  to  arrest  the  drift  of  littoral  sand  and 
gravel  into  the  entrance  to  the  harbor;  deepening  to  18  feet  at  mean  low  water, 
the  area  included  between  the  18-foot  curve  on  the  west,  a  line  drawn  from  the 
southwest  corner  of  Perry  Mill  Wharf  to  Lime  Rock  on  the  south,  the  harbor 
line  on  the  east,  and  a  line  drawn  parallel  to  and  50  feet  from  the  City  Wharf  on 
the  north  ;  deepening  to  10  feet  at  mean  low  wat«r  the  area  northwest  of  a  line 
drawn  from  Lime  Rock  through  the  spindle  which  is  in  the  southeast  part  of 
the  harbor,  and  excavating  a  channel  10  feet  deep  at  mean  low  water  along  and 
outside  the  harbor  line  south  to  a  point  opposite  the  Gas  Company's  Wharf.  The 
additional  plans  of  the  last  year  include  the  excavating  of  a  channel  750  feet  wide 
and  15  feet  deep  at  mean  low  water  around  and  to  the  eastward  of  the  Dolphin, 
which  marks  the  Goat  Island  8pit;  cutting  away  the  spit  to  a  depth  of  15  feet  at 
mean  low  water  northward  to  a  line  drawn  from  the  Dolphin  to  clear  the  perma- 
nent dock  at  Fort  Adams  by  100  feet,  and  the  construction  of  additional  jetties 
on  the  western  shore  of  Goat  Island. 

A  plat  of  Newport  EUirbor,  showing  the  plans  of  the  work  and  the  work  done 
to  June  80,  1885,  accompanies  this  report. 

AMOUNT  EXPENDED  AND  RESULTS  TO  JU£IE  80,   1884. 

The  amount  expended  up  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  80,  1884, 
including  liabilities  outstanding  at  that  date,  was  $78,141.28,  with  the  following 
results:  A  jetty  on  the  southwest  shore  of  Goat  Island  150  feet  long  had  been 
constructed,  and  the  northern  angle  between  it  and  the  shore  quickly  filled  with 
sand  and  gravel,  showing  its  utility,  a  considerable  portion  of  the  southern  en- 
trance, and  the  spit  south  of  Goat  Island  had  been  excavated,  first  to  12  feet  and 
afterwards  to  18  feet  at  mean  low  water;  of  the  area  to  be  deepened  to  18  feet 
within  the  harbor,  about  58  acres,  or  two-thirds,  had  been  completed,  except  at 
a  few  places  in  the  northern  part  of  the  harbor  where  the  material  was  found  too 
hard  for  the  dredge  used  in  the  work,  and  except  that  a  bulkhead  was  left  in  the 
extreme  northeast  portion  of  the  harbor  to  protect  an  anchorage  for  small  ves- 
sels. Many  large  bowlders  had  been  removed  from  the  bottom  of  the  harbor. 
No  work  had  been  done  in  the  area  to  be  dredged  to  10  feet  at  mean  low  water. 

OPERATIONB    DURINO    THE  LAST  FISCAL  TEAR. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  last  fiscal  year  no  work  was  in  progress.  On  the  28th 
of  August,  1884,  advertisements  were  issued  for  dredging  under  the  provisions 
of  the  act  of  Congress  of  July  5, 1884,  appropriating  $20,000  for  the  further  im- 
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provement  of  the  harbor.    The  following  proposals  were 
opened  September  28,  1884:

With  the  approval  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers  the  contract  was  awarded  to  tke 
Hartford  Dredging  Company,  the  lowest  bidder;  contract  dated  October  4^  1S8I, 
to  be  commenced  within  thirty  days  from  date  of  contract,  unless  otherwitt 
agreed,  and  completed  August  1, 1885. 

Work  under  the  above  contract  commenced  October  15, 1884,  and  with  the  ex- 
ception of  a  short  suspension  during  the  winter  was  continued  until  the  dose  of

The  amount  expended  during  the  last  fiscal  year  was  $13,825.43,  and  the  le-

suits  were  the  widening  to  60  feet  and  the  deepening  to  10  feet  at  mean  k>v 
water,  1,080  feet  in  length  of  the  channel  outside  the  harbor  line  in  the  sootfaen

With  the  available  remainder  of  the  appropriation  of  July  6,  1884,  the  removal 
of  the  spit  south  of  Goat  Island  to  a  depth  of  15  feet  at  mean  low  water  will  be 
oontinued;  the  bowlders  uncovered  in  recent  dredging  within  the  harbor  will 
be  removed,  and  the  jetty  on  the  southwest  shore  of  Goat  Island  will  be  repaired, 
raised  and  extended.  The  current  contract  is  to  be  completed  August  1,  1885. 
The  current  appropriation  will  be  exhausted  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June

WORK   BBQUIRBD  TO  BB  DONE  TO  COHPLBTE  THB  BXISTIKa  FROJECT. 

The  work  required  to  be  done  to  complete  the  existing  project  is  the  remain- 
der of  the  cutting  away  of  the  spit  south  of  Goat  Island  to  15  feet  depth,  and 
northward  to  a  line  drawn  from  the  Dolphin  to  clear  the  Permanent  Dock  at 
Fort  Adams  by  100  feet,  the  remainder  of  the  excavation  within  the  harbor  of 
the  anchorage  area  of  13  feet  depth,  and  the  excavation,  also  within  the  harbor, 
of  the  anchorage  area  of  10  feet  depth.

HARBOR  OP  REFUGE  AT  BLOCK  ISLAND,  RHODE  ISLAND. 

This  island  is  a  part  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island.  It  is  14  miles  east  of  Mon- 
tauk  Point,  the  eastern  end  of  Long  Island,  and  its  nearest  point  is  about  10  miles 
south  of  the  mainland.  Besides  the  wants  of  the  mackerel-fishing  fleet  and  the 
general  coast  navigation,  the  island  is  an  important  point  on  our  shores  for  ocean 
Davigation.  It  has  a  signal  station  connected  by  submarine  telegraph  with  the 
mainland.  Vessels  are  passing  the  island  at  all  times  and  on  all  sides  of  it,  and 
its  position  renders  it  of  national  importance. 

ORIGINAL  condition. 

Before  the  construction  of  the  present  harbor  of  refuge  Block  Island  had  no 
harbor  which  afforded  protection  for  decked  vessels.  The  only  ones  used  were 
open  boats,  which,  on  the  approach  of  storms,  were  hauled  up  on  the  beach  by 
oxen.  The  largest  of  these  boats  were  of  about  10  tons  burden.  The  mean  rise 
and  fall  of  the  tide  is  about  8  feet. 
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FLAKB  OF  THB  WORKa 

The  original  project  and  its  subsequent  modifications  provided  for  a  harbor  of 
refuge  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  island,  consisting  of  an  inner  harbor  for  the 
protection  of  small  vessels  and  an  exterior  harbor  for  large  ones.  The  former 
was  to  be  about  250  to  300  feet  in  area,  and  inclosed,  with  the  exception  of  an 
opening  60  feet  wide  in  the  clear  on  the  sea  side,  by  timber  crib  work  filled  with 
stones  and  resting  on  a  riprap  foundation.  The  exterior  harbor  was  to  be  formed 
by  a  riprap  breakwater  designed  to  intercept  the  waves  from  the  eastward,  and 
the  beds  of  both  harbors  to  be  cleared  of  bowlders.  The  next  project  (1881)  was 
to  build  a  masonry  wall  on  the  east  side  of  the  inner  harbor  in  lieu  of  the  old 
crib-work  on  that  side,  which  was  in  danger  of  breaking  down  in  storms,  and 
also  to  protect  the  cliff  which  lies  to  the  eastward  of  the  harbor,  the  material  of 
which  was  carried  by  the  current  into  the  harbor,  decreasing  its  depth.  The  last 
project  for  the  work,  the  one  under  which  we  are  now  working,  providea  for 
filling  the  gap  in  the  main  breakwater  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  CoDgress 
of  July  5, 1884,  appropriating  $15,000  for  "  improving  the  breakwater.'*  This 
gap,  200  feet  in  length,  and  1,400  feet  from  the  shore,  had  been  left  for  the  con- 
venience of  vessels  getting  in  and  out  of  the  harbor,  but  it  was  found  to  let  in 
too  much  of  the  sea  in  stormy  weather,  interfering  with  the  usefulness  of  the 
harbor.  A  plat  of  Block  Island,  showing  the  position  of  the  harbor  of  refuge 
and  a  plan  of  the  works,  will  be  found  with  the  special  report  on  the  enlaigemest 
of  the  inner  harbor  which  accompanies  this  report. 

AMOUin?  EXPBNDBD,   AKD  RESULTS,   TO  JUNE  80,   1884. 

The  inner  harbor  and  the  main  breakwater,  built  in  prolongation  of  the  eastern 
side  of  the  inner  harbor  and  extending  1,900  feet  from  the  shore,  were  constnxct- 
ed  in  the  years  1870  to  1870,  inclusive.  The  utility  of  the  work  at  onoe  became 
apparent  In  stormy  weather  the  inner  harbor  especially  was  filled  with  fisher 
men  and  coasters,  and  it  soon  became  necessary  to  increase  its  depth  from  7  feet, 
to  which  it  had  been  dredged  in  the  first  instance,  to  9  feet  at  mean  low  water. 
In  1883  a  strong  jetty  was  built  out  from  the  cliff  to  the  eastward  of  the  inner 
harbor,  and  a  masonry  wall  was  constructed  on  the  inside  of  the  crib-work  fora- 
ing  the  eastern  side  of  the  inner  harbor  for  the  purposes  before  mentioned. 

The  total  expenditures  up  to  June  80,  1884,  Including  liabilities  oatstaadiqc 
at  that  date,  were  $806,859.98. 

OPERATIONS    DUBING   THB  IiABT  FISCAL  TBAB. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  last  fiscal  year  no  work  was  in  progress.  In  Angoi^ 
1884,  a  survey  of  the  bottom  of  the  inner  and  outer  harbors  was  made  by 
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ant  EDgiaeer  Jadson,  assisted  by  a  party  in  the  United  States  schooner  Surveyor, 
and  at  the  same  time  the  wharf  in  the  inner  harbor,  which  had  been  repaired  in 
1888  by  means  of  an  appropriation  which  was  made  in  1882,  was  again  repaired, 
as  far  as  the  funds  available  for  the  purpose  would  allow.  It  is  proper  to  be  re- 
marked in  this  connection  that  this  wharf  is  so  thoroughly  decayed  that  it  is  past 
any  useful  repair,  and  should  be  replaced  by  a  new  structure.  The  supplies  for 
the  light  houses  are  landed  here,  and  all  the  passengers  (many  thousand  annually) 
and  all  the  goods  to  and  from  the  island  arrive  at  and  depart  from  it,  except  that 
in  summer  months  an  excursion  steamer  from  the  mainland  uses  for  its  passen- 
gers a  small  private  wharf  in  the  outer  harbor,  but  this  wharf  cannot  be  used  in 
winter  on  account  of  the  exposure  of  the  outer  harbor.  As  the  case  now  stands, 
the  public  considers  the  wharf  a  Qovernment  wharf,  and  that  it  has  no  right  to 
do  anything  to  it,  and  if  it  is  not  to  be  renewed  at  Government  expense  by  means 
of  an  appropriation  made  for  the  purpose— it  will  require  about  $2,500 — provision 
should  be  made  for  turning  it  over  to  the  authorities  of  the  town  of  New  Bhore- 
ham  (the  corporate  name  of  Block  Island)  for  public  use  and  maintenance. 

On  the  6th  of  October,  1884,  advertisements  were  issued  for  riprap  granite  for 
filling  the  gap  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  July  5, 1884,  appro- 
priating $15,000  for  improving  the  breakwater.  The  following  proposals  were 
received  and  were  opened  on  the  28th  of  the  same  month:

James  Scully,  the  lowest  bidder;  contract  dated  November  15,  1884,  to  be  com- 
menced within  one  month  after  signing  of  contract,  unless  otherwise  agreed,  and 
completed  August  81,  1885. 

Work  under  the  above  contract  was  commenced  March  10,  1885,  and  at  the 
end  of  the  fiscal  year  is  still  in  progress.  The  amount  of  riprap  stone  deposited 
in  the  gap  during  the  year  was  5,705  tons.  Mr.  Andrew  R.  Elliot  is  the  local  in- 
spector of  the  work.

In  compliance  with  the  above  resolution  I  was  directed  to  make  reporL  My 
report  and  estimate,  dated  December  30,  1884,  were  transmitted  to  Congress  and 
printed  as  Senate  Ex.  Doc.  No.  27,  Forty-eighth  Congress,  second  session,  and  a 
copy  will  be  found  appended  hereto. 

AMOUNT  BXFB9DBD,  AND  PROGRESS,   DURING  THE  LAST  FIBCAIi  YEAB. 

The  amount  expended  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  including  liabilities  outstand- 
ing June  80,  1885,  was  $12,065.11,  and  the  result  was  the  filling  of  the  whole 
length  of  the  gap  nearly  up  to  mean  low  water,  but  not  to  the  full  width  of  the 
breakwater  at  that  level.  The  width  of  the  filling  at  the  top  on  Jane  30,  1885, 
was  about  10  feet. 

OPBRATIONS  CONTEMPLATED  FOR  THE  FISCAL  YEAR  ENDING  JUKE  30,   1886. 

With  the  remainder  of  the  funds  available  for  the  purpose,  it  is  proposed  to 
carry  the  filling  of  the  gap  in  the  breakwater  as  high  as  they  will  admit.  It  is 
expected  that  the  current  contract  will  be  completed,  and  the  appropriation  of 
July  5,  1884,  will  be  exhausted,  August  31, 1885.  No  appropriation  having  beea 
made  for  this  work  at  the  last  session  of  Congress,  no  other  work  will  be  done 
during  the  next  fiscal  year. 

WORK  REQUIRED  TO  BE  DONE  TO  COMPLETE  THE  BXI8TINO  PROJECT. 

The  work  which  will  be  required  to  be  done  to  complete  the  present  project 
after  the  completion  of  the  current  contract  will  be  the  filling  of  the  gap  to  its 
full  height  of  G  feet  above  mean  high  water  and  its  full  width  at  top  of  25  feet 

It  should  be  remarked  that  the  enlargement  of  the  inner  harbor  or  basin  not 
having  yet  been  acted  upon  by  Congress,  the  cost  of  this  work,  which  will  be

Block  Island  is  in  the  Newport  collection  district,  and  Newport  is  the  nesrest 
port  of  entry.

In  compliance  with  the  directions  contained  in  an  indorsement  on  the  above 
reeolution,  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 
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The  harbor  of  refuge  at  Block  Island,  which  is  entirely  an  artiflcial  haibor,  is 
at  the  southern  end  of  the  curve  which  forms  the  eastern  side  of  the  island.  Be- 
fore its  construction  Block  Island  had  no  harbor.  The  only  vessels  used  were 
open  boats,  which  on  the  approach  of  storms  were  hauled  up  on  the  beach  by 
oxen.    The  lai^gest  of  these  boats  were  of  about  10  tons  burden. 

The  works  consisted  of  a  main  breakwater,  which  extends  northerly  from  the 
shore,  a  distance  of  about  1,900  feet,  forming  the  outer  harbor,  and  the  inner 
harbor  or  basin  referred  to  in  the  resolution  of  the  Senate. 

The  inner  harbor  lies  in  the  western  angle  between  the  breakwater  and  the 
shore.  It  is  about  800  feet  by  350  feet  in  area  and  has  an  opening  about  80  feet 
wide  (60  feet  in  the  clear),  on  the  north  side,  through  which  vessels  pass  to  and 
from  the  outer  harbor. 

It  was  first  dredged  to  a  depth  of  7  feet  at  mean  low  water.  Afterwards  it  was 
dredged  to  a  depth  of  0  feet,  and  the  bottom  of  a  large  part  of  the  outer  harbor 
was  cleared  of  bowlders. 

The  main  breakwater,  except  for  a  distance  of  about  300  feet  from  the  shore, 
where  it  forms  the  eastern  side  of  the  inner  harbor,  is  constructed  of  riprap  gran- 
ite. It  is  35  feet  wide  at  the  top,  which  is  6  feet  above  mean  high  water.  The 
inner  slope  is  1  on  1  and  the  outer  slope  is  1  on  2, 

The  eastern,  northern,  and  western  sides  of  the  inner  harbor  are  of  crib-work 
constructed  (in  1871-^72)  of  spruce  timber,  resting  at  about  the  level  of  low  water, 
on  a  riprap  foundation,  and  filled  with  stones  gathered  on  the  island. 

The  crib-work  on  the  eastern  side,  which  is  most  exposed  to  the  force  of  the 
waves,  became  so  much  decayed  that  an  interior  wall  of  masonry  was  constructed 
during  the  last  year  to  protect  the  inner  harbor  when  the  crib-work  on  that  side 
is  carried  away  by  the  sea. 

The  crib-work  on  the  two  other  water  sides  of  the  inner  harbor  is  also  veiy 
much  decayed,  and  will  soon  be  liable  to  destruction  in  heavy  storms* 

A  plat  exhibiting  the  bottom  of  the  outer  harbor  as  it  was  found  by  the  survey 
of  1878,  and  also  by  the  survey  which  I  caused  to  be  made  last  August,  shows 
that  there  was  much  shoaling— 3  feet  in  some  places— between  the  times  of  the 
two  surveys. 

The  material  used  for  this  shoaling  comes  from  the  high  cliffs  at  the  southward 
and  eastward  of  the  harbor,  which  are  constantly  being  undermined  by  the  aes, 
and  also  from  the  shore,  which  extends  from  the  harbor  to  the  northward  and 
westward. 

The  former  material  is  carried  along  outside  the  main  breakwater,  a  part  of  it 
passing  through  the  interstices  of  the  riprap  forming  a  parallel  bank  inade, 
which  does  not  encroach  much  upon  the  anchorage. 
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Another  portion  passes  through  the  gap  in  the  main  breakwater,  and  in  doubt- 
less afterwards  brought  farther  into  the  outer  harbor  in  northerly  storms,  causing 
a  general  shoaling  of  the  harbor. 

After  the  closing  of  the  gap,  which  is  to  be  done  by  means  of  the  appropria- 
tion of  July  5,  1884,  some  material  will  probably  pass  around  the  outer  end  of 
the  main  breakwater  and  be  carried  into  the  outer  harbor  as  before. 

The  quantity  of  material  which  comes  from  the  shore  to  the  northward  and 
westward  of  the  harbor  is  very  large,  as  is  shown  by  the  great  amount  of  filling 
in  the  angle  between  this  shore  and  the  harbor  works. 

UTILITT    OF  THE  INNBB   HABBOR. 

The  eastern  shore  of  Block  Island,  on  which  the  harbor  of  refuge  is  situated, 
is  exposed  to  the  full  force  of  the  waves  of  the  Atlantic.  In  northerly  storms  es- 
pecially, small  vessels  cannot  lie  with  safety  in  the  outer  harbor,  and  even  in 
northeasterly  and  easterly  storms  the  swell  which  makes  round  the  extremity 
of  the  main  breakwater  is  so  heavy  that  none  except  large  vessels  will  remain 
outside,  unless  for  want  of  room  they  cannot  get  into  the  inner  harbor  -which 
although  made  for  the  temporary  purpose  of  sheltering  the  vessels  that  carried 
stone  from  the  mainland  for  the  main  breakwater  in  the  earlier  periods  of  its 
construction,  has  proved  one  of  the  most  beneficial  works  in  my  district  At 
night,  especially  in  bad  weather,  it  is  always  filled  to  its  full  capacity. 

On  a  recent  visit  to  Block  Island  I  counted  fifty-nine  fishing  and  other  vessels 
crowded  into  this  little  area,  and  larger  numbers  would  have  availed  themselves 
of  the  complete  shelter  which  it  affords,  except  for  the  want  of  room* 

Appended  to  this  report,  I  send  a  copy  of  a  letter  containing  the  statistics  of 
the  use  of  the  inner  harbor  during  the  last  year,  which  have  kindly  been  fur- 
nished by  the  Hon.  Nicholas  Ball,  a  prominent  citizen  of  Block  Island,  at  my 
request. 

These  statistics  confirm  the  Judgmeut  derived  from  my  own  observation,  that 
the  size  of  this  excellent  refuge  is  entirely  inadequate  to  the  requirements  of  local 
and  coasting  vessels,  and  that  it  would  not  be  good  policy  to  replace  by  masonry 
walls  the  decayed  crib-work,  retaining  the  present  size  of  the  inner  harbor. 

I  intended  to  submit  these  views  to  the  Chief  of  Engineers  in  my  next  annual 
report,  and  I  am  gratified  at  this  earlier  opportunity,  furnished  by  the  Senate 
resolution,  of  stating  that,  in  my  judgment,  the  enlargement  of  the  inner  harbor 
IB  a  public  necessity,  and  of  submitting  the  following  plan  for  it: 

FBOPOfiBD  ENLABOBMBNT  OF  THB  INNBB  HABBOB. 

From  the  shore  west  of  the  inner  harbor,  and  at  a  distance  of  about  1,000  feet 
from  it  (1,300  feet  from  the  prolongation  of  the  line  of  the  main  breakwater),

there  is  an  old  Jettj  which  was  constmcted  upon  a  bowlder  reef  which  projected 
from  the  shore  at  this  point  and  extends  out  to  about  800  feet  from  the  hi^- 
water  line.  This  Jetty^  which  was  built  of  rounded  bowlders  found  on  the  ialaDd, 
had  not  much  stability,  and  has  become  much  flattened  down  by  the  sea. 

I  propose  to  build  up  on  this  jetty,  and  to  extend  it  about  200  feet  on  a  line 
parallel  to  and  distant  about  950  feet  from  the  main  breakwater;  thence  the 
western  part  of  the  proposed  inner  breakwater  follows  an  arc  of  90  degrees  with 
a  radius  of  150  feet,  and  connects  with  the  northern  part  which  is  on  a  line  mn- 
ning  at  right  angles  with  the  main  breakwater,  and  intersecting  it  at  a  point  about 
650  feet  from  the  outside  of  the  crib-work  forming  the  north  side  of  the  present 
inner  harbor,  or  about  950  feet  from  the  Government  wharf  on  the  south  aide  of 
this  harbor. 

The  inner  breakwater  is  to  be  constructed  of  granite  riprap  4  feet  wide  on  the 
top,  which  is  to  be  5  feet  above  mean  high  water.  The  western  part  to  have  side 
slopes  of  1  on  1,  the  northern  part  to  have  a  slope  of  1  on  1  on  the  inside,  and  a 
slope  of  1  on  U  on  the  outside.  The  shore  end  of  the  western  part  above  ttie  low- 
water  line  is  to  be  constructed  of  crib-work  filled  with  stone. 

At  a  distance  of  150  feet  from  the  main  breakwater,  or,  more  exactly,  150  feel 
from  the  6-foot  curve  of  the  submerged  bank  on  the  inside  of  this  breakwater,  I 
propose  to  leave  in  the  inner  breakwater  an  opening,  on  each  aide  of  which  there 
is  to  be  constructed  a  pier-head  of  dry  masonry,  protected  by  fender  piles  in  the 
usual  manner,  leaving  the  opening  100  feet  wide  in  the  clear. 

The  northern  part  of  the  inner  breakwater,  which  is  on  the  moat  ezpoeed  side, 
should  be  built  first  This  would  allow  us  to  remove  the  crib-work  which  forms 
the  northern  side  and  a  part  of  the  western  side  of  the  present  inner  harbor,  and 
to  use  the  stone  filling  and  foundation— say  4000  tons— on  the  western  aide  of 
the  enlarged  harbor. 

The  area  of  the  present  inner  harbor  is  about  If  acres.  The  area  of  the  pro- 
posed harbor,  inclosed  between  the  low-water  line  on  the  shore  and  the  inner 
breakwater,  is  about  18f  acres.  About  5  acres  are  inclosed  within  the  carve  of 
9  feet  at  mean-low  water,  9i  acres  within  the  6-foot  curve,  and  15  acres  within 
the  8-foot  curve. 

Experience  has  shown  that  the  depth  gained  by  dredging  in  the  present  inner 
harbor  is  permanent,  and  it  will  doubtless  be  found  that  the  shoaling  of  thai  part 
of  the  outer  harbor  which  it  is  proposed  to  include  within  the  new  works  will  be 
stopped,  since  the  littoral  sands  now  brought  in  by  the  waves  from  the  west- 
ward, and  the  sands  which  are  now  brought  in  through  the  gap  in  the  main 
breakwater,  and  which,  when  it  is  closed,  may  be  brought  in  around  its  extremi- 
ty, will  be  arrested;  the  former  by  the  western  part  and  the  latter  by  the  north- 
ern part  of  the  proposed  inner  breakwater. 
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It  IB  probable  that,  for  the  purpose  of  shelteriDg  the  larger  class  of  yessels  in 
the  outer  harbor  in  northerly  and  northeasterly  storms,  and  of  quieting  the  water 
in  that  harbor  in  all  storms  from  the  eastward,  it  may  be  found  necessary  at  some 
time  in  the  future  to  extend  the  main  breakwater  in  a  westerly  direction  1,000  or 
1,200  feet,  or  to  such  distance  as  may  be  desired,  leaving  an  opening  between  it 
and  the  present  head  of  the  breakwater. 

The  area  of  the  enlarged  inner  harbor  for  small  vessels  (nearly  all  of  the  ves- 
sels which  now  use  the  harbor  of  refuge  at  Block  Island  are  of  this  class)  is  not 
as  large  as  I  would  have  proposed,  except  that  I  do  not  wish  to  encroach  so  much 
on  the  area  of  the  outer  harbor  as  to  impair  its  usefulness  for  large  vessels,  the 
number  of  which  seeking  refuge  at  Block  Island  is  likely  to  increase,  especially 
in  case  the  main  breakwater  is  extended  as  above  mentioned. 

If  deemed  desirable,  however,  when  we  come  to  the  construction  we  can  make 
the  northern  part  of  the  inner  breakwater  on  a  line  100  or  200  feet  further  north 
with  but  little  increase  of  expense. 

The  Government  wharf,  which  occupies  the  land  side  of  the  present  inner  har- 
bor, is  the  only  wharf  at  Block  Island,  except  a  private  wharf  which  was  built 
some  years  since  outside  the  inner  harbor  and  on  the  inside  of  the  main  break- 
water, by  permission  of  the  Secretary  of  War.  The  latter  wharf  is  used  only  in 
summer,  and  by  steamers  which  carry  visitors  and  excursionists  from  and  to  the 
mainland.  The  Government  wharf  is  always  overcrowded  with  the  traffic  of  the 
island.  All  the  freight  carried  to  and  from  the  island  is  brought  here,  and  at  it 
are  landed  the  United  States  mails  and  the  supplies  for  the  four  light- houses, 
which  are  on  the  island,  and  the  steam  fog  signal. 

The  enlargement  of  the  inner  harbor  will  allow  additional  private  wharves  to 
be  built  within  it,  and  thus  relieve  the  Government  wharf,  but  the  building  of 
such  wharves  should  only  be  by  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  War  and  under 
such  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  him. 

In  the  following  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  proposed  enlargement  I  have  not 
included  any  dredging  of  the  area  proposed  to  be  included  within  the  inner  har- 
bor. None  will  be  necessary  in  the  first  instance,  and  when  it  becomes  so  it  can 
he  done  gradually  and  as  the  wants  of  the  harbor  may  require.  As  before  sug- 
gested, any  additional  depth  which  may  be  gained  by  dredging  in  the  enlarged 
nner  harbor  will  be  permanent

Mt  Dbab  Sib:  Yours  of  the  18th,  in  which  you  ask  for  the  statistics  of  the 
use  by  vessels  of  the  inner  harbor  or  basin  during  the  last  few  yeara,  and  especi- 
ally during  the  last  year,  was  received  on  Saturday, 

In  reply  would  inform  you  that  on  its  receipt  I  at  once  sought  an  interview 
with  Mr.  Uriah  Dodge,  who  keeps  the  range-lights  here,  and  also  with  my  son, 
C.  0.  Ball,  who  keeps  the  store  here,  both  of  whom  have  more  or  leas  to  do  witk 
the  boats  and  vessels  which  frequent  the  harbor. 

There  is  no  record  kept  by  any  one  of  the  arrival  and  departure  of  vesseli, 
hence  I  could  gather  nothing  authentic,  more  than  I  have  got  together  in  a  re- 
port which  I  inclose,  which,  in  my  opinion,  is  not  far  out  of  the  way,  and  which 
I  hope  and  trust  will  answer  your  purposes.  The  report  may  be  considered  as 
that  of  the  past  year;  the  three  previous  years  on  an  average,  say  20  per  cent  less. 

Mr.  Dodge,  the  light-house  keeper,  says  that  thirty-five  boats  and  small  veBsA 
fill  the  basin  full  enough,  especially  in  bad  weather.     He  further  says:

Vessels  with  cargoes  are  greatly  incon- 
venienced, and  often  are  compelled  to  wait  for  vacancies,  and  even  then  collisions 
are  imminent,  to  the  great  disadvantage  of  all  concerned. 
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IMPROVEMENT  OF  LITTLE  NARRAGAN8ETT  BAY.  RHODE  ISLAlfD 

AND  CONNECTICUT. 

Little  Narraganaett  Bay  lies  on  the  north  aide  of  the  eastern  entrance  from  the 
ocean  into  Long  Island  Sound,  and  is  inclosed  on  the  southern  and  eastern  sides 
by  a  long  and  narrow  tongue  of  land,  extending  from  the  mainland  at  Watch 
Hill,  first  westerly  and  then  northerly  to  the  entrance  to  the  bay,  which  is  frooi 
the  outer  harbor  of  Stonington.  Pawcatuck  River,  upon  which  is  aiiuated  the 
flourishing  commercial  and  manufacturing  town  of  Westerly,  R.  L,  empties  into 
the  eastern  side  of  the  bay,  and  has  been  improved  by  the  United  States.  The 
mean  rise  and  fall  of  the  tide  is  2.68  feet. 

OBIOINAL  coiminoK 

The  navigable  draught  of  water  through  the  bay  before  improTement  was 
about  4i  feet  at  mean  low  water,  and  this  depth  limited  the  navigation  of  Pltw- 
catuck  River. 

PLAN    OF    mPKOVEMBNT. 

The  project  of  1878  for  the  improvement  of  the  bay  provided  for  a  channel  90O 
feet  wide  and  7i  feet  deep  at  mean  low  water,  extending  from  the  entrance  to 
the  bay  to  the  mouth  of  the  Pawcatuck,  and  the  removal  of  the  bowlders  which 
then  obstructed  navigation,  and  any  others  which  the  excavation  of  the  channel 
might  develop.  Subsequently  it  was  determined  to  clear  away  some  large  bowl- 
ders which  interfered  with  steamboat  navigation  between  this  channel  and  Watch 
Hill,  an  important  place  of  summer  resort  The  estimated  cost  of  the  improve- 
ment was  $51,000. 

A  plat  of  Little  Narragansett  Bay.  showing  the  improved  channel,  was  pab- 
lished  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers  for  1879,  page  314. 

AMOUNT  BXFENDBD  AND  BBSUIiTB. 

The  project  was  completed  in  the  fiscal  year  1883- '84.  The  main  channel  ss 
projected  was  excavated  to  its  full  width  and  depth,  and  the  channel  to  Watch 
Hill  was  increased  from  90  to  166  feet  in  width  by  the  removal  of  bowlders. 
Vessels  drawing  ten  feet  of  water  can  now  reach  the  mouth  of  the  Pawcatuck 
River  at  high  water,  but  the  full  benefit  of  the  improvement  cannot  be  ut]Ii»d 
until  further  deepening  of  that  river  to  enable  vessels  of  the  same  draught  to 
reach  the  important  manufacturing  town  of  Westerly.  A  report  on  this  subject 
was  submitted  September  19,  1884,  in  compliance  with  the  river  and  harbor  Mi 
of  Congress  of  July  5,  1884,  which  was  printed  as  House  Ex.  Doc.  No.  183;  For- 
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ty- eighth  Congress,  second  session,  a  copy  of  which  will  be  found  in  Appendix 
C18. 

The  remainder  of  the  last  appropriation  for  this  work  is  reserved  for  compara- 
tive surveys  of  Sandy  Point,  at  the  entrance  to  the  bay,  which  seems  to  be  affect- 
ed by  the  construction  of  the  breakwater  in  Stonington  Harbor,  and  for  range- 
marks  on  Pawcatuck  Point  to  guide  through  the  new  channel.  The  total  cost  of 
the  completed  improvement  was  $85,856.96. 

Little  Narragansett  Bay  is  in  the  collection  district  of  Providence  and  Stoning- 
ton, the  dividing  line  passing  through  the  bay.  Providence  and  Stonington  are 
the  nearest  ports  of  entry.  The  revenue  collected  in  the  last  fiscal  year  was: 
Providence,  $201,977.87;  Stonington,  $1,511.76.  The  nearest  light-houses  are 
the  Stonington  and  Watch  Hill  lights.  The  nearest  fortification  is  Fort  Trum 
bull,  New  London,  Conn.

Gotbbnor: — The  Commissioner  of  Dams  and  Beservoirs  herewith 
reports  the  work  performed  under  the  commission,  during  the  year 
ending  December  thirty-first,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-fiTe. 

The  year  comprising  this  report  has  not  been  an  exception  to  the 
preceding  three  years  of  excessiTe  drought,  and  the  watercourses  and 
resenroirs  haye  remained  in  about  the  same  inactiye  condition  as  re- 
ported for  those  years. 

The  class  of  small  ponds  from  which  the  manufactories  in  general 
are  directly  supplied,  have  necessarily  been  kept  at  full  pond  where 
the  manufactories  were  in  operation;  while  many  of  the  larger  and 
more  important  reserroirs  for  the  storage  of  water,  have  remained  as 
heretofore,  practically  exhausted,  so  that  their  action  in  full  opera- 
tion has  yet  to  be  obseryed. 

During  the  past  year  the  principal  reservoir  dams  throughout  the 
State  have  received  the  personal  inspection  of  the  commissioner,  and 
their  respective  accumulation  of  water  has  been  observed  with  atten- 
tive interest.  Their  continued  inaction  is  regretted  both  by  the  pro- 
prietors and  the  commissioner,  depriving  the  one  of  valuable  service, 
and  the  other  of  practical  information  relating  to  the  structures. 

The  work  of  preparing  diagrams  of  sections  in  dams  has  been  pros- 
ecuted during  the  year  so  far  as  the  commissioner  in  person  has  been 
able  to  accomplish,  without  requesting  the  aid  of  the  proprietors. 
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The  diagrams  in  this,  as  also  in  the  previous  reports,  are  all  from 
actual  measurements.  They  are  valuable  to  the  commissioner  in  his 
work,  and  will  be  of  service  in  future  time,  as  reference  in  cases  thai 
may,  and  very  probably  will  arise. 

Observing  the  axiom,  ''the  weakest  part  of  any  strnctnre  repre- 
sents its  greatest  strength,"  the  diagrams  are  intended  to  represent 
the  points  that  seem  to  offer  the  slightest  resistence  to  the  opposing 
force. 

The  annexed  diagrams  represent  sections  in  twenty-seven  important 
structures,  and  comprise  the  work  of  the  commissioner  in  that  direc- 
tion. It  is  proposed  to  continue  the  work  so  far  as  the  commissioner 
is  able,  until  all  of  the  important  structures  are  represented  by  dia- 
grams. 

The  following  named  dams  have  been  constructed  since  the  date  of 
the  commission  relating  to  dams  and  reservoirs,  and  have  been  sev- 
erally referred  to  in  former  reports.  Both  in  material  and  in  the 
manner  of  construction,  they  are  exceptions  to  the  general  rule  here- 
tofore observed  in  structures  bearing  the  same  name.  They  have 
been  planned  by  skillful  engineers,  under  whose  supervision  the  work 
of  construction  has  been  accomplished: 

Wanskuck  Company's  dam  at  Whipple  Privilege  on  West  River  in 
Providence. 

Barden  Reservoir  dam  on  Ponaganset  River  in  Scituate. 

Richmond  Paper  Company's  dam  at  mouth  of  Ten  Mile  River  in 
East  Providence. 

Woonsocket  Water  Works  dam  in  Lincoln  and  North  Smithfield 
on  Crook  Fall  Brook. 

Newport  Water  Works  Company's  dam  at  Easton's  Beach. 

Newport  Water  Works  Company's  dam  at  Second  Beach. 

Newport  Water  Works  Company's  distributing  reservoir  dam  at 
Easton's  Point  Promontory. 

During  the  past  year  work  was  commenced  near  Diamond  Hill,  in 
the  town  of  Cumberland,  for  a  storage  reservoir  for  the  Plawtnckel 
Water-works.  The  structure  at  this  date  is  about  two-thirds  oob- 
pleted,  and  work  suspended  for  the  season.     It  is  intended  to  have 
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the  work  completed  on  the  first  of  Angtist,  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-six. 

The  structure  may  very  briefly  be  characterized  as  follows: 

licngth  of  dam  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet.  Height  above  the 
natural  surface  of  ground,  forty-five  feet.  Base  of  foundation  thirty- 
five  feet  below'  the  natural  surface  of  ground.  Width  on  the  top 
thirty  feet,  which  will  also  be  a  public  highway.  Width  on  the  bot- 
tom,  two  hundred  feet.  The  slope  on  the  inside  is  two  feet  horizon- 
tal to  one  foot  perpendicular,  and  paved  with  rouble  stone.  The  out- 
side slope  is  one  and  a  half  feet  horizontal  to  one  foot  perpendicular, 
and  turfed.  A  solid  wall  of  stone  masonry  laid  in  cement,  practically 
forming  a  monolith,  extends  through  the  middle  of  the  dam  from 
end  to  end,  from  the  foundation  to  the  top  of  the  dam.  It  is  seven 
feet  thick  at  the  base,  tapering  to  three  feet  at  the  top. 

The  draw-off  is  through  two  iron  cylinder  pipes,  each  three  feet  in 
diameter,  extending  through  the  width  of  the  dam  at  the  bottom, 
and  encased  in  stone  masonry  two  feet  thick  on  all  sides  throughout 
their  entire  length. 

The  gate-house  (or  well)  is  of  solid  masonry,  inclosing  a  room 
amply  sufficient  in  size  for  operating  the  gates,  and  extending  from 
the  base  of  the  draw-off  pipes  to  the  top  of  the  dam. 

The  rollway  is  of  solid  masonry,  located  at  the  east  end  of  the  dam, 
on  a  ledge  of  rock  over  which  the  waste  water  will  be  discharged  into 
the  natural  channel  at  a  safe  distance  below  the  dam. 

The  water  at  the  dam  Will  be  forty  feet  in  depth,  fiowing  an  area 
of  two  hundred  and  seventy-four  acres. 

When  completed,  the  dam  will  be  the  largest  structure  of  the  kind 
within  the  State.  The  superficial  area  fiowed,  will,  however,  be  ex- 
celled by  others. 

The  form  of  the  structure  will  be  represented  by  diagrams  in  the 
next  annual  report  of  the  commissioner. 

It  may  be  noticed  that  no  material  of  a  perishable  nature  is  used  in 
the  work,  excepting  the  sheet-piling,  which  will  always  be  submerged, 
and  practically  indestructible. 

The  practice  of  usiug  wooden  frame-work  for  the  chief  support. 
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which  prevails  to  great  extent  in  dams  throughout  the  State,  is  much 
to  be  regi'etted. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  decay  of  wood,  when  exposed  alternately 
to  the  action  of  air  and  water,  is  far  more  rapid  than  when  exposed 
entirely  to  the  action  of  either  element 

The  reservoir  dams  that  have  been  constructed  within  the  last 
twenty  years,  have  generally  been  of  a  better  class  than  the  wooden 
structures  to  which  reference  was  made,  and  it  is  believed  that  the 
time  is  not  distant,  when  as  a  class,  permanent  structures  will  become 
the  rule,  and  not  as  now,  the  exception.

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George  N.  Ennis'  Mill  Privilege  on  Meadow  Brook. 

The  location  of  this  reservoir  is  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Wood 
Biver  Junction,  a  station  on  the  New  York^  Providence  and  Boston 
Bailroady  where,  a  few  years  ago,  its  sadden  escape  caased  the  fright- 
ful loss  of  human  life,  remembered  as  the  ''  Bichmond  switch  dis- 
aster." 

A  general  description  of  the  daqi  was  given  in  the  commissioner's 
report  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty  four,  since  which  time  no 
remarkable  change  in  the  action  of  the  structure  has  been  observed. 

The  leakage  which  was  observed  at  that  time,  excited  no  apprehen- 
sion of  present  danger,  but  suggested  a  vigilant  watch  over  their 
actions. 

At  the  present  time  their  energy  has  neither  increased  nor  dimin- 
ished, seeming  conteut  merely  to  perpetuate  a  cause  for  anxiety. 

The  ground  plan  in  plate  seventy-three  shows  the  connection  of 
the  reservoir  and  railroad;  and  the  diagrams  represent  the  form  of 
the  dam,  and  the  means  provided  for  reducing  the  water  in  the 
reservoir. 

The  opening  of  the  gates  at  full  capacity  presents  a  superficial  area 
of  thirty-six  feet  for  the  discharge  of  the  reservoir;  and  the  span  of 
the  railroad  bridge,  two  hundred  and  forty  feet  distant  below  the 
dam,  is  fourteen  feet.  With  these  provisions,  it  appears  that  a  judi- 
cious management  of  the  gates  at  all  times  of  the  high  water  would 
avert  disaster. 

The  leakage  referred  to,  should  at  all  times  be  observed  with  care, 
and  in  the  event  of  any  change  whatever,  whether  the  discharge  be 
increased  or  diminished,  the  cause  of  the  change  should  be  a8certai7ied.

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Reservoir  Dam,  Peacedale  Mill  Privilege  on  the  Saugatucset  River  in 

South  Kingstown, 

The  diagrams  in  plates  seyenty-fonr  and  seyenty-five  represent  the 

form  of  the  dam  at  this  privilege,  flowing  an  area  of  about  thirty-six 
acres. 

The  structure  has  some  leakage,  which  shows  no  change  since  the 
commissioner's  report  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-three. 

The  long  trench  conducting  the  water  from  pond  to  mill,  might 
seem  to  be  the  point  of  danger  in  the  event  of  excessive  flood. 

The  lower  side  of  the  trench  is  a  slight  embankment  which  could 
offer  but  a  feeble  resistance  in  such  event.  The  danger  however  is 
greatly  reduced  by  the  fact  that  the  trench  can  only  draw  a  portion 
of  the  water  from  the  surface  of  the  pond,  and  the  gates  at  the  bulk- 
head, can  at  all  times  shut  off  the  water  from  the  trench. 
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Glenrock  Mill  Privilege. 

This  privilege  is  located  in  the  extreme  north  westerly  corner  of 
the  town  of  Sonth  Kingstown,  and  on  the  upper  water  of  TJsqnapang 
river.  It  flows  an  area  of  about  ten  acres,  with  water  nine  and  one- 
fourth  feet  in  depth  at  the  dam.  This  structure  contains  an  ample 
amount  of  material,  and  appears  to  have  maintained  its  present  con- 
dition through  many  years. 

The  diagrams  in  plates  seventy-six  and  seventy-seven,  represent 
the  form  of  the  structure. 


/ 
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Fresh  Meadow  Reservoir. 

The  location  of  this  reservoir  is  at  the  head  water  of  the  Saugatuc- 
set  river  in  the  town  of  South  Eingstown.  It  flows  an  area  of  about 
two  hundred  acres,  with  a  depth  of  nine  and  a  half  feet  of  water  at 
the  dam. 

There  is  no  rollway  in  the  dam^  and  the  overflow  is  said  to  be  at 
some  point  of  depression  iu  the  ground,  remote  from  the  dam. 

The  dam  is  composed  of  an  ample  amount  of  material,  as  repre- 
sented by  the  diagram  iu  plate  seventy-eight,  and  the  structure  ap- 
pears to  be  equal  to  the  service  required  for  the  safe  keeping  of  so 
great  a  body  of  water. 


^ 
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BellvilU  Mill  Privilege,  North  Kingstown. 

The  mill  privilege  at  this  place  is  supplied  by  two  large  reservoirs, 
aggregating  an  area  of  three  hundred  and  ten  acres,  supplied  by  dif- 
ferent streams  uniting  at  the  mills.  , 

The  general  characteristics  of  the  privilege  and  its  structures  were 
described  in  the  commissioner's  report  under  date  of  January,  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-four,  page  thirty-nine. 

The  work  of  strengthening  the  dams,  as  suggested  in  that  report, 
has  been  performed  to  a  considerable  extent,  and  the  work  is  being 
carried  forward  from  time  to  time. 

The  diagrams  in  plates  numbers  seventy-nine  to  eighty-three,  in- 
clusive, represent  sections  in  their  respective  structures. 
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Enfield  Mill  Privilege  on  the  Woofiasquatuoket  River  in  Smithfleld. 

In  the  commissioner's  report  under  date  of  January,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  eighty-three,  the  mill  privilege  at  this  place  was  called  the 
"Allen ville  Dam  and  pond."  Subsequently  the  name  of  the  village 
was  changed  to  Enfield;  and  the  diagrams  in  plates  eighty-four  and 
eighty-five  represent  sections  in  that  structure. 

The  recommendations  referred  to  in  the  previous  report  have  been 
carried  out  on  the  repairs^  and  the  structure  is  presumed  to  be  in  a 
safe  condition. 
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CeniredaU  Mill  Privilege  on  Woonasquatucket  River^  North  Provi- 
dence. 

The  roUway  and  draw-off  gate  comprise  the  entire  dam  at  this 
privilege.  The  structure  consists  of  two  dams  combined  throughout 
the  entire  length,  forming  a  massive  and  safe  structure. 

The  diagrams  in  plates  eighty-six,  eighty-seven  and  eighty-eight, 
represent  sections  in  the  structure. 
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Allendale  Mill  Privilege  on  the  Woonasquatucket  River,  North 

Providence. 

The  dam  at  this  mill  privilege  maintains  the  reputation  described 
in  the  commissioner's  report  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
three,  as  "  in  good  and  safe  condition/' 

The  reservoir  at  full  pond  is  an  important  body  of  water,  coTering 
an  area  of  about  twenty-fiye  acres,  wjth  a  depth  of  thirteen  feet  of 
water  at  the  dam. 

The  structure  is  represented  by  diagrams  in  plates  eighty-nine  and 
ninety. 
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Lymanvills  Mill  Privilege  on  WoonaaquatucJcet  River ^  North  Provi- 
dence. 

■ 

As  stated  in  the  commissioner's  report  of  Jannary,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  eighty-three,  the  dam  at  this  mill  privilege  appears  at  the 
present  time,  "safe  to  resist  any  freshet  to  which  the  river  is  liable." 

Sections  of  the  structure  are  delineated  in  the  plates  ninety-one, 
ninety-two,  ninety-three  and  ninety-four. 

The  reservoir  covers  an  area  of  thirty-five  acres,  with  a  depth  of 
nine  feet  and  seven  inches  of  water  at  the  dam. 
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Manton  Mill  Privilege  on  Woonasquatuchet  River,  Providence, 

The  reservoir  connected  with  this  privilege  flows  an  area  of  about 
ten  acres^  with  a  depth  of  Ave  feet  and  nine  inches  of  water  at  the 
dam,  and  the  structure  appears  to  be  capable  of  withstanding  any 
event  excepting  the  rupture  of  the  dam  above. 

Sections  in  the  dam  are  represented  by  diagrams  in  plates  ninety- 
five  and  ninety-six. 
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Dyerville  Mill  Privilege  on  Woonasquatucket  River,  Providence. 

The  reservoir  supplying  this  privilege  flows  an  area  of  ahout  twenty 
acres^  with  nine  feet  and  ten  inches  depth  of  water  at  the  dam. 

The  structure^  like  most  of  the  dams  on  the  Woonasquatacket 
River,  is  composed  of  a  wooden  frame  loaded  with  stone  and  backed 
with  earth.  The  frame  is  showing  the  decay  and  wear  of  age,  and 
will  soon  require  a  new  structure  throughout. 

The  diagrams  in  plates  ninety-seven  and  ninety-eight,  represent  an 
abundance  of  material,  and  there  is  no  apparent  cause  for  distrust, 
excepting  the  wear  and  decay  of  the  wooden  frame. 
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Merino  Mill  Privilege  on  Woonasquatuchet  River,  Providence, 

The  great  abnndance  of  material  composing  the  dam  at  this  privi- 
lege, precludes  any  apprehension  of  danger  from  any  source,  except- 
ing perhaps  an  oyerflow  which  might  occur  from  a  rupture  in  dams 
above. 

The  structure  is  composed  of  a  wooden  fr^me  loaded  with  small 
stones  and  backed  with  an  immense  quantity  of  earth  extending  from 
the  face  of  the  dam  far  into  the  pond. 

The  form  of  the  structure  is  represented  by  diagrams  in  plates 
ninety-nine  and  one  hundred. 

The  privilege  flows  an  area  of  about  eight  acres,  with  a  depth  of 
nine  feet  and  three  inches  of  water  on  the  dam. 
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Granite  Mill  Privilege  on  Woonasquatuchet  River^  Smithfield. 

This  priyilege  flows  an  area  of  about  four  acres^  with  water  ten  feet 
and  eight  inches  deep  at  the  dam. 

The  face  of  the  structure  is  of  substantial  stone  masonry^  and 
backed  with  an  abundant  quantity  of  earth  extending  far  into  the 
pond. 

The  diagrams  in  plates  one  hundred  and  one,  one  hundred  and  two 
and  one  hundred  and  three^  represent  form* of  the  structure. 
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Siill  Water  Woolen  Mill  Privilege  on  Woonasquatuckef  River,  Smith- 
field. 

This  priyilege  flows  an  area  of  about  six  acres^  with  a  depth  of 
seventeen  feet  of  water  at  the  dam. 

The  strnctnre  is  composed  of  a  good  material  of  earth  retained  both 
on  front  and  rear  by  substantial  stone  masonry. 

The  diagrams  in  plates  one  .hundred  and  four  and  one  hundred 
andfive,  represent  the  form  of  the  structure. 
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sail  Water  Orist  Mill  Privilege  on  Woonaequatuckei  River,  Smith- 
field.  ^ 

This  privilege  is  located  at  the  head  of  Georgiaville  reservoir,  and 
flows  an  area  of  abont  fonr  acres  with  water  eleven  feet  deep  at  the 
dam. 

Its  rupture  at  any  time  would  add  bat  a  small  contribution  to  the 
Georgiaville  reservoir. 

The  dam,  which  appears  to  be  sufficient  for  any  probable  emergency, 
is  represented  by  diagrams  in  plates  one  hundred  and  six,  and  one 
hundred  and  seven. 
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Union  Mill  Privilege  on  Woonasquatucket  River,  Providence. 

The  dam  at  this  privilege  is  of  recent  construction,  and  consists  of 
solid  masonry  of  stone  and  cement,  practically  forming  a  monolith, 
which  is  backed  by  a  sufficient  quantity  of  earth  for  a  durable  struct- 
ure. 

The  area  flowed  is  about  eight  acres,  and  the  depth  of  water  at  the 
dam  is  eight  feet  and  four  inches.  The  structure  ranks  with  dams 
in  the  first  class. 

The  diagrams  in  plates  one  hundred  and  eight  and  one  hundred 
and  nine  represent  respective  sections  in  the  dam. 
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Woonsocket  Falls  on  Blackstone  River. 

The  principal  manufacturing  water-power  of  Woonsocket  is  sup- 
plied from  this  privilege. 

The  dam  is  comparatively  of  recent  construction,  and  is  composed 
of  solid  masonry  of  stone  and  cement,  forming  a  monolithic  structure 
resting  on  a  foundation  of  solid  rock  throughout  its  entire  length. 

Its  location  is  immediately  below,  and  the  structure  is  joined  with 
a  former  dam  that  served  the  privilege,  the  combination  making  a 
strong  and  safe  structure. 

The  privilege  flows  an  area  of  about  twelve  acres,  with  sixteen  feet 
and  six  inches  depth  of  water  at  the  dam. 

The  diagrams  in  plate  one  hundred  and  ten  represent  the  form  of 
the  structure  at  its  highest  point. 
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Whipple  Mill  Privilege  on  West  River,  Providence. 

A  description  of  the  dam  at  this  privilege  was  given  on  page  ten  in 
the  commissioner's  report  under  date  of  January  first,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  eighty-four,  to  which  reference  may  be  had. 

The  form  of  the  structure  is  represented  by  diagrams  in  plate  one 
hundred  and  eleven. 
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Seekonk  Central  Mill  Privilege  on  Ten  Mile  River ^  East  Providence 

and  Seeko7ik. 

Ten  Mile  River  at  this  mill  privilege  is  the  division  line  between 
Rhode  Island  and  Massachnsetts. 

During  the  past  year  the  reservoir,  which  has  remained  empty  since 
the  existence  of  the  commission  relating  to  dams  and  reservoirs,  has 
been  refilled  and  the  privilege  occupied. 

It  was  suggested  to  the  proprietor  that  sundry  repairs  should  be 

made  upon  the  dam,  previous  to  refilling  the  reservoir.     The  work 

was  promptly  performed,  and  the  structure  apjiears  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  privilege  flows  an  area  of  about  fifty  acres,  with  depth  of  water 
seven  feet  and  ten  inches  at  the  dam. 

The  diagrams  in  plates  one  hundred  and  twelve,  one  hundred  and 

thirteen  and  one  hundred  and  fourteen  represent  the  form  of  the 

structure. 
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Cranston  Print  Works  on  Pocasset  River,  Cranston. 

The  general  featnres  of  the  dam  at  these  works  were  described  in 
the  commissioDer's  report  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
three,  page  nineteen. 

The  herewith  annexed  diagrams  in  plates  one  hundred  and  fifteen, 
one  hundred  and  sixteen  and  one  hundred  and  seventeen,  represent 
the  form  of  the  respective  sections  in  the  structure. 

A  prominent  and  active  stream  of  water  issues  from  the  easterly 
side  of  the  river,  a  few  feet  below  the  dam,  whose  origin  has  not  been 
discovered.  It  is  said  by  the  former  proprietors  of  the  works  that  it 
proceeds  from  a  spring  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  pond,  coursing 
under  both  pond  and  dam.  The  present  proprietors  claim  that  it 
proceeds  from  the  trench  that  supplies  the  works. 

Professional  investigations  have  recently  been  made,  with  the  sup- 
position that  it  proceeds  from  the  westerly  end  of  the  dam,  where  the 
draw-off  pipe  is  laid,  and  an  excavation  was  made  through  the  dam, 
immediately  back  of  the  rollway,  to  cut  off  its  course. 

The  discharge  still  continues,  and  will  be  watched  with  interest 
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Dam  and  Reservoir  at  Geneva  Mill  on  West  River,  North  Providence. 

The  boundary  line  between  the  city  of  Providence  and  the  town  of 
North  Providence  passes  through  the  mill,  the  dam  and  the  pond  at 
this  place,  and  the  Douglas  Avenue  passes  op  the  entire  length  of 
the  dam. 

The  structure  is  composed  of  an  abundant  quantity  of  suitable 
material,  and  presents  a  substantial  and  safe  appearance. 

The  area  flowed  is  about  five  acres,  with  a  depth  of  eight  feet  and 
eight  inches  of  water  at  the  dam  with  full  pond. 

The  diagrams  in  plates  one  hundred  and  eighteen  and  one  hundred 
and  nineteen  represent  the  form  of  the  structure. 
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Scituate  Mill  Privilege  on  Moswansicut  River,  North  Scituate. 

The  condition  of  the  dam  at  this  privilege  appears  about  the  same 
as  described  in  the  commissioner's  report  for  the  year  ending  Decem- 
ber thirty-first,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-two,  excepting  the 
wood-work  comprising  a  part  of  the  structure,  which,  in  the  four 
years,  has  suffered  the  usual  decay  of  wood  when  exposed  to  the 
alternate  action  of  air  and  water,  where  the  decay  is  always  more 
rapid  than  when  the  exposure  is  confined  solely  to  either  element. 

The  mill  at  this  date  (September  third,  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-five),  is  not  in  operation,  and  the  water  in  the  reservoir  is 
considerably  reduced,  and  the  action  of  the  dam  under  a  full  pond 
has  not  been  observed  during  the  past  year. 

The  area  flowed  at  full  pond  is  about  twenty  acres  with  a  depth  of 
seyenteen  and  a  half  feet  of  water  at  the  dam  under  full  pond. 

The  security  of  the  dam  is  a  matter  of  importance. 

The  diagram  in  plate  one  hundred  and  twenty  represents  a  section 
of  the  dam  at  its  junction  with  the  flume.

Moawansicut  Reservoir,  Sciiuate, 

This  important  reservoir  covers  an  area  of  three  hundred  and  five 
acres,  with  water  eight  feet  in  depth  at  the  dam. 

The  stractare  is  composed  of  an  abundant  quantity  of  earth  of  good 
quality.  Its  action  under  a  full  reservoir  has  not  been  obseiTed  by 
the  commissioner,  it  having  been  in  a  reduced  condition  at  all  times 
of  his  visits.  There  are  however  no  apparent  indications  of  danger- 
ous leakage  nor  dangerous  defects  of  any  kind. 

The  structure  is  in  the  constant  charge  of  a  trusty  and  experienced 
person,  who  graduates  and  controls  the  fiow  of  water  at  all  times. 

The  diagrams  in  plates  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  and  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-two,  represent  the  respective  sections  in  the  struc-' 
ture. 
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Scituate  Company^s  Reservoir  in  Scittiafe  and  Olocester, 

In  the  commissioner's  report  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-two,  this  reservoir  was  miscalled  the  "  Glocester  Reservoir." 

The  dam,  and  perhaps  the  greater  portion  of  the  reservoir,  is  in 
Scituate. 

The  structure  is  thirty-two  feet  wide  on  the  top,  and  a  public  road 
passes  on  its  entire  length  which  is  about  five  hundred  and  thirty  feet. 

It  is  protected  the  entire  length,  both  on  front  and  rear  slopes,  with 
rip-rap  and  rough-laid  stone  work. 

The  whole  structure  presents  an  appearance  of  safety  and  durability. 

A  canal,  about  one  and  a-half  miles  in  length,  once  connected  this 
reservoir  with  the  Moswansicut  reservoir,  creating  other  mill  privileges 
along  its  course.     The  canal  is  now  discontinued. 

The  reservoir  flows  an  area  of  about  fifty  acres,  with  a  depth  of 
eleven  and  a  half  feet  of  water  at  the  dam. 

The  diagrams  in  plates  one  hundred  and  twenty-three,  one  hundred 
and  twenty-four,  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  and  one  hundred  and 
twenty-six  represent  the  respective  sections  in  the  structure,  and  the 
means  provided  for  the  reduction  of  the  water  in  the  reservoir. 
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Mtisketoville  Reservoir  and  Mill  Pond,  Smithfield, 

The  upper  reservoir,  and  the  mill-pond  at  this  privilege,  cover  an 
area  of  about  fifteen  acres  and  three  acres  respectively. 

The  dam  at  the  reservoir  bears  the  marks  of  age  and  neglect,  and 
yet  its  safety  may  be  reckoned  as  presumable.  A  slight  expenditure 
of  labor  and  material  would  place  the  structure  beyond  a  suspicion  of 
danger. 

The  area  flowed  by  this  reservoir  being  about  fifteen  acres,  with 
depth  of  ten  feet  of  water  at  the  dam,  its  rupture  at  full  pond  would 
probably  destroy  the  public  road  and  the  dam  at  the  mill-pond  imme- 
diately below,  together  with  the  mill.  The  force  of  the  combined 
flood  would  be  dissipated  on  the  great  cedar  swamp  immediately  below 
the  mill. 

The  diagrams  in  plates  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven,  one  hundred 
and  twenty-eight  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  represent  the  re- 
spective sections  in  the  structures. 
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Georgiaville  Dam  and  Reservoir,  Smithfield. 

The  dam  and  reservoir  at  this  privilege  remain  in  the  same  condition 
as  described  in  the  preceding  annual  report  of  the  commissioner^  no 
work  having  been  performed  on  the  structure,  and  the  reservoir  prac- 
tically exhausted . 

During  the  month  of  September,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-five, 
the  commissioner,  by  request,  attended  several  meetings  of  parties  in 
the  interest  of  the  Bernon  Manufacturing  Company,  the  result  of 
which  was  a  petition  to  the  Supreme  Court  for  the  re-filling  of  the 
reservoir.  On  the  sixth  day  of  October  following,  a  decree  was  en- 
tered authorizing  the  petitioners  to  re-fill  the  pond,  provided  that, 
before  doing  so,  such  changes  and  improvements  be  made  upon  the 
dam,  in  such  manner  and  according  to  such  plans  and  specifications, 
as  may  be  approved  in  writing  by  the  commissioner  of  dams  and  res- 
ervoirs. 

Up  to  the  present  writing,  no  further  action  in  the  matter  has  been 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  commissioner.

REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island, 
at  its  January  Session,  A.  D.  1886 : 

The  State  Board  of  Pharmacy,  in  compliance  with  the  act  for  reg- 
ulating the  sale  of  medicines  and  poisons,  respectfallj  present  this 
their  sixteenth  annual  report  "on  the  condition  of  pharmacy,  to- 
gether with  a  list  of  all  persons  registered  as  pharmacists  and  assist- 
ant pharmacists." 

The  term  of  office  of  the  Board  appointed  July  1,  1882,  for  the 
three  years  then  ensuing,  having  expired  by  limitation,  His  Excel- 
lency the  Governor  appointed  the  following  persons  to  constitute  the 
Board  for  three  years  from  July  1,  1885: 

William  B.  Blanding Providence. 

Norman  N.  Mason "

On  July  3d,  1885,  the  memhers  of  the  Board  having  been  duly 
qualified  as  required  by  law,  met  and  organized  by  the  election  of 
William  B.  Blanding,  President,  and  Norman  N.  Mason,  Secretary 
and  Registrar  for  the  full  term  of  three  years. 

The  Board  have  held  one  special  and  ten  regular  meetings  for  the 
transaction  of  business  and  the  examination  of  applicants  for  regis- 
tration. 
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During  the  year  nine  persons  have  been  examined  for  registration 
as  registered  pharmacists.  Of  this  number  seven  passed  a  satififactory 
examination,  and  two  were  refused  as  unqualified. 

Nineteen  persons  were  examined  for  registration  as  registered  assist- 
ant pharmacists.  Of  this  number  fourteen  passed  a  satisfactory  ex- 
amination^  and  five  were  refused  registration  as  unqualified. 

Eight  persons  holding  certificates  as  registered  assistant  pharmacists 
have  been  registered  as  registered  pharmacists. 

One  license  to  sell  tlie  usual  domestic  medicines  has  been  granted. 

In  accordance  with  the  custom  of  the  Boards  since  its  first  organiz- 
ation, the  standard  of  excellence  required  in  the  examinations  has 
been  advanced,  and  although  it  has  been  difficult  for  persons  who 
have  served  their  apprenticeship  in  other  States  where  the  practice  of 
pharmacy  is  not  controlled  by  law  to  reach  this  standard,  yet  those 
who  have  served  their  three  years'  apprenticeship  in  this  State  have 
shown  by  their  examinations  that  the  standard  is  not  too  high  to  be 
easily  reached  if  the  time  that  should  be  devoted  to  study  has  been 
faithfully  used. 

The  winter  classes  in  pharmaceutical  chemistry  under  the  instruc- 
tion of  Prof.  Edwin  E.  Galder,  have  been  well  attended,  and  those 
applicants  for  examination  who  have  availed  themselves  of  the  oppor- 
tunity to  obtain  a  better  knowledge  of  chemistry,  as  applied  to  phar- 
macy, have  shown  that  this  instruction  has  not  only  been  invaluable 
to  them  in  this  department,  but  that  they  have  gained  a  better  under- 
standing of  the  processes  used  in  making  the  preparations  used  in 
medicine  and  in  dispensing  the  prescriptions  of  medical  practitioners. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  the  Rhode  Island  Pjiarmaceutical  Associa- 
tion should  continue  these  chemistry  classes,  and  if  possible  thai; 
during  the  coming  winter  they  provide  class  instruction  in  general 
pharmacy. 

In  no  other  way  can  they,  at  so  small  expense,  increase  the  eflBciency 
of  their  apprentices  during  their  three  years'  apprenticeship,  and 
advance  the  practice  of  pharmacy  in  this  State. 

It  is  believed  that  the  best  safeguards  that  can  be  found  to  prevent 
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dangerous  or  fatal  mistakes  in  handling  and  dispensing  medicines 
and  poisons,  are  thorough  education  and  careful  attention  to  the  work 
in  hand,  to  the  entire  exclusion  of  everything  else.  This  education 
must  be  supplied  by  the  pharmacists,  and  it  is  believed  that  each 
year  more  care  is  taken  by  the  employers  to  instruct  their  apprentices 
in  better  methods  in  pharmacy. 

The  Board  cannot  close  this  report  without  acknowledging  the 
long,  able  and  faithful  service  rendered  by  Mr.  Albert  L.  Calder,  as  a 
former  member  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  which  has  extended  from 
June  17th,  1870,  (the  date  of  the  organization  of  the  first  Board  of 
Pharmacy  in  this  State)  to  July  1st,  1885.  During  this  time  he  has 
served  continuously  as  President  of  the  Board. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  Mr.  Calder  could  not  be  persuaded  to 
accept  a  reappointment  as  a  member  of  this  Board,  as  his  thorough 
knowledge  of  pharmacy  and  the  best  methods  that  may  be  used  to 
advance  the  practice  of  pharmacy,  have  rendered  his  services  of  great 
ralne  both  to  the  Board  and  to  the  State.

To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly^  at  its  January  Session,  A.  D. 
1886 : 

The  undersigned,  who  were  at  the  last  May  Session  of  the  General 
Assembly  appointed  a  Joint  Special  Committee  to  can*y  into  effect 
Chapter  512  of  the  Public  Laws,  entitled,  "An  act  providing  for  the 
establishment  of  a  true  meridian  line  and  a  fixed  standard  measure, 
and  for  regulating  the  practise  of  surveying  in  this  State,"  respect- 
fully report : 

• 

That,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  them,  they  have  examined 
several  lots  of  land  in  the  city  of  Providence,  having  the  assistance  of 
Prof.  Appleton  of  Brown  University,  State  Sealer,  and  of  Edward  B. 
Lefavour,  one  of  the  United  States  Coast  Survey  ;  that  owing  to  the 
presence  of  iron  rails  on  car  tracks,  iron  fences,  telegraph,  telephone 
and  electric  wires  in  the  city  in  the  proximity  of  land  otherwise  favor- 
able for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  meridian  line,  it  has  not  been 
deemed  advisable  to  acquire  any  land  in  the  city.  The  magnetic  in- 
fluence of  these  metallic  substances  would  be  such  as  to  render  any 
attempt  to  establish  any  meridian  line  here  unsatisfactory.  But  your 
Committee  have  found  a  place  on  the  State  Farm  which  they  deem 
suitable  and  which  can  be  used  for  the  above  purpose  without  inter- 
ference with  the  affairs  of  that  institution,  and  they  ask  the  permis- 
sion of  the  General  Assembly  for  so  much  land  as  may  be  needed 
therefor.  In  this  connection,  your  Committee  wish  to  acknowledge 
the  Taluable  assistance  and  counsel  of  Hon.  William  S.  Hayward,  one 
of  the  members  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  and  Corrections,  and 
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of  Mr.  Eastman,  the  new  Superintendent  of  the  State  Farm.  B 
their  courtesy,  the  Committee  were  shown  yarious  tracts  of  land  be 
longing  to  the  State  which  could  be  used  for  establishing  a  meridii 
line,  and  eyerj  attention  bestowed  by  them  which  could  further  th 
object  of  their  visit. 

The  objections  to  the  city  which  caused  the  Committee  to  resort  t 
State  Farm  land  with  respect  to  the  meridian  line  do  not  exist  as  t 
the  marking  and  establishing  the  fixed  standard  measure.  Varion 
locations  for  this  have  been  considered,  but  as  the  acquiring  land  foi 
a  meridian  line  has  been  more  difficult,  the  Committee  have  thoaghl 
it  wise  to  defer  action  u|)on  the  standard  measure  until  the  land  h 
acquired  for  the  meridian  line.  The  cost  of  the  materials  and  laboi 
necessary  to  the  due  and  satisfactory  performance  of  the  duties  re- 
quired of  tlje  State  Sealer,  under  Chapter  512  of  the  Public  Laws, 
will  not  be  less  than  five  thousand  dollars.  This  estimate  presapposes 
that  nothing  is  to  be  paid  for  land,  and  also  that  there  shall  beao 
outside  and  an  inside  standard  of  measure.  The  Committee  have,  of 
course,  been  governed  somewhat  in  their  conclusions  by  the  opinion 
of  Prof.  Appleton  as  to  the  amount  of  appropriations  necessary  and 
the  work  to  be  done.  If  the  project  is  to  be  satisfactorily  carried  oot, 
an  extension  of  the  time  limited  in  Chapter  512  and  an  additional 
appropriation  will  be  required.  Accompanying  this  report  is  a^ 
amendment  to  said  Chapter  512  and  a  resolution  continuing  said  Joid 
Special  Committee  and  adding  to  the  appropriation  already  made.

COMMimiCATION  FROM  PROF.  APPLETON. 


Me$9TH.  8.  A.  Oooke,  Jr.,  Amos  M.  Bowen,  W.  P.  Slieffield,  Jr.  : 

Gentlemen  :  As  you  are  well  aware,  Chapter  612  of  the  Public  Laws  of  the 
State  of  Rhode  Island  authorizes  and  directs  ifie,  as  State  Sealer,  to  provide  cer- 
tain new  standard  measures  before  April  24,  1886.  The  standards  called  for  are 
of  two  kinds  :  First,  a  standard  of  direction,  that  is,  a  North  and  South  line ; 
second,  a  standard  of  length,  that  is,  one  which  shall  be  as  nearly  as  possible  one 
hundred  feet  in  length  and  shall  be  divided  into  two  equal  parts.  Moreover,  the 
enactment  provides  that  the  required  standards  shall  be  placed  upon  property 
owned  by  the  State  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  act,  or  afterward  acquired 
by  the  State,  in  the  city  of  Providence. 

The  subject  is  an  important  one,  and  I  have  devoted  considerable  thought  and 
study  to  it.  I  take  the  liberty  of  presenting  to  you  the  following  views  respect- 
ing it : 

Communities  that  have  attained  a  high  degree  of  enlightenment  have  found  it 
desirable  to  strive  for  the  production  of  standards  of  measure  that  shall  possess 
the  higliest  degree  of  accuracy  attainable,  and  such  that  the  actual  standard  meas- 
ures used  shall  approximate  as  closely  to  the  ideal  standard  as  ncientiflc  and  me- 
chanical skill  permit.  I  think  that  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  may  well  try  to 
obtain  such  standards,  and  I  think  that  when  it  undertakes  to  provide  them,  it 
ought  not  to  be  satisfied  with  any  that  are  inferior  to  the  f>ery  best  attainable. 
Evidently,  this  is  setting  no  easy  task. 

In  considering  the  subject  more  in  detail,  I  think  I  may  safely  lay  down  the 
following  requirements  as  imperative  in  case  of  the  two  standards  called  for  : 

First,  the  standard  of  North  and  South  direction.  This  standard  is  to  be  used 
for  determining  the  exact  variation  of  magnetic  compasses  used  by  the  surveyors 
of  the  State.  It  ought  to  be  constructed  by  setting  in  some  suitable  plot  of 
ground  two  stone  posts  large  enough  and  heavy  enough  to  resist  the  action  of 
frost.  They  ought  not  lo  be  less  than  six  and  one-half  feet  in  length,  and  they 
may  vary  in  diameter  from  six  inches  at  one  end  to  three  and  one-half  feet  at  the 
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Other  end.  They  should  be  provided  at  the  narrow  end  with  firm  plugs  of  copper 
or  some  other  suitable  metal,  which  should  have  proper  marks  or  graduations. 
These  monuments  should  be  buried  in  the  ground  so  that  the  smaller  extremi|^«s 
containing  the  metallic  plugs  are  very  nearly  flush  with  the  general  surface.  The 
monuments  should  be  set  at  a  distance  of  about  two  hundred  and  twenty-five 
feet  apart.  Bome  considerable  professional  skill  would  be  required  in  settmg  the 
monuments  so  that  they  may  be  in  the  true  North  and  South  line. 

Probably  the  most  convenient  place  for  the  new  standard  would  be  in  or  near 
the  city  of  Providence.  In  this  case  considerable  care  must  be  devoted  to  secur- 
ing a  proper  location.  It  is  well  known  that  masses  of  iron,  like  water-mains, 
gas-mains,  lamp-posts,  railroad  tracks,  iron  fences,  iron  fronts  to  buildings,  stocks 
of  iron  in  stores,  and  iron  machinery  in  buildings,  wires  conveying  electric  cur- 
rents, any  or  all  of  them  tend  to  vitiate  magnetic  observations  made  in  their 
immediate  vicinity.  Of  course,  the  sources  of  disturbance  mentioned  are  so  gen- 
erally distributed  over  the  entire  central  portion  of  the  city  as  to  virtually  exclude 
the  most  convenient  positions,  and,  perhaps,  to  entirely  exclude  all  positions  on 
plots  of  land  owned  by  the  State.  In  fact,  although  I  have  given  careful  thought 
to  the  subject,  I  am  not  prepared  to  suggest  any  location  in  the  city  of  Provi- 
dence as  entirely  satisfactory  for  the  purpose. 

T1i£  Standard  of  Length. — I  believe  that  our  land  surveyors  have  desired  the 
construction  of  a  good  and  accessible  hundred-foot  standard  of  length  even  more 
than  the  standard  referred  to  in  the  preceding  paragraph.  The  construction  of 
this  standard  is  also  no  easy  matter.  Some  of  the  chief  difficulties  are  referable 
to  variations  of  temperature.  The  frequent  and  violent  changes  such  as  attend 
our  climate  produce  considerable  alterations  in  the  dimensions  of  every  material 
thing  exposed  to  them.  Having  these  facts  in  mind,  it  appears  to  me  that  two 
standards  of  length  are  indispensable  and  ought  to  be  provided  :  an  in-door 
standard  and  an  out-door  standard. 

The  Ijirdoor  Standard.-^For  this,  there  should  be  provided  a  bar  of  iron,  made 
either  in  one  piece  or  in  several  pieces  firmly  bolted  together.  This  bar  ought 
to  have  a  length  slightly  above  one  hundred  feet ;  in  it  should  be  inserted  at 
least  eleven  plugs  of  german  silver  ;  on  these  plugs  should  be  marked  fine  lines 
representing  the  commencement  of  the  measure,  then  the  terminations  of  each 
ten  feet  from  the  commencement.  In  order  that  the  bar  may  be  untrammeled,  it 
should  rest  on  a  carefully  constructed  bed  provided  with  rollers.  It  ought  to  be 
enclosed  in  a  building  specially  constructed  with  the  view  of  securing  a  constant 
temperature,  62°  Fahrenheit,  if  possible.  A  standard  so  provided  would  be 
suitable  for  the  comparison  of  ten -foot  measures,  and  also  of  surveyors*  metallic 
tapes. 
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But  of  course  a  metallic  tape  tested  by  the  in-door  standard  just  recommended, 
or  its  equivalent,  would  not  preserve  its  proper  length  at  any  temperature  what- 
ever, except  that  adopted  as  the  standard.  Subjected  to  the  temperature  of  a 
cold  day,  the  tape  would  be  too  short ;  to  that  of  a  warm  day,  the  tape  would 
be  too  long.  A  survey  made  with  it  under  either  of  these  conditions  would  nec- 
essarily give  incorrect  results.  The  diffleulty  hsre  stated  w  a  difficult]/  dependent 
upon  laws  of  nature,  which  we  cannot  change.  We  can  imagine  a  way  of  over- 
coming this  difficulty.  If  a  surveyor  should  compare  his  tape  with  the  standard 
at  a  temperature  of  62'',  and  then  should  carefully  wait  for  a  day  when  the  tem- 
perature of  the  air  was  exactly  62°,  and  should  thereupon  make  his  survey,  he 
might  thus  avoid  any  considerable  error.  Naturally  this  kind  of  procedure 
would  be  impracticable.  The  error  might  be  avoided  in  another  way,  that  is, 
by  the  use  of  an  out-door  standard. 

Ths  Out-door  Standard, — For  this  purpose,  three  piers  should  be  carefully  con- 
structed, two  of  them  at  a  distance  of  about  one  hundred  feet  apart,  the  other, 
intermediate.  The  foundations  of  these  piers  should  be  sufficiently  substantial 
to  enable  them  to  keep  their  positions  essentially  unchanged,  except  as  the  earth 
between  expands  or  contracts  with  changes  of  temperature,  (but  not  from  frost). 
The  caps  of  these  piers  should  be  provided  with  german  silver  plugs,  which  in 
turn  should  be  marked  with  suitable  lines.  Between  the  piers  there  should  be 
constructed  a  suitable  rail  for  supporting  measures  to  be  tested.  A  day  having 
been  selected  when  the  prevailing  temperature  is  as  nearly  as  possible  62"*,  the 
plugs  should  be  graduated  so  that  the  marks  selected  as  the  medial  and  terminal 
should  represent  exactly  distances  of  fifty  feet  and  one  hundred  feet  apart. 
Such  a  standard  as  this  might  afterwards  be  used,  even  at  temperatures  other 
than  62°,  with  considerable  confidence  for  testing  surveyors'  tapes  to  be  used  for 
measuring  land.  A  surveyor  having  a  plot  of  land  to  measure  on  a  certain  day 
should  on  the  same  day  test  his  tape  by  the  out-door  standard  ;  he  thus  learns 
the  allowance  necessary  for  the  error  of  the  tape  at  the  particular  temperature 
prevailing. 

For  the  purpose  of  the  in-door  standard  suggested  in  the  foregoing,  there  ought 
to  be  provided  a  building  of  brick,  having  double  walls,  with  air  spaces.  This 
might  be  constructed  on  the  southerly  side  of  the  State  House  lot  in  Providence, 
and  near  it  might  be  placed  the  piers,  with  their  appliances,  appurtenances,  cov- 
erings, that  make  up  the  out-door  standard. 

I  do  not  doubt  that  if  your  Committee  give  the  subject  a  little  consideration, 
they  will  reach  the  following  conclusions,  as  I  have  : 

First. — It  is  entirely  useless  to  undertake  the  construction  of  any  standard  of 
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measure  of  inferior  quality,  and  it  is  not  worth  while  to  spend  any  money  at  til 
on  the  construction  of  such  standards. 

Second. — It  will  be  a  matter  of  considerable  difficulty  to  find  any  location  in 
the  city  of  Providence,  which,  by  reason  of  freedom  from  iron  and  from  wires 
conveying  electric  currents,  is  suitable  for  the  standard  of  North  and  South  di- 
rection. Perhaps  a  suitable  place  for  this  standard  may  be  obtained  at  Roger 
Williams  Park  or  the  State  Farm. 

Third. — The  construction  of  the  several  standards  required  (not  including  cost 
of  land)  would  probably  involve  an  expense  for  materials,  labor  and  professioasl 
services  which  may  be  roughly  estimated  at  five  thousand  dollars. 

I  do  not  see,  therefore,  how  the  results  contemplated  by  the  act  cited  at  the 
beginning  of  this  letter  can  be  attained  without  some  alteration  in  the  conditions 
and  a  considerable  enlargement  of  the  sum  of  money  appropriated.

To  His  Excellency  Governor  George  Peabody  Wetmore: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  as  United  States  Commissioner 
for  Rhode  Island  at  the  World's  Industrial  and  Cotton  Centennial  Ex- 
position, held  at  New  Orleans  during  the  winter  of  1884-5. 

In  February,  1884, 1  received  my  commission  from  President  Arthur, 
and  the  following  May  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  from 
the  various  States  and  Territories,  held  at  Washington,  for  the  purpose 
of  conferring  with  each  other  and  with  Director-General  Burke  in  re- 
gard to  the  preparation  of  the  State  exhibits.  Active  work  was  not 
begun,  however,  in  this  State  until  September,  1884.  At  this  time 
meetings  were  held  at  different  parts  of  the  State,  and  circulars  sent 
to  all  the  newspapers  in  the  State  asking  them  to  call  attention  to  the 
coming  exhibition. 

It  was  decided  to  arrange  the  collective  exhibit  of  Rhode  Island 
under  three  heads,  illustrating — first,  the  natural  products,  including 
the  minerals  and  commercial  ores,  woods  and  fauna  of  the  State  ;  sec- 
ond, a  few  of  the  representative  manufacturing  industries  of  the  State, 
the  cotton,  woolen,  iron,  jewelry,  and  many  of  the  minor  industries ; 
third,  the  educational  facilities  of  the  State.     A  Department  of  Wo- 
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man's  Work  was  also  organized — a  society  having  been  formed  for  this 
purpose  with  Mrs.  Frank  W.  Goddard  as  President. 

Some  assistance  was  also  given  to  the  Colored  Department,  of  which 
the  Rev.  Van  Home  was  the  Sub-Commissioner  for  this  State.  Bv  tlie 
middle  of  November  the  plans  were  all  made  and  the  work  organized. 

Messrs.  South  wick  and  Jenks  arranged  the  minerals  and  fauna  of  the 
State ;  Mr.  Russell,  of  the  Bridgham  street  school,  assisted  by  Mr. 
Hunt,  obtained  specimens  of  all  the  different  woods  of  the  State,  and 
photographs  of  very  many  of  the  finest  trees.  The  manufacturing  in- 
dustries were  represented  by  specimens  of  cotton  and  worsted  in  vari- 
ous stages  of  progress  from  the  raw  materials  to  the  finished  product, 
furnished  by  the  Conant  Thread  Co. ,  the  Berkeley  Co.  and  the  Atlantic 
Mills. 

Exhibits  from  the  Builders  Iron  Foundry,  Nicholson  File  Co.,  Brown 
and  Sharpe  Mfg.  Co. ,  R.  I.  Locomotive  Works  and  otlier  smaller  con- 
cerns, gave  a  partial  representation  of  the* iron  industries.  The  jewelry 
business,  which  is  so  peculiar  to  Providence,  was  also  represented  bj 
exhibits  from  several  of  the  leading  manufacturers.  The  educational 
exhibit  of  Rhode  Island  was  specially  fine  and  attracted  much  atten- 
tion. Through  the  cordial  co-operation  of  Mr.  Stockwell,  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Schools ;  Mr.  Tarbell,  Superintendent  of  Schools  in 
Providence  ;  the  Superintendents  of  the  Schools  at  Newport  and  Paw- 
tucket  ;  Mr.  Russell,  of  the  Bridgham  street  school.  Providence ;  Air. 
Rose,  of  the  R.  I.  School  of  Design  ;  Mra.  Alden,  of  the  Kindei^arten ; 
Mr.  Jones,  of  the  Friends  School;  and  Mr.  Guild,  Librarian  of  the 
University,  quite  an  elaborate  exhibit  was  made  of  the  educational 
facilities  of  Rhode  Island.  The  exhibit  of  the  schools  of  Providence 
calls  for  special  mention  for  the  method  of  arrangement  and  character 
of  the  work  exhibited. 

This  consisted  of  a  large  number  of  bound  manuscripts  and  examin- 
ation papers  showing  the  pixjficiency  of  the  scholars  in  their  variooa 
studies,  of  plans  of  the  interior  arrangement  of  the  various  school 
buildings,  and  colored  elevations  of  the  same. 

The  general  school  system  of  the  State  was  explained  by  means  of

charts  showing  the  number  and  location  of  the  school  houses,  the  means 
by  which  they  were  supported  and  the  general  method  of  government. 
The  articles  in  the  State  exhibit  were  not  open  to  competition,  but  a 
committee  visited  the  various  educational  exhibits  and  gave  diplomas 
to  such  institutions  as  were  worthy.  The  State  collective  exhibit,  La 
Salle  Academy,  Rhode  Island  School  of  Design,  Mrs.  Alden's  Kinder- 
garten, and  the  Providence  public  schools  all  received  diplomas  of 
honor.  The  committee  who  made  the  awai*ds  consisted  of  gentlemen 
well  fitted  to  judge.  Among  them  were  the  gentlemen  in  charge  of  the 
French  and  Japanese  educational  exhibits,  both  of  whom  requested 
specimeus  of  the  scholars*  work,  which  were  given  them. 

The  Department  of  Women's  Work,  so  well  organized  by  Mrs.  God- 
dard  and  the  several  ladies  who  assisted  her.  made  a  verv  creditable 
exhibit,  and  ranked  among  the  first  of  the  Northern  States.  Mrs. 
Charles  S.  Cleveland  was  appointed  Lady  Commissioner  to  take  charge 
of  the  Women's  Department  of  Rhode  Island  in  New  Orleans,  and  de- 
serves much  praise  for  her  successful  management  under  many  tr^'ing 
circumstailces. 

By  the  middle  of  November  the  exhibits  thus  collected  and  arranged 
were  sent  south  in  charge  of  Mr.  Prescott  O.  Clark,  who  was  appointed 
my  assistant,  and  to  w^hose  faithful  perseverance  and  energy  I  owe 
much ;  and  the  work  of  preparing  the  space  assigned  to  Rhode  Island 
was  begun.  No  one  who  was  not  personally  cognizant  of  the  facts 
can  appreciate  the  diflficulties  that  had  to  be  encountered,  owing  to 
insufficient  facilities  for  transportation  and  to  many  other  causes.  On 
the  opening  day,  however,  the  Rhode  Island  space  was  nearly  arranged 
and  made  a  creditable  appearance. 

I  went  to  New  Orleans  in  February,  1885,  in  company  with  Gover- 
nor Bourn  and  his  personal  staff.  The  management  of  the  exhibition 
had  appointed  February  16th  as  the  Rhode  Island  day,  and  in  accord- 
ance with  the  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly,  at  its  January  ses- 
sion, and  under  the  advice  of  the  authorities  of  the  exhibition,  it  was 
decided  to  hold  a  public  reception  at  the  Rhode  Island  headquarters  on 
that  day. 
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About  700  inTitations  were  issued  to  all  Rhode  Islanders  Ia  the  city, 
to  the  officers  of  the  army  and  navy  at  New  Orleans,  to  the  Governor 
and  executive  officers  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  to  the  Mayor  of  New 
Orleans,  to  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  Board  of  Trade  of  the  city, 
to  the  representatives  of  foreign  governments  at  the  exhibition,  to  the 
board  of  management  and  to  the  commissioners  for  the  various  States 
and  Territories.  No  formal  exercises  were  held,  but  a  very  pleasant 
informal  reception  took  place  and  very  many  people  were  presented  to 
the  Governor  and  his  staff.  The  expense  of  this  reception,  amounting 
to  $304,  I  have  charged  to  the  R.  I.  appropriation,  leaving  a  balance 
of  il,196,  which  I  have  returned  to  the  General  Treasurer. 

In  considering  the  exhibition  as  a  whole,  one  could  not  fail  to  be 
struck  with  the  vast  extent  of  the  resources  of  this  country.  While 
financially  it  was  a  failure,  in  every  other  respect  it  was  a  great  suc- 
cess. Wanting  somewhat  in  the  brilliancy  of  the  Centennial  Exhibition 
at  Philadelphia,  it  contained  a  much  more  exhaustive  and  better  ar- 
ranged collective  exhibit  of  the  natural*  resources  and  manufactured 
products  of  this  country.  It  also  contributed  largely  to  the  growing 
good  feeling  between  the  different  sections  of  the  country,  and  added 
much  to  the  increasing  wealth  and  prosperity  of  the  Southern  States.
